To  the  President  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  this  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
Jane  30, 1895,  of  which  more  than  nine  months  were  ander 
the  administration  of  my  predecessor,  Postmaster-General 
Bissell,  and  not  quite  three  months  ander  my  own.  As 
this  is  preeminently  a  great  basiness  Department  of  the 
Government,  any  report  mast  necessarily  deal  largely  with 
the  detailed  statistics  of  that  basiness.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  financial  and  indastrial  depres- 
sion which  has  serioasly  affected  the  revenaes  of  the  postal 
service  for  the  past  two  years,  and  disappointed  the  esti- 
mates of  my  predecessors,  extended  far  enough  into  the 
fiscal  year  1895  to  make  an  anasaally  wide  gap  between 
revenaes  and  expenditares.    It  is  gratifying,  however,  to  inoreasiDgrev 
report  that  a  large  part  of  this  deficiency  occurred  in  theSJSig^riiw 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  and  that  since  then  the  revenues**'^' 
p  M  G  95 1 
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.  :'  btthe  Department  have  reflected  tlie  general  returning 
.  .  ,  ...  prosperity  of  the  country.  This  will  appear  by  comparing 
•  •  tie  postal  revenues  of  the  years  1894  and  1895. 

The  total  postal  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  1894  were 
$75,080,479.04,  an  actual  falling  off  from  the  previous  year 
(when  they  were  $75,896,933.10)  of  $816,454.12,  or,  counting 
the  amount  transferred  in  1894  from  the  unpaid  money -order 
fund  to  the  general  postal  fund,  a  decrease  of  $2,116,454.12. 
The  total  postal  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  1895  were 
$76,983,128.19,  showing  an  increase  of  $1,902,649.15.  But 
the  actual  increase  was  much  larger,  for  in  the  year  1894, 
pursuant  to  authority  contained  in  an  act  entitled  ^'An  act 
to  modify  the  postal  money-order  system,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses," approved  March  3,  1883,  the  sum  of  $1,300,000 
was  transferred  from  the  balance  of  unpaid  money-order 
accounts,  and  caused  to  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  for 
the  service  of  the  Post-Office  Department.

While  it  is  inevitable  that  the  expenses  of  the  postal 
service  must  increase  from  year  to  year,  with  the  steady 
growth  and  improvement  of  the  service,  it  is  believed  that 
the  report  of  the  current  year  will  show  a  very  substantial 
decrease  in  the  annual  deficiency.

Anticipating  that  the  improvement  already  manifest  in 
the  condition  of  the  country  and  by  consequence  in  the 
postal  revenue  will  continue,  I  have  submitted,  through 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  estimates  for  the  current 
and  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  years  based  upon  an  annual 
increase  of  8  per  cent,  which  is  the  average  of  fairly  pros- 
perous years.

The  aggregate  credits  to  the  subsidized  Pacific  railroads 
for  the  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  were  $1,395,732.57,  as 
against  $1,629,770.09  for  the  previous  year. 

The  regular  annual  deficiency  in  the  revenues  of  the 
postal  service,  emphasized  as  it  appears  to  be  by  the  un- 
usual amount  of  the  deficiences  for  the  past  two  years,  may  <> 
call  forth  comment  from  those  who  believe  that  the  Post- 
Office  Department  should  be  self-sustaining,  and  will  un- 
doubtedly disappoint  those  who  are  urging  a  reduction 
in  our  rates  of  postage,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  those 
rates  are  already  relatively  lower  than  the  rates  of  any 
other  great  nation.  But  it  should  be  remembered  that  the 
free  business  done  by  this  Department  for  other  branches 
and  Departments  of  the  Government,  if  paid  for  at  regular 
or  cost  rates,  would  more  than  wipe  out  its  deficiencies,  and 
that  Oongress  in  providing  money  out  of  the  general  Treas- 
ury for  those  deficiencies  is  simply  reimbursing  the  Depart- 
ment by  a  method  the  most  direct  and  economical,  which 
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saves  both  labor  and  bookkeeping,  for  service  it  is  required 
to  perform  without  pay. 

Reserving  for  a  later  page  of  this  report  a  reference  to 
the  chief  cause  of  the  yearly  deficiency  in  postal  revenue: 
the  gross  abuse  of  second-class  rates  of  postage  by  so- 
called  periodicals,  I  may  add  that  while  the  people  rightly 
expect  the  Post-Office  Department  to  earn  as  nearly  as 
possible  its  running  expenses,  they  none  the  less  demand 
M^to^Sm  f"u.  *^**  ^^  ^^^^  provide  adequate  and  ample  mail  facilities 
ities  imperatiye.  aud  Shall  be  Constantly  on  the  alert  to  advance  and  increase 
the  service  it  renders  to  them.  The  reports  of  the  hSads 
of  the  several  bureaus  for  the  year  last  ended,  will,  I  am 
confident,  disclose  a  record  of  efficiency  and  improvement 
not  surpassed  in  the  history  of  the  service,  and  it  is 
believed  that  the  current  year's  progress  will  not  suffer  in 
a  like  comparison. 

This  is  but  as  it  should  be,  for  every  year  builds  upon 
the  work  and  experience  of  all  that  precede  and  commands 
larger  facilities  in  increased  means,  in  the  steady  develop- 
ment and  perfecting  of  our  transportation  systems,  in  the 
march  of  enterprise  and  invention,  and  in  the  adoption  of 
closer  economies  and  better  business  methods. 

INOBEASE  OF  PRESIDENTIAL  POST-OFFICES. 

Prom  the  report  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral it  will  be  found  that,  as  a  result  of  the  annual  adjust- 
ment of  salaries  of  Presidential  postmasters,  as  directed  by 
the  act  of  March  3, 1883,  there  were  on  the  1st  day  of  July, 
1895,  3,491  Presidential  offices,  an  increase  of  89  over  the 
previous  year.  These  offices  were  assigned  as  follows:  159 
to  the  first  class;  700  to  the  second  class;  2,632  to  the  third 
class;  an  increase  of  10  first-class  offices;  34  second-class 
offices,  and  45  third-class  offices,  as  compared  with  their 
respective  numbers  on  July  1, 1894. 

The  average  salary  of  the  3,491  Presidential  postmasters 
as  adjusted  from  the  1st  of  July,  1895,  is  $1,689.  The 
aggregate  receipts  of  the  same  offices  for  the  fiscal  year 
1894-95  was  $60,538,097.92,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
Department  and  constituting  78.64  per  cent  of  its  entire 
revenue.  Of  these  receipts  the  amount  absorbed  for  sala- 
ries was  less  than  10  per  cent  (9.74).  Prior  to  last  year  it 
had  been  the  custom  to  adjust  the  annual  salaries  of  post- 
masters on  the  basis  of  figures  submitted  by  them  in  their 
quarterly  reports  rendered  to  the  Department.  These  re- 
ports are  now  carefully  compared  with  figures  revised  by 
the  Auditor  for  the  Post-Office  Department  before  fixing 
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the  salaries  of  postmasters.  This  plan  does  away  with 
considerable  correspondence  and  tends  to  diminish  the 
errors  in  the  reports  of  the  postmasters  tbemselves. 

The  aggregate  amount  required  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
Presidential  postmasters  from  July  1,  1895,  based  on  an- 
nual adjustment  for  the  four  quarters  preceding  March  31, 
1895,  is  at  the  rate  of  $5,897,200  per  annum,  being  an  in- 
crease of  $177,300.  The  estimate  of  $17,000,000  for  the 
compensation  of  all  postmasters  for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97 
is  therefore  deemed  a  moderate  one. 

CLERKS  IN  POST-OFFICES. 

In  the  report  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral (salary  and  allowance  division)  tabulated  statements 
appear  under  the  head  of  each  appropriation,  showing  the 
amount  estimated  by  this  Department,  per  cent  of  increase, 
amount  appropriated  by  Congress,  per  cent  of  increase, 
and  average  increase  for  the  past  decade.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  estimate  for  clerk  hire  for  the  year  1896-97  is  con- 
siderably less  than  the  amount  which  would  be  required 
by  using  the  average  per  cent  of  increase  as  a  factor.  The 
appropriation  for  1895-96  is  $10,100,000;  this  sum,  plus  the 
average  per  cent  of  increase,  6.94  per  cent,  would  make 
$10,800,980.  The  appropriation  asked  for  is,  however, 
$10,500,000,  being  a  reduction  of  $300,980,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  the  business  handled  is  very  greatly  in 
excess  of  any  previous  year,  reaching  at  some  of  the  large 

offices  as  much  as  15  per  cent  during  the  last  quarter. 

• 

RENT,  FUEL,  AND  LIGHT,  FIRST  AND  SECOND  CLASS 
OFFICES. 

The  average  rate  of  increase  in  this  appropriation  for  the 
past  ten  years  has  been  6.31  per  cent.  The  appropriation 
for  1895-96  is  $900,000.  No  increase  is  asked  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.  Taking  into  consideration  the  large  number  of 
stations  and  substations  that  have  been  established  at  the 
larger  first-class  offices,  in  lieu  of  third  and  fourth  class 
offices,  since  July  1  of  the  present  year,  and  the  demands 
upon  this  appropriation  for  the  rent  of  premises  for  sta- 
tions, also  the  increase  in  the  number  of  first  and  second 
class  offices— ten  of  the  first  class  and  thirty-four  of  the 
second  class — this  is  a  good  showing. 

RENT,  FUEL,  AND  LIGHT,  THIRD-CLASS  OFFICES. 

The  average  per  cent  of  increase  in  appropriations  for 
the  past  seven  years  has  been  6.54  per  cent.  On  th'is  basis 
the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97  would  be 
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$745,000,  and  althoagh  the  last  rea^jastment  shows  an 
increase  of  forty-five  third-class  offices,  no  increase  in  the 
appropriation  is  recommended  for  the  year  1896-97. 

MISOBLLANEOUS    AND    INCIDENTAL    ITEMS    AND    FURNI- 
TURE FOR  FIRST  AND  SEOOND  GLASS  OFFICES. 

Undj^r  this  head  the  appropriation  for  the  cnrrent  year 
is  $150,000,  and  no  increase  has  been  asked  for  the  next 
year.  The  practice  of  assigning  lump-snm  miscellaneous 
allowances  to  the  twelve  larger  first-class  offices  continaes 
to  be  productive  of  good  results.  A  saving  of  $2,760  in 
the  purchase  and  delivery  of  safes,  and  of  $2,464.34  in  the 
cost  of  telephones  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895, 
has  been  effected. 

CANCELING  MACHINES. 

The  contract  for  the  use  of  100  Hey  &  Dolphin  machines, 
at  an  annual  rental  of  $400  each,  expired  on  the  30th  of 
June,  1895,  and  was  not  renewed.  The  First  Assistant 
Postmaster-General  has  contracted  for  100  Barry  machines, 
capable,  it  is  believed,  of  performing  as  good  service,  under 
oreftt  uringlike  conditions,  at  an  annual  rental  of  $150  each.  The 
ehjne'oo&tni^  saviug  thus  effected  permits  a  large  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  machines  used. 

In  addition  to  the  Barry  machines  there  are  now  in  use 
134  machines  of  the  American  Postal  Machines  Company, 
at  an  annual  rental  of  $200  each,  and  arrangements  have 
already  be0n  made  for  the  use  of  91  more  machines,  making 
a  total  of  325,  at  an  annual  rental  not  to  exceed  $60,000, 
as  against  213  machines  for  the  last  year.  Efforts  will  be 
made  to  fill  all  proper  requisitions  for  these  machines  as 
speedily  as  possible,  and  no  increase  in  the  appropriation 
for  the  rental  or  purchase  is  asked. 

The  recommendation  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General  that  a  sufficient  number  of  the  inspector  force  be 
inspMtonforput  at  the  servicc  of  the  salary  and  allowance  division, 
'^diTitioii  through  whom  that  division  may  aid  and  instruct  post- 


TMomiiiended.  m^g^^g  [^  ^^  ^^^g^j  mcthods  of  managing  their  offices  and 
office  force,  and  make  inquiry  into  lease  cases,  change  of 
sites,  and  other  matters  outside  of  the  ordinary  work  of 
the  post-office  inspectors,  is  worthy  of  consideration.  This 
would  not  involve  any  change  from  the  present  assign- 
ment and  control  of  the  force,  but  the  addition  to  that 
force  of  an  inspector  in  each  division,  who  might  be  specially 
trained  and  detailed  for  such  work. 
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Fourteen  thoasand  clerks  are  now  employed  at  first  and 
second  class  offices,  and  the  aggregate  appropriations 
asked  for  to  cover  clerk  hire  allowances  in  these  offices 
and  for  separating  and  extraordinary  service  at  third  and 
fourth  class  post-offices,  for  rent,  fuel  and  light,  and  mis- 
cellaneous items,  constitute  a  total  of  $12,250,000.  I  can 
not  doubt  that  with  the  assistance  of  this  small  number  of 
inspectors,  well  trained  for  their  work,  better  results  and 
greater  economy  may  be  secured  in  the  expenditure  of  this 
large  amount. 

FREE-DELIVERY  OFFIOES. 

On  July  1, 1895,  there  were  in  operation  604  free-delivery 
offices,  employing  12,714  carriers  and  showing  gross 
receipts  of  $49,128,621.42.  During  the  year  the  service 
was  established  at  2  new  offices,  and  discontinued  on 
account  of  decrease  in  population-  and  revenues  at  7,  and 
1  free-delivery  office  was  consolidated  with  Chicago.  The 
vexatious  question  of  the  settlement  of  overtime  claims  of 
carriers  is  in  a  fair  way  to  disappear  permanently,  as  post- 
Tfiasters  are  strictly  enforcing,  in  obedience  to  the  orders  of 
this  Department,  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  May  24, 1888, 
establishing  eight  hours  as  a  full  day*s  work  for  letter 
carriers.  The  assistant  superintendent  of  the  free-delivery  ov  e  r  t  i  m  e 
system  and  another  employee  of  the  Department  were 
selected  by  the  Oourt  of  Claims  to  act  as  special  commis- 
sioners in  the  settlement  of  overtime  claims  and  have 
made  satisfactory  progress  in  their  investigations.  As  a 
result,  judgments  have  been  entered,  altogether,  in  the 
Court  of  Claims  for  $1,279,124.31,  representing  about  70 
per  cent  of  the  amounts  claimed  in  the  cases  acted  upon. 
N^early  all  of  these  judgments  represent  claims  that 
accrued  prior  to  1893,  before  which  time  little  effort  seems 
to  have  been  made  for  the  settlement  of  these  claims.  The 
remaining  claims  are  scattered  among  the  smaller  free- 
delivery  offices,  which  will  be  visited  by  the  commissioners 
during  the  current  year. 

The  continuance  of  the  experimental  free-delivery  service 
in  forty-six  towns  and  villages  during  the  year  cost  the 
Department  $8,813.55.    The  service  at  one  office  was  dis-  ft^*§^*"*Ji 
continued  at  the  request  of  the  postmaster  himself,  who  towns  tld^ra- 
said  that  there  was  not  enough  business  to  justify  it.    It  is  cc5«!  "** 
believed  that  an  investigation  of  the  other  forty-five  offices 
would  call  for  like  action.    The  result  of  this  experiment 
has  not  been  such  as  to  justify  its  continuance,  and  I  fully 
concur  with  the  recommendation  of  the  First  Assistant 
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Postmaster-General  that  no  farther  appropriation  be  made 
for  it.  Either  it  should  be  extended  to  all  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  the  coantry,  or  the  forty-six  towns  and  villages  to 
which  it  has  heretofore  been  granted,  some  of  them  having 
bat  a  few  hundred  population,  and  at  least  two  of  them 
being  almost  within  sight  of  each  other,  should  no  longer 
be  exalted  in  postal  facilities  over  all  other  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  the  country.  To  grant  it  to  all  would  require  an 
appropriation  of  many  millions  of  dollars,  which  it  is  not 
believed  Congress  is  prepared  to  give.  The  permanent 
grant  to  a  select  few  is  an  act  of  unjustifiable  favoritism. 

RURAL  FREE  DELIVERY. 

toi£?SS^fiS  '^^  amount  appropriated  by  Congress  ($20,000)  to  test 
d^™y  inaaffl-  the  feasibility  of  establishing  rural  free  delivery  was  not 
expended  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  the  Department  not 
being  able  to  devise  a  plan  by  which  a  satisfactory  test  could 
be  made  with  this  small  allowance.  To  establish  rural 
f^ree  delivery  throughout  the  United  States  would  involve, 
it  is  believed,  an  expenditure  annually  of  not  less  than 
$20,000,000,  and  the  revenues  of  the  Government,  not  less 
than  the  revenues  of  this  Department,  are  imposing  the 
most  rigid  economy  and  the  necessity  of  refraining,  as  far 
as  possible,  from  uncertain  experiments.  If,  with  full 
knowledge  of  the  cost  of  free  delivery  in  towns  and  villages 
and  in  the  country,  the  people's  representatives  shall  desire 
to  undertake  it,  this  Department  will  omit  no  effort  to 
make  it  a  thorough  success;  but,  under  present  conditions 
and  present  revenues,  it  believes  it  both  duty  and  policy  to 
extend  and  improve  the  postal  facilities  of  all  the  people 
through  the  expansion  and  improvement  of  the  existing 
system.  For  myself,  personally,  I  may  say  that  I  assumed 
control  of  this  Department  too  late  in  the  fiscal  year  to 
take  any  action  under  this  appropriation.  Should  Congress 
see  fit  to  make  it  available  for  the  current  year,  I  will  make 
the  experiment  ordered  by  the  best  tests  I  can  devise. 
But  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  such  experiments  and  the 
reasons  for  viewing  the  whole  plan  as  impracticable  are 
fully  set  forth  in  the  Eeport  of  the  House  Committee  on 
the  Post-Office  appropriation  bill,  second  session,  Fifty- 
third  Congress. 

Indeed  the  above  estimate  of  $20,000,000  as  the  cost  of 
such  service  is  merely  continued  from  previous  reports  of 
this  Department.  It  is  at  best  but  a  guess,  and  there  are 
no  data  at  my  command  by  which  to  verify  it.    By  many 
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who  have  looked  more  carefully  into  the  question  than  I 
have  had  time  to  do,  the  necessary  expenditure  has  been 
put  at  a  much  larger  sum. 

CARRIER  FORCE.       " 

The  number  of  separations  in  this  force  from  the  service  sepamtiona  in 
during  the  year  was:  Carriers  deceased,  83;  carriers iJS! **"**' **^' 
resigned,  160;  carriers  removed,  386;  total,  628.  The 
removals  were  classified  as  follows:  For  intoxication,  95; 
arrested  for  violation  of  postal  laws  and  regulations,  30; 
gross  violations  of  postal  laws,  loitering,  etc.,  140;  for  dis- 
honesty, 24;  for  misconduct  and  insubordination,  74;  for 
.  gross  ineflScieucy,  18;  for  physical  disability,  4.  The  total 
number  of  changes  was  less  than  5  per  cent,  as  against 
6.3  per  cent  for  the  preceding  year,  and  the  removals  were 
3  per  cent,  while  last  year  they  were  4  -per  cent  of  the  total 
carrier  force.  This  reduction  in  the  number  of  removals  is 
due  to  the  strict  observance  of  Postmaster-General  Bis- 
sell's  order  of  June  28, 1894,  that  no  letter  carrier  should 
be  removed  except  for  cause  and  upon  written  charges 
filed  with  the  Post- Office  Department,  of  which  the  carrier 
should  have  fall  notice  with  full  opportunity  for  defense. 
It  also  shows  that  the  carriers,  under  a  closer  observance 
of  civil-service  laws  and  ideas,  hold  their  positions  by  a 
tenure  of  good  behavior  and  faithftil  service. 

FREE-DELIVERY  SERVICE. 

This  service  was  established  in  1863,  with  66  free-delivery 
offices  and  685  carriers,  at  a  cost  of  $317,063.20,  or  at  the 
rate  of  $462.86  per  carrier.  It  is  now  in  operation  at  604 
offices,  with  a  earner  force  of  12,714  and  an  annual  cost  of 
$12,135,544.93,  or  at  the  rate  of  $954.50  per  carrier.  The 
sum  now  yearly  expended  on  this  service  alone  is  greater 
than  the  expenditures  on  our  entire  postal  system  at  the 
time  of  its  introduction.    Such  a  growth  illustrates  both    Enormous 

growth    of    the 

the  steady  and  phenomenal  progress  of  our  postal  facili-'reo-deiivery

ties,  outstnppmg  the  increase  and  spread  of  population  trated. 
in  the  past  thirty  years,  and  more  strikingly  still  the  use- 
fxdness  and  popularity  of  the  free-delivery  system  itself. 

I  believe  it  is  good  policy  for  Congress  and  for  this 
Department  to  foster  the  extension  of  this  service  by  judi- 
cious appropriations  and  judicious  administration. 

The  present  magnitude  and  certain  future  growth  of 
the  system  necessarily  raise  problems  as  to  the  expend- 
iture of  immense  sums  of  money,  and  the  handling  and 
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discipline  of  large  bodies  of  employees,  so  aa  to  reap 
the  best  firuits  from  this  branch  of  our  service.  An  indis- 
pensable basis  of  good  service  has  been  laid  by  placing 
the  carrier  force  under  the  civil-service  system,  and  no 
effort  should  be  spared  by  the  Department  to  insure  a 
high  morale  in  this  force  and  to  familiarize  the  idea  among 
individual  carriers  that  as  they  enter  the  service  by  the 
Tenure  of  car-  merit  systcm  alouc  so  likewise  they  remain  in  it  by  no  ten- 

oponmoStf  ^°  ure  but  that  of  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  duty, 
which  demands  self-respect  and  honorable  living.  It  is 
inevitable  that  a  few  individuals  here  and  there  should 
interpret  this  stability  of  employment  as  a  x>ersonal  privi- 
lege, encouraging  slovenly  service  and  insubordination  to 
superior  officers,  rather  than  a  reform  based  on  considera- 
tions of  a  better  public  service;  and  such  instances  have 
occurred  and  will  doubtless  continue  to  occur,  even  after 
the  full  meaning  of  the  civil-service  system  is  understood 
and  accepted.  Hut  it  is  gratifying  to  rex)ort  that  as  a 
whole,  and  by  such  overwhelming  predominance  as  to  make 
the  exceptions  more  prominent,  the  army  of  letter  carriers 
is  alert,  faithful,  efficient,  and  honorable. 

Questions  of  organization  and  management  of  a  force  of 
13,000  employees,  distributed  among  600  offices,  so  as  to 
secure  a  uniform  rule  of  service  and  a  strict  and  honest 
observance  of  the  eight-hour  law,  both  as  to  "  overtime '' 
and  '<  undertime,"  have  given  great  trouble  in  the  past^  and 
the  Department  has  devoted  much  thought  and  effort  to 
their  solution,  with  results  that  are  satisfactory.  As  long, 
however,  as  postmasters  and  superintendents  of  carriers  at 
free-delivery  offices  vary  in  executive  capacity,  in  ability  to 
handle  men,  and  in  their  conception  of  public  duty,  some 
inequalities  of  results  must  happen,  no  matter  what  energy 
and  watchfulness  may  characterize  the  supervision  of  the 
central  office. 

The  vigorous  and  effective  efforts  of  my  immediate  pred- 
ecessor seem,  as  I  have  elsewhere  stated,  to  have  pro- 
duced at  last  an  honest  administration  of  the  eight-hour 
law,  and  made  letter-carriers'  trip  and  official  time  reports 
actual  and  truthful  records  of  service.  To  bring  about  this 
substantial  reform,  just  alike  to  the  Department  and  to  the 
carriers,  as  well  as  to  lay  the  foundation  for  other  necessary 
speciaiinresti.  improvements  in  this  service,  a  special  investigation  of  the 

SersysUni.^**'^"  carrier  system  was  begun  under  his  administration,  involv- 
ing a  thorough  examination  into  the  needs  and  details  of 
the  system,  its  methods  of  administration  in  different  local- 
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ities,  the  local  requirements  of  sufficieut  service,  inequali- 
ties of  administration;  in  a  word,  into  all  the  data  needed 
by  the  Department  for  an  intelligent  understandinjg  of  the 
needs  of  each  office,  the  extent  and  nature  of  the  field  which 
it  covers,  and  the  manner  in  which  its  service  is  performed. 
This  was  not  undertaken,  however,  until  searching  prelim- 
inary inquiries  and  reports  called  for  had  convinced  the 
Department  that  such  was  the  unequal  or  loose  manage- 
ment of  different  offices  that  it  was  losing  at  the  rate  of 
$500,000  per  annum  in  "undertime^'  and  superfluous  car- 
riers, and  incurring  claims  of  half  that  amount  yearly  for 
"  overtime"  work,  as  shown  by  the  detailed  statement  made 
in  the  report  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster-General. 

The  impossibility  of  correcting  all  these  irregularities 
and  of  instructing  postmasters  and  superintendents  as  to 
their  duties  by  correspondence,  led  to  the  examination  of 
the  carrier  service,  by  confidential  and  approved  agents, 
carefully  warned  and  instructed  as  to  the  fair  and  honest 
performance  of  their  duties.  The  work  of  these  agents,  as 
stated  by  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster  General,  has  been 
to  obtain  a  record  of  the  conduct  and  manner  of  perform- 
ing his  service,  by  each  carrier  while  on  duty  as  also  of 
the  exact  time  consumed  on  his  ronte,  to  test  t^e  efficiency 
of  the  collection  and  delivery  service,  to  report  the  condi- 
tion of  letter  boxes,  whether  or  not  they  are  supplied  with 
time  cards,  and  all  other  information  as  to  the  character  of 
the  service  at,  and  the  real  needs  of,  each  office. 

In  every  case  reflecting  on  the  conduct  of  an  individual  j^^:^^;!^^^'^ 
carrier  he  has  been  furnished  with  a  verbatim  copy  of  the  SS^J^*'^  "' 
reports  made,  and  given  ample  opportunity  to  submit  his 
explanation  before  any  action  by  the  Department.  The 
results  of  this  special  investigation  up  to  the  time  of  the 
report  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster  General  are  thus 
stated  by  him:

At  60  of  the  offices  the  carrier  force  and  free-delivery 
service  were  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  and  no 
criticism  called  for.

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I  wish  especially  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  bnt  1.3 
per  cent  of  the  carriers  examined  have  been  dismissed,  both 
to  show  the  general  high  tone  of  the  force  itself  and  to  dis- 
pel the  untrue  or  exaggerated  and  sensational  statements 
that  have  had  some  cuiTcncy  in  the  press,  and  to  meet  the 
outcry  of  some  alleged  friends  of  the  letter  carriers  against 
what  they  are  pleased  to  denominate  a  *^spy ''  or  "  spotter '^ 
system. 

Besides  the  improvements  in  the  service  where  these 
examinations  have  been  made,  it  has  been  possible,  with- 
out additional  cost,  to  extend  the  letter-carrier  service  and 
give  increased  facilities. 

From  the  report  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral the  following  list  of  improvements  ordered  is  taken:

Securing  the  data  and  necessary  details  of  the  service  to  enable  the 
Department  understandingly  and  jnstly  to  consider  all  applications 
for  increase  of  force. 

To  weed  out  the  habitnal  loiterers  and  drinkers  who  bring  discredit 
upon  the  service  and  upon  the  carriers. 

To  secure  eight  hours'  honest  work,  with  prompt  delivery  of  mail. 

Saving  of  overtime  claims  at  the  rate  of  $250,000  or  $300,000  a  year. 

Saving  by  stopping  undertime  and  preventing  the  employment  of 
superfluous  carriers,  $500,000  a  year. 

Establishing  the  fact  that  the  continuance  of  carriers  in  the  service 
depends  only  upon  themselves  and  the  proper  discharge  of  their 
duties,  without  reference  to  any  outside  influence,  political  or  other- 
wise. 

After  all,  however,  the  fact  remains  that  some  change  in 
the  organization  and  handling  of  the  carrier  force,  especially 
at  the  large  ofQces,  must  be  the  condition  of  a  permanently 
efficient  and  improved  service,  and  that  I  am  anxious  to 
bring  about  as  soon  as  a  judicious  plan  can  be  perfected. 
A  small  but  permanent  force  of  inspectors,  who  can  be 
detailed  to  examine  into  the  condition  and  needs  of  the 
ftee-delivery  system  at  such  offices  as  appear  to  be  working 
that  system  without  satisfactory  results,  or  may  be  asking, 
without  apparent  reason,  for  additional  carriers,  would 
seem  to  be  necessary  in  view  of  the  duty  recognized  by  the 
Department  to  extend  that  system  to  as  many  offices  as 
the  law  permits.    Added  to  this,  as  the  chief  instrumen- 
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tality  for  maintainiDg  a  good  service  and  a  high  esprit  de 

corps  among  carriers  individaally^  there  should  be,  wher-    -^^^'^^^f?! 

ever  the  force  exceeds  a  number  easily  handled  by  one  be  divided  into 

sections,  and 

superintendent,  a  certain  number  of  carriers,  by  whatever  each  section  sn- 
title  designated,  promoted  from  the  ranks  for  ascertained  ourito.  ^ 
merit  and  capacity,  who,  in  addition  to  some  service  as 
carrier  proper,  shall  be  put  in  command  of  sections  of  the 
carrier  force  and  have  supervision  over  their  performance 
of  duty  on  specified  routes,  and  be  held  responsible  for  the 
good  personal  conduct  of  their  subordinates  and  their  effi- 
cient public  service. 

Every  other  branch  of  the  postal  service  is  officered, 
supervised,  and  controlled  in  this  way.  Carriers,  from  the 
nature  of  their  work,  can  have  least  supervision  of  their 
manner  of  performing  it,  but  as  far  as  such  organization 
can  be  made  effective  I  believe  it  will  help  to  a  better  serv- 
ice, and  hold  out  the  prospect  of  promotion  to  meritorious 
carriers.

service  for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97  is  $12,960,300,  as  against  vice  is.  oomMr. 

$12,790,283.64  for  the  current  fiscal  year.    This  is  believed  ^^^^^"""^^  ""'• 

to  be  a  remarkably  low  estimate,  as  it  involves  an  increase 

of  only  $170,016.36,  or  1.33  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the 

average  annual  increase  since  1889-90  of  9  per  cent  and 

with  the  increase  of  the  current  fiscal  year  of  3.76  per 

cent,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  average  salary 

of  carriers  now  in  the  service,  due  to  the  gradual  shifting 

of  the   force  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  salary  grade,  as 

required  by  law,  will  be  $916.47,  as  against  $905.25  for  the 

current  fiscal  year. 

POST-OFFICE  SUPPLIES. 

The  number  of  requisitions  filled  in  this  division  in  the 
various  classes  of  supplies  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1895,  was  324,349,  as  against  264,066  for  the  year  1894, 
and  254,116  for  the  year  1893.    Notwithstanding  the  con-    a  large  saving 
tinual  growth  of  the  service  and  the  large  increase  in  the  distribuSon  of 
number  of  requisitions,  such  care  and  economy  were  exer-  *°^^  *"" 
cised  in  the  issuing  of  supplies,  that,  although  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  last  year  was  $37,000  less  than  that 
for  the  year  1894,  there  remained  a  balance  unexpended 
on  the  30th  of  June,  1895,  of  $30,128.26.    The  estimate  for 
the  fiscal  year  1896-97  is  $444,500,  or  $7,000  less  than  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  year,  but  the  increased  labor 
in  the  division  makes  the  present  force  inadequate  to  keep 
up  promptly  with  the  work  to  be  done,  and  I  ask  that  the 
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request  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster- General  for  two 
additional  laborers  be  granted. 

DOMESTIC  MONET-ORDER  BUSINESS. 

At  the  close  of  the  past  fiscal  year  there  were  19,691 
money-order  offices  in  operation,  not  including  limited 
money-order  offices.  During  the  year  131  offices  were  dis- 
continued and  558  offices  were  established,  showing  a  net 
increase  of  427. 
Stoadyinorease  The  uumbcr  of  domcstic  moucy  orders  issued  during 
bustaTBYhSwn'the  year  was  22,031,120,  as  against  14,304,041,  showing  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  orders  issued  6f  7,727,079,  or  54.2 
per  cent,  as  against  an  increase  of  7.47  per  cent  for  the  year 
1894.  The  value  of  these  orders  was  $156,709,089.77,  an  in- 
crease of  $17,915,510.28,  or  12.91  per  cent,  as  against  an 
increase  of  $11,217,145.84,  or  8.79  per  cent,  for  the  year  1894. 

The  average  amount  of  these  orders  was  $7.11,  and 
the  average  fee  was  5.86  cents,  a  decrease  of  $2.59  in  the 
average  amount  of  the  orders  and  of  2.6  cents  in  the 
average  fee  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
Limited  money.  Under  the  provisious  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  January 
taiiShedf*"  *''27, 1894,  899  limited  money-order  offices  were  in  operation 
on  June  30, 1895,  authorized  to  issue  money  orders  in  sums 
not  in  excess  of  $5  each. 

The  issue  of  postal  notes  was  discontinued  on  July  1, 
1894,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  January  27, 1894,  and  the 
number  of  money  orders  issued  during  the  year  1895  was 
only  38,231  less  than  the  total  number  of  money  orders 
and  postal  notes  issued  during  the  previous  year. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  there  was  a  net  increase  in 
the  number  of  international  money-order  offices  established 
of  146,  and  the  total  number  of  such  offices  in  operation 
June  30, 1895,  was  2,771. 

The  total  number  of  money  orders  issued  in  the  United 
States  for  payment  in  foreign  countries  was  909,278,  amount- 
ing to  $12,906,485.67,  being  a  decrease  of  8,545  orders  and 
a  decrease  of  $885,969.64  in  amount  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  orders  of  foreign  issue 
paid  in  the  United  States  was  348,893,  amounting  to 
$5,971,730.76.  The  number  of  orders  repaid  was  2,992, 
amounting  to  $38,806.26,  making  the  total  number  of  pay- 
ments and  repayments  351,885,  amounting  to  $6,010,537.02 
The  excess  of  issues  over  payments  and  repayments 
amounted  to  $6,895,948.65,  a  decrease  of  $283,014.13  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  average  amount  of 
international  orders  issued  was  $14.19,  a  decrease  of  84 
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cents  per  order  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year.  The 
average  fee  received  was  18.08  cents,  a  decrease  of  0.74 
cents  per  order  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

SUMMARY  OF  DOMESTIC  AND  INTERNATIONAL  PAYMENTS. 

The  total  uuhiber  of  domestic  and  international  money 
orders  issued  during  the  year  was  22,940,398,  amounting  in 
valae  to  $169,615,575.44.  The  total  number  of  payments  and 
repayments  was  22,180,078,  amounting  to  $162,131,420.06. 

Money  orders  issued  for  payment  in  certain  countries  of,  Comp«ri«m  of 

*    •'  International 

Europe  continue  greatly  to  exceed  those  issued  in  Euro- money  order  bai- 
pean  countries  for  payment  here.  The  balances  against*"*^* 
the  United  States  are  paid  by  bills  of  exchange  purchased 
from  the  lowest  reliable  bidders  in  New  York  City  by  the 
postmaster  there,  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  Postmaster. 
General,  and  by  him  indorsed  to  the  head  of  the  foreign 
postal  administration  to  which  payment  is  to  be  made. 
The  total  amount  paid  for  such  bills  of  exchange  bought 
for  thiB  purpose  daring  the  year  was  $7,022,992.11,  while 
on  the  other  hand  the  amount  of  exchange  received  from 
foreign  countries  for  payment  of  balances  due  the  United 
States  was  $172,789.10. 

The  total  revenue  from  domestic  and  international  money- 
order  business  was  $812,038.10,  a  decrease  of  $148,303.16 
from  the  revenue  of  the  preceding  year,  of  which  $110,639.10 
was  a  decrease  in  the  net  revenue  of  the  domestic  money- 
order  business  and  $37,664.06  in  the  net  revenue  of  the 
international  business.  The  decrease  in  revenue  is  due 
to  the  reduction  made  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
in  the  fees  of  domestic  money  orders;  and  the  falling  off 
of  revenue  from  international  money  orders  was  due  to 
the  higher  rate  for  foreign  exchange  which  has  prevailed 
throughout  the  year,  the  loss  on  sterling  bills  purchased 
amounting  to  $8,319.44. 

The  amount  received  for  domestic  orders  issued  the  past 
year  is  greater  by  $80,630.35  than  the  amount  of  fees  for 
domestic  orders  during  the  previous  year,  and  less  by 
$152,873.21  than  the  total  fees  for  domestic  orders  and 
postal  notes  for  the  previous  year. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  enormous  sfficienoy  of 
increase  in  the  number  of  money  orders  issued  during  the  ^*  "y**®™- 
past  year  only  214  complaints  of  alleged  wrongful  payment 
were  made.  It  was  found,  on  examination,  that  in  72  of 
these  cases  the  orders  were  correctly  paid.  In  51  others 
tbe  amount  was  recovered  from  the  person  to  whom  it  had 
i)een  paid,  and  in  28  the  postmaster  paying  was  required  to 
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refand.  Almost  all  the  others  remained  unsettled  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  would  be  difficalt  to  make  a  better 
showing  than  this.  The  maguitade  of  the  money-order 
basiness  and  its  growing  popularity  have  induced  the 
Department  to  adopt  a  new  and  greatly  improved  form  of 
money  order,  nearer  in  size  to  bank  drafts,  of  a  handsome 
design  lithographed  on  bond  paper  of  fine  quality,  having 
an  underlying  tint.  More  attractive  in  appearance,  it 
likewise  insures  better  protection  against  alterations  and 
erasures. 
Poetmaetera  Boforc  dismissing  this  subject  I  wish  to  emphasize  the 
011^  their  offidai  recommeudatiou  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster-General 
iff^nM  u? money  that  legislation  be  enacted  making  postmasters  liable  on 
their  official  bonds  for  losses  occurring  through  the  negli- 
gence of  their  money-order  clerks  and  permitting  post- 
masters, for  their  own  security,  to  take  bonds  firom  such 
clerks. 

DIVISION  OF  OORRESPONDENOE. 

It  is  shown  firom  the  report  of  the  division  of  corrc- 
8i)ondence  that  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  2,1889, 
concerning  green  goods,  or  alleged  counterfeit  money,  bave 
been  carried  out  so  vigorously  that  the  so-called  green- 
goods  dealers  do  not  now  undertake  to  receive  replies  to 
their  circulars  through  the  mails,  but  carry  on  their  nefari- 
ous schemes  through  the  medium  of  the  telegraph.  The 
Department  has  a  list  of  3,024  names  and  addresses 
adopted  by  them,  all  of  which  names  are  fictitious. 

USE  OR  COUNTERFEITING  OF  POSTMARKS. 

Under  the  act  of  August  23, 1894,  fourth-class  postmas- 
ters are  authorized  to  administer  oaths  in  the  matter  of 
pension  vouchers  and  affix  the  stamps  of  their  office  to 
their  signatures  to  such  vouchers.  This  suggests  to  Con- 
gress the  necessity  of  providing  a  penalty  for  the  unlawfiil 
use  or  counterfeiting  of  the  postmark  stamps. 

DEAD  LETTERS. 

The  rex)ort  of  the  Dead-Letter  Office  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1895,  shows  a  marked  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  mail  matter  received.  The  number  of  pieces  of 
original  matter  received  was  6,319,873,  a  decrease  from  the 
preceding  year  of  781,171,  or  about  11  per  cent.  This 
result  is  doubtless  to  be  attributed  in  great  part  to  the 
earnest  cooperation  of  postmasters  in  the  efforts  of  that 
office  to  effect  the  delivery  of  matter  and,  wherQ  delivery 
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could  not  be  made,  to  secure  its  return  direct  to  sender. 
Through  the  agency  of  postmasters  and  by  means  of  writ- 
ten communications,  circulars,  and  publications  of  various 
kinds  the  advantages  of  the  card  and  request  system  have 
been  constantly  impressed  upon  the  public  and  its  more 
general  employment  urgently  recommended.  The  result 
is  clearly  indicated  by  the  figures  given. 

There  were  treated  in  the  Dead-Letter  Office,  including  ^^o~J^^{^jj 
the  number  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  year,  offleet 
6,330,291  pieces  of  mail  matter.  Of  these  4,778,783  were 
ordinary  unclaimed  matter;  addressed  to  persons  in  care 
of  hotels,  188,522;  mailed  to  foreign  countries  and  returned 
as  undeliverable,  223,814;  directed  to  initials  or  fictitious 
addresses,  56,220;  domestic  registered  letters  and  parcels, 
5,929;  originating  in  foreign  countries,  539,397. 

The  letters  classified  as  un  mailable  comprised  82,162, 
which  were  entirely  unpaid  or  insufficiently  prepaid ;  332,792 
imperfectly  addressed,  addressed  to  places  not  post-offices, 
etc.,  embraced  under  the  general  head  of  misdirected  let- 
ters; 35,493,  including  6,992  envelopes  containing  money 
found  loose  in  the  mails,  were  entirely  without  address, 
and  3,893  were  classed  as  "Miscellaneous,"  received  from 
various  sources.  In  addition  there  were  received  83,286 
pieces  of  unclaimed  and  uumailable  third  and  fourth  class 
matter. 

Of  the  matter  received  and  treated  during  the  year, 
689,821  i>ieces  were  delivered  unopened ;  5,639,038,  includ- 
ing those  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  wereopened, 
and  1,432  were  unopened  and  undisposed  of  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year.  Of  the  opened  letters  and  parcels,  410,958 
were  found  to  contain  inclosures  of  value;  32,543  letters 
contained  money  to  the  amount  of  $34,733.63;  29,158  con- 
tained money  orders  and  negotiable  paper  of  face  value  of 
$1,029,480.06;  344  contained  postal  notes  of  the  value  of 
$484.86 ;  39,104  contained  receipt$>,  paid  notes,  legal  papers, 
etc.;  30,409  contained  photographs;  189,210 contained  post- 
age stamps  in  varying  amounts;  89,069  contained  articles 
of  merchandise,  books,  etc.;  1,121  contained  manuscripts. 

There  were  restored  to  owners,  including  those  outstand- 
ing from  previous  year,  20,067  letters  containing  $25,091.53; 
27,677  containing  money  orders,  negotiable  paper,  etc.,  of 
the  face  value  of  $920,952.46;  625  containing  postal  notes 
of  the  value  of  $1,014.42;  35,256  containing  miscellaneous 
papers;  30,982  parcels  of  merchandise,  books,  etc.;  24,419 
letters  and  parcels  containing  photographs;  172,854  con- 
taining postage  stamps  of  the  value  of  $7,047.73,  and  601 
letters  containing  manuscripts.

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The  number  of  letters  rteurned  to  senders  which  con- 
tained no  inclosures  was  2,123,805.  The  remainder,  which 
could  not  be  restored  for  want  of  sufficient  data,  were  de- 
stroyed. The  total  number  of  letters  and  parcels  delivered 
was  3,126,107.  Of  the  domestic  matter  received  there  were 
delivered  to  owners  2,587,948  pieces,  an  increase  of  262,922 
pieces  over  the  preceding  year,  or  about  11  per  cent. 

MATT,  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  following  data  are  taken  from  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
ond Assistant  Postmaster-General,  the  detail  of  which  is 
set  forth  elsewhere. 

The  inland  mail  service  in  operation  June  30,  1895,  was 
as  follows: 

Number  of  routes,  31,867;  length  of  routes,  456,026.49 
miles;  number  of  miles  traveled  per  annum,  402,606,058.85; 
annual  rate  of  expenditure,  $46,336,240.45§.  As  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  an  increase  is  shown  in  routes,  270; 
in  distance  traveled  per  annum,  5,796,192.49  miles;  in 
length  of  routes,  1,280.29  miles;  in  annual  rate  of  expendi- 
ture, $960,880.68. 

STAR  SERVICE. 

Cost  of  service     Duriug  the  past  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the 

reduced  *  v 

number  of  star  routes  of  1,035;  in  the  length  of  routes 
of  6,075.85  miles;  in  the  distance  traveled  per  annum 
4,504,022.55  miles.  Notwithstanding  the  large  increases 
the  cost  of  the  service  was  reduced  $59,873.93  per  annum. 

The  Department  has  endeavored  to  give  increased  serv- 
ice to  rural  districts  as  far  as  possible.  Therefore  much 
of  the  increased  mileage  and  service  reported  above  is  in 
this  particular  direction.  Once-a-week  service  has  been 
increased  to  twice,  two  trips  a  week  to  three,  and  three- 
times-aweek  service  has  been  increased  to  six.  The 
improvement  has  been  so  allotted  as  to  help  all  communities 
in  a  corresponding  degree. 

MAIL  CONTRACTS. 

SabBtantiai  The  rc-lcttiug  of  servicc  in  the  third  contract  section 
letting  of  mau  resulted  in  a  reduction  of  annual  cost  of  $69,150.22,  which 
contracts.  represents,  during  the  contract  term  of  four  years,  a  saving 
of  $276,600.87,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  contracts 
provided  for  an  increase  in  the  number  of  miles  of  annual 
travel  of  6J  per  cent  more  than  was  covered  by  the  con- 
tracts which  expired. 

The  advertisement  now  pending  for  re-letting  the  service 
in  the  Southern  States  provides  for  increase  in  service

amountmg  to  more  than  2,000,000  miles  of  annual  travel  in 
excess  of  that  now  in  operation. 

A  change  in  form  of  contract  has  also  been  made  which 
will  guarantee  greater  protection  to  the  Gk)yernment. 

I  also  call  attention  to  the  request  for  the  completion  of 
the  improved  maps  as  furnished  by  the  Geological  Survey. 
The  information  gained  from  them  is  of  great  importance 
to  this  Department. 

REGULATION  WAGON  SERVICE. 

This  service  will  naturally  be  superseded  by  the  improved 
methods  which  are  gradually  coming  into  use  and  which 
will  undoubtedly  permit  the  disuse  of  wagons,  especially 
in  large  cities.  « 

STEAMBOAT  SERVICE. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  an  increase  in  steamboat 
service  of  352.93  miles  in  length,  but  with  a  decrease  in 
cost  of  $14,900.67.  This  is  a  branch  of  the  service  that  is 
gradually  giving  way  to  railroads,  as  is  demonstrated  by  a 
reduction  of  82,071.68  miles  traveled  in  the  past  year,  the 
service  having  been  covered  by  other  routes. 

MAIL-MESSENGEB  SERVICE. 

The  increase  in  annual  travel  last  year  was  100,612.63 
miles,  but  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  annual  rate  of  ex- 
penditure amounting  to  $26,082.97. 

While  the  normal  increase  of  mail  messenger  service  will  nJ^^JSJ^jJfS" 
be  slight,  a  small  additional  amount  of  money  is  asked  for  p«ndi tare  in

with  change  in  the  name  of  this  appropriation  so  as  to  per-  serrioe. 
mit  the  use  of  this  fund  for  certain  necessary  experiments 
in  new  devices  for  handling  the  mail  in  the  nature  of  pneu- 
matic tubes  between  the  larger  post-offices  and  between 
larger  post-offices  and  important  depots. 

It  is  hoped  that  additional  improvements  in  the  service 
will  be  secured  In  a  very  short  time  in  the  shape  of  the  horse- 
less wagon  and  the  pneumatic  tube  between  important 
points,  and  these  subjects  are  receiving  careful  attention 
in  the  belief  that  they  will  produce  substantial  benefits. 

BAILBOAD  TRANSPORTATION. 

During  the  last  year  the  increase  in  length  of  routes 
amounted  to  1 ,443.96  miles  and  the  increase  in  annual  travel 
to  2,400,142.19  miles.  The  increase  in  annual  rate  of  expend- 
iture was  $808,840.62,  or  2.97  per  cent,  caused  principally 
by  an  increase  in  weight,  and  in  a  small  measure  by  exten- 
sion to  new  routes.

lines.  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General,  which  shows  that 

the  service  has  been  established  in  St.  Louis,  Brooklyn, 
Boston,  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  and  New  York  in  the  order 
named.  Boston,  Brooklyn,  Chicago,  and  New  York  have 
been  particularly  successful.  The  other  cities  have  as  yet 
a  small  service.  The  system  in  operation  on  the  steam 
roads  has  been  adjusted  to  the  electric  and  cable  lines  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  render  excellent  service  already  and  to 
promise  further  development.  We  have  met  with  very 
friendly  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  city  railway  lines, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  proposed  bill  attached  to  the  Second 
Assistant  Postmaster-General's  report  will  be  approved  by 
Congress. 

RAILWAY  MAIL  SERVICE. 

The  annual  expenditure  for  the  full  railway  post-office 
cars  in  the  Service  June  30,  1895,  was  $3,243,410.80,  an 
increase  of  $38,311.95;  increase  in  miles,  456.47. 

The  additional  money  asked  for  on  account  of  the  rental 
of  these  cars  is  requested  because,  as  the  service  grows,  it 
is  found  necessary  to  make  more  separations  en  route  as  a 
matter  of  saving  time.  This  is  not  wholly  an  increased 
expense  to  the  Department,  as  the  service  rendered  in 
the  cars  dispenses  with  a  corresponding  amount  of  labor 
in  the  city  post-offices. 

The  clerical  force  employed  by  the  Railway  Mail  Service 
must  be  increased  yearly  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
the  mail  handled,  as  demonstrated  by  the  report  of  the 
General  Superintendent  of  that  Service,  which  is  attached 
hereto.  An  additional  increase  is  now  made  necessary  for 
local  increase  of  service.  The  through  service  has  been 
given  almost  exclusive  attention  for  some  years.  It  is  now 
desired  to  improve  the  local  service,  making  such  separa- 
tions as  will  facilitate  the  delivery  of  mails  at  local  points 
without  taking  them  to  general  centers,  thus  greatly  add- 
ing to  the  accommodations  of  the  public. 
Additionfti  di-  I  would  particularly  caU  attention  to  the  recommenda- 
tendentnln^iii-  tious  made  by  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General  for 
ic6^  recommend' an  additional  number  of  division  superintendents.  As 
explained  by  him,  this  really  means  only  two  additional 
offices,  as  two  of  the  four  are  practically  in  existence  at  the 
moment.  The  Service  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that 
these  additions  are  absolute  necessities  and  must  be  made 
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in  some  form  or  other.  It  is  better  to  add  strength  to  the 
organization  in  this  form  than  to  increase  it  in  other  direc- 
tions, because  the  organization  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service 
is  capable  of  extending  its  functions  so  as  to  include  the 
additional  supervision. 

The  fourteenth  division  will  of  necessity  cover  a  territory 
which  in  a  few  years,  it  is  hoped,  will  justify  a  considerable 
improvement,  with  the  addition  of  Alaska,  which  now  has 
a  very  small  postal  mileage,  but  it  is  hoped  that  some 
means  will  be  devised  by  which  the  service  will  at  least 
meet  its  necessities. 

MAIL  EQUIPMENT. 

The  number  of  bags  purchased  last  year  was  190,187. 
In  the  mail-bag  repair  shop  of  the  Department  there  were 
repaired  1,628,187  bags  and  97,604  were  condemned. 

In  calling  your  attention  to  the  report  in  regard  to  spe- 
cial equipment  it  will  be  observed  that  great  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  repairs  and  improvement  of  mail  bags.    impn>Temento 

Committees  comprising  competent  officers  of  the  Depart-  man^i^tara'^l 
ment  have  been  given  fall  opportunity  to  investigate  the  ™*"  ****** 
material  and  construction  of  the  new  equipmeut  and  the 
mode  of  making  repairs.    Their  reports  have  been  full  and 
clear,  and  it  is  hoped  that  great  improvements  and  econo- 
mies will  result. 

A  slight  increase  is  asked  for  in  appropriation,  because 
of  their  recommendations  that  unnecessary  repairs  be  no 
longer  made  to  bags  whose  condition  does  not  justify  any 
expenditure,  and  also  because  the  risk  of  transporting 
over  star  routes  valuable  property  is  too  great  to  be 
assumed  except  when  it  is  properly  pouched  and  locked. 
This  service  in  the  past  has  been  performed  in  what  are 
commonly  known  as  tie  sacks,  the  access  to  which  is  easy 
to  all.  During  the  past  year  advertisements  were  sent  out 
inviting  proposals  from  inventors  and  others  for  improved 
devices  in  mail  equipment.  The  replies  were  received  and 
committees  appointed,  but  a  decision  has  not  been  reached 
in  time  to  be  included  in  this  report. 

FOREIGN  MAILS. 

The  expenditures  for  foreign  mails  are  given  in  the  report  tn^J.  a tVantfo 
of  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General  in  detail,  and™*^^»P~^***' 
also  an  explanation  of  the  increased  appropriation  asked 
for,  whicli  includes  the  amount  which  will  be  necessary  to 
provide  for  the  service  to  be  rendered  in  accordance  with 
the  contract  with  the  International  Navigation  Company, 
which  contract  goes  into  effect  this  year. 
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It  is  proper  to  explain  that  this  service  is  entirely  coy. 
ered  by  the  present  appropriation  and  that  mails  will  not 
be  diverted  from  one  line  to  another,  except  as  the  require- 
ments of  the  service  will  warrant.  The  matter  is  being 
closely  studied,  to  the  end  that  such  mails  as  can  be 
detained  without  detriment  and  inconvenience  may  be  held 
for  the  subsidized  vessels,  but  it  is  not  believed  that  Con- 
gress in  granting  this  subsidy  intended  to  lessen  present 
mail  facilities  either  as  to  frequency  or  speed.

Newifork  to  be  luturc  for  recciviug  the  mails  from  ocean  steamers  at  quar- 
antine and  delivering  them  to  outgoing  trains  at  their  depots 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  by  means  of  a  sx>ecial  ten- 
der provided  for  that  purpose.  This  will  expedite  mails 
for  inland  cities  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours  and 
relieve  the  New  York  City  post-office  of  a  large  amount  of 
unnecessary  work  in  connection  with  the  foreign  mails, 
thereby  speeding  that  city's  own  delivery  by  several  hours. 
This  is  an  improvement  in  which  the  Western  and  Southern 
cities  and  sections  of  the  country  are  specially  interested. 
The  report  of  the  superintendent  of  the  foreign  mail 
service  is  replete  with  interesting  and  instructive  statistics 
of  the  growth  and  present  proportions  of  that  service  and 
of  the  interchange  of  mails  between  this  country  and  the 
various  countries  of  the  Postal  Union.  During  the  past 
year  the  colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  with  an  area  of 
221,311  square  miles  and  a  population  of  more  than  a  million 
and  a  half,  has  become  a  member  of  the  Postal  Union,  so  that 
the  union  may  now  be  said  to  embrace  practically  the  en- 
tire civilized  World,  with  the  exception  of  Korea,  the  Orange 
Free  State,  and  the  Chinese  Empire  proper. 
The  univerMa  During  the  past  summer  the  able  director  of  the  Inter- 
to^eetiD^^Mh!  national  Bureau,  which  is  located  at  Berne,  Switzerland, 
»««"»  •  i^p^  Edmond  Hohn,  visited  this  country,  in  order  to  arrange 
the  preliminaries  for  the  meeting  of  the  Fifth  Universal 
Congress,  which  convenes  in  the  city  of  Washington  in  the 
year  1897,  and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  considering  with  him 
certain  recommendations  which  this  Gk)vernment  might 
make  to  that  Union,  or  might  agree  to,  if  made  by  other 
countries. 
Ahiatoryofthe  There  has  been  compiled,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
oomp  .  ^gj^jj^  ^  dictionary  of  the  post-offices  of  the  Union,  about 
one-third  of  which  are  located  in  the  United  States.  This 
document  is  valuable  to  the  post-offices  authorized  to 
exchange  mail  with  foreign  countries  and  has  been  distrib- 
uted to  those  offices  by  this  Department.    The  Superin- 
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tendent  of  the  Foreign  Mail  Service  has  properly  taken 
advantage  of  the  approach  of  the  session  of  the  Postal 
Congress  in  the  United  States  to  include  in  his  report  a 
ftiU  history  of  that  Congress  from  its  organization  in  Paris> 
at  the  initiation  of  our  Government,  which  sets  forth  the 
wonderful  growth  of  our  international  system  of  postal 
communication  in  the  last  thirty  years,  its  present  com- 
pleteness, and  its  progressive  simplification  of  the  interna- 
tional mail  service  in  all  of  its  branches,  including  the 
registry  and  money-order  systems,  together  with  the  cheap- 
ening of  rates. 

International  sea  post-offices  have  been  in  continuous^  s*f*i»  tic  a  of 

-^  foreign  nudls. 

operation  on  the  fast  steamers  of  the  North  German  Lloyd 
and  Hamburg-American  Packet  companies,  and  sea  post 
clerks  have  been  on  duty  on  the  steamers  of  the  Interna- 
tional Navigation  Company — the  American  Line.  During 
the  98  trips  of  the  German  steamers  from  New  York 
4,775,976  ordinary  articles,  70,681  registered  articles,  and 
6,909  bags  of  printed  matter  were  distributed;  and  during 
the  97  trips  from  Germany  to  this  country  8,706,578  ordi- 
nary articles,  153,763  registered  articles,  and  9,481  bags  of 
printed  matter  were  distributed.  During  the  30  trips  from 
New  York  of  the  International  Navigation  Company's 
steamers,  to  wit,  the  New  Yorlc^  the  PariSj  and  the  St. 
LauiSy  56,326  ordinary  articles  and  30  bags  of  printed  mat- 
ter were  distributexl;  and  during  the  31  return  trips  from 
Southampton  302,509  ordinary  articles,  5,930  registered 
articles,  and  43  bags  of  printed  matter  were  distributed. 

Two  postal  clerks  of  this  Department,  who  had  made   a  pUn  pro- 
excellent  records  as  faithful  and  efficient  employees,  wereSrTdo'wa  a*n*d 
lost  on  the  30th  of  January  last  by  the  sinking  of  the  S*"^Vai*derS 
steamer  Whe  in  the  North  Sea.    This  leads  me  to  call  atten-  Jfves  frtheiSV' 
tion  to  the  statement  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Kailway  *^- 
Mail  Service  that,  while  it  is  in  the  power  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  extend  some  indulgence  and  favor  to  clerks  who 
are  injured  or  crippled  in  its  service  by  railway  accidents, 
the  pay  of  those  who  are  killed,  and,  I  may  add,  those 
who  are  lost  on  the  sea  likewise,  stops  with  the  day  of  their 
death,  and  the  Department  has  no  authority  under  the 
statute  in  force  to  recognize  their  fidelity  and  the  sacri- 
fice of  their  lives  in  the  public  service.    I  accordingly 
recommend  that  provision  be  made  in  the  appropriation 
bills  to  continue  their  pay  for  a  limited  period,  or,  if  it  be 
deemed  best,  to  pay  a  lump  sum  equivalent  to  their  salaries 
for  a  fixed  period,  not  to  exceed  one  year,  to  the  surviving 
widows  and  minor  children  of  iwstal  clerks,  whether  in  the 
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railway  or  the  sea  service,  who  lose  tbeir  lives  by  disasters 
while  in  the  actual  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 
There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  parcel  post  service 
during  the  current  year. 

RAILWAY  MAIL  SERVIOE. 

The  Railway  Mail  Service  is  justly  regarded  as  one  of 
the  most  necessary  and  efficient  members  of  the  postal  ser- 
vice. It  distributes  the  mails  while  in  transit  from  the 
offices  of  origin  to  the  offices  of  destination,  prepares  theim 
for  immediate  delivery,  and  practically  keeps  them  in  per- 
petual motion  from  the  hour  of  mailing  until  delivered  to 
the  addressees,  thereby  facilitating  business  transactions 
and  promoting  social  intercourse. 
BxpertueM  of  The  scrvice  has  become  so  thoroughly  systematized  and 
oierks^iUus- improved  that  the  largest  and  most  important  mails  move 
from  one  commercial  center  to  another  more  quickly  than 
passengers.  That  they  receive  exx>ert  and  prompt  treat- 
ment while  in  transit  is  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  of 
the  10,377,875,040  pieces  distributed  and  redistributed  but 
1,166,682  errors  occurred,  being  1  error  for  each  8,894 
pieces  handled  correctly,  as  compared  with  1  for  each  2,834 
pieces  in  1890, 1  for  each  5,564  in  1892,  and  1  for  each  7,831 
pieces  in  1894.  This  is  the  best  record  to  date,  and  con- 
trasts most  favorably  with  the  record  made  by  the  patrons 
of  the  Department,  who  deposited  in  the  mails  during  the 
year  10,907,151  pieces  which  were  not  addressed  to  any 
post-office,  or  so  insufficiently,  incorrectly,  or  illegibly 
addressed  as  to  render  their  delivery  to  the  addressees 
impossible  until  information  as  to  the  intention  of  the  send- 
ers was  secured,  and  of  these,  4,244,846  could  not  be  for- 
warded to  the  addressees  because  the  intention  of  the 
senders  could  not  be  ascertained. 

CASE  EXAMINATIONS. 

During  the  year  19,522  examinations  were  made,  at 
which  22,589,860  cards,  representing  letters,  were  handled; 
of  these  22,065,337,  or  97.68  per  cent,  were  distributed  cor- 
rectly. This  record  exhibits  the  same  ratio  of  improve- 
ment as  the  record  of  distribution  and  dispatch,  a  condi- 
tion which  is  natural  and  consistent,  as  the  character  of 
the  work  i>erformed  in  railway  post-offices  depends  upon 
the  knowledge  the  clerks  have  acquired  of  the  schemes  of 
distribution  and  schedules  of  connections. 

The  object  of  case  examinations  is  to  ascertain  the  exact 
knowledge  each  clerk  has  of  the  work  assigned  to  him  or 
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that  may  devolve  apon  him  iu  emergencies  or  by  change 
of  assignment,  thus  enabling  the  management  of  the  serv- 
ice to  urge  ^hose  who  are  deficient  but  capable  of  improve- 
ment to  greater  exertion  and  to  discontinue  the  services  of 
those  who  have  demonstrated  their  inability  or  disinclina- 
tion to  meet  the  demands  of  the  service.

CASUALTIES. 

It  is  not  pleasant  to  record  the  fact  that  497  accidents  statistios  of 
occurred  to  railway  post-ofiices  during  the  year,  in  which  ^ 
7  clerks  were  killed  and  178  injured  while  on  duty,  an 
increase  over  last  year  of  137  accidents  and  27  clerks  killed 
and  injured.  The  Oeneral  Superintendent  of  the  Service 
has  repeatedly  recommended  the  passage  of  a  bill  making 
provision  for  the  relief  of  clerks  injured  in  the  line  of  duty 
and  for  the  dependents  of  those  killed  while  at  their  post 
of  duty.  His  recommendation  is  renewed  in  the  report  for 
the  present  year  and  supported  by  statements  and  figures 
which  demonstrate  that  the  service  is  hazardous  in  char- 
acter. Indeed,  the  fact  that  during  the  past  ten  years  3,185 
accidents  occurred  to  railway  post-offices,  in  whibh  64  clerks 
were  killed  and  1,500  injured,  ought  to  leave  no  $loubt 
on  this  point.  This  service  being  hazardous,  it  would  seem 
humane  and  just  to  make  some  suitable  provision  for  the 
comfort  of  those  who  may  become  incapacitated  for  further 
service  through  causes  not  attributable  to  vicious  habits, 
and  for  the  widow  and  minor  children  of  those  killed  while 
in  the  line  of  duty.    The  relief  bUl  which  was  introduced  in  „  biu  for  tiw  re-

the  last  Congress  did  not  contemplate  the  appropriation  of  ^d  chudrra  of 
public  funds,  nor  partake  in  any  respect  of  the  character  cierka  \iiud 
"Of  a  civil  pension  list,  and  those  who  are  liable  to  become"*    *^ 
beneficiaries  of  the  act,  as  all  are,  could  well  afibrd  to  con- 
tribute to  the  fund  the  small  per  cent  which  the  act  pro- 
vides shall  be  withheld  from  their  salaries,  especially  if  the 
bill  which  appears  in  the  report  of  the  General  Superintend- 
ent appended  hereto,  and  which  meets  with  my  approval, 
for  the  reorganization  and  reclassification  of  the  clerical 
force  of  the  Bailway  Mail  Service  becomes  a  law. 

Bills  for  this  purpose  have  been  considered  at  every  ses- 
sion of  Congress  since  1890,  and  what  was  known  as  Senate 
bill  No.  544,  or  one  of  the  same  character,  has  passed  that 
body  twice  and  received  the  approval  and  support  of  my 
predecessors.  Since  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  De 
partment  has  given  this  subject  unusual  considerntion, 
and  has  drafted  the  bill  which  appears  in  the  report  of  the 
general  6ui)erintendent,  and  which,  it  is  believed,  covers 
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the  needs  of  the  service,  strengthens  and  perfects  its 
organization,  and  extends  to  those  employed  in  it  such 
recognition  as  the  character  of  the  service  rendered  by 
them  justifies. 

OBSTBUCTIONS  TO  TBAINS  OABBYING  MAILS. 

Legislation  ^^  *^®  rcports  of  my  predecessor  for  1893  and  1894  atten- 
w«jckin*ofmaii^^^^  ^*®  invited  to  the  necessity  for  legislation  for  the 
trains  recom- punishment  of  train  wrecking  and  for  legislative  deter- 
mination of  what  constitutes  a  mail  train.  Trains  carrying 
the  mails  were  not  unlawfully  or  maliciously  obstructed 
during  the  fiscal  year  under  review,  but  this  can  not  be 
accepted  as  a  guarantee  that  they  will  not  be  interfered 
with  in  the  future;  consequently  the  necessity  for  such 
legislation  as  was  recommended  in  1893  and  1894  is  as 
imperative  now  as  it  was  then. 

SBOOND- CLASS  MATTEB— PUBLISHEBS  TO  MAKE  SUCH 
PBIMABY  SEPABATION  AS  THE  POSTMASTEB-GENEBAL 
MAT  DEEM  NEOESSABY. 

The  volume  of  second-class  matter  passing  through  the 
mails  increases  rapidly,  and  has  reached  such  proportions 
as  to*  seriously  retard  the  distribution  of  mails  in  the  larger 
post-offices  and  railway  post  offices.  This  condition  is 
unsatisfactory  to  the  public,  to  the  officers  charged  with  the 
handling  of  the  mails,  and  involves  the  Department  in 
additional  expense  for  clerk  hire  and  space  not  justified  by 
tbe  revenues  derived  from  this  source. 
The  second  The  Department,  through  its  local  representatives,  has 
problem.  repeatedly  urged  publishers  to  separate  their  publications 

by  States  and  routes  where  the  quantity  for  any  one  State 
or  Territory  is  sufficient  to  justify  it  before  sending  them  to 
the  mailing  offices,  and  has  endeavored  to  show  them  that 
their  own  interests  would  be  subserved  thereby.  Consid- 
erable success  has  attended  these  efforts,  and  quite  a  num- 
ber of  the  publishers  in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg,  Chicago,  and  elsewhere  have  complied  with  the 
wishes  of  the  Department,  and  are  now  making  primary 
separations  of  their  publications  and  mailing  them  at  their 
post-office  or  in  railway  post-offices.  The  records  of  the 
Department  show  that  publishers  in  New  York  deposit  in 
the  post-office  in  that  city  monthly  about  30,000  sacks  of 
matter  properly  separated,  Chicago  about  9,000,  Phila- 
delphia about  6,000,  while  it  is  known  that  in  Boston  and 
other  large  cities  a  corre8X)onding  amount  of  mail  is  given 
a  primary  separation  by  the  publishers  before  being  dis- 
patched to  the  post-office  or  railway  post-offices. 
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Nevertheless  a  large  majority  of  the  most  extensive  pub-  rItiSS%t^^' 
lication  hoases  in  the  country  decline  to  make  this  separa-  ondciw  matter

tion,  notwithstanding  that,  under  section  844  of  the  Postal  "®°^dj»  ^^^ 
Laws  and  Eegulations,  they  are  permitted  to  use  the  can- 
vas sacks  of  the  Department,  and  that  the  Department 
receives  less  revenue  from  this  class  of  matter  than  it  costs 
to  transport  it,  to  say  nothing  of  the  expense  in  the  han- 
dling and  distributing  it;  and  it  is  believed  that,  in vie^  of 
these  facts,  and  of  the  further  fact  that  this  is  the  only  way 
to  insure  the  prompt  dispatch  of  all  matter  received  at 
post-offices,  unless  the  Department  very  materially  increases 
the  force  of  clerks  used  in  the  mailing  divisions  of  post- 
offices  and  likewise  adds  to  the  space  devoted  to  that  pur- 
pose, section  3883,  Eevised  Statutes  (section  306,  Postal 
Laws  and  Kegulations),  should  be  so  modified  as  to  require 
publishers  to  make  such  primary  separations  of  their  publi- 
cations for  mailing  as  the  Postmaster-General  may  direct, 
and  that  section  840,  Postal  Laws  and  Begulations,  should 
also  be  modified  so  as  to  include  this  requirement.  If  these 
changes  are  made  it  is  believed  that  the  necessity  for  an 
increase  of  clerical  force  in  mailing  divisions  of  post-offices 
will  not  be  great  or  pressing,  and  it  is  thought  that  it 
would  make  possible  a  reduction  of  the  present  force  in 
some  of  the  offices.

An  analysis  of  the  exx>enditures,  either  by  it^ms  or  totals, 
will  show  that  while  there  has  been  an  increase  in  amount — 
which  of  course  must  result  from  an  increase  of  business 
and  territory — ^the  ratio  of  increase  has  fallen  off.  In  fact, 
putting  the  comparison  upon  this  ground,  there  has  been  a 
very  decided  economy  in  the  management  of  x>o8tal  busi- 
ness during  the  past  two  years,  as  the  following  statement 
will  show:

The  special  delivery  business  shows  a  Ratifying  increase 
over  the  business  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  total  number  of  articles  bearing  special-delivery 
stamps  mailed  during  the  year  was  3,699,493,  an  increase 
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over  the  previous  year's  mailings  of  over  7^  per  cent.    The 

value  of  the  special-delivery  stamps  used  was  $369,949.30, 

and  the  amount  paid  the  messengers  employed  to  make 

delivery  was  $281,161.42,  leaving  a  profit  on  the  business  g,^*  deUvS? 

to  the  Government  of  $88,787.88.  *^^^*^' 

The  average  time  required  for  making  delivery  was 
eighteen  minutes.  The  average  number  of  special-deliv- 
ery messengers  employed  during  the  year  was  1,826.

NEWSPAPERS  AND  PERIODICALS  MAILED. 

The  aggregate  weight  of  newspapers  and  periodicals 
mailed  during  the  year  at  the  second-class  or  pound  rate  of 
postage  was  265,314,382  pounds,  upon  which  $2,653,143.82 
of  postage  was  collected,  which  is  an  increase  of  $105,240.76, 
or  4.13  per  cent,  over  the  amount  for  the  preceding  year. 
Adding  the  weight  of  free  mattery  or  that  which  is  circu- 
lated among  subscribers  within  the  respective  counties  of 
publication,  estimated  to  be  46,820,185  pounds,  gives  an 
aggregate  of  mailings  of  312,134,567  pounds,  or  over  156,000 
tons.  The  number  ot  post-offices  at  which  second-class 
matter  was  mailed  is  8,926,  an  increase  of  about  3  per  cent. 

REGISTRATION  STATISTICS. 

The  number  of  pieces  of  mail  matter  registered  during 
the  year  was  14,428,081,  of  which  11,744,525  were  paid  reg- 
istrations and  2,683,556  were  official  or  free.  This  shows  a 
falling  off  in  paid  registrations  of  5.7  per  cent.  The  decrease 
in  the  aggregate  of  fees  collected  is  $57,353.04, 
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LIMITED  INDEMNITY  FOR  LOST  REGISTERED  MATTER. 

In  the  report  of  last  year,  sabmitted  by  my  predecessor, 

attention  was  called  to  the  expediency  of  a  law  authorizing 

the  payment  of  an  indemnity,  not  exceeding  $10  in  any 

case,  for  losses  of  registered  matter  in  the  mails.

demnity  for  lost  the  systcm  of  registration  in  most  of  the  leading  countries 
tor  renewed"**  of  the  world,  and  would  add  to  the  popularity  of  our  own 
system  if  adopted.  It  seems,  besides,  but  equitable  that 
after  matter  has  been  put  into  the  mails,  at  an  increased 
cost  over  ordinary  matter,  and  with  a  special  view  to  its 
security,  the  Oovernment  should,  to  a  limited  extent  at 
least,  guarantee  its  safety.  In  addition  to  this,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  such  a  modification  of  the  system  would 
prove  so  popular  that  in  a  short  time  nearly  all  valuable 
matter  to  be  sent  through  the  mails  would  be  registered, 
so  that  but  few  losses  would  be  likely  to  occur,  and  these 
could  be  much  more  satisfactorily  investigated  and  located 
than  is  the  case  when  losses  occur  in  the  ordinary  mails. 
The  saving  to  the  Oovernment  in  the  investigation  of  such 
losses  would  probably  more  than  repay  it  for  the  amount 
expended  for  indemnity. 

This  is  a  matter  that  will  no  doubt  be  brought  before  the 
Postal  Union  Congress,  which  is  to  meet  in  this  city  in 
1897;  but  before  that  time  a  law  should  be  enacted  author- 
izing the  introduction  of  this  reform  into  our  domestic 
postal  system. 

PRIVATE  POSTAL  CARDS. 

Adoption  o^f  The  great  success  of  the  adoption  of  private  post  cards 
cardiirecom. recited  iu  the  last  rei>ort  of  the  Postmaster-General  of 
Oreat  Britain  and  Ireland  leads  me  to  suggest  their  adop- 
tion iu  this  country  as  meeting  a  possible  public  need, 
and  as  relieving  the  Department  itself  from  some  expense 
in  the  printing,  storing,  and  handling  of  the  present  official 
cards.  According  to  the  report  above  referred  to,  in  seven 
months  after  the  adoption  of  the  private  post  card  the 
number  mailed  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  increased  from 
248,500,000  to  312,750,000,  being  a  difference  of  26  per  cent. 
The  experiment  would,  therefore,  seem  to  be  well  worth 
trying  in  our  own  country,  and  I  recommend  that  authority 
for  the  use  of  private  post  cards  in  our  mails  be  granted  by 
Congress.  Of  course  these  cards  should  be  of  the  same  size 
and  weight  as  the  cards  issued  by  the  Government,  and 
l)ostage  at  the  rate  of  1  cent  per  card  should  be  prepaid 
upon  them. 
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ABUSES  OP  SECOND-CLASS  BATES. 

I  cau  add  little  to  the  reasons  giveu  by  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Bissell  in  the  last  annual  report  of  this  Department 
and  by  Postmaster-General  Wanamaker  in  several  succes- 
sive reports  for  amendments  to  the  law  as  to  second-class 
matter,  imperatively  needed  to  save  the  postal  service  from 
the  enormous  abuses  and  consequent  enormous  loss  of  rev-   o»veeffecteof

ness  on  the  part  of  its  officials  can  guard  against.  A  mere 
statement  of  the  facts  will  show  the  nature  of  this  increas- 
ing and  appalling  drain  upon  its  revenues,  compelling  large 
annual  appropriations  from  the  avails  of  general  taxation 
to  equalize  revenues  to  expenditures,  a  higher  rate  of  letter 
postage  than  might  otherwise  be  x>ossible,  curtailing  pres- 
ent postal  facilities,  swallowing  the  fruits  of  judicious 
economies  and  better  administration,  and  forbidding  not 
only  assured  improvements  in  the  postal  service  but  the 
t^sts  and  experiments  by  which  anticipated  improvements 
«an  be  reached. 

It  is  the  estimate  of  the  Department  that  two-thirds  in 
weight  of  all  the  matter  carried  in  the  mails  is,  under  exist- 
ing laws  and  classifications,  carried  as  second-class  matter, 
at  the  rate  of  1  cent  a  pound,  where  it  is  not  actually  car- 
ried postage  free. 

The  aggregate  weight  of  second-class  matter  in  the  year   Enomoua  vol. 
1894  was  299,000,000  pounds.    During  the  last  year  it  in-  c/aui  matt^uid' 
creased  to  over  312,000,000,  a  growth  of  over  13,000,000  iHnder'^^SSa 
I)ounds.

or  an  amount  exceeding  one-fifth  of  the  present  entire  x>ostal 
revenues.  No  criticism  is  intended  of  the  long-  standing  and 
approved  policy  of  carrying  "  county-free  "  matter,  nor  of 
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the  policy  of  carrying  at  nominal  and  losing  rates  the  news- 
paper  and  periodical  publications  originally  contemplated 
in  the  enactment  of  the  law;  but,  allowing  for  all  these,  it 
.  must  be  apparent  that  under  what  seems  a  necessary  and 
inevitable  interpretation  and  abuse  of  a  statute  founded 
upon  enlightened  and  liberal  ideas  an  immense  and  unde- 
sirable mass  of  additional  matter  is  now  admitted  to  the 
mails  and  transx)orted  at  second-class  rates,  which  was 
never  intended  or  foreseen,  at  an  expense  to  the  people 
which  seriously  cripples  their  postal  service  and  lessens 
uSS^aaki^*^**^  their  postal  facilities.  I  respectftilly  and  earnestly  recom- 
mend to  Congress  a  careful  scrutiny  into  this  abuse  and 
such  remedial  legislation  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  and 
eflEective  for  its  correction. 

POST-OFPICE  STATISTICS. 

From  the  report  of  the  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General  it  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  2,422  post- 
offices  were  established,  a  decrease  of  714  from  the  num- 
ber established  the  previous  fiscal  year;  the  number 
discontinued  was  2,163,  an  increase  of  429;  the  number  of 
Presidential  post-offlces  on  June  30,  1895,  was  3,604,  an 
increase  of  76 ;  the  number  of  fourth-class  offices,  66,560,  an 
increase  of  183;  the  number  of  names  and  sites  changed, 
2,383. 
Apportionment  Duriug  the  year  the  greatest  increase  in  the  number  of 
stat2*°***  ^^  post-offices  was  in  Oklahoma,  69.  Virginia  follows  with  66, 
and  Indian  Territory  with  60.  Nineteen  States  show  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  post-offices,  the  greatest  loss 
occurring  in  Kansas,  63.  Fifteen  other  States  show  a 
loss  of  from  2  to  37  each.  In  connection  with  the  figures 
given  concerning  the  discontinuance  of  post-offices  atten- 
tion is  invited  to  the  fact  that  wherever  the  necessity  for 
additional  post-offices  has  been  shown  to  exist  the  Depart- 
ment has  endeavored  to  give  the  desired  facilities;  but  this 
has  been  done  after  careful  investigation  of  the  merits  of 
each  case,  to  the  end  that  the  interests  of  good  service 
might  be  advanced. 

This  is  shown  by  ample  experience  to  be  better  for  the 
public  and  better  for  the  service  than  the  indiscriminate 
establishment  of  petty  offices  so  contiguous  to  each  other 
that  none  of  them  have  vitality  enough  to  maintain  a  regu- 
lar existence.  Besides  throwing  upon  the  Department  a 
constant  confusion  in  the  establishment,  nursing,  discon- 
tinuance, and  reestablish ment,  with  the  resulting  difficul- 
ties of  proper  bookkeeping,  many  hundreds  of  chronic 
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vacancies  arc  always  on  baud,  involving  voluminous  cor- 
respondence in  the  effort  to  find  persons  willing  to  take 
them.  My  attention  has  been  called  by  tlio  Fourth  Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General  to  the  fact  that  of  172  offices  estab- 
lished in  pursuance  of  an  opposite  policy  on  a  single  day 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  discontinue  nine  tenths  for 
lack  of  postmasters;  also  that  in  several  hundred  other 
cases  the  supposed  beneficiaries  were  not  enough  interested 
in  the  offices  to  find  parties  willing  to  run  them. 

The  total  number  of  offices  of  all  classes  on  June  30, 1895, 
was  70,064,  an  increase  of  259  over  the  preceding  year. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

The  total  number  of  appointments  made  during  the  year 
was  13,142,  made  up  as  follows:  On  resignations  and  expi- 
ration of  terms,  7,703;  on  removals,  2,114;  on  offices  becom- 
ing Presidential,  134;  on  deaths  of  postmasters,  769;  on 
establishment  of  post-offices,  2,422. 

A  remarkable  coincidence  will  be  noted  in  the  number  of 
changes  made  during  the  year  on  account  of  deaths  of  post- 
masters, 769  deaths  occurring  last  year  and  the  same  num- 
ber during  the  year  covered  by  this  report. 

PRESIDENTIAL  POST-OFFICE  APPOINTMENTS. 

The  total  number  of  appointments  to  Presidential  offices 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  837,  classified  as  follows: 
On  resignations,  41;  on  expiration  of  commissions,  514;  on 
removals,  117;  on  deaths,  31;  on  offices  becoming  Presi- 
dential, 134.  Fifty  Presidential  post-offices  were  relegated 
to  the  fourth  class  during  the  year, 

ARRESTS  OF  VIOLATORS   OF  POSTAL  LAWS. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  by 
post-office  insi)ector8  for  offenses  against  the  postal  laws 
was  2,240.  Of  these  176  were  postmasters,  40  were  assist- 
ant postmasters,  50  were  clerks  in  post-officeS|  12  were 
railway  postal  clerks,  37  were  letter  carriers,  32  were  mail 
carriers,  and  28  others  were  employed  in  minor  positions 
in  the  postal  service.  The  total  number  of  post-office  bur- 
glars arrested  was  453.  Of  the  number  of  cases  1,159  were 
disposed  of  in  the  United  States  and  State  courts,  and  609 
convictions  were  secured. 

BURGLARIES,  BURNINGS,   WRECKS,  ETC. 

There  were  1,561  post-offices  burglarized  during  the  year, 
decrease  of  60  from  the  previous  year.    Five  h undred  and 
thirty-two  offices  were  burned,  82  postal  cars  were  burned 
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or  wrecked,  54  mail  trains  and  stages  were  robbed,  and  69 
letter  boxes  were  broken  into.  The  fiscal  year  ended  Jane 
30, 1894,  showed  a  marked  and  even  alarming  increase  in 
the  number  of  post-office  robberies,  and  led  to  the  recom- 
mendation by  my  predecessor  that  the  amount  of  the  annual 
appropriation  for  the  special  purpose  of  rewards  for  the 
apprehension  and  conviction  of  offenders  against  the  postal 
Beneficial  ef-  laws  bc  increased  from  $10,000  to  $25,000,  in  order  that  the 
incilaae^  in^ai^  scopc  of  the  Standing  rcwards  offered  by  the  Postmaster- 
SmSfe!^"  '^"^  General  might  be  extended  so  as  to  include  post-office  bur- 
glars. This  recommendation  met  the  favorable  considera- 
tion of  Congress,  and  the  appropriation  was  increased  to 
$25,000.  The  salutary  effect  of  this  appropriation  is  made 
apparent  in  the  comparative  tabulated  statements  given 
under  the  head  of  arrests.  From  these  statistics  it  will  be 
seen  that,  while  there  was  an  increase  of  35  per  cent  in  the 
number  of  post  office  burglaries  in  1894,  last  year  there 
was  a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  in  this  class  of  depredations, 
while  at  the  same  time  the  total  number  of  post-office  bur- 
glars arrested  in  1895  was  453,  which  number  exceeds  the 
total  number  of  arrests  of  this  character  made  duiing  the 
previous  year  by  102,  or  an  increase  of  29  i)er  cent. 

REGISTERED-MAIL  LOSSES. 

Five  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty  complaints  per- 
taining to  the  registered  mail  were  received  during  the 
year.    Of  this  number  2,513  alleged  the  rifling  or  abstrac- 
tion of  the  contents  of  the  letters  or  packages,  and  2,302 
announced  the  entire  loss  of  the  letter  or  package  and 
contents.     Only  19  complaints  of  carelessness  by  postal 
employees  were  received. 
Favorable  com.     A  comparfson  of  the  office  records  for  the  last  two  fiscal 
rPKistemi^m"  n  ycars  shows  that  the  total  number  of  complaints  affecting 
°***^*  the  registered  mail  received  during  the  fiscal  year  1895 

was  less  by  646  than  the  total  number  of  complaints  of  the 
same  character  received  during  1894,  a  ratio  of  decrease  of 
nearly  11  per  cent.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  total 
number  of  actual  losses  which  occurred  in  the  registered 
mail  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  435  less  than  those 
determined  during  the  previous  year,  or  a  decrease  of  a 
little  more  than  24  per  cent.  The  statistics  of  the  Depart- 
ment show  that  the  employees  of  the  postal  service  handled, 
approximately,  14,428,081  pieces  of  registered  mail  during 
the  last  fiscal  year,  with  the  inconsiderable  loss  of  one 
piece  in  every  21,305  handled. 
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ORDINARY  MAIL   LOSSES. 

There  were  59,546  complaiuts  received  during  the  year 
affecting  ordinary  mail.  Of  this  number  31,849  referred 
to  letters  and  27,697  to  packages.  This  is  an  increase  in 
number  of  2,669,  or  a  little  over  4.6  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  1894.  Of  the  total  number  of  complaints  received 
46,481  have  been  investigated,  and  of  this  number  it  is 
shown  that  no  loss  occurred  in  7,584  cases,  or  a  proportion 
of  one  in  six  of  the  total  number  of  complaints  investigated. 

FOREIGN  GASES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  14,844  new  cases  of  this 
character.  The  total  cases  closed  during  the  year  amounted 
to  13,957.  The  registered  cases  comprised  by  far  the  largest 
part  of  the  complaints  made  concerning  foreign  matter,  and 
out  of  a  total  of  9,345  cases  received  during  the  year  8,831 
were  closed.  Of  these,  8,665  were  found  to  have  sustained 
no  loss,  and  there -were  only  105  cases  of  this  class  closed 
during  the  year  wherein  the  loss  or  depredation  could  not 
be  located.  In  these  the  responsibility  may  be  fairly  pre- 
sumed to  rest  equally  between  the  United  States  and  the 
foreign  countries  interested.  This  number  is  much  less 
than  that  shown  by  last  year's  report 

LOSSES  RECOVERED. 

The  total  amount  recovered  during  the  year  on  account 
of  losses  in  the  mails  was  $11,628.22,  made  up  of  amounts 
received  from  mail  thieves  or  voluntarily  returned  by  them 
or  their  friends,  or  found  loose  in  the  mails,  or  collected  as 
a  disciplinary  measure  firom  the  employees  of  the  service 
through  whose  neglect  or  carelessness  the  losses  occurred. 
Collections  were  made  and  restitution  effected  in  1,579 
cases,  which  exceeds  the  number  for  the  previous  year 
by  424. 

The  success  which  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  apprehension  of  offenders  against  the  postal 
laws  is  shown  in  the  report  of  the  Fourth  Assistant  Post- 
master-General. 

The  history  of  the  prosecution  of  green-goods  cases  dur-    Furthw^ris- 
ing  the  last  year  shows  excellent  depredation  work,  and  suppress  eroen 
the  results  secured  will  no  doubt  prove  a  material  check  sc^nemjluer.^ 
upon  such  swindlers.    The  necessity  still  exists,  however, 
for  more  stringent  statutes  bearing  ux)on  both  green-goods 
and  obscene  matter. 
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The  coUectiou  of  balances  due  on  money-order  and  gen- 
eral postal  accounts  constitutes  an  important  feature  of  the 
work  of  the  Department.     In  connection  with  this  class  of 
cases  the  inspectors  collected  during  the  year  $43,179.62 
postal  funds  and  $132,354.15  money-order  funds.    When  to 
this  is  added  the  sum  of  $16,138.21  miscellaneous  collec- 
tions, we  have  a  total  of  $191,671.98  collected  during  the 
year,  which  is  nearly  64  per  cent  of  the  entire  amount 
($300,000)  appropriated  for  mail  depredations  and  post-office 
inspectors. 
XJ86  of  "  teat"     One  of  the  most  important  legal  points  settled  during  the 
byuSooortof^year  in  connection  with  depredation  work  was  the  decision 
of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  sustaining  the  use  of 
^' test"  letters  in  securing  evidence  against  parties  engaged 
in  violations  of  the  postal  laws. 
I  recommend  that  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropria- 
Special  appro-  tion  for  the  special  purpose  of  rewards  for  the  apprehension 
wan^    reoom-  aud  couviction  of  offenders  against  the  postal  laws  be  con- 
^^  tinned  at  $25,000;  also,  that  the  United  States  statutes  be 

amended  in  such  manner  that  the  defendants  iu  cases  of 
arrest  of  postal  clerks  for  embezzlement  of  mail,  where  the 
railway  post-office  extends  from  one  judicial  district  into 
another,  may  be  tried  in  any  one  of  the  judicial  districts 
through  which  the  railway  post-office  on  which  the  crime 
was  committed  may  extend. 

LOTTERY  AND  FRAUDULENT  SCHEMES. 

lasueoffraud"  During  the  past  fiscal  year  this  Department  issued  218 
**fraud"  orders  forbidding  the  delivery  of  mail  matter  to 
parties  and  corjwrations  found  to  be  operating  lottery 
and  fraudulent  schemes  through  the  mails.  Fifty-six  of 
these  orders  were  directed  against  lotteries  operated  by 
so-called  bond  investment  companies,  12  avowed  lotteries, 
21  lotteries  of  miscellaneous  character,  and  130  schemes 
devised  to  defraud  the  public.  Seventy  of  these  orders 
were  revoked  upon  it  being  made  to  appear  that  the  par- 
ties operating  the  schemes  had  abandoned  them,  leaving 
in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  148  of  the  orders  issued 
during  the  year. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1895,  authoriz- 
ing the  Postmaster-General  to  forbid  the  delivery  of  ordi- 
nary mail  matter  under  seal,  as  well  as  registered  letters 
and  packages  to  persons  and  corporations  found  to  be  con- 
ducting fraudulent  and  lottery  schemes  through  the  mails, 
has  had  a  very  salutary  effect.  Prior  to  the  passage  of 
that  act  postnxasters  were  required  to  deliver  ordinary  mail 
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matter  under  seal,  though  addressed  to  lottery  co™paiii©s^«o^»'^^2P- 
by  name,  and  the  promoters  of  lotteries  and  frauds  directed  ^'i^&^h^JSS 
their  agents  and  victims  to  send  money  by  express  money  matter, 
order  or  bank  check,  and  thus  the  business  was  conducted 
as  extensively  through  the  mails  as  had  been  done  formerly, 
and  the  Post-Of&ce  Department  lost  the  revenues  which 
would  otherwise  have  been  derived  from  issuing  money 
orders  and  registering  letters.  This  manifestly  weak  point 
in  the  law  has  been  fully  remedied  by  the  above-named  act, 
the  passage  of  which  was  strongly  recommended  by  my  pre- 
decessor in  his  last  annual  report.  That  act  goes  fiirthei- 
and  prohibits  international  and  interstate  carriers  from 
transporting  lottery  matter  from  foreign  countries  into  this 
country  or  from  one  State  to  another.  This  Department 
has  no  jurisdiction,  however,  to  enforce  that  part  of  the 
act,  but  from  information  in  my  possession  I  am  glad  to  be 
able  to  state  that  it  is  thought  the  express  companies  and 
other  interstate  carriers  yield  obedience  to  the  law  by 
refasing  to  carry  the  prohibited  lottery  matter. 

It  is  also  confidently  asserted  that  the  traf&c  in  the  tickets 
of  avowed  lotteries  through  the  mails  has  been  materially 
reduced  if  not  entirely  suppressed. 

LOSSES  BY  BUBGLABY,  FIRE,  ETC. 

The  total  number  of  claims  of  postmasters  for  losses   what  the  got- 

ernmBut   lost 

resulting  from  burglary,  fire,  etc.,  acted  on  during  the  year  through  iir©. 

is  1,808,  of  which  1,306  were  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part  and  "*^^'* 

502  were  disallowed,  dismissed,  or  withdrawn.    The  amount 

allowed  was  $138,686.37.    The  average  amount  of  each 

claim  allowed  in  1893  was  $71.48;  in  1894^  $86.98;  and  in 

1895,  $106.18.    These  figures  show  a  steady  increase  in  the 

amounts  lost  per  case,  indicating  that  burglars  and  thieves 

are  more  and  more  disposed  to  break  into  offices  where  the 

largest  amounts  of  public  money  and  property  are  kept  on 

hand.    The  actual  loss  to  the  Government  is  not,  however, 

what  these  figures  show.    Postage  stamps,  stafnped  paper, 

and  money  amounting  to  the  sum   of  $23,917.41  were 

desti^oyed  by  fire,  storms,  floods,  and  mice,  leaving  $114,- 

768.96  as  the  actual  loss. 

Under  the  law  as  it  stands  claims  for  losses  not  resulting 
from  the  negligence  of  the  postmasters  but  from  the  negli-    Bonds  shoiad 
gence  of  their  subordinates  must  be  and  are  allowed,  and  snbonSbf^  ^in 
in  such  cases  the  Government  has  no  remedy,  because  the^^*^***** 
subordinates  in  post-offices  are  not  required  to  give  and  do 
not  give  bonds  for  the  faithfril  discharge  of  their  duties. 
This  is  not  only  anomalous  but  dangerous  in  practice,  as 
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these  subordinates  handle  probably  millions  of  dollars 
annnally.  To  remedy  this  evil  I  join  in  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Assistant  Attomey-Creneral  that  the  act  of  Con- 
gress of  May  9, 1888  (25  Stat.  L.,  135),  be  amended  so  as  to 
forbid  the  allowance  of  claims  for  losses  resulting  not  only 
from  the  negligence  of  the  postmasters  themselves  but  also 
from  the  negligence  of  the  subordinates.  The  Assistant 
Attomey-Oeneral  has  drafted  a  suitable  bill  to  accom- 
plish this  purpose,  which  accompanies  his  report  as 
Exhibit  B. 

DAiraEROUS  AND  INJTJRIOUS  MATTER  IN  THE  MAILS. 

For  many  years  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Post- 
master-General have  been  in  force  forbidding  the  mailing 
of  certain  dangerous  and  injurious  matter,  but  there  is  no 
ofSSg^IwMS  ^^^  making  it  a  penal  offense  to  deposit  such  matter  in  the 
ff"the'man*8™*^®"  ^^^7  substauccs,  such  as  poisons,  matches,  dyna- 
•'^^^^^^^Jjl^^mite  and  other  articles  liable  to  ignite  or  explode  by 
shock  or  jar,  live  and  poisonous  insects  and  reptiles, 
smallpox  virus  or  germs  of  contagious  diseases,  oils,  &tty 
substances,  liquids,  sharp-i)ointed  instruments,  some  of 
which  are  dangerous  to  life,  health,  comfort,  or  body,  and 
liable  to  damage  other  mail  matter  and  mail  sacks  if  they 
should  become  loose,  are  sometimes  found  in  the  mails. 
These  substances  may  be  sometimes  mailed  through  malice, 
and  sometimes  parties  carelessly  deposit  dangerous  articles 
in  the  mails  with  no  specific  intent  to  injure  anyone  but 
which  oftentimes  do  much  damage  to  other  mail  matter 
and  are  constantly  liable  to  injure  the  addressees  and 
especially  the  postal  employees.  The  Assistant  Attorney- 
General  has  drafted  a  bill  to  cover  the  ground  here  indi- 
cated, which  accompanies  his  report  as  Exhibit  G,  and  I 
join  with  him  in  recommending  its  passage. 

HOUSE-TO-HOUSE  COLLECTIONS. 

In  the  report  of  Postmaster-General  Wanamaker  for 

the  fiscal  year  1892  an  account  is  given  of  tests  made  with 

Hoii8e-to.hoaBe  delivery  and  collection  boxes  attached  to  individual  houses

sidered.  aloug  the  routcs  of  letter  carriers.    Out  of  some  sixteen 

hundred  models  of  house  letter  boxes  submitted  for  com- 
petitive test  a  commission  of  x>ostmasters  appointed  by  him 
recommended  for  trial  and  adoption  some  half  dozen,  of 
which  two  were  tried,  one  on  a  carrier  route  in  the  city  of 
Washington  and  another  on  a  route  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis. 
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The  first  results  of  these  small  experiments  seemed  to 
encourage  an  extension  of  the  system,  the  boxes,  of  coarse, 
to  be  famished  by  the  householders. 

The  revenues  of  the  postal  service  for  the  past  two  years 
have  not  been  sufficient  to  justify  any  experiments  that 
might  involve  unusual  expenditures  for  additional  carriers, 
should  it  appear  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  that 
force  would  be  required  for  house  to  house  collections.  I 
hope  to  be  able  in  the  near  future  to  resume  this  effort  and 
to  test  thoroughly  the  results  of  a  larger  use  of  the  boxes 
both  in  the  matter  of  public  convenience  and  as  affecting 
the  revenues  and  expenditures  of  the  Department. 

CIVIL  SERVICE. 

The  effects  of  placing  almost  all  the  employees  (post-  ciTii-Mrrioe 
masters  excepted)  not  only  of  the  executive  office,  but  of  extended  wher. 
the  postal  service  generally,  under  the  protection  of  the*^"^""****"* 
civil-service  laws  are  patent  in  every  branch  of  the  service 
and  justify  further  steady  extension  of  the  system  in  this 
Department  wherever  found  practicable.  The  magnitude 
and  multiplicity  of  its  business  operations,  the  perfection 
of  service  which  the  i)eople  are  learning  to  demand  and  to 
expect  of  it,  and  the  palpable  truth  that  such  business 
operations  can  be  carried  on  and  such  perfect  service  ren- 
dered only  by  men  trained  and  expert;  all  these,  and  many 
other  reasons,  call  for  such  stability  of  tenure  as  alone  can 
command  or  beget  the  requisite  training,  skill,  and  enthu- 
siasm. And  nowhere  is  large  executive  capacity,  conjoined 
with  intimate  knowledge  of  the  special  branches  and  minute 
details  of  a  great  business,  availing  itself  of  a  large  part  of 
the  mechanism  and  resources  of  modem  civilization,  more

requisite  than  in  the  management  of  the  great  bureaus  into      ■^'^p^  •      6  \  cchr-* 
which  the  PostOffice  Department  is  distributed.  '^^^^  ^  ^  |'  M^ 

>^  Two  of  my  assistants  are  charged,  each,  with  the  expend-  tiOT*M^*]MMt     \ 
^    iture  of  over  $40,000,000  annually,  together  with  the  man-  |Sf^"^,Jt^      \ 
agement  and  discipline  of  tens  of  thousands  of  employees.  Postmasters 
The  duties  of  the  other  two  are  not  less  onerous  and  mul- 
tiplex.   If  such  officials  are  to  be  the  real  heads  of  their 
bureaus,  intimately  acquainted  with  all  the  machinery  and 
working  of  them,  competent  to  direct  and  able  to  infuse  their 
own  intelligence  and  zeal  among  their  subordinates,  they 
should  have  a  tenure  at  least  as  assured  from  the  muta- 
tions and  chances  of  political  contest  as  those  subordinates. 
The  continuity  of  the  Department  should  be  preserved  in 
changes  of  administration,  not  only  along  the  line  of  its 
subordinate  and  separate  service,  but  in  that  larger  grasp 
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of  its  history,  its  daily  work,  and  its  healtbfal  progress, 
which  Is  found  alone  with  those  who  direct  and  control  its 
chief  bureaus.  I  concur,  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  one 
of  my  recent  predecessors,  that  at  least  three  of  the  Assist- 
ant Postmasters-Oeueral  should  hold  their  of&ces  by  a 
civil-service  or  merit  tenure  and  not  by  a  political  tenure. 
I  refrain  from  offering  a  like  opinion  as  to  the  Fourth 
Assistant  Postmaster-General,  because  fourth-class  post- 
masters, whose  appointment  is  primarily  allotted  to  him, 
are  yet  outside  of  that  tenure. 


EXTENDING  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE  TO  FOURTH-CLASS 
POSTMASTERS. 

The  question  of  extending  civil-service  methods  to  the 
selection  of  fourth-class  postmasters  has  uatarally  received 
my  attention  since  I  have  been  at  the  head  of  this  Depart- 
ment.   It  is  beset  with  difficulties,  which  my  exx)erience  as 
No  satisfao-a  Representative  in  Congress  of  a  large  country  district, 
iDcfa£ng fourth^  dudug  thrcc  changes  of  Administration,  has  brought  home 
tan'has^tixmito  me  morc  clearly  than  they  might  appear  to  a  theoretical 
deviaed.  reformer,  or  to  the  Representative  of  a  city  constituency. 

I  have  studied  various  bills  introduced  in  both  branches  of 
.  Congress  in  recent  years,  and  welcomed  suggestions  from 
other  quarters.  But  I  do  not  find  myself  able  to  make,  as 
yet,  any  specific  recommendations  on  this  important  subject 
in  the  line  of  the  legislation  which  has  been  proposed. 
The  recent  The  ordcr  which  you  have  recently  approved,  provid- 
thatdJ^tiMi.  ingthat  when  the  Postmaster  General  shall  consolidate 
with  a  free-delivery  office  any  other  post-office,  such  con- 
solidation shall  carry  into  the  classified  service  at  the 
free-delivery  office  the  Post-Office  Department  roster  of 
employees  of  tlie  office  consolidated,  including  the  post- 
master, may  be  accepted  as  the  beginning  and  foundation 
not  only  of  a  better  postal  service  of  the  public,  a  better 
and  more  businesslike  accounting  to  this  Department,  but 
also  a  wise  extension  of  the  civil-service  system  to  post- 
mast'Crs.  It  is  my  purpose  to  proceed  under  the  authority 
of  this  order  as  discreetly  as  I  can,  and  in  the  long  run  as 
far  as  experience  will  justify,  so  as  to  secure  these  com- 
mendable results. 
High  enA^of  Those,  however,  who  may  expect  to  enjoy  the  fullest 
manded.  *  benefit  of  a  civil-service  system  are  the  large  and  meritori- 
ous bodies  of  employees  in  the  carrier  and  Railway  Mail 
Service  and  clerks  in  first  and  second  class  post-offices.  It 
is  evident  to  any  thinking  man  that,  in  all  these  fields  of 
employment  and  preeminently  among  carriers  and  railway 
postal  clerks,  a  high  grade  of  efficiency  must  coexist  with 
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a  high  grade  of  discipline,  which  a  central  executive  office  abiSStS**?*""* 
must  seek  to  maintain  by  methods  which  shall  be,  aoove**^- 
all  things,  obviously  just,  but  none  the  less  almost  military 
in  their  precision.  I  can  not  doubt  that  this  truth  will  be 
fully  realized,  not  only  by  individual  employees,  but  by 
the  great  associations  into  which  they  are  now  organized, 
which  are  expected  to  bear  fruit  in  a  higher  conception  ot 
public  service  and  in  the  stimulation  of  personal  self-respect 
and  patriotic  enthusiam.  Any  other  view  of  the  civil- 
service  system  would  be  at  variance  with  the  ideas  out  of 
which  it  arises,  and  by  which  alone  it  can  have  a  perma- 
nently beneficent  effect  in  our  political  system. 

POST-BOXJTB  MAPS. 

The  extension  of  the  postal  service  on  the  electric  and 
cable  lines  of  the  large  cities  will  make  it  necessary  to  have 
prepared  in  the  office  of  the  topographer  of  this  Depart- 
ment outline  maps  not  heretofore  supplied  or  contemplated 
in  the  appropriations  for  that  office,  and  this  will  call  for 
some  additional  appropriation  for  that  purpose,  which  I 
respectfully  commend  to  the  attention  of  Congress. 

I  desire,  also,  to  express  my  concurrence  in  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  topographer  that  there  should  be  a  larger 
distribution  of  post-route  maps  among  the  post-offices  of 
the  country.    It  is  in  the  interests  of  the  service  to  supply   PontmasterB

all  postmasters  at  offices  of  any  importance  with  maps  of  nisbed  maps  of

their  respective  States,  and  a  small  increase  m  the  appro- 
priation for  the  topographer's  office  should  be  allowed  in 
order  to  defray  the  expense  of  putting  the  sheets  of  these 
maps  into  form  suitable  for  post-office  use — that  is  to  say, 
backed  with  muslin  and  mounted  on  rollers. 

Having  myself  had  no  experience  in  administering  a 
department  under  the  system  prevailing  before  the  change 
made  by  the  so-called  Dockery  law,  I  can  only  call  atten- 
tion to  tiie  testimony  of  the  Auditor  for  the  Post-Office 
Department,  as  to  the  effects  of  that  law. 

In  concluding  this  report,  I  avail  myself  of  the  opportu- 
nity of  testifying  most  heartily  to  the  efficient  and  zealous 
support  given  me  by  the  officers  of  the  Department  with 
whom  I  am  in  daDy  association  and  on  whom  any  Post- 
master-General, most  of  all  one  newly  installed,  must 
constantly  depend  for  a  successful  administration.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  this 
office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1896,  together  with  certain  rec- 
ommendations which,  in  my  opinion,  should  receive  the  attention  of 
Congress. 

lottebies  and  fbatjdulent  schemes. 

There  were  issued  during  the  year  by  the  Postmaster-General,  on 
the  recommendation  of  this  office,  218  <^ fraud"  orders  prohibiting  the 
delivery  of  registered  packages  and  the  ^jayment  of  money  orders  to 
certain  companies  and  parties  named.  Of  these,  however,  38  were 
duplicate  orders  at  different  points.  The  orders  were  issued  against  55 
lotteries  operated  by  so-called  bond-investment  companies,  12  avowed 
lotteries,  21  lotteries  of  a  miscellaneous  character,  and  130  schemes  de- 
vised to  defraud  the  public.  Seventy  of  these  orders  were  revoked 
upon  it  being  made  to  ^pear  that  the  parties  operating  the  schemes 
had  abandoned  them.  This  left  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  148 
orders,  original  and  duplicate.  Twenty- eight  of  the  orders  issued 
during  the  previous  year  were  also  revoked  upon  the  proper  showing, 
making  a  total  of  98  revocations  during  the  last  year.

It  will  be  observed  that  fewer  orders  were  issued  and  a  larger  num- 
ber revoked  during  the  last  than  the  previous  year. 

The  bond-investment  schemes  have  been  abandoned  by  aU  the  com- 
panies except  a  very  few. 

In  my  last  report  I  said: 

There  was  passed  through  the  Senate  at  the  last  seaaion  of  Conffress  a  bill  forbid- 
diuff  interstate  carriers  f^om  transporting  lottery  matter,  and  extending  the  provisions 
of  toe  second  section  of  the  act  of  September  19, 1890,  to  ordinary  mail  matter  under 
seal,  which  would  authorize  the  Postmaster-Greneral  to  issue  orders  to  return  all  ordi- 
nary matter  under  seal  addressed  to  lotterv  concerns  or  their  agents  to  the  sender, 
when  known,  or  to  the  Dead-Letter  OfiBce  when  not  known ;  but  this  bill  failed  to  pass 
the  House.  It  is,  however,  on  the  Calendar  of  that  body  and  may  bd  taken  up  and 
passed  at  the  next  session  of  the  Fifty*third  Congress,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  tnat  it 
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will  become  a  law  before  the  4tli  of  next  March.  It  is  confidently  asserted  by  those 
who  have  thoroughly  investigated  the  subject  that  such  a  law  would  be  the  death 
knell  of  the  lottery  business  m  our  country.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  enactment  of 
sucii  a  law  would  be  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction  and  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  that  this  bill  became  a  law  on  the  2d  day 
of  March  last,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  fourth  section  thereof  orders 
were  issued  against  all  persons  and  companies  against  whom  fraud 
orders  had  previously  been  issued  and  not  revoked,  forbidding  the 
delivery  of  any  mail  matter  addressed  to  them,  whether  registered  or 
not,  and  ordering  postmasters  to  return  the  same  to  the  senders  if 
known,  and  if  not  known  to  the  Dead-Letter  Office,  to  be  disposed  of 
in  the  customary  way.  The  result  has  been  most  gratifying,  as  such 
orders  virtually  close  the  mails  to  the  parties  affected  and  as  a  rule 
they  quit  the  business.  This  law  was  necessary  to  make  the  act  of 
September  19, 1890,  effective.  Under  that  act  the  Postmaster-General 
could,  by  his  orders,  affect  only  registered  letters  and  money  orders,' 
and  it  was  found  in  practice  that  the  promoters  of  lottery  and  fraud- 
ulent schemes  had  their  customers  procure  bank  checks  or  express 
money  orders  and  send  them  in  ordinary  letters  under  seal,  which  the 
postmasters  were  required,  under  rulings  of  the  courts,  the  Attorney- 
General,  and  this  office  to  deliver  to  the  addressees,  though  they  had 
been  found  by  the  Postmaster-General,  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to 
him,  to  be  conducting  lottery  or  fraudulent  schemes  through  the  mails. 
Thus  the  law  not  only  became  abortive,  but  ^reduced  the  revenues  of 
this  Department  by  decreasing  the  number' of  money  orders  issued, 
without  materially  affecting  the  concerns  intended  to  be  suppressed. 
This  manifestly  weak  point  in  the  law  has  been  removed  by  the  fourth 
section  of  the  act  of  March  2, 1895. 

This  act  goes  further  still  and  forbids  international  and  interstate 
carriers  from  transporting  4ottery  matter  from  foreign  countries  into 
this  country  or  from  one  State  to  another.  This  Department  has  no 
jurisdiction,  however,  to  enforce  that  part  of  the  law  and  I  can  not 
state  definitely  the  extent  to  which  the  lottery-carrying  business  has 
been  checked  by  this  act,  but  I  am  informed  that  the  most  if  not  all  of 
the  express  companies  yield  obedience  to  it  by  refusing  to  carry  the 
prohibited  lottery  matter. 

It  may  be  confidently  asserted  that  the  death  knell  of  the  avowed 
lotteries  in  this  country  has  been  sounded  and  their  business  has  been 
vastly  crippled  if  not  ruined,  but  I  am  sorry  to  note  the  fact  that  many 
business  men  think  they  must,  in  order  to  succeed,  resort  to  schemes 
that  appeal  to  the  gambling  spirit  of  the  people,  and  they  accordingly 
sugar-coat  their  legitimate  enterprises  with  lottery  attachments  and 
thus  create  a  desire  for  other  and  more  pernicious  modes  of  obtaining 
something  for  nothing  by  hazard  or  chance.  These  fascinating  and 
apparently  innocent  schemes  reach  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  land  and 
tend  to  make  them  gamblers,  whom ''  the  rainbow  of  hope  lures  and  lures 
till  the  chaser  falls  over  the  precipice  into  suicide  or  the  penitentiary." 


Your  attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  accompanying  exhibit, 
marked  A,  which  shows  the  amount  allowed  under  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  May  9, 1888  (25  Stat.  Ij.,  135),  on  claims  presented  by  post- 
masters for  losses  by  "  burglary,  fire,  or  other  unavoidable  casualty," 
and  for  postal  and  money-order  funds  remitted  for  dei)osit  and  lost  in 
transit.  The  total  number  of  claims  acted  on  during  the  year  was  1,808, 
of  which  1,306  were  allowed  in  whole  or  in  part,  and  502  were  dis- 
allowed, dismissed,  or  withdrawn.

The  actaal  loss  to  the  Government  is  not,  however,  what  these  figures 
show.  Postage  stamps,  stamped  paper,  and  money  amounting  to  the 
sum  of  $23,917.41  were  destroyed  by  fire,  storms,  floods,  and  mi(*e,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $114,7G8.96  of  the  amount  allowed  as  the  actual  loss.

There  were  on  file  and  undisposed  of  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1895, 
680  claims.  The  most  of  these,  however,  were  not  ready  for  action,  for 
the  reason  that  all  the  evidence  and  reports  of  inspectors  had  not  then 
reached  this  office.  Ko  reports  of  the  number  of  claims  on  file  and 
undisposed  of  at  the  end  of  each  year  have  heretofore  been  made,  and 
hence  no  comparison  can  be  made  on  that  point  between  the  year  just 
closed  and  previous  years;  but  it  is  clear  that  the  number  of  such 
claims  has  been  constantly  reduced  during  the  last  two  years,  and  it  is 
believed  that  by  the  end  of  the  current  year' the  claims  on  file  and 
ready  for  action  will  be  disposed  of.

These  figures  show  a  steady  increase  in  the  amounts  lost  per  case, 
indicating  either  that  burglars  and  thieves  are  more  and  more  disposed 
to  break  into  the  large  offices,  or  that  the  amounts  of  postage  supplies 
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and  money  postmasters  are  permitted  to  keep  oii  baud  are  increased 
year  by  year.  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  tbat  tbe  increase  is  attrib- 
atable  to  botb  causes.  Postal  funds  are  required  to  be  remitted  quar- 
terly^ wbile  money-order  funds  must  be  remitted  daily.  A  regulation 
requiring  tbe  transmission  of  postal  funds  oftener  than  every  three 
months  or  permitting  postmasters  to  use  enough  of  these  funds  to  cover 
their  salaries  prior  to  the  end  of  a  quarter  would  save  the  Government 
several  thousand  dollars  annually.  It  should  be  tbe  aim  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  reduce  tbe  amount  of  postal  and  money-order  funds  and  stamps 
and  stamped  paper  in  the  hands  of  x)ostmasters  to  the  minimum,  by 
which  tbe  losses  both  by  crime  and  fire  would  be  decreased  and  a 
constant  temptation  to  burglars  be  removed. 

In  regard  to  the  liability  of  postmasters  for  the  negligence  or  fault 
of  their  subordinates,  I  said  in  my  last  report  : 

I  again  caU  attention  to  the  importance  of  the  passage  of  a  law  by  Congress  either 
making  postmasters  and  their  sureties  liable  for  the  defalcations  and  acts  of  their 
assistants  and  clerks  or  requiring  the  latter  to  eive  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  their  duties.  Millions  of  dollars  are  handled  annuaUy  by  parties  nvho  are  not 
under  bond  to  the  Government,  and  for  whose  acts  no  one,  except  themselves,  is 
liable.  The  wonder  is  that  the  loss  through  them  is  so  small.  I  suggest  that  Con- 
gress be  requested  to  enact  a  law  making  postmasters  and  their  sureties  liable  for 
the  acts  and  conduct  of  their  subordinates  and  authorize  postmasters  to  take  bonds 
in  their  names  from  their  subordinates  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties. 
I  think  this  course  would  be  preferable  to  requiring  the  subordinates  to  give  bonds 
directly  to  the  Government,  because  it  is  oft-cn  difficult  and  sometimes  impossible  to 
determiuo  whether  it  is  the  negligence  or  crime  of  the  postmaster  or  his  subordi- 
nates that  caused  the  loss.  This  difficulty  could  be  obviated  by  making  postmasters 
and  their  sureties  liable  for  all  losses  occurring  through  the  crime  or  negligence  of 
anyone  officially  connected  with  their  offices  and  making  the  subordinates  liublo  to 
the  postmasters  for  losses  resulting  from  their  own  crime  or  negligence. 

I  submit  that  the  failure  of  the  Government  to  take  security  from 
subordinates  in  post-offices,  who  number  thousands  and  handle  mil- 
lions of  dollars  of  public  money  annually,  or  to  hold  the  postmasters 
liable  for  the  acts  of  their  subordinates,  is  not  only  anomalous  in  prac- 
tice but  dangerous  to  the  public  interest.  I  have  prepared  a  bill,  here- 
with return^,  marked  Exhibit  B,  which,  in  my  opinion,  will  remedy 
this  defect  in  the  law,  and  which  I  respectfully  recommend  be  sub- 
mitted by  you  to  Congress  for  action,  if  the  suggestion  meets  your 
approval.  In  order  that  it  may  be  seen  at  a  glance  what  changes  are 
proposed  by  the  bill,  I  have  italicized  the  words  inserted  in  the  pres- 
ent law  (25  Stat.  L.,  135)  by  way  of  amendment.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  Postmaster-General  will  not  be  authorized,  under  the  amended  bill, 
to  allow  postmasters  credit  for  losses  occurring  through  the  negligence, 
fault,  or  crimes  of  themselves,  their  assistants,  clerks,  or  employees, 
but  in  order  to  indemnify  themselves  against  losses  occurring  through 
the  acts  of  their  subordinates  they  are  authorized  to  take  bonds  from 
the  latter  to  themselves  in  sums  and  with  sureties  to  be  approved  by 
them.  Postmasters  in  many  cases  now  take  bonds  from  their  subordi- 
nates for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  but  there  is  no  statute 
authorizing  it,  and  hence  such  are  valid  only  as  common  law  bonds,  and 
I  think  it  best  to  authorize  their  execution  under  an  act  of  Congress. 

DANGEROUS  AND   INJURIOUS  MATTER  IN  THE  MAILS. 

My  attention  has  been  several  times  during  the  year  called  to  dangerous 
and  injurious  matter  deposited  in  the  mails,  and  upon  investigation  it 
was  disco vered  that  there  is  now  no  penalty  prescribed  for  depositing  such 
matter  in  the  mails,  and  indeed  there  is  no  statute  forbidding  its  being 
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mailed.  Many  substances,  such  as  x)oisons,  matches,  dynamite  bombs, 
and  other  articles  liable  to  ignite  or  explode  by  shock  or  jar,  live  and 
poisonous  insects  and  reptiles,  smallpox  vims  or  germs  of  contagions 
diseases,  oils,  fatty  substances,  liquids,  sharp-pointed  instrument,  some 
of  which  are  dangerous  to  life,  health,  comfort,  or  body,  and  others  are 
liable  to  damage  other  mail  matter  and  mail  sacks  if  they  should  become 
loose  in  the  mails,  are  sometimes  found  in  the  mails,  and  it  is  the  opin- 
ion of  those  who  have  the  best  opportunity  to  know  that  some  penalty 
ought  to  be  prescribed  by  law  for  mailing  such  matter,  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the'postal  employees  who  have  to  handle  it  as  well  as  those  to  whom 
it  is  addressed,  and  accordingly  I  have  drawn  up  abill,  herewith  returned, 
marked  Exhibit  0,  to  cover  the  point. 

The  bill,  you  will  observe,  covers  two  classes  of  articles:  First,  those 
which  are  dangerous  to  the  life,  health,  comfort,  and  body  of  the 
employee  or  addressee,  such  as  poisons,  live  animals,  reptiles  or  insects, 
exi)losive8,  etc.,  which  are  prohibited  by  section  320,  Postal  Laws  and 
Eegulations,  1893,  from  going  through  the  mails  at  all;  and  second, 
those  articles  which,  though  liable  to  injure  employees  or  damage  other 
mail  matter  when  loose  in  the  n  ails,  when  properly  packed  may  be 
safely  handled,  such  as  oils,  liquids  not  poisonous  or  explosive,  sharp 
instruments,  dyestuifs,  and  the  like  which  may,  by  sections  321  and  322, 
be  mailed  if  properly  packed.  No  one  is  by  this  bill  permitted  to  mail 
the  articles  of  the  first  class  under  a  penalty  of  imprisonment  or  fine, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  nor  to  mail  the  articles  of  the 
second  class  if  not  packed  according  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by 
the  Postmaster-General.  I  have  given  a  wide  range  to  the  punishment 
to  be  inflicted  on  parties  mailing  articles  of  the  first  class,  such  punish- 
ment being  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the  judge  only.  I  do  this  for 
the  reason  that  there  is  a  vast  difference  in  the  degree  of  malice  or 
motive  which  prompts  the  offense.  A  party  who  mails  an  article  or 
substance  for  the  purpose  of  injuring  a  postal  employee,  or  of  poisoning 
or  killing  the  addressee,  or  infecting  him  with  some  dangerous  or  loath- 
some disease,  such  as  smallpox  or  cholera,  should  receive  the  severest 
punishment  known  to  human  laws,  except  probably  the  death  penalty, 
while  another  party  who  mails  such  matter  thoughtlessly  but  without 
motive  to  injure  should  be  fined  only.  I  have  tried  to  guard  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  so  as  to  prevent  wrong-doing  without  infringing  upon 
the  rights  of  the  people  in  the  use  of  mail  facilities.  The  bill  will  at 
least  give  Congress  a  general  idea  of  the  remedy  intended  to  be  supplied, 
and  if  it  be  found  to  be  too  sweeping  or  not  sweeping  enough  it  can  be 
changed  in  the  two  Houses.  I  recommend  that  this  bill  be  submitted, 
^y  yo'ij  if  you  approve  it,  to  Congress  for  passage. 

WORK  AND  BUSINESS  OF   THE   OFFICE. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  business  has  constantly  increased, 
the  working  force  of  the  office  has  been  reduced  from  seven  to  six 
(inclnding  myself),  and  during  the  last  two  years  I  have  had  copied  on 
tlie  typewriter,  indexed,  and  bound  all  the  opinions  rendered  by  the 
Assistant  Attorney-General  for  the  Post-Office  Department  from  the 
<^^reation  of  the  office  in  1873  to  March,  1894,  aggregating  1,300,  and 
making  8  volumes,  averaging  more  than  400  pages  each,  and  the  num- 
ber of  claims  for  losses  by  fire,  burglary,  etc.,  disposed  of  annually,  has 
increased  from  853  in  1893  to  1,808  in  1895.  The  work  involved  in  the 
adjustment  of  claims  for  losses  can  be  appreciated  when  it  is  remem- 
bered that  each  case,  big  or  little,  must  be  examined;  the  evidence, 
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which  is  sometimes  volaminous,  digested  and  briefed,  and  often  very 
difficult  and  nice  questions  of  law  and  fact  arise  for  decision.  The  cor- 
respondence relative  to  these  claims  is  also  extensive. 

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  state  that  the  fraad  orders  issned 
against  parties  found  to  be  conducting  ft'audulent  and  lottery  schemes 
through  the  mails  do  not  represent  the  extent  of  such  schemes  brought 
to  the  notice  of  this  office.  In  numerous  cases,  extending  probably  into 
the  hundreds,  the  schemes  have  been  presented  for  rulings,  and  when 
declared  to  be  lotteries  or  frauds  the  promoters  have  promptly  aban- 
doned them,  and  in  such  CB'Ses  orders  were  not  issued  nor  steps  for 
prosecution  taken,  it  having  been  the  policy  of  the  Department  not  to 
take  extreme  measures  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  until  it  was  shown 
that  the  parties  conducting  the  schemes  intended  deliberately  to  defy  it.

▲V  ACT  to  amend  am  aet  entitlBd  "An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  *An  act  authorising  the  Post- 
maater-General  to  adjust  certain  claims  of  postmasters  for  loss  by  burglary,  Are,  or  other  unavoidable 
casualty/  approved  May  9, 1888." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  i2apre««fi<a(i«e«  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congreae  aasembled.  That  the  act  entitled  ''An  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  'An  act 
anthorizing  the  PoBtmaeter- General  to  adjust  certain  claims  of  postmasters  for  loss 
by  burglary,  fire,  or  other  unavoidable  casualty/  approved  May  ninth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-eight/'  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  That  the  Postmaster-General  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  investigate  all 
claims  of  postmasters  for  the  loss  of  money-order  funds,  postal  funds,  postage 
stamps,  stamped  envelopes,  newspaper  wrappers,  and  postal  cards,  belonging  to  t£e 
United  States  in  the  hands  of  such  postmasters,  resulting  from  burglarv,  ore,  or  other 
unavoidable  casualty,  and  if  he  shall  determine  that  such  loss  resulted  from  no  fault 
or  negligence  on  the  part  of  such  postmasters,  their  aeeistante,  clerke,  or  emplojfeee, 
to  pay  to  such  postmasters,  or  credit  them  with  the  amount  so  ascertained  to  have 
been  lost  or  destroved,  and  also  to  credit  postmasters  with  the  amount  of  any  remit- 
tance of  money-order  funds  or  postal  funds  made  bv  them  in  compliance  with  the 
instructions  ot  the  Postmaster-General,  which  shall  have  been  lost  or  stolen  while  in 
transit  by  mail  from  the  o£Bce  of  the  remitting  postmaster  to  the  oflSce  designated 
as  his  depository,  or  after  arrival  at  such  depository  office  and  before  the  postmaster 
at  such  depository  office  has  become  responsible  therefor:  Provided.  That  no  claim 
ezceedine  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  be  paid  or  credited  until  after  the 
facta  shall  have  been  ascertained  by  the  Postmaster-General  and  reported  to  Con- 
gress, together  with  his  recommendation  thereon,  and  an  appropriation  made  therefor : 
And  provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not  embrace  any  claim  for  losses  as  afore- 
said which  accrued  more  than  fifteen  years  prior  to  March  seventeenth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-two ;  and  all  such  claims  must  be  presented  to  the  Postmaster- 
General  within  six  months  from  such  latter  date,  except  claims  for  postal  funds 
which  may  be  received,  considered,  and  allowed,  if  presented  within  six  months 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  cases  where  the  postmaster  had,  at  or  about  the  time 
of  the  loss,  made  report  thereof  to  the  Post-Office  Department  or  to  an  inspector  or 
special  agent  of  the  Department ;  and  no  claim  for  losses  which  may  hereafter  accrue 
shall  be  allowed  unless  presented  within  six  months  from  the  time  the  loss  occurred. 
And  provided  further,  That  postmaatere  may,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  takebonde 
in  eume  and  with  sureties  to  be  by  them  approved,  payable  to  themselves,  from  their  assistants, 
clerks,  or  employees  to  indemnify  them  against  losses  occurring  through  the  negligence, 
fault,  or  crimes  of  such  assistants,  clerks,  or  employees," 

Ssc.  2.  That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Postmaster-General  to  report  his 
action  herein  to  Congreas  annually  with  his  reasons  therefor  in  each  particular  case. 


Exhibit  C. 
AK  ACT  to  punish  parties  for  depositing  dangerous  and  ii^jurious  matter  in  the  mails. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled^  That  any  person  who  shall  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited, 
in  any  post-office,  letter  box,  or  other  receptacle  for  mail  matter  furnished  by  the 
Post-Omce  Department,  or  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  to  any  postmaster,  mail 
or  letter  carrier  or  other  postal  employee,  to  be  carried  in  the  mails  or  handled  by 
postal  employees,  any  poisons,  explosive  or  inflammable  articles,  live  or  dead  (and  not 
stuffed  or  dried)  animals,  reptiles,  insects,  or  worms,  except  such  as  are  mentioned 
in  the  next  section,  germs  or  virus  of  any  contagious  disease,  any  article  exhaling 
a  bad  or  offensive  odor,  or  any  article  or  liquid  liable  to  explosion  or  spontaneous 
combustion  or  ignition  by  shock  or  jar,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  at  hard 
labor  or  by  fine,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  who  shall  deposit,  or  cause  to  be  deposited,  in  a  post-office, 
letter  box,  or  other  receptacle  for  mail  matter,  or  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  b  e  delivered, 
to  any  postmaster,  mail  or  letter  carrier,  or  other  postal  employee,  to  be  carried  in  the 
mails  or  handled  by  postal  employees,  any  liquids  other  than  those  liable  to  explosion 
or  spontaneous  combustion  or  ignition  by  shock  or  jar,  fruits  or  vegetable  matter 
liable  to  decomposition,  honey,  soft  soap,  dye  or  paint  stuffs,  oils,  fatty  substances, 
pastes  or  confections,  ointments,  salves,  and  articles  of  similar  consistency,  sharp- 
pointed  or  sharp-edged  instniments,  ink  powders,  pepper,  snuff,  or  other  powders 
not  exploaiye,  or  any  polyerijsed  dry  subatanceb  not  poisonous,  queen  bees  and  their 
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attendants,  harmless  lire  worms  and  inbects,  dried  insects,  or  reptiles,  or  stnffed 
anlmalS;  or  any  other  article,  except  those  m^itioned  or  descrihed  in  the  preceding 
section,  which  is  liahle  to  ii^nre  tne  health  or  persons  of  postal  employees,  or  which 
is  liahle  to  injure  other  mail  matter  if  it  shoold  heoome  unpacked  in  the  mails,  unless 
the  same  he  inclosed  in  packages  in  conformity  with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  sec- 
tion three  hundred  and  twenty-two,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-three,  or  in  conformity  with  such  other  regulations  as  uie  Postmaster- 
General  may  prescribe,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  thousand  doUars,  or  by  both  such  imprison- 
ment and  fine.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  sabinit  the  following  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Topographer's  Office  daring  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895. 

The  post-route  map  revision,  in  accordance  with  tbe  successive  orders 
affecting  the  postal  service,  has  been  prosecuted  with  the  usual  care 
and  promptness.  The  results  of  such  revision  have  been  transferred 
monthly  to  all  the  maps  in  use  as  working  diagrams  by  officers  and 
clerks  of  the  Post-Office  Department.  A  similar  course  has  been  pur- 
sued in  the  case  of  the  correction  sheets  require<l  in  tbe  preparation  of 
the  editions  of  tbe  post-route  maps,  which  are  printed  quarterly.

Of  the  maps  distributed,  2,226  were  backed  with  muslin  and  mounted 
on  rollers  or  were  bound  in  folio. 

The  sales  of  jiost-route  maps  during  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to 
$1,371.19. 
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The  calls  upon  this  office  for  distance  certificates  for  use  in  the  settle- 
ment of  mileage  claims  against  the  Government,  amounting  to  2,170 
queries,  have  been  promptly  answered  during  the  year.  With  few 
exceptions,  these  queries  referred  to  travel  during  the  civil  war  from 
points  in  the  Southern  States. 

The  compilation  of  certain  new  maps  has  been  completed,  and  the 
drawings  thereof  are  now  in  the  lithographer's  hands  for  publication. 
These  maps  show  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Maryland,  Delaware,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Georgia. 

New  issues  were  published  of  the  redrawn  maps  of  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Georgia  (provisions^  sheet),  Texas,  Galifomia,  Nevada,  Kansas,  and 
Nebraska. 

There  are  now  under  construction  in  the  office  the  new  compilations 
of  the  maps  of  the  New  England  States,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and 
Alaska.  Of  the  maps  of  Oregon  and  Washington  redrawings  for  pub- 
lication as  individual  maps  are  in  progress. 

Outline  maps  of  the  large  cities  will  soon  be  required  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  these  recent  features  of  the  postal 
service,  namely,  suburban  rapid- transit  roads  to  which  the  railway  mail 
service  has  been  extended  and  the  lines  of  postal  street  cars.  Special 
arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  for  supplying  these  maps,  which — 
not  hitherto  contemplated — are  not  included  hi  the  regular  contract  for 
printing. 

The  distribution  of  the  post-route  maps  to  the  post-offices  of  the 
country  should  be  increased,  it  being  in  the  interest  of  the  service  to 
supply  each  postmaster  a  mounted  map  of  his  State.  With  the  view  of 
providing  for  this  supply  to  the  extent  that  sheets  of  the  regular  editions 
may  be  available  therefor,  I  have  recently  addressed  you  on  the  subject, 
recommending  that  a  small  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  this  office 
be  allowed  in  order  to  defray  the  expense  of  putting  said  sheets  into 
form  suitable  for  post-office  use,  namely,  backed  with  muslin  and 
mounted  on  rollers.  The  maps  on  hand  June  30,  as  shown  above,  might 
be  now  mounting  for  postmasters,  were  there  funds  to  meet  the  expense.

Sir  !  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30, 1895,  witii  such  recommendations  as  seem  proper  and,  in  my  judg- 
ment, worthy  of  your  consideration. 

The  organization  of  this  Bureau  consists  of  six  divisions^  designated 
as  follows:  Division  of  Salaries  and  Allowances,  Division  of  Free 
Delivery,  Division  of  Post-OflSce  Supplies,  Division  of  Money-Order 
System,  Division  of  Dead  Letters,  and  Division  of  Oorrespondence. 

These  will  be  considered  in  their  order  and  the  operations  of  each 
presented  in  detail  for  your  information,  accompanied  by  such  sugges- 
tions as  seem  to  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  for  the  welfare  of 
the  service. 

However,  before  entering  upon  the  details  of  -the  work  of  the  past 
year,  £  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  a  general  statement  of  a  few  of 
the  most  important  savings  and  improvements  in  the  service  under 
this  Bureau.

And  as  against  the  continuous  annual  increases  received  for  previous 
years;  and  this  great  decrease  notwithstanding  the  large  natural  in- 
crease of  pieces  of  mail  handled  by  post-offices  this  year  as  against  the 
preceding  year. 

The  introduction  of  a  new  form  of  money  order  of  new  and  handsome 
design,  lithographed  on  bond  paper  and  resembling  a  bank  drafts  and 
in  its  details  a  better  safeguard  against  alterations  and  erasures  than 
the  former  order. 
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A  more  complete  and  satisfactory  application  of  business  methods 
to  the  administration  of  the  Barean.  As  an  illastratioi),  of  fourteen 
appropriations,  aggregating  over  $25,000,000,  handled  by  this  Bureau 
only  an  aggregate  increase  of  $570,016  in  two  appropriations  is  recom- 
mended. 

The  allowances  for  clerk  hire,  for  separating  service,  for  rentals,  for 
miscellaueous  items,  for  free-delivery  service,  for  supplies,  and  gener- 
ally where  the  expenditure  of  money  is  involved  are  now  made  upon 
reliable  data  collated  and  arranged  by  the  various  chiefs  of  the  Bureau 
for  my  personal  and  daily  examination.  The  result  is  an  equitable  dis- 
tribution of  the  appropriation  to  meet  the  absolute  needs  of  the  various 
post-offices,  based  upon  facts  and  figures  and  not  upon  mere  chance  or 
conjecture. 

In  this  connection  I  take  occasion  to  express  my  appreciation  and 
gratitude  for  the  hearty  aud  loyal  support  I  have  received  from  my 
chief  clerk,  the  various  chiefs  of  divisions,  and  the  clerks  under  them. 
I  believe  there  had  been  a  united  effort  to  improve  the  i)08tal  service, 
which  has  met  with  marked  success.

and  stations  connected  therewith;  establishment  of  branch  post-offices 
(stations  and  substations)  in  connection  with  the  larger  offices;  the 
consideration  of  matters  bearing  upon  the  change  of  location  of  Presi- 
dential offices;  supervision  and  establishment  of  box-rent  rates  and 
deposits  for  keys  for  lock  boxes;  correspondence  with  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  touching  upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  clerks  aud 
employees,  except  letter-carriers  attached  to  the  classified  post-offices 
(ofices  where  free  delivery  has  been  established);  correspondence 
regarding  and  applications  for  canceling  machines  and  motive  power 
for  operating  same;  the  examination  of  rosters  of  clerks  and  employees 
connected  with  149  first-class  and  665  second-class  offices  and  stations 
attached  thereto,  together  with  correspondence  relative  to  the  changes 
in  the  clerical  force.

ADJUSTMENT  OF  SALARIES  OF   POSTMASTERS  AT  PRESIDENTIAL  OFFICES. 

The  salaries  of  postmasters  at  first,  second,  aiid  third  class  offices 
(Presidential  offices)  are  required  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved 
March  3, 1883,  to  be  annually  adjusted.  In  compliance  with  the  above, 
the  twelfth  annual  adjustment  was  made  on  the  basis  of  the  gross 
receipts  which  accrued  at  the  respective  offices  for  the  four  quarters 
ended  March  31, 1895,  to  take  effect  July  1, 1895. 

Prior  to  last  year  it  had  been  the  custom  to  accept  the  figures  sub- 
mitted by  postmasters  in  their  four  quarterly  reports  as  rendered  to 
this  Department  in  computing  their  salaries  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year. 
In  my  opinion  this  was  an  improper  method,  and  I  therefore  issued 
instructions  to  have  the  reports  above  referred  to  carefully  compared 
with  figures  which  had  been  revised  by  the  Auditor  for  the  Post-Office 
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DepartmeDt  before  fixing  the  salaries  of  these  postmasters.  This  plan 
not  only  obviated  considerable  correspondence,  bat  under  it  2,641  errors 
were  detected,  distributed  among  1,512  post-offices.  These  errors  were 
of  sufficient  magnitude  to  affect  the  salaries  of  17  postmasters,  11  of 
which  were  reduced  $100  each;  total,  $1,100;  the  salaries  of  6  were 
advanced  $100  per  annum  each;  total,  $600;  resulting  in  a  net  gain  of 
$500.

I  recommend  that  an  appropriation  of  $17,000,000  be  requested,  to 
cover  comx)ensation  of  postmasters  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1897. 

There  are  now,  in  a  number  of  instances,  several  independent  post- 
offices  located  within  the  same  corx>orate  limits. 

The  postal  service  in  every  city  should  be  handled  by  one  office, 
through  the  medium  of  the  main  office  and  stations.  Some  opposition 
has  been  encountered  in  establishing  stations  in  lieu  of  independent 
post-offices,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  change  would  result  in  dis- 
pensing with  the  services  of  the  present  postmaster  at  the  independent 
office. 

This  difficulty  can  be  overcome  by  a  change  of  the  civil-service  rules, 
covering  into  the  classified  service  the  ex- postmaster  as  superintendent 
or  clerk  in  charge  of  the  new  station,  and  I  recommend  that  necessary 
action  be  taken  looking  to  this  end. 

REVIEW  OF  THE   SALARIES    OP   POSTMASTERS    OP   THE    THIRD,  FOURTH,  AND  FIFTH 
CLASSES,  UNDER  THE  ACT  OP  MARCH  3,  1883. 

Although  this  work  has  been  completed,  considerable  correspondence 
continues  to  reach  this  Bureau  from  claimants  who  are  not  aware,  appar- 
ently, that  their  apphcations  are  now  barred  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  August  4, 1886,  which  limited  the  presentation  of  claims  of 
this  character  to  January  1, 1887.

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The  above  table  shows  that  the  annual  increase  of  expenditures  has 
averaged  for  the  past  decade  7.38  per  cent  The  clerk-hire  allowances 
will  reach,  during  the  fiscal  year  1895-96,  approximately  $10,000,000. 

The  rosters  of  clerks,  approved  to  take  effect  July  1, 1895,  for  post- 
offices  where  free  delivery  has  been  established,  show  a  total  of  263 
clerks  employed  as  superintendents,  assistant  superintendents,  foremen, 
and  timekeepers  in  connection  with  the  free-delivery  service,  with 
salaries  aggregating  $329,600.  This  is  charged  to  the  appropriation 
for  clerks  in  post-offices. 

The  average  increase  per  annum  for  the  last  ten  years  has  been  6.94 
per  cent  in  the  appropriation.  On  this  basis  the  appropriation  for  the 
fiscal  year  1896-97  would  reach  $10,800,980;  whereas  the  increase  in 
the  estimate  for  clerk  hire  to  cover  the  fiscal  year  1896-97  is  only 
3.96  per  cent,  a  reduction  of  2.98  per  cent,  or  $300,980.  The  average 
increase  in  the  apjiropriation  estimated  for  1896-97  is  smaller  than 
it  has  been  for  any  year  since  1887-88,  with  the  exception  of  the  year 
1892-93. 

Every  possible  effort  is  being  made  to  economize,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  improve  the  service;  but  the  constantly  increasing  demaijds  of 
the  public  require  additional  force  and  equipment,  which,  if  met,  will 
necessitate  an  appropriation  of  $10,500,000  tor  clerk  hire  at  first  and 
second  class  post-offices,  and  separating  and  extraordinary  service  at 
third  and  fourth  class  offices.  When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that 
the  business  now  handled  by  the  Post-OfficeDepartmentis  very  greatly 
in  excess  of  any  previous  year,  the  increase  reaching  during  the  last 
quarter  at  a  number  of  the  larger  offices  as  much  as  15  per  cent,  the 
amount  requested  is  very  conservative.  I  therefore  recommend  that 
Congress  appropriate  $10,500,000  for  the  fiscal  year  endiftg  June  30, 
1897. 

Extension  of  the  classified  service. — By  order  of  the  President,  under 
date  of  November  2, 1894,  the  following  positions  were  drawn  into  the 
classified  service,  which  had  previously  been  excepted  from  civil-service 
examination :

By  Executive  order  of  January  3,  1895,  superintendents  of  carrier  stations 
were  also  included  in  the  classified  service ;  number 128

The  only  positions  at  first-class  post-offices  that  are  now  excepted 
from  civil-service  examination  are  assistant  postmaster,  private  secre- 
tary and  stenographer,  cashier,  and  assistant  cashier;  at  second-class 
offices,  assistant  postmaster,  under  whatever  legal  designation  known. 

Civil  service  commission  hoards. — Civil-service  boards,  composed  of 
clerks,  are  established  at  all  free-delivery  offices  (611  in  number).  Two 
meetings  are  held  per  annum.  !^  provision  has  been  made  by  Con 
gress  to  compensate  the  clerks  for  rendering  this  service.  Estimating 
that  one  and  one-half  days  are  ordinarily  devoted  to  each  examination, 
it  would  require,  approximately,  for  the  clerks  absent  serving  on  these 
boards,  $23,315.76.  This  amount  is  arrived  at  in  the  following  manner: 
611  X  3  =  1,833  X  3  =  5,499  days,  at  $4.24  a  day  =  $23,315.76.  The  rate 
I>er  day  is  based  upon  the  average  salary  of  the  employees  in  post- 
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offices  ($400  minimiim,  $2,700  maximum).  In  my  report  of  last  year  I 
touched  on  this  topic,  and  formed  an  estimate  of  $5,261.25.  At  that 
time  letter  carriers  were  serving  on  the  civil-service  boards.  Since 
then,  however,  this  has  been  discontinued,  and  persons  paid  out  of  the 
clerk-hire  allowance  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  comprise  the  boards. 
While  it  is  true  that  the  Postmaster-General  can,  in  his  discretion,  at 
any  time  appoint  temporary  clerks,  nevertheless,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  practically  all  of  the  employees  in  the  postal  service  are  classified, 
and  the  amount  necessary  to  cover  this  expense  has  become  so  large,  in 
my  opinion  cognizance  should  be  taken  of  this  matter  by  Gougress  and 
some  specific  provision  made  for  paying  same  out  of  the  clerk-hire 
appropriation.  I  would  also  recommend  that  when  clerks  are  sub- 
poenaed as  witnesses  in  United  States  district  courts  provision  be  made 
for  the  payment  of  substitute  clerks  during  their  absence,  as  I  under- 
stand that  the  Judiciary  Department  has  no  fund  from  which  to  defray 
this  expense. 

Removal  of  clerics. — In  every  case  postmasters,  under  a  rule  of  the 
Department,  are  required  to  prefer  charges  against  all  clerks  (excepting 
assistant  postmasters,  private  secretaries  and  stenographers,  cashiers, 
and  assistant  cashiers),  and  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department  they 
are  sufficient  to  warrant  removal,  the  same  is  approved.  In  no  case  is 
the  postmaster  permitted  to  make  changes  in  these  positions  without 
the  approval  of  the  Department.

Formerly  the  allowances  for  separatingclerk  hire  were  made  upon  the 
following  narrow  basis  of  fact,  i.  e.,  the  number  of  railroads,  the  num- 
ber of  star  routes,  with  the  frequency  of  service,  over  which  the  post- 
master received  and  dispatched  mail,  and  the  gross  receipts  of  the 
post-office,  together  with  the  postmaster^s  salary.  At  the  present  time, 
in  addition  to  above,  the  number  of  post-offices  on  each  star  route  for 
which  the  postmaster  has  transit  mail  to  handle  is  considered,  and  each 
postmaster  making  application  is  required  to  make  an  accurate  count 
of  mail  not  addressed  to  nor  mailed  at  his  office,  and  report  the  average 
number  handled  daily.  lie  is  also  required  to  report  the  average  num- 
ber of  pieces  of  registered  matter  in  transit  handled  and  recorded  by 
him  monthly.  When  an  office  is  supplied  by  two  or  more  railroads,  a 
report  of  the  actual  number  of  pieces  of  transit  mail,  both  ordinary  and 
registered,  is  obtained  from  the  Railway  Mail  Service  of  the  Second 
Assistant  Postmaster  General's  Office,  in  addition  to  the  statement  of 
the  postmaster.  This  system  is  .capable  of  furnishing  a  thorough 
review  of  the  amount  of  transit  mail  handled  at  any  given  office,  as  the 
larger  part  of  such  matter  is  handled  by  railway  postal  clerks  at  some 
point  before  reaching  destination. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  allowances  for  separatingclerk 
hire  at  post-offices  of  the  third  and  fourth  classes  are  now  based  upon 
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the  l^ctaal  amount  of  separating  labor  performed  aiul  not  upon  conjec- 
ture, which  information  is  obtained  by  careful  and  thorough  investiga- 
tion, in  compliance  with  the  evident  intention  of  the  law  as  expressed 
in  section  416,  Postal  Laws  and  Eegulations.  The  practice  of  basing 
an  allowance  upon  petitions  and  personal  recommendations  has  been 
discontinued,  and  every  effort  is  directed  toward  granting  each  applicant 
all  that  the  facts  and  the  law  warrant,  but  no  more. 

RENT;  FUEL,  AND  LIGHT  FOR  FIRST  AND  SECOND  CLASS  POST-OFFICES. 

The  total  appropriation  for  rent,  fuel,  and  light  for  first  and  second 
class  post-offices  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  was  $845,000, 
and  the  authorized  allowances  amount  to  $831,674.56,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $13,325.44. 

Leases  far  post-offices. — At  post-offices  of  the  first  and  second  classes 
leases  are  entered  into  for  suitable  buildings,  wherever  practicable,  for 
such  term  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  but  not  exceeding  five  years.  A 
lease  ordinarily  covers  a  complete  postoffice  outfit  of  boxes,  fixtures, 
and  furniture,  heat,  light,  and  vault  or  safe.  Contracts  to  rent  build- 
ings for  third-class  post-offices  can  be  made  for  one  year  only. 

On  June  30, 1895,  there  were  814  post  offices  of  the  first  and  second 
classes.  Of  this  number  186  are  in  Oovernment  buildings  and  524  in 
buildings  leased  to  the  Government.  In  addition,  173  stations  of  first 
and  second  class  offices  and  29  post-offices  of  the  third  class  are  in 
leased  buildings,  a  total  of  726  premises  under  lease  for  post-offices  and 
stations.  The  total  sum  for  rent  under  leases  on  June  30,  1805, 
amounted  to  $705,144. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  365  lease  cases  were  pre- 
pared and  210  leases  executed,  the  net  increase  in  the  number  of  offices 
and  stations  in  leased  buildings  being  75,  and  the  increase  in  the 
amount  for  rent  under  leases  $71,600. 

The  realty  values  in  a  number  of  tbe  larger  cities  are  so  rapidly 
advancing  that  in  order  to  judiciously  expend  the  money  appropriated 
for  rent  at  first  and  second  class  offices  the  Post-Office  Department 
should  be  at  liberty  to  execute  leases  for  post-office  premises  for  a  period 
in  excess  of  five  years  where,  in  the  opinion  of  tbe  Department,  it  is 
necessary.  A  number  of  cases  have  occurred  in  tbe  last  year  where 
very  greatly  reduced  rentals  could  have  been  secured  on  ten-year  leases. 
The  Department  lease  provides  for  its  cancellation  upon  the  completion 
of  a  Government  building,  and  in  addition  has  a  clause  which  permits 
cancellation  of  lease  on  ninety  days'  notice,  provided  lessor  does  not  in 
every  manner  live  up  to  its  terms.

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Postal  stations, — ^To  provide  adequate  postal  facilities  at  business  cen- 
ters and  outlying  divStricts  in  the  larger  cities  and  to  take  the  place  of 
independent  post-offices,  stations  or  branch  post-offices  and  substations 
are  established. 

Full  stations  distribute  and  dispatch  mail,  transact  money-order  and 
registry  business,  and,  in  fact,  have  all  the  advantages  of  a  free-deliv- 
ery post-office.  Substations  usually  have  facilities  for  money-order  and 
registry  business  in  addition  to  handling  stamps  and  postal  supplies. 
The  larger  stations  are  on  a  parity  with  many  offices  of  the  first  class. 

During  the  year  106  stations  and  165  substations  Tv^ere  established 
and  2  stations  and  2  substations  were  discontinued,  a  net  increase  of  267 
stations  and  substations. 

Ninety-four  post-offices  of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  classes,  lo- 
cated within  the  delivery  of  other  offices,  were  discontinued  during  the 
year,  and  97  stations  and  substations  were  established  in  lieu  thereof. 
The  salaries  and  allowances  at  the  discontinued  offices  amounted  to 
$97,537,  while  the  allowances  for  the  stations  and  substations  aggre- 
gate $79,094,  a  saving  of  $14,443^  besides  giving  improved  service. 
These  changes  are  shown  in  detail  m  the  following  table:  -

From  the  foregoing  tabulated  statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the 
average  increase  in  the  appropriation  for  rent,  fuel,  and  light  at  first  and 
second  class  offices  for  the  past  decade  has  been  0.31  per  cent,  whereas 
for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97  no  increase  is  requested.  The  fact  that  prem- 
ises now  leased  by  the  Government  are  of  a  much  higher  order,  and  that 
the  volume  of  business  handled  by  the  postal  department  is  of  much 
greater  magnitude  than  ever  before,  that  iu  numerous  instances  it  has 
been  necessary  to  double  the  available  floor  space  for  x)ost-office  purposes 
at  diiferent  points,  and  that  various  improvements  are  contemplated 
during  the  next  and  the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year  are  proof  positive 
that  this  appropriation  has  been  economically  expended  on  strictly 
business  lines. 

I  desire  to  add  in  this  connection  that  in  nearly  every  case  where 
leases  have  been  entered  into  during  this  fiscal  year  entire  new  equip- 
ment of  the  most  approved  pattern  has  been  provided  by  the  lessors. 

The  appropriation  for  rent,  fuel,  and  light  for  the  first  and  second 
class  offices  for  the  present  year  is  $900,000,  being  the  amount  called 
for  in  last  year's  estimate.  From  information  furnished  by  the  Treas- 
ury Department  it  is  estimated  that  13  Government  buildings  in 
which  post-offices  of  the  first  and  second  classes  are  to  be  located  will 
be  completed  during  the  year,  and  if  so,  an  annual  saving  of  $18,280 
will  be  effected.  The  annual  saving  last  year  by  the  removal  of  15  first 
and  second  class  post-offices  to  Government  buildings  was  $19,575. 

The  total  annual  allowances  for  rent,  fuel,  and  light  at  first  and 
second  class  post-offices  amounted  to  $826,353  on  June  30, 1895.  The 
annual  allowances  at  present  amount  to  $844,701.  This  increase  is  due 
to  the  number  of  stations  established,  and  while  a  net  saving  to  the 
Government  will  result  from  the  salaries  and  allowances  of  the  dis- 
continued post-offices,  as  heretofore  stated,  a  balance  of  $55,299  only 
remains  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  the  service  for  the  remainder  of 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1896,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97. 

The  average  increase  in  the  number  of  first  and  second  class  post- 
offices  prior  to  the  present  year  was  36,  as  shown  by  the  several  adjust- 
ments. The  readjustment  for  the  past  fiscal  year  shows  a  net  increase 
of  44  offices,  A  large  increase  iu  the  number  of  first  and  second  class 
offices  may  be  expected  on  July  1, 1896.

The  annnal  adjustment  of  postmasters'  salaries,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1883, 
to  take  effect  July  1, 1895,  resulted  in  the  assignment  of  2,632  offices  to 
the  third  class ;  and  a  review  of  fourth-class  postmasters'  salaries  (which 
can  be  made  quarterly)  resulted  in  48  additional  offices  being  assigned 
to  the  third  class  on  October  1, 1895.  There  are  therefore  at  present 
2,680  third-class  offices. 

The  average  increase  in  appropriations  since  the  fiscal  year  1888-^9 
has  been  6.54  per  cent.  I  believe  that  $700,000  will  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  these  items  during  the  fiscal  year  1896-97,  although  the 
present  appropriation  of  $700,000,  plus  the  average  increase  of  6.54  per 
cent,  would  make  the  amount  $745,780. 

Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  handling  this  appropriation,  and  a 
very  large  saving  has  been  made  by  systematic  work.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  $700,000  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97.

The  above  statement  shows  that  the  appropriation  for  m^cellaneoas 
items  for  the  fiscal  year  1895-96  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year 
(1894-95)  $10,000,  or  6.67  per  cent.  The  average  increase,  however, 
for  the  last  decade  has  been  7.51  per  cent.  On  this  basis  the  appro- 
priation for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97  would  be  $161,265.  The  items 
chargeable  to  tbis  appropriation  include  all  miscellaneous  articles  and 
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incidental  expenses  required  for  the  postal  service  for  first  and  second 
class  post-offices,  and  stations  and  substations  connected  therewith, 
telephone  allowances,  and  the  cost  of  power  and  motors  for  canceling 
machines. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  $160,000  will  be  sufficient  for  mis- 
cellaneous and  incidental  items,  including  furniture  for  first  and  second 
class  offices,  and  stations  and  substations  connected  therewith,  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897,  and  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
that  amount. 

Lump-sum  allowances. — The  method  of  assigning  lump-sum  miscella- 
neous allowances  to  the  12  larger  first-class  offices  has  been  produc- 
tive of  very  good  results.  In  each  case  an  economical  expenditure  has 
been  made,  and  the  correspondence  between  the  Department  and  these 
offices  regarding  small  items  has  been  obviated. 

Safes. — During  the  year  42  safes  were  purchased  and  forwarded,  whose 
aggregate  weight  was  greater  than  that  of  the  same  number  par- 
chased  in  any  previous  year.  Instead  of  permitting  manufacturers,  as 
has  heretofore  been  the  custom,  to  quote  delivery  price,  the  safes  were 
purchased  f.  o.  b.  cars  at  point  of  shipment,  and  transportation  and 
installation  were  taken  care  of  by  this  division,  resulting  in  a  net  sav- 
ing of  $2,760. 

Telephones. — The  cost  of  telephones  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30, 1895,  was  $28,756,75.  Owing  to  the  reduction  in  the  rental  price  of 
the  instruments  at  a  large  number  of  offices,  this  amount  for  the  year 
1895-96  (for  the  same  number  of  instruments)  has  been  reduced  in  the 
sum  of  $2,464.34,  or  8.57  per  cent. 

CANCELING  MACHINES. 

Estim4tte  for  canceling  machines. — The  appropriation  for  canceling 
machines,  to  cover  cost  of  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1896,  is  $60,000.  As  stated  in  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1894-95, 
the  rent  paid  for  certain  canceling  machines  was  excessive,  but  at  that 
time  I  was  unable  to  make  contracts  for  such  machines,  or  others  to 
displace  them,  at  a  lower  rental  and  at  a  figure  which  I  considered 
proper  and  just. 

The  contract  for  the  use  of  100  Hey  &  Dolphin  machines  installed  at 
an  annual  rental  of  $400  each  expired  June  30, 1895,  and  in  lieu  thereof 
I  have  entered  into  a  contract  with  William  Barry  to  furnish  100  of  the 
Barry  pattern  at  a  rental  of  $150  per  annum  each.  The  Barry  machine 
can,  under  similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  perform  as  good  serv- 
ice as  the  Hey  &  Dolphin.  Under  this  new  contract  I  have  effected  a 
saving  to  the  Government  of  $25,000  per  annum. 

In  addition  to  the  Barry  machines,  I  now  have  in  use  134  machines 
of  the  Postal  Machines  Company  at  an  annual  rental  of  $200  each,  and 
have  taken  steps  looking  to  the  use  of  91  more  machines,  making  a 
total  of  325  machines  at  an  annual  rental  not  to  exceed  $60,000,  as 
against  213  machines  for  last  year. 

I  now  have  before  me  requisitions  from  various  post-offices  throughout 
the  country  covering  107  machines  in  addition  to  the  234  above  referred 
to.  Believing  that  satisfactory  canceling  machines  at  a  reasonable 
rental  expedite  the  handling  of  mails,  I  desire  to  fill  all  requisitions 
for  machines  as  rapidly  as  possible  wherever  the  volume  of  business 
and  the  conditions  warrant. 
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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  the  use  of  canceliDg  machines  at 
above  rentals  can  be  extended  under  the  present  appropriation.  I 
therefore  recommend  that  Congress  appropriate  for  the  fiscal  year 
1896-97  $60,000  for  the  rental  or  purchase  of  canceling  machines. 

ADVERTISING. 

I  stated  in  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1894-95  that  in  my  opinion 
the  number  of  unclaimed  letters  advertised  in  newspapers,  as  compared 
with  the  number  delivered,  did  not  warrant  the  expense.  In  addition, 
the  requests  from  newspapers  were  increasing  rapidly,  each  paper 
believing  that  it  was  entitled  to  this  business  as  much  as  its  competi- 
tors. 1  therefore  decided  to  abandon  this  scheme  of  advertising  and 
to  adopt  in  lieu  thereof  the  bulletin-board  system,  furnishing  a  list  of 
the  unclaimed  letters  to  newspapers  that  desired  to  publish  the  same 
gratuitously.  The  bulletin-board  system  has  been  productive  of  as 
good  results  as  the  advertising  scheme,  and  at  the  same  time  has 
effected  a  very  considerable  saving.  Under  the  present  system  I  feel 
satisfied  that  $15,000  will  be  ample  to  cover  cost  of  advertising  for  the 
fiscal  year  1896-97. 

BOXES  AND  BOX  RENTS. 

Under  section  443,  Postal  Laws  and  Begulations,  edition  of  1893, 
boxes  are  furnished  as  follows: 

(1)  For  post-offices  in  Government  buildings,  by  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment. 

(2)  At  first  and  second  class  post-offices,  the  lessor,  by  agreement  in 
the  lease,  usually  furnishes  the  box  outfit. 

(3)  Under  existing  law  (Bev.  Stat.,  sec.  4052,  and  sec.  444,  Postal  Laws 
and  Regulations,  edition  of  1893)  patrons  of  post-offices  may  provide 
lock  boxes  and  lock  drawers  for  their  own  use  under  conditions  stated. 

(4)  In  all  other  cases  boxes  must  be  furnished  and  kept  in  repair  by 
the  postmaster. 

Boxes  are  not  furnished  by  the  Government  to  Presidential  offices  of 
the  third  class  except  where  offices  of  this  class  are  in  Government 
buildings.  At  the  present  time  28  third-class  offices  are  situated  in 
Government  buildings. 

Boxes  are  provided  for  post-offices  to  accommodate  the  patrons,  for 
the  convenience  of  the  postmaster,  and  as  a  source  of  revenue.  Under 
existing  law,  at  Presidential  offices,  or  offices  of  the  first,  second,  and 
third  classes,  the  box  rents  collected  are  included  in  the  gross  rexjeipts 
accruing  at  the  said  offices  in  making  the  annual  adjustment  of  sala- 
ries of  postmasters.  These  postmasj:ers  tlierefore  indirectly  receive  a 
part  of  their  box  rents  in  the  sum  allowed  as  compensation.  Under 
the  tict  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1883,  at  fourth-class  offices  the 
box  rents  are  practically  allowed  as  a  part  of  the  compensation  of 
the  i)ostmasters.  The  regulation  of  box-rent  rates  by  the  Department 
has  resulted  in  better  accommodations  to  the  public,  more  uniformity 
in  rates,  and  an  increase  of  revenue. 

KEY  DEPOSITS. 

Key  deposits  are  collected  by  i)ostmasters  as  a  security  against  the 
loss  of  keys.  The  rate  of  deposit  at  post-offices  located  in  Government 
buildings  was  reduced  April  13, 1895,  to  20  cents.  At  all  other  post- 
offices  it  is  50  cents  per  key.  Deposits  are  held  in  trust  for  depositors 
and  are  refunded  upon  return  of  keys  in  good  condition  within  thirty 
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days  after  the  boxes  to  which  they  belong  have  been  vacated.  Deposits 
on  keys  not  returned  within  thirty  days  are  declared  forfeited,  and  the 
sum  thereof  is  known  as  the  "  key  deposit  forfeiture  fund.''  The  Depart- 
ment now  permits  expenditures  from  this  fund  of  such  amounts  only  as 
are  needed  to  replace  keys  lost,  broken,  or  withheld  from  the  number 
furnished  by  the  owners  of  the  boxes  at  their  own  expense.  The  remain- 
der thereof  is  transferred  to  the  "postal  fund"  and  accounted  for  to  the 
Auditor  for  the  Post  Office  Department  under  the  head  of  "Miscella- 
neous i)ostal  receipts."  During  the  six  months  ended  September  30, 
1895,  surplus  forfeiture  funds  to  the  amount  of  $14,610.17  have  been 
thus  turned  into  the  United  States  Treasury. 

Keys  are  now  obtainable  from  manufacturers  at  rates  varying  from  10 
to  20  cents,  which  leaves  in  the  forfeiture  fund  an  excess  over  the  co^ 
of  replacing  each  missing  key  of  from  30  to  40  cents.  This  matter  is 
now  receiving  my  attention,  and  as  soon  as  sufficient  data  can  be  secured 
to  form  an  intelligent  opinion  of  the  situation,  action  will  be  taken  look- 
ing toward  a  horizontal  reduction  in  the  key-deposit  rate  at  offices  in 
leased  premises  and  the  establishment  of  a  uniform  rate.  Until  recently, 
by  authority  of  the  Department,  as  stated  in  section  449,  Postal  Laws 
and  Eegulations,  the  entire  forfeiture  fund  was  frequently  expended  in 
repairing  and  rebuilding  box  outfits  leased  to  the  Department  with 
premises  by  lessors  who  had  already  received  an  ample  compensation 
from  the  Department  for  the  use,  wear,  and  tear  of  their  property  in 
the  form  of  a  stipulated  annual  rental.  In  many  other  cases  it  disap- 
peared unaccountably.

LEGISLATION  RECOMMENDED. 

In  the  able  report  of  the  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster-General  appear 
tabulated  statements  of  the  operations  of  his  Bureau  and  the  great 
demand  madeupoii  his  limited  forceof  inspectors.  His  report  also  shows 
the  varied  duties  that  an  inspector  is  required  to  perform.  It  is  hardly 
possible  for  a  man  to  become  au  expert  in  all  of  the  branches  of  this 
service.  An  inspector  may  be  an  excellent  man  on  depredations,  but 
have  no  knowledge  of  real-estate  transactions  and  not  be  competent 
to  pass  upon  a  lease  case.  The  same  statement  would  apply  to  the 
inspection  of  clerk -hire  allowances  for  different  offices  and  the  methods 
pursued  by  postmasters  in  systematizing  the  work  of  their  offices.  And 
even  if  the  inspectors  were  proficient  in  all  these,  there  are  so  few  in 
proportion  to  the  work  required  of  them  that  they  have  not  the  neces- 
sary time  to  devote  to  the  clerical  force  of  post-offices  and  to  clerk-hire 
allowance  for  the  same. 

PMa95 8 
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I  realize  that  clerks  in  post-offices,  as  a  rule,  work  hard  and  loug  in 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and,  generally  speaking,  with  inadequate 
pay.  Yet  a  proper  inspection  would  more  equitably  and  justly  distrib- 
ute this  allowance  and  effect  a  rearrangement  of  the  force  that  a 
postmaster  with  small  experience  can  not  accomplish. 

A  conservative  estimate  shows  that  the  operations  of  this  division 
will  require  $10,500,000  to  cover  clerk-hire  allowances  at  the  various 
first  and  second  class  post-offices  throughout  the  United  States,  and  for 
separating  and  extraordinary  services  at  third  and  fourth  class  offices; 
$900,000  for  rent,  fuel,  and  light  at  first  and  second  class  offices; 
$700,000  for  rent,  fuel,  and  light  at  third  class  offices;  and  $150,000  for 
miscellaneous  items,  a  total  of  $12,250,000;  therefore  every  possible 
etfort  has  been  made  by  this  division  to  systematize  the  work  assigned 
to  it,  but  great  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  securing  the  data  on 
each  particular  subject  necessary  for  a  clear  and  distinct  understanding 
of  the  situation. 

In  revising  the  leases  now  in  existence,  39  cases  were  reopened  for 
investigation  by  inspectors,  which,  after  careful  figuring,  resulted  in  a 
reduction,  under  the  same  conditions  as  the  year  before,  of  $36,400 
during  the  life  of  the  leases.  Eighty  clerk-hire  cases  were  reopened 
for  investigation,  with  the  result  that  same  were  reduced  $24,900  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  force  improved. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statements,  I  urgently  recommend  that  ten 
inspectors  be  assigned  to  the  Salary  and  Allowance  Division  who  shall 
be  adapted  to  the  work  of  this  division,  to  wit,  men  familiar  with  the 
inside  workings  of  a  post-office,  and  who  shall  instruct  postmasters  as 
to  proper  methods  to  pursue  in  order  to  secure  the  best  possible  result 
from  the  force  employed;  who  are  familiar  with  real-estate  values,  to 
enable  them  to  investigate  lease  cases,  changes  of  site,  miscellaneous 
expenditures  at  offices,  etc.  I  know  of  no  commercial  business  hand- 
ling an  amount  so  great  as  that  expended  by  me  in  this  division  which 
has  not  at  least  double  the  number  of  advisory  agents  requested.  Four-  - 
teen  thousand  clerks  are  now  employed  at  first  and  second  class  offices. 
An  equal  division  would  be  one  inspector  to  fourteen  hundred  men, 
located  in  different  offices,  to  say  nothing  of  the  other  duties  of  an 
important  character  in  connection  with  this  division  which  they  could 
perform.  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  an  enormous  saving  will  be  effected 
and  the  service  improved  at  the  same  time  if  the  above  recommenda- 
tion is  carried  out.

Prior  to  the  year  1877-78  the  groaa  reoeipta  of  free-delivery  offloea  were  not  reported  aeparately  by 
the  Auditors. 

During  the  year  the  service  was  established  at  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  and 
Berkeley,  Gal.,  and  discontinued,  on  account  of  decrease  in  population 
and  revenues,  at  Abilene,  Kans.,  Aspen,  Colo.,  Huron,  S.  Dak.,  Nanti- 
coke.  Pa.,  Uewton,  Kans.,  Port  Townsend,  Wash.,  and  Wellington, 
Kans.  The  Englewood  (111.)  post-office  was  absorbed  by  Chicago  and 
is  now  designated  as  Station  O. 

The  force  of  letter  carriers  waa  increased  978,  or  8.2  per  cent.    It  is. 
proper  to  state  that  this  increase,  though  not  above  the  average,  really' 
met  the  requirements  of  two  fiscal  years,  the  additional  appointments 
for  the  fiscal  year  1893-94  having  been  limited  to  114,  or  0.9  per  cent, 
on  account  of  the  deficient  appropriation  for  that  year.    (See  Keport 
for  1893-94.) 

PACKAGE-BOX  SERVICE. 

In  order  to  provide  additional  conveniences  for  the  public,  the  De- 
partment increased  the  facilities  for  mailing  and  dispatching  small 
packages  of  merchandise  and  papers^  by  locating  at  suitable  points  in 
the  principal  cities  of  the  country  large  package  boxes  from  which  the 
mail  is  collected  by  wagon  service  at  convenient  intervals  during  the 
day.    This  service  has  been  made  especially  effective  in  New  York, 
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Chicago,  and  Pbiladelpliia,  and  the  postmasters  report  that  it  is  the 
source  of  the  marked  increase  in  the  quantity  of  third  and  fourth  class 
matter  dispatched  through  their  respective  offices.  It  also  relieves 
the  foot  collectors  of  a  large  amount  of  paper  mail  that  was  formerly 
deposited  in  and  on  street  letter  boxes. 

OVERTIME. 

I  am  convinced  that  overtime  has  been  8topx)ed  at  all  offices  that  have 
received  departmental  investigation.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  all  post- 
masters, in  obedience  to  the  several  orders  issued  by  the  Department 
against  overtime,  are  now  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress passed  May  24, 1888,  entitled  "An  act  to  limit  the  hours  that  letter 
carriers  shall  be  employed  per  day." 

SETTLEMENT  OF  OVERTIME  CLAIMS. 

The  assistant  superintendent  of  the  Free-Delivery  Division  and 
another  employee  of  the  Department,  who  were  selected  by  the  Court  of 
Claims  to  act  as  special  commissioners  in  the  settlement  of  overtime 
claims,  made  very  satisfactory  progress  in  their  investigations,  and  their 
work  during  the  past  year  has  produced  very  gratifying  results,  which 
are  contained  in  the  following  statement:

This  represents  about  70  per  cent  of  the  amounts  claimeil,  and  shows 
a  saving  to  the  Government  of  about  $550,000.  Fully  99  per  cent  of 
these  judgments  represent  claims  that  accrued  before  1893,  practically 
no  effort  having  been  made  i)rior  to  that  time  for  the  di8X)osal  of  over- 
time claims. 

The  Tost-Office  Department's  share  of  the  cost  of  this  work  from  the 
date  of  its  inauguration,  January  9, 1894,  to  the  close  of  the  fescal  year 
June  30, 1895,  does  not  exceed  $10,000.  A  majority  of  the  claims  have 
been  examined;  the  remaining  claims  are  scattered  among  the  smaller 
free-delivery  offices,  which  will  be  visited  by  the  commissioners  during 
the  current  year.  I  believe  I  can  safely  say  that  the  Government  wiU 
not  be  called  upon  again  to  pay  such  an  enormous  amount  of  overtime 
claims,  as  this  Department,  by  adopting  stringent  measures  against 
overtime,  has  destroyed  the  basis  for  such  claims  in  the  future. 

EXPERIMENTAL  FREE  DELIVERY. 

The  maintenance  of  the  experimental  free-delivery  service  in  46  towns 
and  villages  during  the  year  cost  the  Department  $8,813.55,  leaving  an 
unexpended  balance  of  $1,180.45.  The  service  was  discontinued  at 
Oakdale,  Nebr.,  at  the  request  of  the  postmaster,  on  his  statement  that 
there  was  not  sufficient  work  to  keep  the  letter  carrier  reasonably 
employed.  During  the  current  year  investigation  will  be  made  to 
determine  if  a  similar  condition  does  not  exist  at  the  other  45  offices. 
Those  living  in  the  small  towns  and  villages  should  have  the  best  postal 
facilities  their  necessities  demand,  and  if  after  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
benefits  to  them  of  this  service  (which  I  believe  few)  as  compared  with 
the  cost  of  extending  it  throughout  the  United  States  the  people  still 
want  and  demand  it,  1  assume  Congress  will  pass  the  necessary  appro 
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priation  and  the  Post-office  Department  establish  the  service  in  accord- 
ance with  such  law. 

A  reasonable  estimate  of  the  tirst  annual  cost  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  this  service  is  $10,000,000. 

The  annual  appropriation  of  $10,000  for  the  last  three  or  four  years 
for  experimenting  has  been  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  towns  and 
villages  (some  of  them  of  500  inhabitants)  in  which  this  service  was 
originally  established,  and  these  few  towns  are  being  favored  at  the 
expense  of  the  many  others  equally  entitled  to  it. 

Having  the  same  views  as  expressed  in  my  reports  for  1892-93  and 
1893-94  in  opposition  to  this  service,  I  respectfully  suggest  that  it  be 
discontinued  or  an  appropriation  of  $10,000,000  be  made  to  extend  the 
service  to  similar  towns  and  villages  of  the  United  States.    . 

RURAL  FREE  DELIVERY. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  Congress  ($20,000)  to  test  the  feasibility 
of  establishing  the  free  delivery  in  rural  districts  was  not  expended, 
and  therefore  there  are  no  results  to  report.  The  amount  was  deemed 
entirely  inadequate  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  satisfactory  test. 

Bural  free  delivery  may  be  useful  after  a  while  in  the  more  densely 
populated  States,  but  even  then  the  benefits  derived  under  most  favor- 
able conditions  would  not  be  proportionate  to  the  immense  amount  of 
money  required  to  maintain  the  service. 

It  should  be  considered  by  the  people  as  a  business  proposition,  and 
not  from  prejudice  and  arraying  one  class  of  our  citizens  (the  farmers) 
against  those  living  in  the  large  cities,  and  charging  that  the  latter 
receive  all  the  benefits  of  an  improved  postal  service  at  the  expense  ot 
the  former.  Leaving  out  the  question  of  numbers-,  I  believe  it  of  greater 
benefit  to  the  farming  community  to  have  improved  postal  facilities  in 
the  business  centers  and  on  the  post  roads  bringing  mail  promptly  lo 
their  post-offices  than  the  delivery  of  such  mail  to  their  doors  by  a 
carrier  riding  up  and  down  the  highways.  Yet  the  people  furnish  the 
money  and  may  feel  they  are  entitled  to  both. 

Before  taking  this  step,  however,  they  should  know  the  cost.  To 
establish  rural  delivery  throughout  the  United  States  would  involve 
the  people  in  an  annual  expense  of  at  least  $20,000,000.  This  amount, 
with  the  above  estimate  of  free  delivery  in  towns  and  villages,  would 
add  to  the  i)ostal  appropriation  $30,000,000. 

I  know  no  reason  to  change  my  views  on  this  subject  expressed  in 
my  reports  for  1892-93  and  1893-94. 

SATCHEL  REPAIR  SHOP  AT  BALTIMORE,   MD.

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These  satchels  are  repaired  at  the  cost  of  32^  ceuts  apiece.  The 
original  cost  of  satchels  is  $1.93  each,  making  the  saving  on  4,484 
satchels,  repaired  at  32^  cents  each,  .$7,196.82. 

SEPARATIONS. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  separations  from  the 
service  during  the  year:  •

The  total  number  of  changes  reaches  628,  only  4.1)  per  cent  of  the 
total  number  of  carriers  (12,714),  as  against  6.3  per  cent  for  the  preced- 
ing year.  The  removals  equal  3  per  cent,  while  last  year  they  were  4 
per  cent  of  the  total  number  employed.  This  comparatively  small 
number  of  removals  is  due  to  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  Postmaster- 
General's  order  No.  235,  which  forbids  the  removal  of  a  letter  carrier 
except  upon  specific  charges,  of  which  he  shall  have  due  notice  and  an 
opportunity  to  submit  his  defense.  It  also  shows  that  the  spirit  of  the 
civil  service  law  is  being  closely  observ-ed,  and  that  the  letter  carrier 
is  secure  in  his  position  as  long  as  he  conducts  himself  properly  and 
attends  faithfully  to  his  duties. 

SPECIAL  INVESTIGATIONS. 

Before  submitting  a  detailed  statement  of  the  results  that  have  been 
obtained  during  the  past  eight  months  by  the  investigation  of  the  free- 
delivery  service  at  a  number  of  offices,  it  is  proper  to  review  the  special 
conditions  that  made  closer  departmental  scrutiny  of  the  service  neces- 
sary, and  the  disclosures  that  compelled  the  employment  of  confidential 
agents. 

When  the  present  administration  assumed  charge  of  the  Post-Office 
Department  it  found  in  the  files  of  the  Free- Deli  very  Division  of  this 
Bureau  fully  4,000  overtime  claims  of  letter  carriers,  aggregating  over 
$1,500,000,  and  overtime  accumulating  at  the  rate  of  $250,000  per  annum. 
Five  years  had  passed  since  the  enactment  of  the  eight-hour  law,  May 
24, 1888,  and  the  appropriations  for  the  intervening  years,  notably  that 
of  the  fiscal  year  1888-89,  had  been  especially  increased  to  enable  the 
Department  to  meet  the  recjuirements  of  the  law,  yet  no  appreciable 
decrease  in  the  annual  accumulation  of  overtime  had  been  made.  The 
efforts  made  by  former  administrations  to  obtain  a  strict  compliance 
with  the  law  resulted  in  its  evasion.  This  alarming  condition  at  once 
attracted  the  attention  of  Postmaster- General  Bissell,  who,  on  April  4, 
1893,  issued  the  following  order  prohibiting  overtime  and  calling  on 
postmasters  to  strictly  comply  with  the  eight-hour  law : 

April  4, 1893. 

Sir:  In  relation  to  the  subject  of  overtime  serviceR  and  claims  of  letter  carriers 
Tinder  the  act  approved  May  24,  1888,  .Vou  are  advised  that  the  judgment  of  the  Court 
of  Claims,  rendered  March  7,  1892,  construing  certain  phases  of  that  law,  has  been 
<iffirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  from  which  it  appears  that  'Hhe 
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carrier  is  entitled  to  eight  honra'  work  and  to  his  pay  if  work  is  not  famished  to  him 
For  any  excess  on  any  day  be  is  entitled  to  extra  pay.  The  only  offset  that  can  be 
maintained  is  when  he  is  absent  from  daty  without  leave.  The  Department  is  at 
liberty  to  keep  a  carrier  employed  eiffbt  hours  every  day,  but  not  to  give  him  a  deficit 
of  work  one  day  and  an  excess  anotner.'^ 

It  appears,  further,  that  for  any  **  oyertime  "  actually  made  by  a  letter  carrier  on 
any  day  in  the  performance  of  any  kind  of  duty  in  connection  with  the  postal  service 
to  which  he  may  be  assigned  by  the  postmaster  he  is  entitled  to  additional  pay  pro 
rata. 

Under  this  decision  a  full  day's  pay  is  allowed  for  not  exceeding  eifht  honrs' 
service  in  any  one  day.  This  service  may  or  may  not  be  in  consecutive  hours.  It 
is  not  to  be  construed,  however,  as  deciding  that  overtime  may  be  allowed  in  any 
case  unless  for  an  excess  of  eight  hours'  actual  service  in  a  day. 

Postmasters  will  pay  no  claims  for  overtime  services  until  they  shall  have  been 
submitted  to  and  approve<l  by  this  Department. 

The  accumulation  of  vast  indebtedness  for  overtime  services  in  the  face  of  liberal 
allowances  for  free-delivery  service  is  an  evil  which  must  be  abated. 

Section  614  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  (issued  under  date  of  Februairy 
2, 1893^  prescribes  the  duties  of  letter  earners,  and  no  deviation  whatever  from  this 
rule  will  be  allowed  at  any  office  where  any  letter  carrier  makes  overtime. 

Moreover,  any  letter  carrier  found  loitering  or  unnecessarily  consuming  time  on 
his  route,  or  absent  from  duty  without  permission  in  the  absence  of  justifiable 
excuse,  will  be  at  once  recommended  for  removal  (postmasters  can  not  appoint, 
remove,  reinstate,  or  promote  letter  carriers),  and  at  every  free-delivery  post-office 
where  any  carrier  is  working  over  eisht  hours  a  day,  and  the  Department  upon 
application  refuses  the  allowance  of  aoditional  carriers,  the  postmaster  will  at  once 
rearrange  his  free-delivery  service  so  as  to  bring  bis  carriers'  time  within  the  eig[ht- 
hour  limit,  either  by  curtailing  the  exterior  boundaries  of  his  free-delivery  districts 
or  by  reducing  the  frequency  of  his  deliveries  or  collections,  as  in  his  judgment  may 
seem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  service. 

And  any  postmaster  who  permite  overtime  to  be  made  by  any  letter  carrier,  in  the 
performance  of  work  prohibited  by  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  or  in  viola- 
tion of  this  order,  after  May  1, 1893,  will  be  liable  to  removal  for  cause.

Even  after  this  order  bad  been  sent  to  all  postmasters  a  disposition  was 
discovered  on  the  part  of  a  number  of  them  to  require  letter  carriers  to 
record  eight  hours  daily  for  any  and  all  service  performed,  regardless 
of  the  correct  time.  One  ofifice  might  be  mentioned  in  which  letter  car- 
riers were  required  to  work  in  excess  of  eight  hours  per  day,  and  were 
threatened  by  one  of  the  subordinate  officers  with  dismissal  from  the 
service  if  they  made  a  correct  entry  of  time  on  their  trip  reports. 

All  doubt  that  the  practice  prevailed  among  letter  carriers  of  falsify- 
ing trip  reports  or  official  time  records,  with  the  approval  of  their  imme- 
diate superiors,  was  dispelled  soon  after  the  Post-Office  Department, 
acting  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Justice,  began  a  system- 
atic investigation  of  overtime  claims.  Prior  to  the  beginning  of  this 
Administration  practically  nothing  had  been  done  toward  a  settlement 
of  these  claims,  although  the  letter  carriers,  through  their  association 
and  attorneys,  had  persistently  urged  official  action  of  some  kind.  Early 
in  1894  the  Postmaster-General  selected  two  competent  persons,  experi- 
enced in  the  free-delivery  service  and  familiar  with  the  duties  of  letter 
carriers,  to  visit  free-delivery  offices,  and,  in  the  capacity  of  commis- 
sioners of  the  Court  of  Claims,  to  personally  examine  the  time  records 
and  receive  oral  testimony  of  letter  carriers  and  others  for  the  pur- 
pose of  expediting  the  settlement  of  claims  for  which  suit  had  been 
commenced. 

From  the  very  first  the  commissioners  reported  that  no  reliance  could 
be  placed  on  the  letter  carriers'  trip  reports  and  official  time  records, 
because  they  did  not  show  the  facts;  that  the  Government  could  build 
no  defense  on  them;  and  that  the  carriers,  by  their  oral  testimony  and 
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that  of  others,  coald  impeach  the  very  records  made  by  their  own  hands 
and  prove  their  claims  for  overtime  in  spite  of  the  official  records.  I 
quote  extracts  touching  this  point  from  some  of  the  commissioners' 
reports : 

An  examination  of  the  time  records  of  the  station  dnrln^this  period  (May  24, 1888, 
to  April,  1893)  discloses  the  same  condition  of  affairs  as  existed  at  all  the  post-offices 
at  this  time,  diminishing  the  value  of  the  records  as  evidence  of  the  exact  overtime 
made  by  the  men.

In  addition  to  the  time  shown  upon  the  records,  the  carriers  at  this  station  claim 
they  made  overtime  which  did  not  appear  of  record. 

And  from  a  recent  report: 

The  time  records  were  found  to  be  in  the  usual  deficient  state  in  respect  to  showing 
the  entire  daily  service  rendered.  The  following  witnesses  were  relied  on  as  to 
showing  the  deficiency  of  the  time  records,  etc. 

It  is  fair  to  presume  that  if  the  practice  of  uniformly  recording  eight 
hours  daily  had  concealed  overtime  at  some  offices,  it  also  prevented 
the  Department  from  knowing  that  at  other  offices  much  was  being  lost 
in  "undertime'^  or  unused  time  withinthe  eight  hours. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  carriers'  trip  reports  records  of  facts  which 
would  stand  in  the  Court  of  Claims,  and  to  give  the  Department  full 
knowledge  of  the  exact  time  daily  consumed  by  carriers  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  official  duties,  I  issued  the  following  order,  dated  August 
23,1894: 

August  23,  1894. 
Postmaster, 


Sir:  Investigations  recently  conducted  at  several  post-offices  show  that  it  haa 
become  a  custom  among  letter  carriers  to  enter  on  their  daily  trip  reports  schedule 
time;  instead  of  the  actual  time  consumed  by  them.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
this  practice  has  become  general.  If  it  prevails  at  your  office  it  must  be  stopped  at 
once.  The  daily  trip  reports  and  carriers'  time  record  must  show  the  exact  time  con- 
sumed by  them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

You  will  forward  to  this  office,  as  soon  as  practicable,  a  statement  showing  the 
actual  time  consumed  by  each  of  your  carriers  on  each  day  during  a  period  of  ten 
days  following  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  this  letter. 
Yours,  very  respectfully,

The  suspicions  of  the  Department  were  fully  confirmed,  for  the  ten- 
day  statement  showed  overtime  at  some  offices  and  a  large  amount  of 
"undertime''  at  many  others.  Careful  computations  show  that  the 
Department  was  losing  at  the  rate  of  $500,000  per  annum  in  "under- 
time" and  superfluous  carriers.  Add  to  this  the  amount  of  annual 
overtime,  and  $750,000  may  safely  be  estimated  as  the  annual  unneces- 
sary cost  to  which  the  Department  had  been  subjected. 

The  saving  of  this  enormous  annual  loss  could  be  effected  only  by 
properly  enforcing  the  eight-hour  law  and  so  reorganizing  the  service 
as  to  equalize  the  force  of  letter  carriers,  reducing  here,  increasing  there, 
and  in  that  manner  obtaining  for  the  Department  more  nearly  a  full 
return  for  the  immense  sum  annually  expended  for  free  delivery. 
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To  this  end  the  order  of  April  4, 1893,  was  renewed  on  January  1, 1895, 
and  a  copy  of  it  transmitted  to  every  postmaster  in  the  following  letter : 

January  3, 1895. 
Postmaster, 

Sir:  The  attention  of  postmasters  at  free-delivery  offices  is  directed  to  the  order 
of  April  4,  1893,  respecting  overtime  of  letter  carriers.  It  is  believed  by  certain 
officials  of  this  Department  that  in  some  of  the  post-offices  evasions  of  this  order  are 
in  contemplation ;  that  overtime  is  in  fact  being  made  by  letter  carriers,  not  recorded 
at  the  post-offices,  and  no  claim  is  made  for  the  same  at  present,  bnt  it  is  supposed 
that  sucli  overtime  will  perhaps  be  made  the  subject  of  claim  at  some  future  time. 
It  is  not  supposed  that  tne  postmasters  are  cognizant  of  this  fact,  bnt  it  can  hardly 
be  the  fact  and  escape  the  knowledge  of  the  superintendents  of  free  delivery. 

The  order  of  April  4,  1893,  has  been  and  will  remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  and  I 
shall  hold  postmasters  officially  accountable  for  any  omission  to  enforce  it.  The 
distinct  purpose  of  that  order  was,  and  is,  to  prevent  overtime  being  made,  and  not 
merely  to  prevent  or  postpone  the  making  of  claims  for  overtime. 

I  inclose  a  copy  of  my  order  of  April  4, 1893,  herewith.

To  aid  postmasters  to  effectually  enforce  the  Postmaster-General's 
order,  I  issued  the  following  special  instructions  at  the  same  time: 

January  1, 1895. 
Important, 

To  postmasters  at  free-delivery  offices: 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  this  notice  yon  will  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
carriers'  working  room  at  the  main  office  and  at  each  of  the  stations  copy  of  the  fol- 
lowing rules : 

1.  Carriers  are  strictly  prohibited  from  reporting  prior  to  schedule  time,  cither  for 
morning  arrival  or  for  the  beginning  of  any  subsequent  trip  during  the  day. 

2.  Carriers  must  not  remain  at  their  desks  or  in  the  working  room  of  the  office 
during  any  interval  or  '< swing''  between  trips  or  during  the  dinner  intervals;  nor 
mnst  they  remain  in  the  post-offico  after  reporting  from  the  last  trip  of  the  day. 

3.  Carriers  must  record  the  exact  time  consumed  by  them  each  da3%  specifying  the 
beginning  and  closing  of  each  trip  and  the  time  spent  in  routing  mail  and  looking 
up  and  marking  undelivered  matter.  Only  the  actual  time  employed  is  to  be 
recorded,  but  all  service  rendered  must  be  recorded. 

4.  Carriers  will  continue  to  make  their  daily  trip  report*,  making  their  entries  at 
the  beginning  and  end  of  each  trip.  The  practice  of  tilling  out  the  entire  report  at 
close  of  day  must  be  discontinued,  and  any  carrier  found  continuing  such  practice 
will  be  promptly  removed. 

5.  Under  no  circumstances  must  carriers  or  superintendents  conceal  the  fact  that 
overtime — even  to  the  least  extent — is  being  made.  Anv  attempt  to  do  this  will 
result  in  the  removal  of  the  oft'ender,  regardless  of  his  rank.  It  will  be  equally  con- 
trary to  this  order  for  any  carrier  whose  route  requires  less  than  eight  hours  to 
expand  the  actual  working  time  thereon,  or  attempt  to  record  unnecessary  time 
in  order  to  have  his  trip  reports  show  eight  or  approximately  eight  hours,  work 
per  day. 

6.  Where  collections  are  made  prior  to  morning  report,  the  first  entry  to  the  left  on 
the  trip  report  must  cover  the  time  so  expended  and  be  accompanied  by  this  note : 
"Including  collection.'' 

7.  Men  detailed  exclusively  in  collection  service  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  the 
work  room  of  the  office,  except  to  deposit  their  collections. 

8.  The  performance  of  clerical  work  by  carriers  is  absolutely  prohibited.  Their 
work  must  be  confined  to  the  collection  and  delivery  of  mail,  the  routing  of  their 
mail  for  delivery,  the  marking  up  or  '' logging"  of  undelivered  matter,  and  the  fac- 
ing up  of  mail  by  collectors  upon  their  return  to  the  office.  All  other  work,  except 
the  duty  at  the  delivery  windows,  must  be  discontinued  by  carriers.  All  other  work 
is  clerical,  and  mast  be  performed  by  clerks  alone. 

Spedah 

All  carriers,  superintendents  and  assistant  superintendents  of  carriers,  superin- 
tendents of  stations,  and  all  clerks  charged  wholly  or  in  part  with  recording  carriers' 
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time  will  be  expected  to  acquaint  themBelves  with  these  rules  within  one  month  from 
date  or  within  one  month  from  date  of  their  respective  appointments,  so  as  to  be  able 
to  quote  them  substantially  to  any  agent  or  inspector  of  the  Department,  or  to  any 
one  delegated  by  the  postmaster.  Failure  of  ability  to  do  this  will  be  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  removal. 

In  order  to  ascertain  if  these  orders  were  understood  and  properly 
enforced,  and  to  obtain  exact  information  relative  to  the  condition  of 
the  service  at  each  office,  that  this  office  might  proceed  intelligently  in 
the  work  of  reorganization  and  readjustment,  I  required  each  postmaster 
to  answer  fully  certain  questions  in  a  letter  of  January  1, 1895,  hereto 
subjoined: 

1.  Population  of  yonr  town,  according  to  the  latest  State,  school,  or  police  census. 

2.  Estimated  population  served  by  carriers. 

3.  Number  of  square  miles  within  the  corporate  limits,  according  to  municipal 
records. 

4.  Number  of  square  miles  served  by  letter  carriers. 

5.  Does  the  free-delivery  service  extend  beyond  the  city  limits f  If  so,  give  the 
extent  of  territory,  estimated  in  square  miles. 

6.  Number  of  carriers  assigned  exclusively  to  delivery  service. 

7.  Number  of  carriers  assigned  exclusively  to  collection  service. 

8.  Number  of  carriers  mounted. 

9.  Number  of  delivery  trips  made  daily. 

10.  Number  of  collection  trips  made  daily. 

11.  Do  the  letter  carriers  record  actual  time  made  by  themf  (See  order  of  August 
25,1894.) 

12.  Are  the  letter  carriers,  or  any  of  them,  making  overtime  f 

13.  Have  you,  your  assistant,  or  superintendent  of  carriers,  ever  tested  the  car- 
riers' routes  to  ascertain  if  the  territory  is  properly  districted  and  the  carriers  dis- 
tributed to  the  best  advantage,  and  if  they  are  performing  their  work  properly  f 

14.  Do  any  of  your  carriers  perform  clerical  work  of  any  kind?  If  so,  state  fully 
the  class  of  work  performed  and  the  time  daily  consumed  in  such  work.  (See  sec- 
tion 614,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations.) 

15.  How  many  substitute  letter  carriers  are  employed  at  your  office? 

16.  Have  carriers  discontinued  the  use  of  twine  since  straps  were  furnished  for 
tying  up  mail  for  delivery? 

17.  Are  the  carriers  properly  uniformed  and  numbered?  Do  they  wear  complete 
uniform  ? 

18.  How  many  street  letter  boxes  in  use  at  your  office? 

19.  Are  the  street  letter  boxes  supplied  with  time  cards  showing  the  hours  of  col- 
lection ? 

The  replies  to  these  searching  inqi\iries  enabled  me  to  compile  very 
exhaustive  data  (such  as  had  never  before  been  secured)  relative  to  the 
entire  service,  namely,  to  compare  the  service  of  one  office  with  that  of 
another;  to  point  out  to  postmasters  irregularities  disclosed  by  their 
own  sta.tements;  to  suggest  to  them  methods  by  which  the  service 
could  be  improved  and  made  to  conform  more  closely  to  the  postal  laws 
and  regulations  and  in  that  way  to  establish  a  more  uniform  system 
throughout  the  service  in  so  far  as  the  topographical  and  other  condi- 
tions of  the  various  offices  would  permit. 

After  replies  had  been  received  from  all  postmasters,  I  called  for  a 
statement,  early  in  February,  1895,  showing  the  time  consumed  by  each 
carrier  during  a  period  of  ten  days.  This  statement  differed  from  the 
ten-days  statement  of  September,  1894,  in  that  it  showed  the  time  daily 
consumed  in  the  office  as  well  as  upon  the  carriers'  routes.  The  infor- 
mation afforded  by  this  last  statement  disclosed  an  unexpected  lack  of 
system,  great  differences  appearing  in  the  time  allotted  for  office  work 
at  the  various  offices.  For  instance,  at  one  office  three  trip  carriers 
would  require  but  two  hours  per  day  for  office  work,  while  at  another 
office,  similar  in  most  respects,  three  trip  carriers  would  consume  nearly 
four  hours  in  tlie  same  class  of  work.  Then  a  case  might  be  cited  of  a 
post  office,  serving  a  population  of  10,000  people  in  an  area  of  4  square 
miles,  maintaining  four  deliveries  per  day  in  the  business  and  two  in 
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the  resident  portions  of  the  city,  with  five  letter  carriers  working  eight 
honrs  per  day,  while  another  office,  with  a  smaller  population  i  u  a  smaller 
area,  could  provide  only  three  business  and  two  residential  trips  daily 
with  an  equal  number  of  carriers. 

There  appeared  to  be  no  reason  why  the  service  at  these  offices  should 
not  be  equal  in  every  respect,  and  steps  were  promptly  taken  to  eif<^t 
the  desired  changes.  Similar  cases  were  dealt  with  in  the  same  man- 
ner. All  this  led  to  correspondence  which  betrayed  on  the  part  of  many 
postmasters  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the  regulations,  the  requirements 
of  the  service,  their  own  duties  and  those  of  letter  carriers.  The  attempt 
to  correct  irregularities  by  correspondence,  however,  did  not  prove 
eflfective  or  satisfactory,  and  it  was  decided  to  begin  a  systematic 
investigation  of  the  service  through  special  agents. 

The  agents  obtain  a  record  of  the  conduct  of  each  carrier,  the  manner 
in  which  he  performs  his  duties,  take  account  of  the  exact  time  con- 
sumed by  him  on  his  route,  test  the  efficiency  of  the  collection  and  the 
delivery  service,  report  the  condition  of  letter  boxes  and  whether  or  not 
they  are  supplied  with  proper  time  cards,  and,  in  short,  collect  infor- 
mation that  can  not  be  gathered  in  any  other  way.  When  they  are 
detailed  for  service  in  a  city  they  are  supplied  with  the  letter  carriers' 
schedule  and  route  cards  so  that  they  may  have  no  trouble  in  locating 
carriers  at  any  point  on  their  respective  routes  at  any  time  during  the 
schedule.  At  the  close  of  each  investigation  they  prepare  a.  general 
report  on  the  condition  and  requirements  of  the  service,  stating  whether 
an  increase  of  force  is  necessary  or  a  decrease  possible. 

The  persons  to  whom  this  work  is  intrusted  are  men  of  intelligence 
and  integrity,  many  of  them  having  had  experience  in  the  postal 
service.  They  are  not  permitted  to  make  themselves  known  to  post- 
masters, are  especially  warned  against  interfering  with  or  attempting 
to  entrap  letter  carriers,  and  are  required  to  report  only  the  acts  and 
doings  of  the  letter  carrier  in  his  delivery  of  mail,  giving  the  record 
of  the  faithful  and  efficient  carrier  as  well  as  that  of  the  negligent  and 
slothful.  In  all  cases  reflecting  upon  the  conduct  of  the  letter-carrier 
force  each  carrier  is  furnished  with  a  verbatim  copy  of  the  charges 
and  given  ample  opportunity  to  submit  such  explanation  as  he  may 
have  before  final  action  is  taken  by  the  Department. 

A  letter  carrier's  efficiency  record  is  now  being  prepared  from  the  data 
supplied  by  these  agents  as  well  as  postmasters.  When  compJeted  it 
will  contain  the  individual  record  of  each  letter  carrier  in  the  service. 

The  work  of  the  agents  has  been  systematically  prosecuted  during 
the  past  eight  months.  The  results  of  the  work  during  this  period 
may  be  found  in  the  following  statements,  the  first  dealing  with  the 
personnel  of  the  service,  the  second  showing  the  actual  saving  to 
the  Department,  and  the  third  giving  the  number  of  offices  at  which 
improvements  have  been  made  without  additional  cost:

Under  the  practice  in  vo^^ue  before  the  establishment  of  the  secret  ser- 
vice, and  depending  npon  imperfect  data  at  hand,  the  Department  would 
have  made  these  adaitioual  appointments  upon  the  showing  submitted 
by  the  postmasters. 
From  this  amount  deduct  the  cost  of  the  secret  service  from  the  date  of  its 
establishment,  February  1, 1895,  to  October  1, 1895 75, 000

Besides  the  actaal  saving  effected,  the  improved  efficiency  of  the  serv- 
ice ill  the  offices  investigate  must  be  credited  to  thi^  service.  At  every 
office  tlie  discipline  of  the  force  and  efficiency  of  the  service  have  been 
much  improved,  the  work  more  equally  distributed  among  the  letter 
carriers,  and  at  many  offices  extensions  made  and  facilities  increased 
without  additional  cost 

Several  postmasters  have  acknowledged  in  letters  to  this  office  that 
they  have  been  able  to  make  the  improvements  and  extensions  sug- 
gested by  the  Department  without  the  additional  carrier  or  carriers 
previously  requested,  and  several  cities  might  be  named  in  which  the 
patrons  of  the  post-office  have  thanked  the  Department  for  providing 
a  better  service  than  they  have  ever  before  enjoyed. 

About  one-fourth  of  the  604  free-delivery  offices  have  been  investi- 
gated, and  by  the  close  of  the  current  fiscal  year  fully  two  thirds  will 
have  oeen  examined.  I  am  confident  that  the  results  to  be  obtained 
will  be  even  better  than  those  reported  herein,  for  the  service  is  now 
more  perfectly  organized  than  it  was  at  first,  and  its  work  more  effect- 
ive and  expeditious. 

The  benefits  derived  from  these  investigations  may  be  summed  up  as 
follows: 

Securing  the  data  and  necessary  details  of  the  service  to  enable  the 
Department  understandingly  and  justly  to  consider  all  applications  for 
increase  of  force. 

To  weed  out  the  habitual  loiterers  and  drinkers  who  bring  discredit 
upon  the  service  and  upon  the  carriers. 

To  secure  eight  hours'  honest  work,  with  prompt  delivery  of  mail. 

Saving  of  overtime  claims  at  the  rate  of  $250,000  or  $300,000  a  year. 

Saving  by  stopping  undertime  and  preventing  the  employment  of 
superfluous  carriers,  $500,000  a  year. 

Establishing  the  fact  that  the  continuance  of  carriers  in  the  service 
depends  only  upon  themselves  and  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties, 
without  reference  to  any  outside  influence,  political  or  otherwise. 
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Postmaster-General's  Order  Ko.  235,  issued  June  6, 1894.  was  a  new 
departure,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  free-delivery  serv- 
ice entitles  carriers  to  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  a  right  to  be  heard 
before  punishment. 

In  view  of  the  great  saving  effected  and  the  general  improvement 
in  the  service,  especially  in  the  large  cities,  I  would  recommend  the 
employment  of  a  number  of  men  in  the  larger  offices  whose  regular  duty 
it  shall  be  to  inspect  the  work  of  carriers,  make  suggestions  as  to  exten- 
sions and  changes  of  routes,  and,  in  fact,  to  have  a  general  supervision 
of  the  work  of  carriers  outside  of  post-offices. 

ESTIMATE. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the 
free-delivery  service  for  the  fiscal  year  1896-97.  The  total  cost  of 
the  service  will  reach  $12,960,300,  as  against  $12,700,283.64  tor  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year,  being  an  increase  of  $170,016.36,  or  1.33  per  cent. 
Compared  with  the  annual  average  increase  since  1889-90,  namely,  9 
per  cent,  and  that  of  the  current  fiscal  year,  3.75  per  cent,  these  figures 
appear  to  be  remarkably  low,  and  especially  when  it  is  considered  that 
the  average  salary  of  carriers  now  in  the  service  will  be  $916.47,  while 
for  the  current  fiscal  year  it  will  only  be  $905.25.  This  is  due,  of  course, 
to  the  gradual  shifting  of  the  force  from  a  lower  to  a  higher  salary 
grade  as  required  by  law. 

ESTIMATE  IN  DETAIL.

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DIVISIOK  OF  POST-OFFICE  SUPPLIES. 
DUTIES. 

The  duties  of  this  Division,  in  the  main,  are  as  follows:  Preparing 
specifications  and  advertisements  for  contracts  for  supplies,  and,  when 
contracts  have  been  ordered  by  the  Postmaster-General,  preparing 
them  for  execution ;  ordering  and  receiving  from  contractors,  purchas- 
ing in  the  open  market,  when  the  exigency  of  the  service  so  requires, 
the  articles,  except  blanks,  required  to  be  furnished  post-offices  and 
the  Department,  and  carefully  iuspecting  the  same  on  their  receipt; 
preparing  requisitions  on  the  Public  Printer  for  blanks  and  books 
required  m  the  postal  service,  and  inspecting  them  on  receipt;  care- 
fully examining  all  requisitions  of  postmasters  and  departmental  offi- 
cers for  supplies  and  making  proper  allowances  thereon,  and  issuing, 
packing,  and  transmitting  the  same;  keeping  accurate  book  accounts 
with  the  several  contractors,  x)ostmasters,  and  others,  and  of  all  ex- 
penditures under  the  appropriations.

STATIONERY,   POST-OFFICE   DEPARTMENT. 

For  stationery  and  free  penalty  envelopes  $8,000  was  appropriated. 
The  amount  expended  was  $6,591.34,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,408.66. 

The  appropriation  for  stationery  for  the  rost-Office  Department  for 
the  year  ending  June  30, 1896,  is  $8,000,  and,  although  there  have  been 
added  to  the  schedule  about  110  new  styles  and  forms  of  envelopes,  it  is 
estimated  that  a  like  sum  will  be  suflScient  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1897. 

STATIONERY  IN   POST-OFFICES. 

The  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  stationery  in  post-offices  was 
$57,000,  of  which  there  was  expended  $53,344.83,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $3,655.17.  Out  of  this  appropriation  stationery  is  also  fur- 
nished to  all  the  divisions  of  the  Kailway  Mail  Service,  the  post-office 
inspectors  in  charge,  and  the  stamp  and  postal-card  agencies. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  post-offices  naturally  increases  the 
expenditures  for  supplies.  But  the  system  of  issuing  stationery  to 
postmasters  of  the  first  and  second  classes  has  been  modified  with  good 
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results,  and  by  close  scrutiny  of  requisitions  postmasters  are  supplied 
with  only  the  articles  required  for  actual  use  in  their  offices,  and  waste 
has  been  in  this  way  reduced  to  a  minimum.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
stock  amounting  in  value  to  more  than  $6,000  was  on  hand  at  the  close 
of  the  year,  it  is  estimated  that  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  will  be 
sufficient  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897. 

STAMPS,  INK,  AND  PADS. 

The  appropriation  for  stamps,  ink,  and  pads  was  $30,000.  There 
was  expended  the  sum  of  $24,310.88,  leaving  a  balance  of  $5,689.12.  A 
thorough  system  of  examination  of  all  requisitions  for  the  above-named 
articles  has  been  established,  preventing  the  possibility  of  issuing  dupli- 
cate stamps.  The  appropriation  for  these  items  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1896,  is  $30,000,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Department 
is  now  furnishing  second-class  offices  with  a  better  grade  of  stamp  than 
heretofore,  increasing  the  expenditure  under  this  item  from  $2,000  to 
$3,000, 1  recommend  that  a  like  amount,  $30,000,  be  appropriated  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897. 

LKTTER   BALANCES  AND  SCALES. 

Table  V  shows  that  out  of  an  appropriation  of  $15,000  there  was 
expended  the  sum  of  $9,915.68,  leaving  a  balance  of  $5,084.32. 

Letter  balances  of  8-ounce  capacity  are  furnished  to  all  post-offices, 
4-pound  balances  to  offices  where  the  receipts  reach  $300  per  annum, 
and  62,  240,  or  600  pound  scales  to  offices  where  second-class  matter  is 
received.  All  postmasters  are  now  required  when  making  requisition 
for  new  scales  to  forward  the  old  or  broken  ones  to  tbe  Department. 
Upon  receipt  many  of  them  are  put  in  thorough  repair,  reboxed,  and 
reissued.  By  this  plan,  which  was  inaugurated  last  year,  550  scales 
were  reclaimed  this  year,  which  resulted  in  saving  $749.  It  is  believed 
that  a  much  greater  saving  will  be  accomplished  in  this  direction  next 
year,  and  the  fact  that  there  was  on  hand  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$5,084.32  at  the  close  of  the  year,  as  shown  above,  justifies  the  belief 
that  an  appropriation  of  $12,000  will  be  sufficient  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1897. 

WRAPPING  PAPER. 

The  appropriation  for  wrapping  paper  was  $50,000,  of  which  $49,989.24 
was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $10.76. 

In  addition  to  being  used  for  wrapping  packages,  this  paper  is  used 
extensively  in  printing  blanks  for  post-offices,  being  substituted  for 
white  paper,  which  was  formerly  used,  at  a  much  greater  cost. 

Tbe  quantity  of  paper  required  for  printed  and  plain  facing  slips  for 
the  year  was  37,585  reams,  an  increase  of  4,428  reams  over  that  of  last 
year,  and  9,872  reams  more  than  was  used  during  the  year  ended  June 
30, 1893. 

While  it  is  true  that  there  is  an  increasing  demand  for  this  paper, 
y;  is  also  true  that  there  is  a  steady  annual  decrease  in  the  price  of  the 
same,  which  leads  me  to  believe  that  this  appropriation  need  not  be 
increased.  I  therefore  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897. 

TWINE. 

From  the  $80,000  appropriated  for  twine  there  was  expended  the 
sum  of  $79,989.76  (see  Table  V),  leaving  a  balance  of  $10.24. 
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The  demaud  for  jute  twine  naturally  increases  with  the  growth  of  the 
serdee.  The  quantities  issued  for  the  fiscal  years  1893-94  and  1894-95 
were  1,138,935  and  1,207,791  pounds,  respectively,  showing  an  increase 
of  68,856  pounds  this  year.  Taking  into  consideration  the  fact,  however, 
that  the  price  of  twine  is  gradually  lowered  from  year  to  year,  it  is 
estimated  that  an  appropriation  of  $80,000  will  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897. 

PACKING  BOXES,   SAWDUST,   PASTE,  AND  HARDWARE. 

The  appropriation  for  packing  boxes,  sawdust,  paste,  and  hardware 
was  $1,500,  out.of  which  there  was  expended  the  sum  of  $987.95,  leaving 
a  balance  of  $512.05. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,500  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  these  items  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897. 

FACING  SLIPS,  CARD  SLIDE  LABELS,   BLANKS,  BOOKS,  ETC. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  the  above-named  articles  was  $10,000, 
out  of  which  $9,896.98  was  expended,  leaving  a  balance  of  $103.02. 
During  the  year  284,497,000  facing  slips  were  furnished  first  and  second 
class  offices,  an  increase  of  15,096,000,  involving  an  increased  expendi- 
ture of  $202.29.  It  is  estimated  that  at  least  300,000,000  printed  slips 
will  be  required  during  the  ensuing  year.  From  this  appropriation 
there  are  also  furnished  to  postmasters  entitled  thereto  ^^  blanks  and 
books  of  an  urgent  nature,"  and  under  this  clause  many  blanks  and 
books  for  which  there  were  immediate  demands  have  been  supplied  to 
postmasters  without  delay  and  at  low  and  reasonable  cost,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  all  work  of  this  character  was  submitted  to  competition.  For 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1896,  the  sum  of  $15,000  was  appropri- 
ated, but  owing  to  the  increasing  demand  for  facing  slips,  and  at  an 
increased  cost,  I  recommend  that  $18,000  be  appropriated  for  the  fiscal 
yciir  ending  June  30, 1897. 

PRINTING  AND  BINDING. 

The  appropriation  for  printing  and  binding  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30, 1895,  was  $200,000,  of  which  $186,345.08  was  expended,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $13,654.92.  The  expenditure  stated  above  does  not, 
however,  represent  the  total  cost  of  work  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Printer  during  the  year,  for  the  reason  that  requisitions  amounting  to 
$4,102.18,  as  per  estimates  and  bills  rendered  by  the  Public  Printer, 
remained  unfilled  on  July  1.  The  actual  amount  of  work,  therefore, 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Printer  during  the  year  was  $190,447.26.  After 
making  due  allowance  for  the  growing  demands  of  the  service,  it  is 
believ^  that  the  appropriation  for  printing  and  binding  can  be  reduced 
$5,000  if  the  appropriation  for  facing  slips,  card  slide  labels,  etc.,  be 
fixed  at  $18,000,  as  recommended.  Upon  this  condition,  therefore,  I 
recommend  that  $195,000  be  appropriated  for  printing  and  binding  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897.

INCREASE  OF  WORK. 

The  work  of  this  Division  necessarily  increases  with  the  growth  of 
the  postal  service,  that  of  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  being  greater  than 
any  previous  one. 

The  number  of  packages  of  blanks  and  books  put  up  and  sent  out  by 
the  blank  room  this  year  was  297,408,  as  against  277,052  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30, 1894,  showing  an  increase  of  20,416  packages  this 
year.  • 

The  number  of  requisitions  received  and  filled  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30, 1894,  was  264,066,  and  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1896, 324,349,  indicating  that  the  work  of  the  Division  increased  23 
per  cent  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  this  increase  the  present  labor  force  is  inadequate,  and  if 
the  demands  upon  this  division  continue  to  increase,  which  it  is  reason- 
able to  expect,  serious  delays  in  forwarding  supplies  will  result  unless 
the  number  of  laborers  be  increased. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  is  recommended  that  an  appro])riation  be 
made  to  pay  for  two  additional  laborers  in  this  division. 


MONEY-ORDER  SYSTEM. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  growth  of  the  domestic  money-order 
business  from  the  inception  of  the  system  until  the  close  of  the  term  to 
which  this  report  relates,  showing  the  number  of  post-offices  authorized 
to  transact  such  business,  the  number  and  amount  of  orders  issued  and 
paid,  the  amount  of  fees  received,  and  the  expenses  paid  therefrom  year 
by  year.

LIMITED  MONEY-ORDER  OFFICES. 

An  act  of  Congress  approved  January  27, 1894,  provides  that  post- 
masters at  post-offices  other  than  those  designated  as  money-order 
offices  may  be  authorized  to  issue  money  orders  for  sums  not  in  excess 
of  $5  each,  and  that  post-offices  so  authorized  shall  be  designated 
"limited  money-order  offices."  In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this 
law,  723  post-offices  were  opened  as  limited  money-order  offices  on 
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July  2, 1894;  of  that  number  38  have  been  discontinned  and  24  made 
money-order  offices — authorized  to  pay  as  well  as  issue  orders — and 
the  ^'limited  money-ordnr"  business  has  been  established  at  238  addi- 
tional post-offices,  making  a  total  of  899  such  offices  in  operation  June 
30, 1895,  a  net  increase  of  176  offices. 

ISSUES  AND  PATMSNTS  OF  DOMESTIC  MONEY  ORDERS. 

The  nnmber  of  domestic  money  orders  issued  daring  the  year  was 
22,031,120,  amounting  to $156,709,089.77 

The  number  of  such  orders  paid  and  repaid  was  21,831,185,  amount- 
ing to 156,159,689.26 

Excess  of  issues  over  payments  and  repayments,  199,935  orders, 
amounting  to 549,400.51 

The  total  amount  of  fees  received  from  the  public  for  the  issue  of 
domestic  money  orders  was  $1,291,212.51,  being  $80,630.35  more  than 
the  amount  received  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  average  fee  was  5.86  cents,  being  2.6  cents  less  than  the  average 
fee  received  in  the  previous  year. 

The  average  amount  of  the  orders  issued  was  about  $7.11,  or  $2.59 
less  than  the  average  of  the  year  ended  June  30, 1894.

The  average  amount  of  international  orders  issued  was  $14.19.  The 
average  for  the  preceding  yeur  was  $15.03,  a  decrease  of  84  cents.

SUMMARY  OF  DOMESTIC   AND  INTERNATIONAL  ISSUES  AND  PAYMENTS. 

The  total  number  of  domestic  and  international  money  orders  issued 
during  the  year  was  22,940,398,  amounting  in  value  to  $169,616,575.44. 

The  total  number  of  payments  and  repayments  was  22,180,078, 
amounting  to  $162,131,420.06. 

BALANCES  DUE  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES. 

Money  orders  issued  in  the  United  States  for  payment  in  certain 
countries  of  Europe  greatly  exceed,  as  in  former  years,  in  aggregate 
amount  those  issued  in  European  countries  for  payment  here.  The 
balances  thus  resulting  against  the  United  States  are  paid  by  means 
of  bills  of  exchange  purchased  from  the  lowest  bidders  among  reliable 
banking  houses  in  New  York  City  by  the  postmaster  thereat,  drawn  to 
the  order  of  the  Postmaster-General  of  the  United  States,  by  whom 
they  are  indorsed  to  the  head  of  the  foreign  postal  administration  to 
which  payment  is  to  be  made.  The  total  amount  paid  for  bills  of 
exchange  bought  for  this  purpose  during  the  year  was  $7,022,992.11, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  amount  of  exchange  received  from  for- 
eign countries  for  payment  of  balances  due  the  United  States  was 
$172,789.10. 

DUPLICATE  MONEY  ORDERS. 

Duplicates  are  issued  by  this  office  in  lieu  of  money  orders  which 
have  been  accidentally  destroyed  or  have  been  lost  in  transit  in  the 
mails,  or  upon  applications  made  by  the  remitters  in  cases  where  pay- 
ment of  the  originals  drawn  in  favor  of  persons  conducting  schemes  to 
defraud  has  been  forbidden  by  the  Postmaster-General.  There  were 
issued  during  the  last  fiscal  year  33,206  duplicates  of  domestic  money 
orders,  being  about  1  to  every  663  orders  issued.  In  lieu  of  lost  inter- 
national money  orders  1,424  duplicates  were  issued  by  this  office,  being 
200  less  than  the  number  issued  in  the  previous  year. 

The  postmaster  in  this  country  who  issues  a  money  order  payable  in 
a  foreign  country  may  not  repay  the  order  except  upon  an  authoriza- 
tion for  repayment  issued  by  this  office.  Three  thousand  five  hundred 
and  thirty-six  authorizations  of  this  kind  were  issued. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  amount  of  a  money  order  drawn  in  a  foreign 
country  for  payment  in  the  United  States  may  not  be  refunded  to  the 
remitter  except  by  permission  of  this  Department.  Authority  to  repay 
was  given  in  3,028  such  cases. 

DUPLICATE  POSTAL  NOTES— WARRANTS. 

An  £Ait  approved  January  27, 1894,  in  pursuance  of  which  the  issue  of 
postal  notes  ceased  July  1, 1894,  authorized  the  payment  after  that  date, 
in  the  manner  provided  by  existing  law,  of  postal  notes  issued  prior 
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thereto,  and  in  accordance  with  that  act  3,462  daplicate  postal  notes 
were  issned  during  the  past  year  in  lieu  of  ]K>stal  notes  which  had 
become  invalid  by  reason  of  their  not  having  been  presented  for  pay- 
ment within  three  months  from  the  last  day  of  the  month  of  issue.  The 
same  act  also  provides  that  domestic  money  orders  shall  not  be  paid 
at  the  offices  of  payment,  or  at  offices  at  which  drawn,  after  one  year 
from  the  last  day  of  the  month  of  issue,  but  shall  be  paid  by  warrants 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  against  a  special  appro- 
priation created  for  their  payment.  During  the  year  applications  for 
warrants  for  payment  of  money  orders  and  postal  notes  thus  invali- 
dated were  certified  to  the  Auditor  lor  this  Department  to  the  num- 
ber and  in  amount  as  follows:

UNPAID  MONEY  ORDERS. 

'  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  approved  January  27, 
1894,  and  by  direction  of  the  Postmaster-General,  the  sum  of  $50,000  of 
money-order  funds,  which  had  gradually  accumulated  from  the  amounts 
of  money  orders  which  had  not  been  presented  for  payment  by  the 
holders  thereof,  was  deposited  on  July  9, 1894,  with  the  Treasurer  of 
the  United  Sftites  for  the  service  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  and 
became  available  as  part  of  the  postal  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1895;  and  an  equivalent  amount  was  credited  to  the  appro- 
priation created  by  the  act  above  mentioned  for  the  payment  of  money 
orders  more  than  one  year  old.  This  was  the  second  deposit  which  has 
been  made  on  account  of  unpaid  money  orders  since  the  inception  of  the 
system. 

REMITTANCES  OF  MONEY-ORDER  FUNDS. 

The  excess  of  funds'  accruing  from  the  transaction  of  money-order 
business  at  offices  where  the  payments  are  less  than  the  issues  must 
be  promptly  transferred  to  other  offices  where  the  payments  are  larger 
in  amount  than  the  issues;  therefore,  postmasters  are  required  to  make 
daily  remittances,  except  when  the  amount  is  less  than  $50,  to  some 
post-office  designated  as  a  depository  of  all  surplus  money-order  funds; 
that  is,  of  money-order  funds  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the 
unpaid  advices  which  have  been  on  hand  not  exceeding  two  weeks,  or 
in  excess  of  a  fixed  sum  termed  the  **  reserve,"  which  is  authorized  to 
be  retained  at  certain  offices  for  the  payment  of  money  orders.  The 
total  amount  of  remittances  of  money-order  funds  made  during  the 
year  ended  June  30, 1895,  was  $128,904,440.98. 

LOSS  OF  MONEY-ORDER  FUNDS  IN  TRANSIT,  ETC. 

The  Postmaster-General  is  authorized  by  law  to  allow  x>ostmasters 
credit  for  money-order  funds  lost  by  burglary,  fire,  or  other  unavoida- 
ble casualty,  or  stolen  while  in  transit  by  mail  to  a  depository.  During 
the  year  the  Assistant  Attorney-General  for  the  Post-Office  Depart- 
ment examined  414  cases  of  alleged  losses,  amounting  to  $26,369.70, 
being  132  more  than  in  the  i>receding  year.  The  number  of  these  cases 
in  which  the  claim  of  the  postmaster  was  allowed  was  307,  amounting 
to  $15,227;  number  disallowed,  91,  involving  $10,115.88;  number  with- 
drawn or  dismissed^  16,  to  the  amount  of  $1,026.82. 
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DRAFTS  AND  TRANSFER8. 

A  postmaster  who  has  not  sufficient  money-order  fauds  on  hand  to 
pay  orders  presented  to  him  is  required  by  regulation  to  use  the  postal 
funds  in  his  office,  and,  if  such  funds  will  not  suffice,  to  apply  to  this 
office  for  a  draft  for  the  necessary  amount.  The  money-order  drafts 
are  drawn  on  the  postmaster  at  New  York.  Offices  at  which  the  pay- 
ments of  money  orders  are  continuously  in  excess  of  the  issues  thereat 
are  furnished  with  a  book  of  blank  drafts  and  are  granted  a  credit 
with  the  postmaster  at  New  York  against  which  to  draw  when  neces- 
sary. The  amount  of  money-order  drafts  paid  by  the  ])ostmaster  at 
that  office  during  the  year  was  $13,125,994.91 .  Occasionally  it  is  found 
convenient  at  certain  offices  to  transfer  funds  from  the  money-order  to 
the  x>ostal  account.  The  postmaster  who  makes  a  transfer  from  either 
account  is  required  to  promptly  seud  a  notice  thereof  to  the  Auditor 
for  the  Post-Office  Department,  who  reports  to  this  office  the  total 
amount  of  transfers  made  during  each  quarter  and  the  resulting  balance 
due  from  the  money-order  to  the  postal  fund.  These  balances  are 
repaid  by  the  deposit  of  money-order  funds,  to  an  equal  amount,  with 
the  assistant  treasurer  at  New  York  City  to  the  credit  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  United  States  for  the  service  of  the  Post-Office  Department.

Under  the  items  "incidental  expenses"  in  the  above  statements  is 
included  the  cost  of  all  printed  matter  used  in  the  domestic  and  inter- 
national money-order  business  by  postmasters  and  by  this  office;  the 
cost  of  stationery  for  use  exclusively  in  money-order  business  in  post- 
offices;  of  blank  engraved  money-order  drafts,  of  money-order  dating 
stamps,  stamp-ribbons,  numbering  stamps,  etc.,  and  the  salaries  per 
diem  and  expenses  of  post-office  inspectors  paid  out  of  money-order 
proceeds. 

During  the  past  year  the  total  expenditure  for  blanks,  blank  books,  and 
other  printed  and  engraved  matter  purchased  under  contract,  by  law, 
for  domestic  and  international  money-order  business,  was  $93,974.50;  of 
this  sum  $86,928.65  was  for  printed  matter  used  in  the  domestic  busi- 
ness and  $7,045.85  is  chargeable  to  the  international  business.  A  por- 
tion of  these  amounts  was  paid  for  books  and  blanks  ordered  on  requi- 
sitions of  the  previous  year. 

During  the  year  20  post-office  inspectors  were  paid  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  money-order  business,  at  a  total  cost  of  $57,998.04  for 
ss^aries,  per  diem  allowances,  and  expenses,  being  $98.09  in  excess  of 
the  expenditure  of  the  previous  year. 

REVENUE. 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  section  4050  of  the  Eevised 
Statutes,  the  total  revenue  from  the  domestic  and  international  money- 
order  business  for  the  year,  reported  quarterly  by  the  Auditor  to  this 
office,  was  deposited  on  the  dates  named  below  with  the  assistant 
treasurer  of  the  United  States  at  New  York,  N.  Y.,  to  the  credit  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  for  the  service  of  the  Post-Office 
Department.

This  sum  is  $148,303.16  less  than  the  revenue  of  the  preceding  year, 
due  to  a  redaction  of  $110,639.10  in  the  net  revenue  of  the  domestic 
money-order  business  and  $37,664.06  in  the  net  revenue  of  the  inter- 
national business.  The  decrease  in  revenue  is  attributable  to  the 
reduction  which  was  made  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  in  the  fees 
for  domestic  money  orders,  to  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of  inter- 
national orders  issued,  and  to  the  high  rate  for  foreign  bills  of  exchange 
which  has  prevailed  throughout  the  year,  the  loss  on  sterling  bills  pur- 
chased amounting  to  $8,319.44.  Although  the  amount  of  tees  received 
from  the  public  for  the  domestic  orders  issued  during  the  past  year  is 
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greater  by  $80,630.35  than  the  sum  obtained  as  fees  for  domestic  orders 
durin^r  the  previous  year,  yet  the  former  amount  is  less  by  $152,873.21 
than  the  total  fees  for  domestic  orders  and  postal  notes  sold  in  the  year 
189:^94. 

INCORRECT  PAYMENT  OF  MONEY  ORDERS.

The  very  few  cases  in  which  payment  was  made  to  the  wrong  person 
in  comparison  with  the  immense  number  of  orders  paid  affords  strong 
testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

GENERAL  RESULTS. 

The  fiscal  year  to  which  this  report  relates  is  the  first  since  the  issue 
of  ])ostal  notes  ceased  and  the  adoption  of  a  redu(;ed  schedule  of  fees 
for  domestic  money  orders,  both  of  these  important  changes  having 
been  made  on  July  1,  1894.  It  is  of  interest,  therefore,  to  note  what 
effect  these  measures  have  produced.  The  number  of  domestic  orders 
issued  has  risen  from  14,304,041  to  22,031,120,  an  increase  of  7,727,079, 
a  number  corresponding  very  nearly  to  that  of  the  postal  notes  issued 
during  the  year  ended  June  30,  1894,  which  was  7,765,310,  and  the 
total  number  of  domestic  orders  issued  during  the  past  year  lacked 
but  38,231  of  equaling  the  aggregate  number  of  domestic  orders  and 
postal  notes  sold  during  the  previous  year.  The  large  increase  in  the 
sale  of  domestic  money  orders  shows  that  the  public  have  not  been 
slow  to  avail  themselves  of  the  improved  facilities  for  the  safe  trans- 
mission of  small  sums  through  the  mails  offered  by  the  Post-Office 
Department  in  the  issue  of  money  orders  for  small  sums  at  the  same 
fee  (3  cents)  heretofore  charged  foV  the  postal  note,  which  lacked  the 
element  of  security  contained  in  the  money  order.  A  reduction  of 
$2.59  in  the  average  amount  of  orders  issued  the  past  year  as  compared 
with  the  average  of  the  year  previous  presents  further  evidence  of  the 
increasing  number  of  money  orders  purchased  for  small  amounts  where 
ibrmerly  a  postal  note  would  have  been  used;  the  decrease  by  2.6  cents 
in  the  amount  of  the  average  fee  received  also  points  to  the  same  con- 
clusion. The  past  year  has  algo  been  marked  by  the  introduction  of  a 
form  of  money  order  of  a  new  and  handsome  design,  more  compact 
in  shape,  and  for  that  reason  better  suited  to  commercial  usage,  being 
nearer  in  size  to  bank  drafts  than  the  form  heretofore  in  use.  The 
money  orders  are  now  lithographed  upon  bond  paper  of  a  superior 
quality,  and  have  an  underlying  tint,  adding  much  to  the  appearance 
of  the  order  and  affording  a  safeguard  against  attempts  at  alterations 
and  erasures. 
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nOXDS  FOR  MONSY-ORDKR  CLERKS. 

I  earnestly  recommend  legislation  which  will  authorize  this  Depart- 
ment to  reqnire  clerks  in  post-offices  who  handle  money-order  fands  to 
give  suitable  bonds  for  the  faithful  accounting  of  such  funds,  and  will 
permit  the  acceptance  of  the  bonds  of  approved  surety  companies  in 
such  cases. 

It  is  most  desirable  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  make  the 
postmaster  liable  on  his  official  bond  for  losses  occurring  through  the 
negligence  or  dishonesty  of  his  money-order  clerk,*and  to  i)ermit  the 
postmaster  to  require  that  a  bond  be  given  to  him  by  the  clerk. 

DEAD-LETTER  OFFICE. 
SUMMARY. 

The  number  of  pieces  of  original  dead  mail  matter  received  during 
the  year  for  treatment  was  6,319,873,  a  decrease  of  781,171  (or  about  11 
per  cent)  from  the  receipts  of  the  preceding  year.  The  total  number  of 
these  pieces  delivered  was  3,125,030.  This  number  included  537,082 
pieces  mailed  in  foreign  countries  which  were  either  delivered  to  cor- 
rected addresses  in  the  United  States  or  returned  to  the  countries  iu 
which  they  were  mailed  for  disposition. 

Of  the  number  received,  5,782,791  consisted  of  matter  mailed  in  the 
United  States,  a  decrease  in  the  receipts  of  this  class  of  matter  of 
659,945  pieces,  or  about  10  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  receipts  of 
the  previous  year. 

This  remarkable  decrease  of  domestic  matter  sent  to  the  Dead-Letter 
Office,  instead  of  the  usual  annual  increase,  is  all  the  more  gratifying 
when  considered  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  large 
increase  in  the  amount  of  matter  submitted  to  the  mails  this  year  as  is 
indicated  by  the  increased  sale  of  stamps. 

This  result  has  been  accomplished  in  a  large  measure  by  the  persist- 
ent efibrts  of  this  office  to  fully  acquaint  postmasters  with  the  regula- 
tions relating  to  the  treatment  of  unclaimed  matter.  In  every  instance 
where  a  postmaster  failed  to  comply  with  the  regulations,  even  in  the 
slightest  particular,  a  special  communication  was  sent  him,  calling  his 
attention  to  the  error.  In  addition  there  were  pent  to  postmasters 
about  100,000  circular  letters,  in  which  attention  was  called  to  the  most 
important  sections  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  concerning  the 
treatment  of  this  class  of  matter. 

The  Dead-Letter  Office  has  also  sent  out  to  postmasters  during  the 
year,  to  be  posted  iu  a  conspicuous  place  in  their  offices,  over  400,000 
"  Don't"  notices,  calling  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  importance 
of  having  their  names  and  addresses  written  or  printed  on  the  upper 
left-hand  corner  of  their  letters  and  valuable  packages.  It  is  believed 
that  much  good  has  resulted  from  the  use  of  these  cards. 

Another  and  very  strong  reason,  in  my  opinion,  for  the  reduction  In 
the  receipts  of  mail  matter  at  this  office  is  the  prompt  return  to  the 
writer,  when  possible,  of  matter  received  here,  which  at  no  time  within 
the  year  has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  When  a  letter,  properly 
addressed  and  advertised  and  failing  of  delivery,  is  sent  to  the  Dead- 
Letter  Office  and  is  from  there  returned  within  a  reasonable  time  with 
the  reason  for  its  nondelivery  indorsed  thereon,  such  as  "unclaimed," 
** removed,"  "refused,"  "deceased,"  etc.,  it  may,  in  some  instances  at 
least,  be  received  about  the  time  that  the  writer  is  intending  to  follow  it 
up  by  another  letter,  which  in  all  probability  would  eventually  find  its

way  to  this  office  also.  It  is  therefore  reasonable  to  sapxK)8e  that  the 
prompt  return  of  this  matter  prevents  a  recurrence  of  the  kind  above 
referred  to  and  consequently  would  cause  a  very  material  reduction  in 
the  receipts  of  this  office. 

Of  the  domestic  matter  received  during  the  year  there  were  delivered 
to  owners  2,587,948  pieces,  an  increase  of  262,922  (or  about  11  per  cent) 
over  the  last  fiscal  year. 

The  increase  in  the  delivery  of  this  class  of  matter  last  year  amounted 
to  251,171  pieces  over  that  of  any  former  year,  which,  added  to  the 
increased  delivery  of  this  year — 262,922  pieces — ^is  a  total  increase  in 
delivery  of  domestic  mail  matter  from  this  office  of  514,093  pieces  for  the 
last  two  years  over  that  of  any  former  year.  And  as  the  envelopes  or 
wrappers  containing  the  letters  or  packages  returned  by  this  office  to  the 
writer  or  sender  now  have  the  information  above  referred  to  printed 
thereon,  it  can  readily  be  seen  that  this  also  enlightens  the  public  to  a 
great  extent  by  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  if  a  name  and  address 
had  appeared  upon  the  matter  returned,  it  would  not  have  been  sent  to 
the  Dead-Letter  Office,  but  would  have  been  returned  direct  from  the 
office  to  which  it  was  addressed. 

There  were  opened  during  the  year  5,631,131  letters  and  parcels; 
410,958  were  found  to  contain  inclosures  and  were  entered  on  the 
indexed  records  of  the  office.  These  included  6,992  envelopes  or 
wrappers  containing  $1,931  in  money  found  loose  in  the  mails,  which, 
after  having  been  held  for  a  period  of  three  months  by  postmasters  at 
headquarters  of  division  superintendents  of  the  Kailway  Mail  Service 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  some  clew  to  the  owners,  were  finally 
sent  here  as  unidentified.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  carelessness 
of  the  senders  in  preparing  these  letters  and  packages  for  mailing. 
Among  the  registered  letters  382  were  found  to  contain  $1,517.56,  and 
of  the  ordinary  letters  and  parcels  there  were  found  25,169  containing 
money  amounting  to  $31,285.07.  There  were  delivered  to  owners  20,067 
pieces,  containing  $25,091.53. 

The  failure  to  restore  to  owners  the  remainder  of  the.  above-mentioned 
letters  was  due  to  their  being  illegibly  addressed,  or  that  the  owners 
failed  to  sign  their  names  or  in  any  way  indicate  their  correct  ad- 
dresses. 

Letters  (29,158)  containing  drafts,  checks,  etc.,  with  a  face  value 
of  $1,029,480.06,  were  received,  and  27,677,  with  an  apparent  value  of 
$920,052.46,  were  re8tore<l  to  owners. 

Eecent  postal  legislation,  which  has  extended  the  power  of  the  Post- 
master-General to  protect  the  public  against  persons  using  the  mails 
for  fraudulent  purposes,  has  largely  increased  the  number  of  letters 
sent  to  this  office  containing  postage  stamps. 

There  were  received  during  the  year  189,210  letters  containing  stamps, 
a  majority  of  which  were  sent  to  such  fraudulent  concerns,  an  increase 
of  nearly  20  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year,  which  indicates  an  in- 
creased vigilance  on  the  ])art  of  the  Department  in  protecting  the 
public  against  persons  engaged  in  fraudulent  transactions.  Letters  of 
this  class  witli  inclosures  were  returned  to  writers,  when  practicable, 
with  the  word  ^^ fraudulent"  indorsed  on  the  envelopes  as  a  reason  for 
their  nondelivery. 

Of  the  above  189,210  letters,  172,854  containing  stamps,  with  a  value 
of  $7,047.73,  were  returned  to  the  writers. 

The  Street  Directory  of  the  Principal  Cities  in  the  United  States, 
referred  tQ  in  my  last  annual  report  a^  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Public 
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Printer,  has  beeu  received  and  distributed  to  all  free-delivery  offices, 
since  which  dintributiou  there  has  been  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the 
receipt  of  misdirected  matter  at  this  office,  which  indicates  that  this 
work  is  valuable  in  the  treatment  of  that  class  of  matter /it  those  offices.

DIVISION  OF   CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  duties  appertaining  to  tliis  Division  consist  chiefly  of  the  prep- 
aration of  correspondence  in  reply  to  communications  received  from 
postmasters  and  the  public  upon  subjects  the  consideration  of  which 
does  not  properly  belong  to  other  divisions.  The  questions  submitted 
for  consideration  are  manifold,  and  generally  involve  the  proper  con- 
struction of  the  postal  lawsr  and  regulations  with  reference  to  the  duties 
of  postmasters  in  the  management  of  their  offices,  and  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  individuals  under  the  postal  system. 

Among  the  most  intricate  and  important  questions  coming  before  this 
Division  is  that  of  the  right  of  certain  individuals  or  business  firms  or 
corporations  to  receive  mail  matter  arriving  at  post-offices  claimed  by 
other  individuals,  firms,  or  corporations,  and  the  duty  of  postmasters 
in  such  cases;  the  delivery  of  matter  addressed  to  minors,  pensioners, 
and  deceased  persons;  violations  of  the  franking  privilege;  the  use  of 
the  United  States  penalty  envelope,  and  many  other  questions  of  like 
important  nature. 

To  this  Division  is  also  assigned  the  correspondence  arising  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  March  2, 1889,  concerning 
"green  goods"  or  alleged  "counterfeit  money,"  and  under  which  the 
Postmaster-General  may,  "upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  him  that  any 
person  is  using  any  fictitious,  false,  or  assumed  name,  title,  or  address, 
in  conducting,  promoting,  or  carrying  on,  or  assisting  therein  by  means 
of  the  Post-Office  establishment  of  the  United  States,  any  business, 
scheme,  or  device  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  instruct 
any  postmaster  at  any  post-office  at  which  such  letters,  cards,  or  packets 
addressed  to  such  fictitious,  false,  or  assumed  name  or  address  arrive, 
to  notify  the  party  claiming  or  receiving  such  letters,  cards,  or  packets 
to  appear  at  the  post-office  and  be  identified ;  and  if  the  party  so  noti- 
fied fail  to  appear  and  be  identified,  or,  if  it  shall  satisfactorily  appear 
that  such  letters,  cards,  or  packets  are  addressed  to  a  fictitious,  false, 
or  assumed  name  or  address,  such  letters,  postal  cards,  or  psickages 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Dead-Letter  Office  as  fictitious  matter." 

So  vigorously  have  the  provisions  of  this  act  been  carried  out  that 
the  "green-goods"  dealers  do  not  now  undertake  to  receive  replies  to 
their  circulars  through  the  mails,  but  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  the  telegraph  companies  to  make  appointments  with  their 
victims. 

The  headquarters  of  the  principal  gangs  of  "green-goods"  swindlers 
are  located  in  Kew  York,  where  thousands  of  circulars  are  mailed, 
requesting  replies  to  be  sent  by  telegraph  to  various  fictitious  addresses 
in  that  and  other  cities.  The  Department  has  no  means  of  learning 
what  becomes  of  the  telegrams  after  reaching  the  office  of  address. 
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The  Department  ha«  a  list  of  3,024  names  and  addresses  adopted  by 
dealers  in  '*  green  goods,"  all  of  which  names  are  fictitious. 

Applications  for  leaves  of  absence  received  from  postmasters  at 
Presidential  post-offices  are  also  considered,  act>ed  upon,  and  recorded 
in  this  Division.

ADDITIONAX.  LEGISLATION  BBOOMMBNDBD. 
POSTMARKING  STAMPS. 

The  attention  of  Congress  should  be  called  to  the  advisability  of  pro- 
viding a  penalty  for  the  use  of  the  postmarking  stamp  for  unlawful 
purposes,  or  for  counterfeiting  it,  or  for  placing  an  impression  thereof 
upon  an  envelope  or  postal  card  for  the  purpose  of  deception. 

The  necessity  for  some  legislation  of  this  kind  is  apparent  since  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  Augast  23, 1894,  which  authorizes  postmasters  of 
the  fourth  class  to  administer  the  oaths  required  to  be  made  by  pen- 
sioners and  their  witnesses  in  the  execution  of  pension  vouchers,  "  with 
like  effect  and  force  as  officers  having  a  seal ;  and  such  postmaster  shall 
affix  the  stamp  of  his  office  to  his  signature  to  such  vouchers." 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  counterfeiting  of  the  postmarking 
and  back-stamping  stamp  by  advertisers,  resulting  in  unjust  criticism 
of  the  postal  service  for  apparent  missending  and  improperly  deliver- 
ing mail. 

BOYCOTTING  POST-OFFICES. 

I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year  in  relation  to  the 
growing  evil  of  boycotting  post-offices.  Owing  to  political  differences, 
selfish  motives,  petty  jealousies,  etc.,  the  compensation  of  postmasters 
is,  in  many  instances,  seriously  reduced  and  the  organized  plan  of  postal 
service  interfered  with.  At  Presidential  offices  this  is  accomplished  by 
a  number  of  persons  purchasing  their  stamps  elsewhere,  and  at  fourth- 
class  offices  by  collecting  and  mailing  large  quantities  of  letters  on 
the  cars  or  at  other  offices,  thereby  depriving  such  x>ostmasters  of  the 
cancellation  of  stamps.  This  is  carried  to  a  grievous  extent  in  some 
communities,  and  is  such  an  interference  with  the  usual  and  regular  dis- 
position of  the  mail  as  in  my  judgment  calls  for  legislation  by  Congress. 

Several  bills  have  been  introduced  in  Congress  calculated  to  correct 
this  injustice,  and  to  secure  to  postmasters  the  business  properly  belong- 
ing to  their  offices,  but  I  regret  to  say  none  of  them  were  passed. 

CONGRESSIONAL   FRANKING    OF   PUBLIC    DOCUMENTS  AND    PARTS    OP  CONGRESSIONAL 

RECORD. 

The  attention  of  Members  of  Congress  should  be  called  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  act  of  March  3, 1875,  which  is  a^s  follows: 

That  from  and  after  tho  passage  of  this  act,  the  CongressioDal  Record^  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  speeches  or  reports  therein  contained,  shaU,  under  the  frank  of  a  Mem  her 
of  Congress,  or  Delegate,  to  be  written  by  himself,  be  carried  in  the  mail  free  of 
postage,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Postmaster-General  may  prescribe. 
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And  the  act  of  March  3, 1879,  as  follows: 

That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  SeDators,  Representatives,  and  Dele- 
gat<es  in  Congress,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Represent- 
atiyes.  may  send  and  receive  through  the  mail,  free,  all  public  documents  printed 
by  order  of  Congress;  and  the  name  of  each  Senator,  Representative,  Delegate,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Senate,  and  Clerk  of  the  House  shall  be  written  thereon,  with  the 
proper  designation  of  the  office  he  holds;  and  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
apply  to  each  of  the  jiersons  named  herein  until  the  first  Monday  in  December  fol- 
lowing the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms  of  office. 

There  seems  to  be  some  misappreheDsion  among  Members  of  Con- 
gress as  to  the  scope  of  the  frankiug  privilege,  which  has  resulted  in 
some  postmasters  declining  to  send  speeches  or  other  matter  presented 
for  mailing,  and  this  Department  has  been  called  upon  to  give  special 
instructions  in  such  cases.  The  speeches  contained  in  franked  envel- 
opes have  borne  the  advertisement  of  the  printer,  which  formed  no  part 
of  the  Congressional  Record,  and  therefore  were  subject  to  postage  as 
'  third-class  matter;  some  of  the  packages  sent  by  mail  under  the  irank 
of  the  Member  have  been  found  after  delivery  to  contain  printed  matter 
other  than  parts  of  the  Congressional  Becord  and  public  documents, 
and  therefore  not  irankable  under  the  laws  above  quoted.  The  matter 
being  sent  under  seal,  the  Department  is  of  course  unable  to  detect 
violations,  not  being  advised  thereof  until  after  the  matter  has  been 
delivered  to  and  complaint  made  by  the  addressee.  There  is  no  penalty 
attached  to  the  misuse  of  the  frankiug  privilege,  hence  there  is  no 
action  that  can  be  taken  by  me  further  than  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Member  to  the  matter. 

As  this  Department  is  required  to  carry  free  hundreds  of  tons  of 
franked  matter,  additional  limitations  should  be  placed  upon  the  use 
of  the  frank,  or  a  penalty  of  some  kind  imposed  for  its  unlawful  use, 
and  I  respectfully  suggest  that  the  attention  of  Congress  be  called  to 
this  matter  for  such  action  as  it  shall  deem  proper. 

OBSCENE  AND  INDECENT  MATTER. 

I  recommend  more  stringent  legislation  to  protect  the  mails  against 
obscene  and  indecent  matter,  much  of  it  in  the  form  of  so-called  medi- 
cal pamphlets  or  '<  treatises,"  describing  in  detail  diseases  of  all  kinds 
and  advertising  remedies,  and  this  matter,  instead  of  being  sent  sealed 
to  physicians  and  persons  of  mature  judgment,  who  may  not  be  harmed 
by  it,  is  addressed  indiscriminately  to  old  and  young. 

SUSPENSION  OF  EMPLOYEES. 

I  believe  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  service  for  Congress  to  enact 
a  law  allowing  postmasters,  in  their  discretion,  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Postmaster-General,  to  suspend  clerks  and  other  employees 
of  post-offices,  not  exceeding  ten  days,  without  pay,  for  violations  of 
rules  and  regulations.  Under  the  present  law  a  first  ofifense,  or  one 
susceptible  of  explanation,  can  only  be  punished  by  dismissal  from  the 
service. 

The  purport  of  Postmaster-General's  Order  No.  235  should,  in  my 
opinion,  be  embodied  into  law,  preventing  the  removal  of  carriers, 
clerks,  and  other  employees  except  under  written  charges  filed  in  the 
Post-Office  Department,  copies  of  Vhich  charges  shall  be  sent  to  such 
clerk,  carrier,  or  other  employee  immediately  on  receipt  of  same  by 
the  Department,  and  a  reasonable  time  given  in  which  to  file  a  defense 
to  the  same.  I  respectfully  recommend  legislation  by  Congress  covering 
these  subjects.

154        REPORT  OF  THE  P0STMA8TEE-QENEEAL. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  TEMPORARY  CLERKS  AND  SUBSTITUTE  CLERKS. 

As  Stated  in  my  report  under  the  head  of  <<  Clerks  in  post-offices,"  the 
attention  of  Congress  should  be  called  to  the  necessity  of  conferring 
on  the  Department  specific  aathority  to  authorize  temporary  clerks  or 
substitute  clerks  in  place  of  regular  clerks  serving  on  civil-service 
boards,  or  when  subpoenaed  as  witnesses  in  United  States  district 
courts;  also  for  the  employment  of  substitute  clerks,  with  pay,  in  the 
place  of  regular  clerks  necessarily  absent. 

EMPLOYEES  DISABLED. 

I  believe  it  would  be  just  and  right,  and  would  bring  about  closer  and 
better  relations  between  post-office  employees  and  this  Department  if 
the  Postmaster-Oeneral  were  empowered  by  Congress  to  grant  leave 
of  absence,  not  exceeding  three  months,  with  full  pay,  to  any  clerk  or 
letter  carrier  in  a  post-office  who  shall  be  disabled  by  any  casualty 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  The  Postmaster-Oeneral  should, 
however,  be  protected  by  all  the  necessary  certificates  as  to  the  disability 
and  the  casualty.    I  therefore  renew  my  recommendation  of  last  year. 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  SALARIES  OF  CLERKS  IN  THE  LARGER  POST-OFFICES. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Department,  Congress,  by  the 
act  approved  March  2, 1889,  to  take  effect  July  1, 1889,  made  provision 
for  the  classification  and  the  fixing  of  the  salaries  of  clerks  and 
employees  attached  to  first  and  second  class  post-offices.  This  action 
resulted  in  a  great  improvement  in  the  clerical  service  of  the  first  and 
second  class  post-offices,  but,  as  heretofore  stated,  the  maximum  sala- 
ries fixed  by  the  said  act  for  certain  lines  of  clerical  service  are  not 
large  enough  to  command  the  highest  order  of  clerical  ability,  and  the 
law  should  be  amended  in  this  respect.  I  respectfully  recommend  leg- 
islation by  Congress  in  this  respect. 

EMPTX)YMKNT  OF  SUBSTITUTE  CARRIERS. 

It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  the  Postmaster-General  be 
authorized  to  employ  substitute  carriers  to  assist  regular  carriers  on 
holidays  and  in  other  emergencies,  said  substitutes  to  receive  pay  at  the 
rate  of  $600  per  annum  for  services  rendered  and  that  the  Postmaster- 
Oeneral  be  authorized  to  pay  substitutes  serving  for  regular  carriers 
detailed  for  work  on  local  civil-service  boards  at  the  rate  of  $600  per 
annum  for  services  rendered.

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MAIL  SERVICE  IN  DETAIL. 
STAR  SERVICK. 

The  auDual  rate  of  expenditure  for  this  class  of  service  on  June  30, 
1895,  was  $5,833,51 6.14|;  the  number  of  routes,  20,410;  the  aggregate 
length  of  routes,  257,663.40  miles;  the  annual  travel,  118,074,361.03 
miles;  the  number  of  trips  per  week,  4.40,  and  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile 
traveled,  4.94  cents. 

Comparison  with  the  report  of  June  30, 1894,  shows  an  increase  of 
1,035,  or  5.34  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  routes;  of  6,075,85  miles,  or 
2.41  per  cent,  in  the  length  of  routes;  of  4,504,022.55  miles,  or  3.96  per 
cent,  in  the  distance  traveled  per  annum,  and  of  0.00,  or  1.38  per  cent, 
in  the  average  number  of  trips  per  week ;  while  a  decrease  of  $59,873.93, 
or  1.01  per  cent,  is  shown  in  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure ;  of  0.25  cent, 
or  4.81  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  traveled,  and  7S  cents  per 
mile,  or  3.33  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  of  length. 

The  appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $6,000,000. 

The  sum  reported  by  the  Auditor  as  expended,  so  far  as  shown  by 
accounts  stated  to  September  30, 1895,  is  $5,753,579.07,  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $246,420.93^  due  largely  to  the  reduction  in  cost 
resulting  from  reletting  the  fourth  contract  section,  for  which  the  new 
contracts  went  into  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 
From  this  amount,  however,  n^ust  be  deducted  all  amounts  chargeable 
to  the  appropriation  for  that  year  which  had  not  been  stated  by  the 
Auditor  up  to  September  30, 1895. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  on  July  1, 1895,  under  contracts  made 
during  the  past  fiscal  year  for  the  performance  of  star  service  from 
July  1, 1895,  to  June  30, 1899,  in  the  third  contract  section,  embracing 
the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota, 
Iowa,  and  Missouri,  was  $1,092,302.56^,  a  decrease  in  the  annual  rate 
of  expenditure  for  service  in  the  same  section  on  June  30,  1895,  of 
$69,150.22. 

The  total  number  of  star  routes  in  operation  on  July  1,1895,  was 
20,530,  an  increase  of  120  over  the  number  in  operation  on  June  30, 1895. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  was:

September  30,  1895 5, 829, 684. 66 J 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $5,875,000. 

The  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1897,  is  $6,124,000,  being  $249,000,  or  4.23  per  cent,  more  than  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reletting  of  service  in  the  third  contract 
section  resulted  in  a  reduction  in  annual  cost  of  $69,150.22,  which  rep- 
resents during  the  contract  term  of  four  years  a  saving  of  $276,600.87, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  new  contracts  provide  for  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  miles  of  annual  travel  of  over  5j^  per  cent  more  than 
was  covered  by  the  contracts  which  expired. 

Eftbrts  have  been  put  forth  constantly  and  with  unremitting  perse- 
verance to  extend  the  lines  of  these  routes,  increase  the  frequency  of 
trips,  and  to  make  them  more  and  more  efficient  for  the  benefit  of  those 
sections  of  the  country  not  immediately  located  on  lines  of  railroad. 
It  is  difficult  to  convey  an  adequate  idea  of  the  attention  and  work 
devoted  to  this  end,  but  it  can  be  stated  that  in  the  number  of  miles 
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traveled  last  year  there  was  an  average  increase  of  12,339  miles  for 
eacli  and  every  day  in  the  year.  As  will  be  seen,  this  aggregated  the 
enormons  increase  dnring  the  year  of  more  than  4,500,000  miles. 

There  has  recently  been  issued  an  advertisement  inviting  proposals 
for  carrying  the  mails  during  the  next  term  of  four  years,  beginning 
July  1, 1896,  on  the  star  routes  in  the  States  of  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  and  Ken- 
tucky. In  this  advertisement  provision  has  been  made  for  an  increase 
in  service  of  over  8  per  cent,  amounting  to  more  than  2,000,000  miles  of 
annual  travel  in  excess  of  that  now  in  operation. 

This  will  give  greater  frequency  of  supply  to  a  large  number  of  post- 
offices  at  which  the  postal  business  has  grown  sufficiently  to  justify  the 
probable  expenditure  involved. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  report  for  last  year  of  a  regulation  then 
recently  adopted  relative  to  the  execution  of  mail  contracts,  with  the 
view  to  securing  to  the  Government  that  sufficient  guarantee  for  the 
proper  performance  of  service  which  is  contemplated  by  the  statute  and 
which  the  importance  of  the  service  demands. 

The  result  of  that  action  has  been  exceedingly  gratifying.  Attempts 
have  been  made  to  impose  upon  the  Department  sureties  who  were  not 
eligible  under  the  new  requirement,  but  upon  investigation  and  dis- 
covery such  persons  were  rejected.  The  result  has  been  that  the  Gov- 
ernment has  secured  as  sureties  responsible  individuals,  or  surety 
companies  qualif3nng  under  the  act^f  August  13, 1894,  and  it  is  safid 
to  say  that  the  contracts  executed  at  our  last  general  letting  afford 
more  solid  security  to  the  Government  than  it  had  enjoyed  under  any 
mail  letting  for  many  years  prior  thereto. 

In  arranging  and  adding  to  the  star-route  service  so  as  to  give  better 
mail  facilities  to  outlying  districts,  the  maps  furnished  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  giving  location  of 
the  public  highways  and  elevations,  as  well  as  railroads  and  waterways, 
so  much  more  in  detail  than  the  ordinary  Government  post-route  maps, 
have  been  of  great  service  to  the  Department,  and  it  is  decided  to 
recommend  that  the  Geological  Survey  be  requested  to  complete,  as 
soon  as  possible,  the  remainder  of  those  maps,  as  they  will  be  of  great 
assistance  in  giving  us  the  full  information  required  as  to  all  roads  and 
possible  channels  of  intercourse  between  the  different  i)ost-offlces  all 
over  the  United  States.  This  information  is  almost  as  necessary  in  the 
East,  with  the  shorter  routes,  as  it  is  in  the  West,  with  the  longer  ones, 
and  therefore  is  very  desirable.  The  present  Government  map  simply 
shows  the  location  of  the  post-offices.  It  shows  the  post  routes  crossing 
the  counti-y  in  a  straight  line,  and  does  not  in  any  particular  agree 
with  the  location  of  the  route  by  which  the  mail  travels. 

REGULATION  WAGON  SERVICE. 

This  service  is  performed  in  cities  in  wagons  of  uniform  character 
prescribed  by  the  Department.  It  is  included  in  the  estimate  for  star 
servici',  and  is  paid  for  out  of  the  appropriations  for  that  service. 

On  June  30, 1896,  there  were  37  routes,  aggregating  975.37  miles  in 
length.  The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  was  $547,675;  the  number  of 
miles  traveled  per  annum,  3,487,094.44;  the  average  number  of  trips 
I)er  week,  34.37,  and  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  traveled,  15.70  cents. 

While  the  number  of  routes  was  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous 
year,  there  was  an  increase  of  53.22  miles,  or  5.77  per  cent,  in  the  length 
of  routes;  of  $504  in  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure,  and  of  00,168.27, 
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or  1.75  per  cent,  in  tbe  number  of  miles  traveled  per  annum,  while  there 
was  a  decrease  of  0.26  cent,  or  1 .62  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile 
traveled;  of  $31.86,  or  5.30  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  of 
length,  and  of  1.36,  or  3.80  per  cent,  in  the  average  number  of  trips 
per  week. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  cities  in  which  regulation  wagon 
service  was  in  operation  on  June  30,  1895,  with  the  annual  rate  of 
expenditure  in  each  city:

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  on  July  1,  1896,  was  $570,350,  an 
increase  of  $22,675  over  the  annual  rate  on  June  30, 1895. 

This  increase  resulted  from  reletting  the  service  in  the  third  contract 
section,  and  is  made  up  principally  in  the  increased  amount  to  Chicago, 
111.  ($23,900),  and  the  omission  of  Burlington,  Iowa  ($1,194),  from  the 
operation  of  this  service. 

Eegulation  wagon  service  is  not  likely  to  be  introduced  in  any  addi- 
tional cities  for  a  long  time  to  come,  except  possibly  through  the  change 
of  some  improved  device  known  as  the  horseless  wagon,  which  would 
be  taken  care  of  by  the  mail-messenger  fund.  On  the  contrary,  it  is 
probable  that  it  will  be  superseded  by  screened  wagons  in  some  of  the 
places  named  in  the  foregoing  list,  where  the  mails  can  be  handled  more 
advantageously  by  the  latter.  The  extent  of  the  regulation  wagon 
service  has  also  been  diminished  in  those  cities  in  which  postal-car  serv- 
ice has  been  established  on  street  railroads,  and  further  curtailment  of 
it  will  follow  the  development  of  the  street-car  service. 

SPECIAL-OFFICE   SERVICE. 

The  amount  expended  for  this  class  of  service  during  the  year  ended 
June  30, 1894,  was  $31,310.23^  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1895, 
$31,364.41. 

The  number  of  special  offices  on  June  30, 1896,  was  1,460,  with  an 
aggregate  length  of  10,050.55  miles,  and  an  annual  travel  (estimated  on 
the  basis  of  2.44  average  trips  per  week)  of  2,558,923.12  miles. 

The  rate  of  cost  per  mile,  based  on  the  above  estimate,  was  1.22  cents. 

Comparison  with  the  previous  year  shows  a  decrease  of  701  routes; 
of  0,541.78,  or  39,42  per  cent/in  the  length  of  routes;  of  1,126,513.30 
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miles,  or  30.56  per  cent,  iu  the  estimated  travel  per  annai;n;  and  an 
increase  of  0,37  cent,  or  43.53  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile 
traveled;  of  $1.24,  or  65.95  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  of 
length,  and  of  0.31,  or  14.55  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  trips  per  week. 
The  compensation  of  this  class  of  service  is  limited  by  law  (Bev. 
Stat.,  sec.  3971)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  two-thirds  of  the  salaries 

Said  to  the  postmasters  at  the  several  offices  supplied,  the  postmasters 
eing  authorized  to  secure  such  frequency  of  service  as  may  be  practi- 
cable for  that  sum. 

The  expenditures  for  this  service  are  chargeable  to  and  included  in 
the  estimate  for  star  service. 

Special-office  service  is  regarded  as  but  a  temporary  arrangement  for 
the  supply  of  newly  established  post-offices  that  are  not  on  or  near  the 
lines  of  existing  routes,  and  as  soon  as  the  new  office  shows  a  number 
of  people  to  be  supplied  or  an  amount  of  mail  to  be  carried  that  will 
justify  such  action,  regular  conkact  service  is  provided  for  its  supply. 
The  large  decrease  in  the  extent  of  these  special-office  routes,  as  noted 
above,  is  due  to  the  fiEK^t  that  they  have  been  superseded  by  a  superior 
grade  of  service. 

STEAMBOAT    SERVICE. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  this  service  on  June  30, 1895,  was 
$408,318.59;  the  number  of  routes,  128;  the  aggregate  length  of  routes, 
11,407.79  miles,  and  the  annual  travel,  3,294,795.41  miles.  The  rate  of 
cost  per  mile  of  travel  was  12.39  cents,  and  the  average  number  of  trips 
ner  week  2.77. 

Comparison  with  the  previous  year  shows  a  decrease  of  one  route  and 
an  increase  of  352.93  miles,  or  3.19  per  cent,  in  the  length  of  routes; 
a  decrease  of  $14,900.67,  or  3.52  per  cent,  in  the  annual  rate  of  expendi- 
ture; of  82,071.68  miles,  or  2.43  per  cent,  in  the  annual  travel;  of  0.14 
cent,  or  1.11  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  of  travel;  and  of  0.16, 
or  5.44  per  cent,  in  the  average  number  of  trips  per  week. 

The  appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $420,000.00;  the  sum 
expended,  as  per  Auditor's  report,  $381,430.02,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $38,569.98. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  on  July  1, 1895,  under  contracts  made 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  for  the  performance  of  steamboat  service  from 
July  1, 1895,  to  June  30, 1899,  in  the  third  contract  section,  was  $12,775.68, 
an  increase  in  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  service  in  the  same 
section  on  June  30,  1895,  of  $2,227.83. 

The  number  of  steamboat  routes  in  operation  on  July  1, 1895,  was  132. 

The  total  annual  rate  of  expenditure  was: 

July  1,1895 $411,717.41 

September  30,  1895 413,443.55 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $420,000. 

The  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1897,  is  $420,000,  being  the  same  amount  as  the  appropriation  for 
the  current  fiscal  year. 

MAIL-MESSENOER  SERVIGB  (EMBRACINQ  SCREEN-WAGON  SERVICE). 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  this  class  of  service  on  June  30, 
1895,  was  $1,170,053,235  the  number  of  routes,  7,227;  the  aggregate 
length  of  routes,  5,691.98  miles;  the  annual  travel,  11,560,241.82  miles; 
the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  traveled,  10.19  cents,  and  the  average  number 
of  trips  per  week,  19,52.

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A  comparison  of  the  above  figares  with  those  of  the  previous  year 
shows  a  decrease  of  99  routes;  of  50.67  miles,  or  0.88  per  cent,  in  the 
length  of  routes:  of  $26,082,97,  or  2.16  per  cent,  in  the  annual  rate  of 
expenditure,  and  of  0.32  cent,  or  3.04  per  cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per 
mile  traveled,  while  an  increase  of  100,612.63  miles,  or  0.87  per  cent,  in 
the  annual  travel,  and  of  0.34,  or  1.77  per  cent,  in  the  average  number 
of  trips  per  week  is  shown. 

The  appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $1,285,000;  the  sum 
expended,  as  per  Auditor's  report,  $1,192,985.46,  leaving  an  unexpended 
balance  of  $92,014.54. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  was:

September  30,  1896 1,180,836.47 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $1,265,000. 

The  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1897,  is  $1,300,000,  being  $35,000,  or  2.76  per  cent,  more  than  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Mail-messenger  service  is  not  placed  under  contract  for  definite  pe- 
riods. It  is  advertised  and  let  to  the  lowest  bidder.  He  may  retire  at 
any  time  upon  giving  thirty  days'  notice,  or  the  Department  may  again 
invite  proposals  whenever  it  deems  such  action  to  be  to  the  interest  of 
the  service. 

During  the  past  year  this  office  has  made  a  systematic  examination 
of  the  mail-messenger  service  throughout  the  entire  country  by  corre- 
spondence and  by  personal  inspection  through  its  agents.  In  numerous 
cases  it  was  found  that,  owing  to  changed  conditions  of  which  the 
Department  had  not  been  advis^,  service  once  necessary  was  no  longer 
required,  or  under  the  regulations  it  was  the  duty  of  the  railroad  com- 
panies to  perform  it,  or  the  Department  was  paying  more  than  a  fair 
price  for  its  performance,  or  that  the  office  could  be  properly  supplied 
by  some  other  less  expensive  method. 

It  was  this  careful  supervision  of  the  messenger  service  that  enabled 
the  office  to  effect  a  reduction  in  annual  cost  for  this  item  of  over 
$26,000  and  at  the  same  time  provide  for  all  needful  new  service. 

It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  the  means  of  transportation  between 
the  depots  and  post-offices  in  the  larger  cities  are  not  adequate  to  the 
demands.  As  cities  grow  larger  and  more  important  the  inability  to 
make  and  insure  rapid  time  between  such  points  becomes  yearly  more 
and  more  apparent,  and  the  demand  for  some  underground  or  less  inter- 
rupted means  of  transportation  becomes  more  urgent.  It  is  believed 
that  in  the  very  near  future  some  of  the  various  efforts  to  produce  a 
proper  and  sufficient  service  of  pneumatic  tubes  will  succeed,  and  it  is 
desired  to  use  a  portion  of  this  fund,  when  it  becomes  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  officers  of  the  Department,  to  encourage  by  the  means 
of  a  fair  rental  the  construction  of  one  or  more  devices.  Therefore  the 
change  was  made  in  the  heading  of  the  estimate  for  mail-messenger 
service,  so  as  to  enable  this  matter  to  receive  proper  attention. 

It  is  quite  possible  that  additional  facilities  will  be  provided  in  the 
very  near  future  through  the  agency  of  what  is  known  as  the  horseless 
wagon,  as  it  is  thought  that  in  outlying  districts,  or  in  districts  whpre 
street  cars  are  not  lilsely  to  be  extended  for  some  time  to  come,  the 
horseless  wagon  may  be  of  great  service,  as  a  compartment  similar  to 
that  of  the  half  car  can  be  readily  combined  with  the  wagon  ruamiug 
gear,  making  possible  the  distribution  and  collection  of  mail  on  any 
streets  or  thoroughfares  where  such  service  may  be  needed. 
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Screen-wagon  service  is  a  featore  of  mail-messenger  service.  On  June 
30,  L895,  it  was  in  operation,  under  contracts  for  fixed  periods,  in  43  cities, 
at  an  annual  rate  of  expenditure  of  984,152,  and  in  48  cities  under  the 
regular  mail-messenger  lettings,  at  an  annual  rate  of  expenditure  of 
$40,902.

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RAILROAD  TRANSPORTATION. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditare  for  railroad  transportation  on  all  rontes 
ou  which  the  pay  was  adjusted  on  June  do,  1895,  was  $27,961,931.78. 

The  number  of  routes  was  2,638;  the  aggregate  length  of  routes, 
171,212.77  miles;  number  of  miles  traveled  per  annum,  267,117,737.47; 
rate  of  cost  per  mile  traveled,  10.46  cents,  and  the  average  number  of 
trips  per  week,  15. 

Comparison  with  the  service  of  the  previous  year  shows  an  increase 
of  32  routes;  of  1,443.96  mUes,  or  0.85  per  cent,  in  the  length  of  routes; 
of  $808,840.62,  or  2.97  per  cent,  in  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure;  of 
2,400,142.19,  or  0.9  per  cent,  in  annual  travel;  of  0.22  cent,  or  1.92  per 
cent,  in  the  rate  of  cost  per  mile  traveled,  and  0.01,  or  0.1  per  cent,  in 
the  average  number  of  trips  per  week. 

The  length  of  routes  on  which  pay  was  unadjusted  on  June  30, 1895, 
was  804.43  miles. 

The  appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $25,500,000,  which, 
with  the  sum  of  $935,000  appropriated  by  the  deficiency  act  approved 
March  2, 1895,  made  a  total  of  $26,435,000  available  for  raikoad  trans- 
portation for  that  year. 

The  sum  reported  by  the  Auditor  as  expended,  so  far  as  shown  by 
accounts  stated  to  September  30, 1895,  is  $26,429,747.21. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  payment  for  service  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30, 1895,  on  routes  on  which  the  pay  was  unadjusted  on 
that  date,  will  amount  to  $18,500. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  railroad  transportation  in  the 
States  of  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  Missouri  on  June 
30, 1895,  was  $5,944,940.60.  The  result  of  the  regular  quadrennial  read- 
justment of  pay  for  transportation  in  the  States  mentioned  for  the 
ensuing  four  years,  based  upon  the  reweighing,  was  an  increase  of 
$997,658.52,  or  16.78  per  cent,  making  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure 
in  those  States  on  July  1, 1895,  $6,942,626.12.

The  amount  reported  by  the  Auditor  as  withheld  from  the  Pacific 
railroads  on  account  of  transportation  is  $1,318,495.89. 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $26,500,000. 

The  amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1897,  is  $29,000,000;  being  $2,500,000,  or  9.43  per  cent,  more  than 
the  appropriation  and  $1,500,000,  or  5.45  per  cent,  more  than  the  esti- 
mate for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

The  large  difference  between  the  appropriation  for  the  present  year 
and  the  estimate  for  the  next  fiscal  year  is  attributable  principally  to 
the  deduction  by  Congress  of  $1,000,000  from  the  estimate  furnished 
a  year  ago.  The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  less  than 
was  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure  on  the  first  day  of  the  year  by 
$1,094,851.08. 

The  most  important  item  of  increase  in  railroad  transportation  is 
that  resulting  from  the  quadrennial  readjustment  of  pay  on  the  basis 
of  the  weight  of  mail  carried.  Whenever  a  reweighing  shows  a  large 
increase  in  weight,  the  compensation  is  increased  by  the  operation  of 
the  statute.  It  is  not  a  matter  within  the  control  of  the  Department. 
Hence  when  the  sum  provided  by  a  general  appropriation  bill  falls 
below  :i  low  estimate  previously  submitted,  it  necessarily  follows  that 
there  must  be  a  deficiency. 
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ELKCTRIG  AND  CABLE  CAR  SERVICE. 

Believing  tbat  the  Department  had  reached  the  time  when  the  im- 
proved methods  of  handling  mail  in  cities  and  in  subarbaii  districts 
had  become  a  postal  necessity,  the  question  of  utilizing  electric  and 
cable  cars,  as  well  as  other  suggested  methods,  was  given  very  serious 
consideration  and  close  study,  resulting  in  certain  experimental  arrange- 
ments being  made  with  some  electric  lines  and  cable  companies  in 
different  cities  with  most  satisfactory  results.  The  experiments  men- 
tioned were  tried  first  in  St.  Louis,  next  in  Brookljni,  Boston,  Phila- 
delphia, Chicago,  and  New  York.  Bealizing  that  one  of  the  most 
imx>ortant  features  and  conspicuous  elements  in  the  success  attained 
by  the  Bail  way  Mail  Service  was  brought  about  by  the  use  of  the 
railway  postal  car,  or  office  on  wheels,  in  which  separations  are  suo- 
cessMly  made  during  transit,  so  that  time  is  not  lost  in  the  distribution 
of  mail  after  it  reaches  the  terminal  offices,  and  knowing  that  this  feature 
could  be  applied  to  the  street  service  with  satisfactory  results  on 
account  of  the  number  of  offices  established  in  and  around  the  large 
cities,  this  branch  of  the  service  was  equipped  on  exactly  the  same 
lines;  that  is,  the  street-car  service  is  an  exact  duplicate  of  the  success- 
ful Bailway  Mail  Service.  In  other  words,  we  have  established  the  fact 
that  it  is  consistent,  economical,  and  almost  necessary  to  establish 
exactly  the  same  three  branches  of  the  service  under  the  improved 
methods  of  street-car  service  that  are  already  successfully  established 
on  the  steam  roads. 

First,  a  pouch  service  between  certain  localities  that  are  not  impor- 
tant enough  to  need  separations  in  transit;  second,  a  compartment  or 
partial  car  service — that  is,  a  certain  space  partitioned  off,  furnished, 
and  devoted  to  mail  purposes,  in  which  a  mail  clerk  is  employed  making 
separations  and  transfers  between  all  of  the  local  offices  passed  in 
addition  to  terminal  offices;  third,  a  fully  furnished  car  service,  in  which 
one  or  more  clerks  work  making  separations  between  the  different 
offices  and  pouching  mail  for  imx>ortant  deliveries  in  addition  to  making 
separations  for  letter  carriers. 

The  electric  lines  in  the  city  of  Boston  are  all  under  one  management, 
and  therefore  offered  special  inducements  as  an  experimental  point, 
because  we  were  enabled  to  arrange  with  the  West  End  Street  Bailway 
Company  to  run  the  full  mail  cars  over  any  route  that  was  most  con- 
venient to  the  locations  of  the  various  branch  offices,  regardless  of  the 
lines  of  travel  of  their  regular  passenger  cars.  This  company  built  ten 
full  postal  cars,  which  now  supply  twelve  stations  in  the  most  satisfac- 
tory manner  by  regular  hourly  service,  relieving  the  Boston  post-office 
of  a  large  amount  of  work,  because  the  separations  are  made  upon  these 
cars  and  the  mail  is  delivered  at  once,  without  going  through  the  Boston 
office,  as  it  formerly  did.  These  cars  are  also  commencing  to  bring  in  to 
the  main  post-office  a  large  amount  of  mail  which  was  formerly  handled 
by  wagon  and  other  means  of  transportation,  which  were  very  slow  and 
in  a  measure  uncertain. 

In  Philadelphia  the  experiment  has  not  been  quite  so  successful, 
because  the  subpost-offices  were  not  located  where  we  could  reach  them 
with  as  great  success  as  in  Boston. 

In  Chicago  one  car  was  utilized  as  an  experiment  and  was  found  to 
be  of  so  much  service  that  additional  lines  were  arranged  for,  which 
will  practically  take  in  at  least  one-half  of  the  city  as  soon  as  cars  can 
be  built. 
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New  York  City  has  now  a  complete  service  on  the  Tliird  avenne  line, 
covering  the  entire  route  of  that  company  and  rendering  valuable 
service.    To  quote  from  a  report  of  the  postmaster  of  that  city: 

This  change  in  the  mode  of  transporting  mail  has  effected  a  saving  in  the  making 
n])  and  dispatch  of  the  following  direct  pouches  for  each  of  the  points  named,  which 
were,  hy  the  nature  of  the  former  service,  rendered  necessary,  ont  which,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  the  new  service  is  of  a  railway  post-office  character,  oan  now  he  and 
have  been  dispensed  with,  pouches  in  a  much  less  number  being  made  instead  for 
the  line.

This,  as  you  will  readily  perceive,  carries  with  it  the  saving  of  a  corresponding 
number  of  mail  locks  formerly  used  daily. 

All  service  on  route  No.  207694,  between  Branches  J  and  M,  has  been  discontiuued 
and  is  now  being  performed  via  the  cable  curs,  as  well  as  that  formerly  performed 
by  contractor  on  route  No.  207003,  between  Branches  J  and  L,  which  is  also  being 
performed  in  a  like  manner. 

In  enumerating  the  many  benefits  derived  ftom  the  introduction  of  this  new  factor 
in  the  local  circulation  of  mail  it  is  well  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  the  most  impor- 
tant is  the  separation  en  route  by  carriers'  districts  of  the  mail  dispatched  by  the 
cars  instead  of  its  beiuffcarried  through  in  bulk  and  separated  after  its  receipt  at 
the  point  of  delivery.  The  advantages  of  this  feature  have  been  made  partioularly 
apparent  since  its  introduction  in  the  cases  of  mail  for  the  general  post-office  col- 
lected and  received  on  south-bound  trips,  some  idea  of  whion  can  be  formed  by  the 
figures  shown  below :

Preparations  are  being  pashed  forward  to  oztend  this  earners'  separation  to  other 
branch  post-office  stations  as  expeditiously  as  possible,  and  when  this  has  been 
accomplished  and  the  full  benefit  of  the  service  is  obtained  the  result  can  not  be 
but  gratifying  to  the  Department  and  satisfactory  to  the  public. 

While  the  greatest  value  of  this  service  is  to  be  obtained  Arom  the  separation  made 
on  the  oars,  there  are  other  advantages  incidental  thereto  which  should  not  be  over- 
looked. For  instance,  in  the  matter  of  missent  mail,  suppose  that  a  letter  from  Branch 
K  (Eighty-sixth  street)  intended  for  Branch  L  (One  hundred  and  twenty-fifth  street) 
is  missent  from  K  in  a  letter  package  for  the  "  G.  P.  O."  (Park  Row) ;  the  railway 
postal  clerk  would  discover  it  immediately  upon  opening  the  package,  treat  it  as 
**  back  mail,"  and  deliver  it  to  the  first  passing  north- bound  car,  thus  saving  nearly, 
if  not  quite,  two  hours  in  the  delivery  of  the  same.  Then  there  is  the  time  formerlv 
consumed  in  conveying  mail  from  and  to  branches  and  the  elevated  road,  which 
averaged  seven  minutes  at  each  branch,  but  which  has,  under  the  new  system,  been 
reduced  to  two  minutes  in  all  cases  except  at  Branch  H,  where  it  is  five  minutes 
instead  of  eight  minutes,  thus  making  possible  a  dispatch  of  mail  from  all  points 
involved  later  than  formerly  and  effecting  a  saving  in  time  of  at  least  thirty  minutes 
to  all  mail  posted  after  the  former  and  u  p  to  the  present  closing  hour.  Mail  u>r  Brook- 
lyn is  also  greatly  advanced,  as  a  pouch  therefor  is  made  by  the  railway  post-office 
for  close  connection  with  the  Brooklyn  wagon  instead  of  sending  the  mail  into  the 
general  post-office  for  redistribution. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  in  Brooklyn  which  will  cover  that 
entire  city  with  railway  mail  service,  doing  away  with  wagon  service 
and  every  other  means  of  transportation  in  and  aronnd  the  city, 
excepting  wagons  between  the  bridge  and  the  general  post-office. 

The  principal  object  of  this  service  is  to  relieve  the  main  post-offices, 
esx)ecially  those  in  the  large  cities,  of  as  much  work  as  possible,  and  we 
believe  that  the  work  done  in  those  cars  will  accomplish  that  object. 
It  will  also  insure  almost  absolute  safety  from  detention,  by  being  mis- 
laid and  otherwise  overlooked,  of  the  mail  intended  for  other  substa- 
tions, as  making  the  separations  at  the  moment  for  the  suboffices  will 
unquestionably  in  the  end  materially  assist  the  prompt  delivery  of 
such  mail. 

Arrangements  have  so  far  been  made  in  a  peculiar  way  with  all  the 
street  railroad  companies.  The  purely  pouch  mail  has  been  paid  for, 
as  a  rule,  by  weight,  just  as  the  steam  roads  have  been  paid,  the  mail 
being  carried  on  the  front  platform,  in  charge  of  motorman  or  gripman, 
at  certain  intervals  during  the  day.  The  arrangements  for  the  half 
car  and  full  car  difll:<er  materially,  and  have  been  upon  a  basis  of  just 
what  the  Department  could  spare  from  the  mail-messenger  fund  for 
trying  such  experiments.  In  no  case  are  we  paying  more  than  the 
wages  of  the  motorman  and  conductor;  in  most  cases  less.  The  street 
railroad  companies  have  been  very  liberal  with  us  in  these  arrange- 
ments and  have  assisted  us  in  a  most  commendable  manner,  with  one 
or  two  exceptions.  They  have  understood  the  position  and  the  neces- 
sity for  the  exx)erimental  stage  of  the  service  before  any  stated  reason- 
able remuneration  can  be  asked  for.  The  $200,000  asked  for  in  our 
estimates  for  next  year  is  the  amount  that  it  is  thought  will  cover  the 
necessities  of  this  branch  of  the  service  at  fair  rates  for  the  coming 
year,  based  on  such  information  as  we  could  get  from  the  best  authori- 
ties as  to  the  cost  of  the  service  to  the  railroad  companies,  as  described 
in  the  attached  bill,  which  is  recommended  to  cover  these  expenses. 

For  full  railway  postal  cars,  to  be  used  for  postal  purposes  only,  to  be 
operated  independent  of  other  cars,  and  not  less  than  16  feet  in  length, 
inside  measurement,  not  to  exceed  12  cents  per  mile  traveled. 

For  compartment  cars,  to  be  operated  independent  of  other  cars,  that 
is,  a  car  with  a  x)ortion  of  it  partitioned  off  for  the  use  of  the  mail  serv- 
ice, while  the  balance  of  it  is  used  for  passengers,  not  less  than  10  feet, 
inside  measurement,  for  mail  purposes,  7  cents  p^  mile  traveled. 
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For  a  trailer  post-offlce  car,  to  be  run  behind  regular  passenger  cars, 
that  is,  a  car  without  the  expense  of  a  motorman,  a  conductor,  or  inde- 
pendent attachment  either  to  electricity  or  a  grip  to  the  cable,  for  4 
cents  per  mile  for  less  than  L6  feet  long  and  5  cents  per  mile  for  over 
16  feet  long. 

For  closed-pouch  service,  that  is,  service  on  electric  or  cable  lines 
where  special  facilities,  such  as  compartment  or  fall  cars,  are  not  fur- 
nished, and  where  the  mail  is  carried  in  pouches  on  the  front  platform 
or  in  a  car  under  the  charge  of  the  motorman  or  conductor,  not  to  exceed 
$75  per  mile  of  route  per  annum  if  less  than  800  pounds  per  day  is  car- 
ried over  the  whole  length  of  the  route;  over  800  pounds,  at  the  regular 
steam-railroad  rates  of  transportation  established  by  the  existing  law. 
The  difference  between  the  regular  steam-railroad  rate  of  $42.75  per 
mile  of  route  per  annum  for  weight  not  exceeding  200  pounds  per  day 
and  $75  per  mile  per  annum  for  weight  not  over  800  pounds  per  day  is 
recommended  because  of  the  fi  equency  of  the  service  and  generally 
short  routes,  which,  at  the  former  rate,  would  give  the  street  railways 
such  a  small  amount  of  revenue  that  it  would  not  justify  their  handling 
the  mail.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  the  rate  of  $42.75  i^er  mile  per 
annum  for  steam  Imes  was  adjusted  and  fixed  when  it  was  supposed  that 
there  would  be  double  service  only  or  one  service  per  day  over  each 
line. 

This  street-railway  service  contemplates  at  least  eight  services  and 
possibly  twelve  per  day,  and  even  greater  in  some  instances,  the  value 
of  the  service  being  as  much  in  its  possible  frequency  as  in  any  other 
point.  It  is  hoped  that  in  a  very  short  time  this  branch  of  the  service 
will  increase  to  such  an  extent  that  the  regulation  wjigon  service  will 
be  almost  eliminated  so  far  as  the  mail  station  and  suburban  post-ofl9ce 
are  concerned,  with  a  possible  future  of  supplying  letter  carriers  direct 
from  the  cars,  or  an  increase  in  suboffices  to  such  an  extent  as  to  greatly 
improve  the  service.  The  total  exx)ense,  as  near  as  it  can  now  be 
estimated,  will  be  very  much  less  than  the  present  estimate  for  wagon 
service  for  the  same  amount  of  service  rendered;  that  is,  the  same 
number  of  deliveries.  However,  by  the  electric  lines  th«  service  will 
be  more  than  doubled  as  compared  with  that  rendered  by  the  wagons, 
with  a  very  slight  increase  over  the  present  cost  of  the  wagon  service, 
if  any.  The  impression  is  that  the  entire  improvement  will  be  gained 
for  practically  the  same  amount  of  expense  to  the  Government,  which 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  most  satisfactory  result. 

It  is  recommended  that  legislation  be  enacted  to  the  following  effect 
in  connection  with  the  next  Post  OflBce  appropriation  bill: 

For  transportation  of  mail  by  electric  and  cable  cars  on  routes  not 
exceeding'20  miles  in  length,  $200,000:  Provided^  That^ 

First.  The  Postmaster-General  is  authorized  and  directed  to  adjust 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  for  the  transportation  of  mails  on  electric 
car  and  cable  car  routes  upon  the  conditions  and  at  the  rates  herein- 
after mentioned. 

Second.  For  full  railway  post-oflSce  cars,  to  be  used  for  postal  pur- 
poses only,  to  be  operated  independently  of  other  cars,  and  to  be  not 
less  than  IG  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement,  not  to  exceed  12  cents 
per  mile  traveled. 

Third.  For  compartment  post-office  cars,  to  be  operated  independently 
of  other  cars,  the  compartment  used  for  postal  purposes  to  be  not  less 
than  10  feet  in  length,  inside  measurement,  and  full  width  of  car,  or  not 
less  than  13  feet  in  length  and  5  feet  in  width,  inside  measurement,  not 
to  exceed  7  cents  per  mile  traveled. 
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Pourtb.  For  trailer  post-office  cars,  to  be  run  with  regular  passenger 
cars,  and  to  provide  space  for  postal  purposes  not  less  than  16  feet  in 
length,  inside  measurement,  and  full  width  of  car,  not  to  exceed  5  cents 
per  mile  traveled ;  or  if  under  16  feet  but  not  less  than  12  feet  in  length, 
inside  measurement,  and  full  width  of  car,  not  to  exceed  4  cents  per 
mile  traveled. 

Fifth.  All  of  the  post-office  cars  mentioned  in  the  preceding  sections 
shall  be  of  such  style  and  character,  furnished  in  such  manner,  run  with 
such  frequency  and  speed,  and  on  such  schedules,  as  shall  be  required 
by  the  Postmaster-General ;  and  shall  be  constructed,  fitted  up  with  the 
necessary  furniture  and  fixtures  for  the  proper  handling  and  distribu- 
tion of  mail,  maintained,  heated,  and  lighted  by  gas  or  electricity,  by 
and  at  the  expense  of  the  raiirosbd  companies;  and  clerks  in  charge  of 
the  mail  shall  be  carried  without  additional  charge  therefor. 

Sixth.  When  x>ost-office  car  service  shall  be  authorized  on  any  route 
by  the  Postmaster-General,  as  provided  herein,  no  additional  com- 
pensation shall  be  allowed  on  account  of  the  weight  of  mail  carried 
on  said  route;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  company  operat- 
ing said  route  to  carry  additional  mail  in  closed  pouches  in  charge 
of  its  employees  on  other  than  the  i)ost-office  cars  when  so  directed 
by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  without  further 
compensation. 

Seventh.  For  routes  upon  which  no  post-office  cars  are  authorized 
by  the  Postmaster-General,  but  on  which  mails  are  carried  in  closed 
pouches  in  charge  of  employees  of  the  railroad  company,  the  pay  per 
mile  of  route  per  annum  on  routes  carrying  their  whole  length  an  aver- 
age weight  of  mails  per  day  of  800  pounds  or  less  shall  be  not  to 
exceed  $75;  over  800  pounds,  the  rat^s  to  be  as  provided  by  existing 
law  for  transportation  of  mails  on  railroad  routes;  the  average  weight 
to  be  ascertained  as  provided  by  law;  the  service  to  be  performed  with 
such  ^equency  and  speed  and  by  such  a  schedule  as  will  be  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Postmaster-General. 

Eighth.  The  compensation  herein  provided  shall  apply  only  to  elec- 
tric and  cable  car  routes  not  exceeding  20  miles  in  length ;  the  com- 
pensation for  carrying  the  mails  on  electric  and  cable  car  rSutes  longer 
than  20  miles  to  be  as  provided  by  existing  law  for  the  transportation 
of  mails  on  (steamj  railroad  routes. 

THE  RAILWAY  MAIL  SERVTOE. 

RAILWAY  POST-OFFICE    CARS. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  full  railway  post-office  cars  in 
service  on  June  30,  1895,  was  $3,243,410.80;  the  number  of  routes, 
217;  length  of  routes,  35,537  miles. 

Comparison  with  the  previous  year  shows  an  increase  of  3  routes;  of 
456.47  miles  in  the  aggregate  length  of  routes,  and  of  938,311.95  in  the 
annual  rate  of  expenditure. 

The  appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  93^000,000.  The  sum 
reported  by  the  Auditor  as  expended,  so  far  as  shown  by  accounts 
stated,  to  September  30, 1895,  is  $2,946,939.46. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  railway  post-office  cars  in  the 
States  of  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  Missouri  on  June 
30, 1895,  was  $791,692.35.  The  result  of  the  regular  quadrennial  read- 
justment of  the  pay  for  service  in  those  States  was  an  increase  of 
$5,576.35,  making  the  annual  rate  of  expenditure  on  July  1,  1895, 
$797,268.70. 
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The  total  annual  rate  of  expenditure  was — 

Julyl,  1895- $3,255,285.56 

September  30,  1895 3,281,411.65 

The  amount  reported  by  the  Auditor  as  withheld  from  the  Pacific 
railroads  on  account  of  railway  post-office  car  service  is  $246,739.84. 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  93,205,000.  The 
amount  estimated  as  necessary  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897, 
is  $3,411,000,  being  $206,000,  or  6.42  per  cent,  more  than  the  appropria- 
tion for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

RAILWAY  POST-OFFICK  CLBRKB. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  railway  post-office  clerks  on  June 
30, 1895,  was  $7,194,220;  the  number  of  clerks,  7,045. 

Comparison  with  the  previous  year  shows  an  increase  of  193,  or  2.81 
per  cent,  in  the  number  of  clerks,  and  of  $204,771,  or  2.92  per  cent,  in 
tbe  annual  rate  of  expenditure. 

The  appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $7,186,000;  the  sum 
expended,  as  per  Auditor's  report,  $7,103,025.30. 

The  appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year  is  $7,433,000. 

The  amount  estimated  as  necessary  tor  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30, 1897,  is  $7,739,000,  being  $306,000,  or  4.11  per  cent,  more  than  the 
appropriation  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

TRANSPORTATION  OF  MAILS  IN  GENERAL. 

I  invite  special  attention  to  the  report  of  the  General  Superintendent 
of  the  liailway  Mail  Service,  which  so  clearly  shows  the  improvement 
made  in  this  important  branch  of  the  service,  and  particularly  to  his 
request  for  an  increase  in  the  allowance  for  railway  postal  clerks.  It  is 
proper  to  explain  here  that  the  increases  in  the  clerical  force  of  the  rail- 
way postal  service  will  go  a  loug  way  toward  taking  care  of  the  general 
increase  in  the  business  that  would  otherwise  have  to  be  provided  for 
in  the  general  post-offices,  many  of  these  clerks  being  needed  for  city 
separations*in  the  street  postal-car  service. 

The  same  may  be  said  in  regard  to  the  allowance  asked  for  postal 
cars.  The  separations  made  during  transit,  in  addition  to  facilitating 
the  dispatch  of  the  mail,  should  relieve  the  post-office  buildings  of  just 
that  much,  which  is  a  necessity  on  account  of  the  service  having  out- 
grown the  capacity  of  the  buildings  in  nearly  all  of  the  large  and 
important  cities. 

An  additional  clerical  force  is  needed  to  take  care  of  local  or  suburban 
work  adjacent  to  the  larger  cities.  The  effort  is  now  being  made  to 
establish  this  local  service  on  steam  lines  in  compartment  cars,  in  hopes 
of  facilitating  the  mail  service  to  such  an  extent  as  to  greatly  increase 
the  amount  of  local  letters  exchanged  between  cities  and  suburban 
points,  believing,  as  is  demonstrated  by  the  letter  carriers,  that  wher- 
ever additional  facilities  are  given  with  any  degree  of  certainty  the 
amount  of  business  and  revenue  has  increased  in  proportion. 

Experimental  local  service  has  been  established  in  ten  of  the  divisions 
of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  to  enable  us  to  determine  the  value  of  the 
proposed  service.  One  road  in  each  division  having  the  greater  num- 
ber of  small  towns  and  a  larger  population  in  a  shorter  distance  has 
been  selected,  a  compartment  car  being  provided  and  a  railway  postal 
clerk  being  assigned  to  duty  therein,  making,  where  it  is  possible, 
three  trips  a  day  each  way,  covering  the  distance  of  from  20  to  50  miles, 
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enabling  the  towns  on  the  line  to  commanicate  at  least  twice  a  day,  and, 
if  possible,  three  times  a  day.  The  expense  of  this  character  of  service 
is  so  small  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  good  it  will  undoubtedly  do — 
that  is,  simply  the  expense  of  the  additional  clerk — that  it  was  thought 
well  worthy  of  trial,  and  will  undoubtedly  result  in  a  great  deal  of  good 
to  the  communities  that  are  lar^e  enough  to  justify  the  employment  of 
one  or  two  men.  This  service,  in  connection  with  the  street-car  facili- 
ties, should  improve  the  local  service  so  as  to  place  it  on  an  equal  foot- 
iug  with  the  advantages  that  have  been  given  for  years  to  the  through 
or  long-distance  service. 

In  regard  to  the  pneumatic  tube  or  underground  system  of  commu- 
nication between  depots  and  post-offices  in  large  cities,  it  has  been 
extremely  hard  to  find  a  mechanical  appliance  that  would  supply  the 
wants  of  the  Department.  However,  it  is  believed  that  it  will  be  pos- 
sible in  a  very  short  time  to  recommend  an  experimental  tube  between 
Forty-second  street  and  the  post-office  building  in  New  York  City.  The 
wagon  service  between  those  points  to-day  costs  the  Department  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $50,000  per  annum.  Therefore,  it  can  be  readily  under- 
stood that  a  fair  rate  of  interest  could  be  paid  for  a  tube  or  some 
mechanical  appliance  between  those  points  and  yet  reduce  the  present 
expense  to  the  Department. 

It  is  also  believed  that  the  same  argument  applies  to  the  interchange 
of  business  between  the  New  York  and  the  Brooklyn  post-office,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  recommendations  can  be  made  in  a  very  short  time  which 
will  cover  this  great  want,  on  account  of  the  tremendous  bulk  of  mails 
and  the  delays  that  are  now  incurred  by  conveying  it  in  surface  appli- 
ances between  those  two  points. 

Experience  has  taught  us  in  the  past  few  years  that  the  Railway  Mail 
Service  proper  has  almost  outgrown  it%  official  organization  in  so  far 
as  it  pertains  to  the  divisions.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  four 
additional  divisions  be  added,  which  are  believed  to  be  a  necessity,  and 
which  undoubtedly  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  service.  This 
is  not  only  necessary  on  account  of  the  large  increase  in  population  and 
service  in  various  territories,  but  also  on  account  of  the  close  relation- 
ship between  the  Railway  Mail  Service  and  the  star  and  mail-messen- 
ger services,  demonstrating  clearly  the  desirability  of  placing  those  in 
charge  of  the  divisions  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  also  in  charge  of  the 
star  and  mail-messenger  services  in  their  territory  so  far  as  the  general 
supervision  is  concerned. 

The  separation  of  mail,  either  on  board  ship  while  in  transit  or  in 
European  offices,  is  so  imx>ortant  a  feature  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service 
that  it  is  proper  the  arrangement  and  regulation  of  such  matters  should 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Oeneral  Superintendent  of  the  Railway 
Mail  Service. 

So  much  of  the  detail  of  the  foreign  mail  service  is  handled  in  New 
York  City  that  the  officer  in  charge  of  such  matters  should  be  stationed 
at  that  point. 

The  clerical  part  is  embraced  in  this  Bureau  and  should  be  attended 
to  therein. 

The  following  recommendations  are  therefore  made: 

First  division,  consisting  of  the  New  England  States,  no  change. 

Second  division  to  consist  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Third  division,  Delaware,  Maryland,  District  of  Columbia,  and 
Virginia. 
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Fourth  division,  Forth  Carolina,  Sonth  Carolina,  Florida,  and 
Oeorgia. 

Fifth  division,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  West  Virginia. 

Sixth  division,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  and  Upper  Peninsula  of 
Michigan. 

Seventh  division,  Missoori,  Kansas,  and  Colorado. 

Eighth  division,  California,  Nevada,  Arizona,  and  New  Mexico. 

Ninth  division,  same  as  at  present. 

Tenth  division,  Minnesota,  North  Dakota,  Sonth  Dakota,  and  Mon- 
tana. 

Eleventh  division,  same  as  at  present. 

Twelfth  division,  Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Alabama,  and  Mississippi. 

Thirteenth, division,  Nebraska,  Wyoming,  and  Utah. 

Fourteenth  division,  Oregon,  Washington,  and  Idaho. 

Fifteenth  division,  consisting  of  the  foreign  mails  service,  now  under 
a  separate  and  distinct  head. 

The  three  divisions  in  which  the  star  routes  would  be  greatest  are 
the  tenth,  thirteenth,  and  fourteenth. 

It  is  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  fourteenth  and 
fifteenth  divisions  are  practically  in  existence  now,  the  fourteenth  divi- 
sion being  under  the  charge  of  an  assistant  superintendent,  stationed 
at  Portland,  Oreg.,  and  the  fifteenth  under  the  charge  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Foreign  Mails. 

The  expense  of  the  foreign  mails  office  would  be  so  modified  as  to 
about  cover  the  expense  of  one  of  the  additional  divisions. 

The  increase  in  expense  would  be  slight  in  proportion  to  the  good  to 
be  derived  from  such  an  arrangement. 

The  attached  table  will  show  the  extent  of  mileage  of  railroad  routes 
in  the  several  divisions  existing  at  present  and  the  necessity  for  a  read- 
justment. The  only  increases  in  expense  of  any  consequence  would  be 
in  the  establishment  of  two  new  division  offices. 

It  is  believed  that  if  the  additional  divisions  are  not  added  some 
8X)ecial  supervision  will  have  to  be  asked  for  in  connection  with  the  star- 
route  service,  which  would  be  more  exx>ensive  in  the  end  and  not  as  pro- 
ductive of  good  results  as  would  be  secured  by  placing  the  sunervision 
of  these  two  services  practically  under  one  organization.    •

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  particularly  to  that  portion  of  the  report  of 
the  Oeneral  superintendent  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  which  treats 
of  the  construction  and  equipment  of  i>ostal  cars,  giving  data  as  to  the 
number  of  accidents  and  a  general  fund  of  information,  and  demon- 
strating clearly  the  advisability  of  the  Department  taking  some  active 
steps  in  Uie  supervision  of  the  construction  and  general  equipment  of 
cars  intended  for  the  service.  In  addition  to  the  reasons  he  has  given, 
permit  me  to  suggest  that  the  circumstances  have  changed  materially 
since  the  original  x>08tal  car  was  constructed — ^that  is,  the  speed  is  very 
much  greater,  the  engine  in  front  of  the  postal  car  is  very  much  heavier, 
and  the  train  in  the  rear  of  the  postal  car  is  also  increased  in  weight. 
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These  circamBtances,  when  accidents  do  occor  anywhere,  produce  the 
result  which  is  described  by  the  General  Superintendent  in  saying: 

Nevertheless,  accidents  seem  to  occur  more  fteqnently  than  when  the  Department 
limited  its  snpervision  of  the  construction  almost  wholly  to  the  interior  of  the  car. 
to  the  character  and  extent  of  its  fnmitnre,  arrangement  of  oases,  racks,  etc.,  and 
gave  little  or  no  attention  to  the  quality  gf  the  framework. 

I  feel  satisfied  that  the  change  in  the  conditions  mentioned  above 
produces  the  results  which  he  here  mentions.  While  it  can  not  be  stated 
that  these  accidents  are  caused  by  cheaply  constructed  cars  or  a  depre- 
ciation in  their  condition,  I  feel  satisfied  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Department  to  insist  that  the  construction  should  be  improved  in  keep- 
ing with  a  change  of  circumstances  which  anywhere  requires  a  much 
heavier  and  more  expensively  built  car  to  protect  the  lives  of  tJie  postal 
clerks  and  the  properly  placed  between  the  larger  engine  and  the 
heavier  train.  The  Department  so  far  has  insisted  upon  the  improved 
methods  of  lighting  and  heating,  and  doing  away  with  the  oil  lamps 
wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  and  will  continue  its  efforts  to  intro- 
duce the  most  reliable  and  best  adapted  methods  of  lighting  and  heating. 

SPECIAL  FACILmBS. 

In  submitting  the  estimates  for  the  fiscal  ye^irs  1893, 1894, 1895,  and 
1896  this  office  declined  to  include  the  item  of  ^'  special  facilities,"  for 
reasons  heretofore  stated. 

Appropriations  were  made,  however,  for  each  of  those  years. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditure  for  this  service  on  June  30, 1895,  was 
$171,238.75,  and  the  sum  was  expended  as  shown  in  the  following 
statement:

MAIL  EQUIPMENTS. 

The  total  expenditure  for  mail  bags  and  mail-bag  catchers,  with 
their  appurtenances  and  repairs,  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 1895, 
was  $209,784.27;  the  appropriation  was  $270,000,  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $215.73. 

The  total  expenditure  for  mail  locks  and  keys,  including  repair  of 
same,  was  $34,998.90;  the  appropriation  was  $35,000,  leaving  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $1.10. 
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The  total  expenditure  for  rent  and  maintenance  of  the  mail  bag  and 
lock  repair  shop  was  $8,403.58;  the  appropriation  was  $8,500,  leaving 
an  unexpended  balance  of  $96.42. 

Comparison  with  the  work  of  the  previous  year  shows  an  increased 
expenditure  for  mail  bags,  mail-bag  catchers,  etc.,  of  $9,787.70,  or  3.76 
per  cent,  while  the  expenditures  for  mail  locks  and  keys,  etc.,  and  for 
the  repair  shop,  were  practically  the  same.

The  amounts  asked  for  mail  bags  and  mail-bag  catchers,  etc.,  and 
for  mail  looks  and  keys,  etc.,  are  27.77  and  25  j)er  cent  more  than  the 
amounts  appropriated  tor  the  current  fiscal  year,  while  that  for  the 
mail  bag  and  lock  repair  shop  is  the  same. 

The  several  tables  appended  to  this  report,  lettered  from  K  to  Y^ 
give  the  work  of  the  mail  equipment  in  detail. 

EQUIPMENT  PURCHASED.

It  has  been  customary  for  the  Department,  once  in  four  years,  to 
invite  proposals  from  inventors  and  others  for  new  devices  applicable 
to  mail  equipment.  Pursuant  to  this  custom,  an  advertisement  was 
issued  February  28, 1895,  for  improvements  in  mail  bags,  mail  catchers, 
and  mail-bag  label  holders.  Under  that  advertisement  there  were  sub- 
mitted to  this  office  fifty-one  proposals  for  mail-bag  devices  and  thirty- 
five  proposals  for  catcher  devices. 

Two  committees,  of  seven  members  each,  have  been  recently  appointed 
to  examine  the  moldels  and  devices  presented. 

The  committee  on  mail  bags  and  fixtures  consists  of  the  General 
Superintendent  of  the  Bail  way  Mail  Service,  a  division  superintendent, 
two  assistant  superintendents,  and  a  chief  clerk  of  that  service,  an 
inspector  of  mail  bags,  and  the  superintendent  of  mails,  Boston  x>ost- 
office. 

The  committee  on  mail  catchers  consists  of  three  division  superin- 
tendents, two  assistant  superintendents  of  the  BaUway  Mail  Service, 
the  chief  clerk  of  that  Service,  and  a  chief  clerk  of  the  fifth  division, 
Bailway  Mail  Service. 
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The  object  in  appoiutiug  this  committee  was  to  get  the  experience 
and  advice  of  educated  and  competent  people  in  the  use  of  these  various 
appliances,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  make  the  most  judicious  selection. 

The  committees  are  now  in  session,  but  have  not  arrived  at  any 
conclusions  in  time  to  include  them  in  this  report. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  know  that  each  inventor,  or  his  representa- 
tive, has  the  privilege  of  not  only  submitting  models,  specifications, 
etc.,  but  of  making  a  personal  explanation  before  the  proper  committee, 
so  as  to  give  him  every  facility  to  demonstrate  the  usefulness  of  hie 
appliance. 

MAIL-BAO  REPAIR  SHOP. 

The  number  of  new  bags  made  in  the  shop  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  was  10,325;  the  number  of  bags  repaired,  1,528,187,  and  the  num- 
ber condemned,  97,604. 

Table  L,  herewith,  gives  further  details  as  to  the  work  of  this  shop. 

The  work  in  the  mail-bag  repair  shop  has  been  somewhat  modified  by 
the  use  of  forty  more  sewing  machines,  making  a  total  of  forty-seven 
machines. 

Acommittee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Eailway 
Mail  Service,  a  division  superintendent  and  assistant  superintendent, 
superintendent  of  mails  in  the  Washington  post-office,  superintendent 
of  the  mail-bag  repair  shop,  division  inspector,  and  a  canvas  worker,  to 
determine  whether  the  repairs  were  made  in  a  proper  and  economical 
manner. 

The  result  of  their  investigation,  which  was  very  thorough  and  com- 
plete, satisfied  the  Department  that  too  much  repairing  was  being  done, 
and  that  it  was  necessary  that  a  certain  amount  of  modification  should 
be  made  both  in  the  extent  of  repairing  and  the  manner  in  which  new 
material  was  attached  to  old  material.  The  practice  of  repairing 
pouches  that  were  not  sufficiently  strong  to  last  as  long  as  the  patch 
was  done  away  with.  The  custom  of  using  new  material  on  old  material 
was  done  away  with,  and  a  system  of  using  old  material  for  patches  on 
old  equipment  was  adopted. 

This  committee  also  suggested  additional  inspectors,  which  were  put 
on,  so  as  to  make  the  inspection  more  complete  and  effective  and  insure 
a  judicious  amount  of  repairing  only. 

The  action  of  this  committee  naturally  threw  out  of  the  service  a 
large  amount  of  equipment  that,  while  practically  useless,  would  have 
performed  some  service,  though  in  a  very  expensive  way,  by  being 
repaired  often.  This  renders  it  necessary  to  make  additional  purchases 
the  next  year  that  were  not  contemplated  before. 

It  is  recommended  by  the  division  of  post-office  inspectors  that  the 
merchandise  being  carried  now  on  star  routes  in  tie  sacks  should  be 
pouched  under  lock  and  key,  which  is  admitted  to  be  necessary  to  pre- 
vent robberies.  This  also  involves  us  in  expense  for  itom  10,000  to 
15,000  pouches  and  as  many  locks. 

The  estimate  for  mail  bags,  mail  catchers,  etc.,  for  next  year  was 
changed  so  as  to  include  mail  tlags.  The  object  of  this  change  was  to 
enable  us  to  purchase  or  make,  as  markers  for  the  electric  or  cable  cars 
carrying  United  Statesman,  a  small  flag,  after  the  pattern  of  a  regular 
post-office  flag,  which  would  denote  that  the  car  carried  the  United 
States  mail,  the  idea  being  that  it  was  not  proper  for  the  railroad  com- 
panies to' have  the  authority  to  put  a  mail  flag  or  badge  of  any  kind 
upon  their  equipment,  but  rather  that  it  was  proper  that  the  postal 
derk  or  post-office  authorities  should  place  upon  this  car  the  insignia 
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of  official  capacity  of  the  car  when  in  actual  mail  service,  and  that  this 
authority  should  not  be  deputized  to  anyone  except  a  Government 
official. 

MAIL-LOCK   REPAIR  SHOP. 

Table  P  shows  in  detail  the  amount  of  work  turned  out  by  the  lock- 
repair  shop  during  the  past  year.  This  work  represented  a  cost  to  the 
Government  of  $34,998.90.  The  cost  to  the  Government  of  the  same 
articles  at  the  last  contract  prices  would  have  been  $116,267.21.  This 
would  show  a  saving  of  $81 ,268.31  by  having  the  work  done  iju  our  own 
shop. 

DIVISION   OF  INSPECTION. 

This  division  is  charged  with  the  important  duty  of  enforcing  the 
proper  performance  of  mail  service  for  which  the  Department  has  con- 
tracted. To  this  end  regular  reports,  at  frequent  intervals,  are  received 
from  postmasters  and  other  employees  along  the  routes  over  which  the 
mails  are  carried.  Where  failures  or  irregularities  appear,  such  action 
is  takeh  as  may  be  required  to  correct  them.  Deductions  are  made  from 
the  pay  of  contractors,  not  as  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Department, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  securing  efficient  service  for  the  public. 

The  brief  statement  given  below  as  to  the  deductions,  fines,  and  remis- 
sions conveys  no  adequate  idea  of  the  importance  of  the  results  accom- 
plished by  the  division  of  inspection. 

The  gross  amount  of  deductions  and  fines  from  the  pay  of  postal  con- 
tractors and  others  for  the  year  ended  .Tune  30, 1895,  was $431, 713. 52 

The  amount  of  remissions  on  deductions  on  account  of  satis- 
factory explanation  was $124, 622. 53 

The  amount  of  remissions  of  fines  was 16, 124. 24

It  is  proper  to  record  here  that  the  close  of  last  year  found  the  work 
on  railroad  remission  cases  practically  up  to  date  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years. 

This  work  had  become  so  much  behind  that  applications  for  remis- 
sions were  held  on  the  pending  files  a  long  time  before  they  could  be 
acted  upon.  To  remedy  this  some  changes  were  made  last  year  in  the 
method  of  preparing  the  cases,  and  special  attention  was  given  to 
the  work. 
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178  REPORT  OF   THE   POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The  result  was  that  daring  last  year  1,700  such  cases  were  disposed 
of,  as  against  771  the  previous  year;  all  old  cases  have  been  acted  upon, 
and  the  current  applications  now  receive  prompt  attention. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  receipt  of  the  monthly 
registers  of  the  arrivals  and  departures  of  the  mails  on  star  routes. 
Many  x)ostmasters  had  become  derelict  in  sending  these  rex>orts  to  the 
Department  at  the  close  of  each  month,  as  required;  but  by  the  prompt 
action  of  the  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster-General  in  removing  the 
delinquent  postmasters  in  aggravated  cases  the  registers  are  more 
promptly  received  and  consequently  there  is  less  delay  in  certifying 
the  service  to  the  Auditor  for  payment. 

The  certification  of  the  service  has  also  been  expedited  by  the  recent 
order  of  the  Postmaster-General  requiring  contractors  who  desire 
credits  for  payments  to  subcontractors  of  record  to  file  in  this  office, 
before  the  expiration  of  the  quarter,  notice  of  their  intention  to  make 
such  payments. 

The  regulation  formerly  in  force  made  it  necessary  for  this  office  to 
withhold  certification  on  routes  on  which  there  were  subcontractors  of 
record  until  the  10th  of  the  month  following  the  close  of  the  quarter, 
in  order  that  such  notices  might  be  presented.

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A  further  improvement  is  being  arranged  for  in  connection  with  the 
foreign  mail  service.  We  hope  to  relieve  the  steamships  of  all  inbound 
mail  at  quarantine  and  to  transport  it  from  quarantine  on  a  vessel 
properly  constructedy  so  as  to  make  the  separations  of  pouches  on  the 
vessel,  and  to  deliver  at  each  one  of  the  docks  on  the  Jersey  City  side 
mails  that  are  intended  for  those  lines,  also  at  other  terminal  points  of 
railroad  or  other  roates,  and  to  take  only  to  the  New  "Sork  post-office 
such  mail  as  is  intended  for  that  particular  building,  and  to  do  away 
with  taking  the  mail  to  that  one  point  and  rehandling  it,  as  is  done  at 
present,  with  a  delay  of  fix)m  twelve  to  twenty- four  hours,  which  will  be 
entirely  avoided  by  the  ifew  system.  The  mails  for  points  other  than 
New  York  will  catch  the  first  trains  after  the  arrival  of  the  vessel, 
which  will  be  a  great  improvement  in  the  present  service.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  annaal  report  of  the  oper- 
ations of  the  Eailway  Mail  Service  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1895,  which  may  be  snmmarized  as  follows : 

extent  of  the  sebvioe. 

.  On  the  30th  of  June,  1895,  the  mails  were  being  carried  on  171,212.77 
miles  of  railroad  in  the  United  States.  Postal  clerks  were  employed 
in  the  distribution  of  the  same  on  150,714.68  miles,  service  on  the 
remainder,  namely,  20,498.09  miles,  having  been  x>erformed  by  means 
of  closed  pouches  carried  by  lines  upon  which  postal  clerks  were  not 
employed. 

EQUIPMENT  OF  RAILWAY  POST-OFFICE  LINES.. 

The  rolling  stock  of  railway  i)08t-offlce  lines  consisted  of  666  whole 
cars  in  use  and  170  in  reserve,  1,942  apartment  cars  in  use  and  542  in 
reserve,  making  a  total  of  3,220  cars  under  the  control  of  the  Depart- 
ment. 

In  addition  to  the  cars  mentioned  above  there  were  12  electric  street 
cars  used  in  the  distribution  of  the  mails  on  urban  and  suburban  lines. 

EXTENT  OF  THE  BAIL  WAY  MAIL  SERVICE  AND  FOBGE  EMPLOYED. 

'  At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  there  were  1,139 
railway  x)08t-office  lines  in  operation,  inclusive  of  the  electric  street-car 
lines.  As  shown  above,  these  lines  covered  150,714.68  miles  of  rail- 
road, upon  which  6,430  postal  clerks  were  employed  in  the  distribution 
of  the  mails.  In  addition  thereto,  there  were  38  steamboat  lines,  upon 
which  48  regular  and  3  acting  clerks  were  employed,  making  a  total  of 
6,481  clerks  performing  duty  in  railway  post-offices. 

Those  at  work  on  railroad  lines  traveled,  in  crews,  160,651,300  miles; 
those  employed  on  steamboat  lines,  1,856,456;  these  together  received, 
handled,  and  distributed  10,377,875,040  pieces  of  mail  matter  in  transit, 
exclusive  of  428,359,422  pieces  which  were  redistributed  and  preparea 
for  immediate  city  delivery.  They  also  received,  receipted  for,  recorded 
and  properly  dispatched  14,720,002  registered  packages  and  cases  and 
1,357,723  through  registered  pouches  and  inner  registered  sacks. 

To  the  169,768.81  miles  of  railroad  in  operation  July  1, 1894, 1,443.96 
miles  of  new  service  were  added  during  the  fiscal  year  under  review, 
being  an  increase  of  0.85  per  cent. 

The  lines  upon  which  clerks  were  employed  increased  1,237.73  miles, 
or  0.83  i)er  cent. 

The  mileage  of  closed-pouch  lines  increased  from  20|367.36  on  June 
30,  1894,  to  20,498.09  on  June  30,  1805,  or  0.64  per  cent    The  annual 
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mileage  of  this  class  of  service  on  June  30, 1894^  was  23,337,996  and  on 
the  corresponding  date  of  1895,  24,029,479,  an  increase  of  691,783,  or 
2.96  per  cent.  The  number  of  pouches  of  closed  mails  exchanged  daily 
increased  from  25,966  to  26,259,  being  an  increase  of  293,  or  1.13  per  cent. 

On  June  30, 1894,  there  were  6,852  clerks  in  the  service,  and  on  the 
same  date  of  1895  there  were  7,045,  an  increase  of  193,  or 2.81  percent. 
The  number  of  clerks  at  work  on  railroad  lines  increased  from  6,256  on 
June  30,  1894,  to  6,430  on  June  30,  1895,  and  the  annual  distance 
traveled  in  crews  from  155,932,943  to  160,651,300,  an  increase  of  174 
clerks  and  4,718,357  miles  traveled. 

The  number  of  clerks  employed  on  steamboat  lines  increased  from 
42  on  June  30, 1894,  to  48  on  June  30, 1895. 

The  entire  clerical  force  of  the  service  was  assigned  to  duty  as  shown 
in  the  following  table:

QUANTITY  OF  MAIL  HANDLED. 

The  total  number  of  pieces  of  mail  matter  (exclusive  of  mail  sepa- 
rated for  ilnmediate  city  delivery)  distributed  in  railway  post-offices 
during  the  fiscal  year  was  10,377,875,040,  of  which  10,376,708,358  were 
correctly  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  official  schemes  of  distri- 
bution, while  the  remainder,  namely,  1,166,682,  were  distributed  incor- 
rectly and  were  therefore  entered  as  errors  against  the  records  of  the 
clerks  responsible  for  their  improper  distribution.  From  this  it  appears 
that  for  each  error  made  in  distributing  this  immense  quantity  of  mail 
8,894  pieces  were  correctly  distributed. 

Under  the  heading  of  **  Mail  separated  for  city  delivery ,''  I  have  caused 
a  tabular  statement  to  be  inserted  to  show,  by  fiscal  years,  the  number 
of  pieces  of  ordinary  mail  distributed  in  railway  post-offices  during  the 
period  from  July  1, 1883,  to  June  30, 1895,  together  with  the  number 
of  errors  committed,  and  other  information  pertaining  to  the  subject. 
A  comparative  statement  showing  missent  and  misdirected  matter  for 
the  years  1894  and  1895  follows  the  above. 

BEGISTEBED  MATTER  HANDLED. 

During  the  fiscal  year  under  review  the  Railway  Mail  Service  received, 
receipted  for,  recorded,  distributed,  guarded,  and  delivered  14,720,002 
registered  packages  and  cases,  919,739  through  registered  pouches  and 
cases, and  437,984  inner  registered  sacks;  wMle  for  the  preceding  fiscal 
year  it  treated  in  the  same  manner  15,253,586  registered  packages  and 
cases,  896,308  through  registered  pouches  and  cases,  and  437,146  inner 
registered  sacks,  showing  a  decrease  of  533,584  registered  packages 
and  cases,  and  an  increase  of  23,431  through  registered  pouches  and 
cases  and  838  inner  registered  sacks  handled. 

MAIL  SEPABATED  FOR  OITY  DELIVERY. 

In  addition  to  the  number  of  pieces  of  ordinary  and  registered  mail 
distributed  in  transit  428,359,422  letters  and  174,497  papers  addressed 
to  persons  residing  within  the  delivery  of  large  cities  were  redistrib- 
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uted  by  postal  clerks  and  so  arranged  as  to  permit  of  their  delivery  by 
letter  carriers  immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  the  railway  post  offices 
at  the  cities  for  which  these  special  separations  were  made.  These 
figures  show  a  decrease  from  those  of  the  previous  year  of  55,307,853 
letters  and  an  increase  of  172,729  papers.  The  decrease  in  the  number 
of  letters  is  owing  mainly  to  the  fact  that  changes  in  railroad  schedules 
which  advanced  or  retarded  the  hours  fixed  for  the  arrival  of  railway 
post-offices  at  destination  rendered' unnecessary  the  special  separation 
by  this  service  of  the  mail  for  delivery  to  the  carriers  at  certain  offices 
by  certain  trains. 

By  combining  the  preceding  statement  and  the  following  tables  it  is 
shown  that  the  Bailway  Mail  Service  distributed  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  1895,  10,377,875,040  pieces  of  ordinary  mail  matter, 
16,077,725  pieces  of  registered  matter,  and  428,359,422  pieces  for  city 
delivery,  making  a  total  of  10,822,312,187  pieces  handled  in  railway 
post-offices.

This  table  shows  that  343,901,250  more  pieces  of  mail  matter  were 
distributed  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  than  during  the 
preceding  year,  aud  that  the  number  of  errors  decreased  114,412,  which 
is  a  remarkable  showing,  and  evidences  the  fact  that  the  improvement 
in  distribution  and  efficiency  which  began  in  1891  has  been  maintained 
year  by  year  up  to  the  present  time,  and  that  the  record  for  the  fiscal 
year  covered  by  this  report  is  the  best  one  made  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  service.

Exhibit  No.  2,  which  accompauies  this  report,  is  a  statement  of  the 
number  of  pieces  of  mail  matter  not  addressed  to  any  post-office,  or  so 
insufficiently,  incorrectly,  or  illegibly  addressed  as  to  render  their 
delivery  to  the  addressees  impossible  without  further  information  as  to 
the  intention  of  the  senders.  In  the  postal  service  such  mail  matter  is 
known  as  "nixie.'' 

This  exhibit  shows  that  10,907,151  pieces  of  this  class  of  mail  matter 
were  received  at  the  several  depositories  designated  to  receive  the  same 
for  proper  disposition,  as  against  10, 113,775 received  during  the  previous 
fiscal  year,  an  increase  of  793,373,  or  7.84  per  cent.  Of  the  10,907,161 
pieces  treated  6,602,305,  or  61.10  per  cent,  were  corrected  and  forwarded 
to  the  addressees  or  returned  to  the  senders,  the  residue,  4,244,846, 
which  consisted  principally  of  printed  matter,  could  not  be  so  disposed 
of,  because  the  information  contained  upon  the  covers  was  not  sufficient 
to  locate  the  persons  to  whom  they  belonged. 

CASE  EXAMINATIONS. 

Permanent  clerics, — ^During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  there 
were  18,238  examinations  of  permanent  clerks.  At  these  examinations 
21,395,03p  cards  representing  letters  were  distributed;  of  these 
20,921,327,  or  97.77  per  cent,  were  distributed  correctly. 

Probationary  clerks. — ^There  were  1,284  examinations  of  probationary 
clerks,  during  which  1,191,830  cards  were  distributed,  1,144,010,  or 
95.99  per  cent,  of  which  were  handled  correctly. 

Combining  these  two  classes,  it  is  ascertained  that  the  aggregate 
number  of  examinations  was  19,522;  of  cards  handled,  22,589,860,  of 
which  22,065,337,  or  97.68  per  cent,  were  distributed  correctly.

From  this  table  it  appears  that  the  number  of  case  examinations  made 
during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  was  19,522,  as  against  19,512 
for  1894;  the  average  number  of  cards  distributed  at  each  examination 
was  1,157  for  1895,  as  against  1,137  for  1894;  the  aggregate  number  of 
cards  distributed  was  22,589,860  for  1895,  as  against  22,193,083  for  1894; 
the  number  of  cards  distributed  correctly  was  22,065,337  for  1895,  as 
against  21,483,075  for  1894. 

This  statement  shows  that  the  case-examination  record  has  kepti 
pace  with  the  error  record,  and  that  both  have,  as  stated  above,  I 
improved  continuously  since  1891;  in  fact,  the  marked  improvement 
which  has  been  made  in  the  error  record  could  not  have  occurred  had 
not  a  corresponding  improvement  been  made  in  the  case-examination 
record.

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895,  there  were  497  accidents 
to  railway  post  offices,  in  which  7  clerks  were  killed,  50  seriously  and 
128  slightly  injured.

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This  table  shows  that  a  greater  number  of  accidents  ocenrred  to  rail- 
way post-offices  daring  the  fiscal  year  just  closed  than  daring  any  like 
period  since,  the  establishment  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service,  and  I 
regret  to  report  that  the  aggregate  number  of  clerks  killed  and  injured 
was  likewise  greater  than  for  any  previous  fiscal  year.  Four  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  accidents,  in  which  7  clerks  were  killed,  50  seriously 
and  128  slightly  injured,  must  be  credited  to  1895,  as  against  4  killed, 
48  seriously  and  99  slightly  injured  in  1894. 

It  is  the  custom  of  the  Post-Office  Department  to  grant  to  clerks  so 
seriously  disabled  while  on  duty  as  to  prevent  them  from  making  their 
regular  runs  leaves  of  absence  with  pay  in  periods  of  thirty  days  each, 
aggregating  one  year  from  the  date  the  disability  was  incurred,  unless 
they  recover  sufficiently  to  return  to  duty  sooner.  If  unable  to  resume 
duty  at  the  end  of  this  period  tliey  are  separated  from  the  service,  with 
the  understanding  that  they  may  be  reinstated  at  any  time  during  one 
year  from  the  date  of  their  retirement,  provided  a  competent  physician 
certifies  that  they  are  physically  and  mentally  capable  of  performing 
such  exhaustive  labor  as  devolves  upon  railway  postal  clerks.  During 
the  time  they  are  absent  with  leaves  their  duties  are  performed  by  act- 
ing clerks  employed  at  the  expense  of  the  Department,  such  acting 
clerks  being  selected  from  the  list  of  certified  substitutes.  There 
was  expended  en  this  account  during  the  fiscal  year  under  review 
$32,002.48,  of  which  sum  $20,813.03  was  paid  to  acting  clerks  em- 
ployed as  substitutes  for  regular  clerks  ii^jured  during  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1895,  and  $11,189.45  to  those  employed  to  keep  up 
the  runs  of  clerks  disabled  prior  to  July  1, 1894,  but  who  were  unable 
to  resume  duty  on  that  date  and  had  not  exhausted  the  one-year  limit- 
ation. 

In  gi^anting  clerks  disabled  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty 
leaves  of  absence  with  pay  aggregating  one  year,  unless  sooner  able 
to  resume  duty,  and  providing  acting  clerks  at  its  own  expense  to  keep 
up  their  runs,  the  Department  extends  to  them  all  the  consideration  it 
can  under  existing  laws  and  regulations.  It,  however,  is  unable,  under 
present  laws,  to  extend  a  helping  hand  to  the  dependents  of  those  who 
are  killed  while  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  for,  with  the  death  of 
an  employee,  he  ceases  to  be  a  servant  of  the  Government;  consequently 
the  Department  is  obliged  to  drop  his  name  from  its  roll  of  employees 
and  to  close  his  account  on  the  day  of  his  deiith.  Unfortunately  a 
large  majority  of  those  who  have  been  killed  made  no  provision  during 
their  lifetime  for  the  maintenance  of  their  families  after  their  death, 
and  those  permanently  disabled  could  not  save  sufficient  of  their  earn- 
ings to  provide  the  necessities  of  life  for  themselves  and  families  after 
their  disabilities  were  incurred  and  they  ceased  to  be  connected  with 
the  service. 

In  view  of  this  condition,  this  office  deemed  it  a  duty  to  include  in 
its  reports  for  the  fiscal  years  1891  and  1892  recommendations  in  favor 
of  a  superannuation  act  providing  for  the  retirement  of  permanent 
clerks  on  one-third  or  one-half  pay  who  had  become  incapacitated  for 
further  service  by  reason  of  age,  injuries  received  while  in  the  discharge 
of  their  official  duties,  or  through  infirmaties  not  attributable  to  vicious 
habits;  and  in  the  reports  for  1893  and  1894  recommended  the  passage 
of  an  act  to  be  known  as  ^'A  bill  to  provide  for  the  relief  of  injured 
and  disabled  employees  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service,"  which  was  in 
some  respects  identical  with  the  superannuation  act  referred  to,  and 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  this  office,  would  not  only  prove  beneficial 
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to  those  who  became  incapacitated  for  farther  service,  but  woald  like- 
wise tend  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  relief  bill  referred  to  contemplated  the  withholding  of  1  per  cent 
of  the  compensation  paid  to  railway  postal  clerks  to  create  a  fnnd  oat 
of  which  the  clerks  placed  upon  the  retired  list  would  receive  an  annuity 
amounting  to  one-half  of  the  salaries  they  were  receiving  at  the  time 
they  became  incapacitated  for  further  service. 

Thas  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bill  does  not  partake  in  any  respect  of 
the  character  of  a  civil  pension  bill,  and  it  is  believed  that  if  the  reor- 
ganization and  reclassification  bill,  which  is  given  in  full  in  this  report, 
becomes  a  law,  the  clerks  can  well  afford  to  contribute  1  per  cent  of 
their  salaries  in  so  good  a  cause.  In  considering  the  matter  the  clerks 
should  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  those  who  have  been  in  the  service 
but  six  months  or  a  year  are  just  as  liable  to  be  killed  or  permanently 
incapacitated  for  service  as  those  who  have  been  in  the  service  for  ten, 
fifteen,  or  twenty  years,  and  if  injured  would,  without  doubt,  receive 
the  benefit  of  this  relief  fund  for  a  much  longer  period  than  those  who 
have  grown  old  in  the  service. 

For  these  reasons  it  has  the  honor  to  renew  the  recommendations 
referred  to  and  also  to  urge  that,  pending  the  passage  of  a  relief  bill, 
the  Postmaster-General  be  authorized  to  pay  to  the  widow  and  minor 
children  of  each  railway  postal  clerk  killed  while  on  duty  the  sum  of 
$1,000;  that  the  ftind  arising  ftom  deductions,  because  of  the  failures 
of  clerks  to  perform  duty  and  for  other  reasons,  be  utilized  for  this  pur- 
pose, and,  in  the  event  of  its  proving  insufficient  to  cover  the  expendi- 
tures that  may  become  necessary  on  this  account,  that  he  be  authorized 
to  make  up  the  deficiency  from  the  regular  appropriation  for  clerk  hire. 

CONSTRUCTION  AND  CONDITION  OP  RAILWAY  POST-OFFICE  CABS. 

The  record  of  casualties  in  the  Railway  Mail  Service  shows  that  dur- 
ing the  past  ten  years  3,185  accidents  occurred  to  railway  postofliees, 
in  which  64  clerks  were  killed  and  1,500  injured,  a  showing  which 
demonstrates  conclusively  that  the  service  is  extrahazardous.  Being 
extrahazardous,  it  is  incumbent  upon  its  management  to  see,  as  far  as 
possible,  that  those  employed  in  it  are  accorded  corresponding  protec- 
tion against  accidental  death  or  injury  to  body  or  limb.  The  Depart- 
ment appreciates  its  responsibility  in  this  respect,  and  during  the  past 
four  or  ^ye  years  has  labored  zeaJously  to  secure  greater  freedom  from 
the  direful  results  of  accidents.  It  has  given  car  construction  careful 
consideration,  has  formulated  plans  and  specifications  for  the  building 
of  those  under  its  control,  and  has  required  the  railway  companies  to 
furnish  railway  post-offices  not  less  strong  in  construction  than  these 
plaTis  and  specifications  call  for,  and  provided  with  such  modern  safety 
appliances  as  have  bc^n  ascertained  by  practical  tests  to  be  most  meri- 
torious and  conducive  to  the  convenience,  comfort,  and  safety  of  those 
who  are  employed  in  them  and  to  the  security  of  the  mails.  Neverthe- 
less, accidents  seem  to  occur  more  frequently  than  when  the  Department 
limited  its  supervision  of  construction  almost  wholly  to  the  interior  of 
the  cars,  to  the  character  and  extent  of  the  fixtures,  to  the  arrange- 
ment of  the  cases  and  racks,  and  paid  little  or  no  attention  to  the 
quality  of  the  framework,  notwithstanding  that  upon  this  depends  the 
carrying  and  resisting  power  of  the  cars. 

Therefore  it  is  evident  that  the  increase  in  the  number  of  accidents 
is  not  chargeable  to  defective  or  cheaply  constructed  cars,  and  it  is 
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known  that  the  equipment,  management,  roadbeds,  rails,  and  all  other 
essentials  to  the  successful  operation  of  train  service  have  been  greatly 
improved  during  the  last  decade,  hence  the  greater  frequency  of  acci- 
dents must  be  accounted  for  in  other  ways,  and  it  is  without  doubt  due 
to  increased  business  received  by  the  companies  and  to  the  demand  for 
more  rapid  transit  made  by  the  business  public,  express  companies, 
and  the  patrons  of  the  Post- Office  Department,  which  has  resulted  in 
increased  train  service  and  quicker  schedules,  both  of  which  tend  to 
add  to  the  hazard  inseparable  from  railroad  operations,  because  with 
more  frequent  train  service  and  quicker  schedules  opportunities  for 
collision,  misplaced  switches,  involving  derailments  of  trains  and  broken 
rails,  attended  with  like  results,  are,  as  a  matter  of  course,  greater. 
However,  an  analysis  of  the  record  given  in  the  above  table  shows  that 
the  ratio  of  clerks  killed  and  injured  to  the  number  of  accidents  reported 
was  lower  for  the  fiscal  year  1895  than  for  either  of  the  next  four  preced- 
ing years,  and  this  is  the  strongest  evidence  possible  that  the  determined 
stand  taken  by  the  Department  in  favor  of  more  substantial  and  better 
equipped  cars  has  been  productive  of  excellent  results,  for  it  can  not  be 
doubted  that  more  clerks  would  have  been  killed  and  disabled  had  cars 
of  inferior  construction  been  used  in  the  trains  to  which  these  acci- 
dents occurred,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  as  time  passes 
and  new  cars  are  substituted  for  some  of  those  now  in  service  and 
others  in  use  are  rebuilt  in  accordance  with  the  plans  adopted  by  the 
Department  fewer  fatalities  will  attend  accidents. 

For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 189  >,  the  per  cent  of  accidents  in 
which  clerks  were  killed  or  injured  was  37.23;  in  1894  it  was  59J29:  in 
1893, 47.39;  in  1892, 51.30,  and  in  1891, 51.72.  The  showing  for  the  last 
fiscal  year,  in  comparison  with  those  preceding  it,  is  very  encouraging, 
and  demonstrates  that  the  cars  which  have  been  built  recently  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  furnished  by  the  Department  have,  in  a 
large  majority  of  cases,  passed  through  accidents  without  being  crushed 
or  broken  up  sufficiently  to  place  the  lives  and  limbs  of  the  clerks  in  so 
imminent  jeopardy  as  formerly.  Many  of  the  cars  built  during  the  past 
two  years  are  provided  with  the  vestibule  feature,  which  insures  greater 
immunity  from  injuries  in  accidents  and  gives  additional  security  to  the 
mails,  and  facilitates  as  well  the  work  of  the  clerks  by  overcoming  the 
irregular  and  oscillating  motion  peculiar  to  cars  coupled  in  the  old  way. 
This  security  has  been  increased  by  requiring  the  companies  to  place  in 
the  cars  the  best  methods  of  heating  and  lighting,  among  which  may 
be  mentioned  compressed  gas,  electricity,  and  stream.  Cuts  of  one  of 
the  cars  built  not  long  since  by  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Company 
and  now  in  use  as  the  St.  Louis  and  Texarkana  Bailroad  Post-Office 
are  shown  on  the  following  pages. 

Since  the  cars  for  this  line  were  placed  in  service  other  companies 
authorized  to  build  full  railway  post-office  cars  have  adopted  this  plan 
and  built  accordingly,  and  it  is  believed  that  ultimately  cars  similar  in 
design  wUl  be  placed  upon  all  trunk  lines  in  the  United  States,  and 
that  when  this  desirable  result  is  obtained  fatalities  will  be  reduced  to 
the  minimum.

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REORGANIZATION  AND  RECLASSIFICATION  OF  THE  CLERICAL  FORCE 
OF  THE  RAILWAY  MAIL  SERVICE. 

Eecommendatioiis  in  favor  of  the  reorganization  and  reclassification 
of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  were  made  in  the  annual  reports  of  this 
office  for  1890, 1891, 1892, 1893,  and  1894,  and  were  approved  by  the  Hon- 
orable Postmaster-General.  Both  Houses  of  Congress  gave  the  subject 
careful  consideration,  and  a  bill,  known  as  Senate  bill  Ko.  544,  passed 
the  Senate.  Since  the  last  session  of  Congress  the  Department  has 
given  this  subject  more  earnest  and  protracted  consideration  than 
heretofore,  and  has  drafted  a  bill  which  it  believes  covers  the  needs 
of  the  service,  strengthens  and  perfects  its  organization,  and  extends 
to  the  clerks  such  recognition  in  the  way  of  increase  in  compensation  as 
the  character  of  the  service  rendered  by  them  seems  to  justify. 

In  drafting  the  bill  it  recognized  the  fact  that  these  clerks  perform  a 
class  of  labor  which  is  justly  entitled  to  be  regarded  as  skilled  labor, 
approaching  very  nearly  in  character  to  that  which  comes  within  the 
classification  of  professions. 

The  bill  reads  as  follows: 

A  BILL  to  reclasaity  and  prescribe  the  Balariee  of  raUway  postal  clerks. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  Houee  of  Bepreaentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  employees  of  the  Post-Office  Department  known  aa  rail- 
way postal  clerks  shall  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  he  divided  into  ten 
classes  and  he  paid  according  to  the  following  rates  per  annum:  First  class,  not  to 
exceed  eight  hnndred  dollars ;  second  class  shall  receive  nine  hundred  dollars ;  third 
class  shall  receive  one  thousand  dollars;  fourth  class  shall  receive  one  thousand  one 
hundred  dollars;  fifth  class  shall  receive  one  thousand  two  hnndred  dollars;  sixth 
class  shall  receive  one  thousand  three  hundred  dollars ;  seventh  class  shall  receive 
one  thousand  four  hundred  dollars;  eighth  class  shall  receive  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars;  ninth  class  shall  receive  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars;  tenth  class 
shall  receive  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

The  Postmaster-General  may,  however,  in  his  discretion,  temporarily  reduce  the 
salary  of  any  clerk  as  a  penalty  for  delinquency  or  misconduct  in  such  sum  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  discipline  and  efficient  service,  such 
reduction  to  be  based  upon  a  demerit  system  which  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the 
service. 

That  original  appointments  to  the  position  of  railway  postal  clerk  shall  be  made 
to  class  one  for  a  probationary  period  of  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  same,  less 
such  time  as  the  appointee  may  have  performed  service  as  a  substitute  clerk,  as  pro- 
Tided  by  the  postal  laws  and  regulations  and  the  civil-service  laws  and  regula- 
tions; and  no  permanent  appointment  shall  be  made  before  the  expiration  of  the 
probationary  period,  and  then  only  when  the  appointee  shall  hare  shown  himself 
proficient  in  his  duties,  fully  competent  to  perform  the  same,  and  has  made  a  satis- 
laotory  record. 

Promotions  shall  be  based  solely  upon  efficiency,  faithfulness,  and  good  conduct, 
and  the  clerk  mnst  serve  at  least  six  months  in  each  class  before  being  promoted  to 
a  higher  class. 

On  lines  upon  which  full  railway  post-office  cars  have  not  been  authorized  by  the 
Postmaster-General,  where  but  one  clerk  to  a  car  is  appointed  to  perform  the  duties, 
and  who  runs  an  average  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  miles  or  more  per  day,  he  shall 
be  of  class  five. 

If  the  daily  average  miles  run  is  less  than  one  hundrc/d  and  thirty  and  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  ten,  the  clerk  shall  be  of  class  four;  if  less  thau  one  hundred 
and  ten  and  not  less  than  one  hundred,  the  clerk  shall  be  of  class  three;  if  less  than 
one  hnndred  and  more  than  eighty,  the  clerk  shall  be  of  class  two,  and  the  salary 
shall  be  ten  dollars  per  annum  for  each  mile  of  the  daily  average  of  miles  run.  If 
the  average  distance  mn  daily  is  eighty  miles  or  less,  the  clerk  shall  be  of  class  one 
and  the  salary  shall  be  ten  dollars  per  annum  for  each  mile  of  the  daily  average  of 
miles  run :  Provided,  That  the  clerks  of  these  classes  assigned  as  above  are  employed 
exclusively  by  the  Post-Offlce  Department. 

Upon  lines  upon  which  full  railway  post-office  cars  have  not  been  aivthorized  by 
the  Postmaster-General,  where  more  than  one  clerk  is  assigned  to  duty  in  a  car  the 
additional  clerks  shall  be  of  classes  lower  than  that  of  the  clerk  in  charge,  except 
where  the  clerk  in  charge  is  of  class  one,  and  in  no  ease  shall  such  additional  clerks 
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be  of  a  class  higber  than  class  three.  Where  helpers  are  assigned  to  duty  on  such 
lines  they  shall  not  be  of  a  class  higher  than  class  two. 

On  lines  upon  which  full  railway  post-office  cars  are  run  by  order  of  the  Post- 
Office  Department,  and  to  which  two  clerks  to  a  crew  are  assigned,  there  shall  be 
one  clerk  of  class  eight  and  one  clerk  of  class  six  or  lower. 

On  lines  upon  which  full  railway  post-office  cars  are  run  by  order  of  the  Post- 
Office  Department,  and  to  which  three  clerks  to  a  crew  are  assigned,  there  shall  be 
one  clerk  of  class  eight,  one  clerk  of  class  six,  and  one  clerk  of  class  four  or  lower. 

On  lines  upon  which  full  railway  post-office  cars  are  rnn  by  order  of  the  Post-Office 
Department,  and  to  which  four  clerks  to  a  crew  are  assigned,  there  shall  be  one  clerk 
of  class  eight,  one  clerk  of  class  six,  one  clerk  of  class  five,  and  one  clerk  of  class 
four  or  lower. 

On  lines  upon  whioh  full  railway  post-office  cars  ore  ran  by  order  of  the  Post-Office 
Department,  and  to  which  five  or  more  clerks  to  a  crew  are  assigned,  there  shall  be 
one  clerk  of  class  eight,  one  clerk  of  class  six,  one  clerk  of  class  five,  one  clerk  of 
class  four,  and  the  others  of  class  three  or  lower. 

On  lines  where  more  than  one  distributing^  car  is  mn  in  a  train,  there  shall  be  two 
additional  clerks  of  class  six  for  each  additional  distributing  car. 

The  clerk  receiving  the  highest  salary  in  any  crew  will  be  designated  clerk  in 
charge. 

Clerks  employed  on  steamboat  lines  shall  be  of  class  one,  the  salary  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  amount  of  work  to  be  performed  and  whether  they  are  employed 
exclusively  bv  the  Post-Office  Department. 

Clerks  employed  as  porters  in  railway  post-offices  shall  be  of  class  one,  and  shall 
be  paid  a  salary  not  exceeding  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

The  general  superintendent  may,  when  necessary,  detail  clerks  of  such  classes  as 
the  character  of  the  work  may  indicate  to  duty  at  important  railroad  junctions, 
such  clerks  to  be  designated  as  transfer  clerks  in  charge  and  assishint  transfer  clerks; 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  look  after  the  handling  and  the  transfer  of  mails  at 
railroad  depots,  and  to  perform  such  other  work  pertaining  to  the  Railway  Mail 
Service  as  may  be  required  of  them.  When  more  tnan  one  clerk  is  needed  for  such 
duty  at  the  same  depot,  the  additional  clerks  shall  be  of  classes  below  class  seven; 
but  in  no  case  shall  more  t^an  one  clerk  of  the  same  class  above  class  three  be  so 
detailed  at  the  same  depot. 

Such  clerks  as  may  be  assigned  to  duty  in  charge  of  one  or  more  lines  shall  be  of 
class  nine  and  be  designated  chief  clerks,  and  sh^l.  when  traveling  on  the  business 
of  the  Department,  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  transportation  of  mails 
on  railroads  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses,  but  not  exceeding  three  dollars 
per  diem. 

There  shall  be  one  clerk  detailed  to  duty  in  the  office  of  each  division  superin- 
tendent who  shall  be  designated  assistant  superintendent  Railway  Mail  Service,  and 
who  shall  act  as  division  superintendent  in  the  absence  of  that  officer.  Such  clerks 
shall  be  of  class  ten  and  shall,  when  traveling  on  the  business  of  the  Department, 
be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  transportation  of  mails  on  railroads  nis  actual 
and  necessary-  expenses,  but  not  exceeding  three  dollars  per  diem. 

There  may  be  detailed  to  duty  in  the  office  of  the  General  Superintendent  and  of 
each  division  superintendent  of  Railway  Mail  Service  as  many  railway  postalclerks 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  General  Superintendent,  may  be  necessary  to  transact  the 
business  of  those  offices  properly ;  but  there  shall  be  but  one  clerk  of  class  ten  in 
each  office. 

The  remarks  made  on  the  reorganization  and  reclassification  of  the 
Eailway  Mail  Service  in  my  annnal  report  for  1894  present  the  reasons 
in  favor  of  it  qnite  fully.  They  are  therefore,  with  slight  modifica- 
tions, given  below. 

Nothing  has  occurred  since  Senate  bill  544  was  approved  by  the 
Postmaster-General  to  justify  a  modification  of  the  opinions  expressed 
in  the  annual  reports  referred  to  or  to  impair  the  statements  advanced 
in  support  of  them;  on  the  contrary,  the  necessity  Ibr  strengthening 
and  perfecting  the  organization  grows  more  imperative  each  year, 
because  the  extent  of  the  service,  the  volume  of  mail  distributed,  the 
territory  and  number  of  clerks  to  be  supervised,  the  number  of  mails 
dispatched,  and  the  record  to  be  made  of  them  increase  very  materially 
annually;  the  building  of  schemes  and  schedules,  the  distribution  and 
dispatch  of  the  mails,  the  general  work  and  responsibilities  of  the  serv- 
ice become  more  complicated  and  exacting,  and  consequently  more  is 
demanded  of  the  employees  now  than  when  the  service  was  practically 
in  its  infancy. 
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The  last  reorganizLtion  took  effect  May  1, 1881.  Daring  that  year 
the  mails  were  carried  on  91,569  miles  of  railroad;  the  annaal  miles 
of  railroad  service  aggregated  103,521,229;  clerks  at  work  in  rail- 
way post  offices  travded  in  crews  70,684,211  miles,  and  distributed 
2,853,280,070  pieces  of  ordinary  mail  matter. 

In  1895  mails  were  carried  on  171,212.77  miles  of  railroad ;  the  annual 
miles  of  railroad  seiVice  aggregated  183,463,222;  clerks  at  work  in 
railway  post  offices  traveled  in  crews  160,651.300  miles  and  distributed 
and  redistributed  10,806,408,959  pieces  of  orainary  mail  matter. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  growth  of  the  service  has  been  phe- 
nomenal, as  has  the  amount  of  work  p^formed  by  the  clerks. 

In  1881  the  average  number  of  pieces  of  mail  matter  distributed  per 
clerk  per  annum  was  1,013,234;  in  1895  the  average  per  clerk  was 
1,667,398,  an  increase  per  clerk  of  654,164,  or  more  than  65  per  cent. 
A  corresponding  increase  lias  occurred  in  their  other  duties,  namely, 
in  the  number  of  registered  packages,  XK)U€faes,  and  cases  handled  by 
them,  each  of  which  must  be  ejiamined  carefully,  chocked  off,  entered 
upon  their  book  of  record,  and  be  billed  to  the  receiving  lines  and 
offices;  in  the  hours  devoted  to  memorizing  schemes  of  distribution 
and  acquiring  knowledge  of  connections  and  in  checking  in  and  out 
all  mails  received  and  delivered  on  their  runs,  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
they  have  but  little  time  for  rest  and  recreation.  When  they  are  not 
actually  at  work  in  the  railway  post-offices  they  are  preparing  for  case 
examinations,  making  reports  of  the  work  done  and  the  irregularities 
that  occurred  on  their  runs,  checking  up  their  records  of  registered 
matter  handled,  correcting  their  schemes,  examining  the  order  books, 
and  ill  preparing  supplies  for  their  next  tour  of  duty. 

The  increase  of  work  has  made  necessary  a  corresponding  increase 
in  the  hours  of  duty.  The  time  the  trains  to  which  they  are  assigned 
are  in  transit  between  the  initial  and  terminal  points  of  their  runs  in  no 
case  represents  the  number  of  hours  they  are  on  duty,  for  on  imx)ortant 
lines  they  commence  their  labors  eight  or  nine  hours  before  the  trains 
are  due  to  depart,  and  on  those  of  less  importance  from  one  to  six  hours. 

In  tiie  earlier  days  of  the  service  this  was  unnecessary,  because  the 
distribution  could  be  accomplished  in  most  oases  wbUe  the  trains  were 
in  transit,  and,  as  it  was  less  extensive  and  complicated,  such  constant 
study  and  application  as  is  now  absolutely  necessary  was  not  then 
essential,  and  yet  there  was  a  time  when  clerks  of  classes  4  and  5  were 
paid  more  liberally  than  at  present. 

The  fact  that  as  the  service  has  increased  in  extent  and  importance 
it  has  been  necessary  from  time  to  time  to  revise,  develop,  systematize, 
and  add  to  the  methods  of  conducting  it,  and  that  this  has  largely 
increased  and  complicated  the  work  and  responsibility  of  those  charged 
with  its  management,  should  not  be  lost  sight  (si  in  considering  any 
scheme  of  reorganization  and  reelassificatiom. 

The  bill  given  above  makes  provision  for  increased  supervision  in  the 
creation  of  classes  9  and  10,  which  are  to  embrace  only  those  employees 
who  participate  in  the  responsibility  for  the  character  of  the  service, 
see  to  the  enforcement  of  discipline,  discover,  investigate,  and  as  far  as 
XK)8sible  correct  irregularities  in  the  conduct  of  the  clerks  and  in  the 
distribution,  dispatch,  and  transportation  of  the  mails.  It  also  recog- 
nizes by  the  creation  of  three  other  classes — 6, 7,  and  8 — and  by  chang- 
ing the  classification  of  clerks  on  certain  lines,  the  justice  of  regulating 
the  salaries  of  employees  according  to  the  character  of  the  service  they 
render,  the  hazard  inseparable  from  their  occupation,  and  the  expense 
they  incur  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty. 
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CHIEF  CLERKS,  RAILWAY  MAIL  SERVICE. 

Pending  the  passage  of  the  bill  for  the  reorganization  and  reclassifi- 
cation of  the  Railway  Mail  Service,  it  is  important  that  the  authority 
given  to  the  Postmaster-General  in  the  appropriations  for  clerk  hire 
during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  to  expend  not  exceeding  $20,000  of 
said  appropriation  in  reimbursing  clerks  detailed  to  duty  as  cliief  clerks, 
assistant  chief  clerks,  and  examiners,  for  the  expenses  incurred  by  them 
while  traveling  on  the  business  of  the  Department,  be  continued,  and  I 
so  recommend. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that,  under  the  present  organization  of  the  service, 
a  chief  clerk  having  charge  of  from  50  to  150  clerks,  and  of  several 
hundred  miles  of  service,  receives  but  $100  per  annum  more  than  a  clerk 
in  charge  of  a  single  car,  and  that,  to  be  reasonably  useful,  he  must  travel 
a  considerable  portion  of  the  time,  it  is  evident  that  unless  his  travel- 
ing expenses  are  borne  by  the  Department  he  can  not  inspect  remote 
lines  as  frequently  as  necessary  or  examine  the  clerks  as  often  as  the 
regulations  and  the  best  interests  of  the  public  and  the  service  require, 
without  impoverishing  himself  and  depriving  his  family  of  many  things 
necessary  to  their  comfort  and  well-being. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  officers  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  are  receiv- 
ing less  compensation  than  some  of  those  who  are  subordinate  to  them, 
and  I  regard  the  chief  clerks  of  this  service,  considering  what  is  required 
of  them,  as  the  poorest  paid  officers  of  the  whole  postal  service,  while 
they  are  beyond  question  among  the  most  intelligent,  faithful,  and  use- 
ful. A  good  chief  clerk  is  as  valuable  to  the  Post-Office  Department 
and  its  patrons  as  a  good  division  superintendent  of  a  railroad  is  to  the 
company  employing  him,  but  there  is  a  vast  diflFerence  in  the  salaries 
they  receive.  I  do  not  advocate  fixing  their  salaries  on  an  equality  with 
those  received  by  railroad  superintendents,  but  that  they  should  receive 
such  a  reasonable  advance  as  will  enable  them  to  live  comfortably  and 
to  discharge  their  duties  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Department, 
the  public,  and  themselves,  and  I  believe  they  will  be  able  to  do  this  if 
they  are  compensated  as  provided  in  the  reorganization  and  reclai^sifi- 
cation  bill  submitted  in  this  report. 

OBSTRUCTIONS  TO  TRAINS  CARRYINO  MAILS. 

Attention  is  respectfully  invited  to  the  recommendations  and  remarks 
made  under  the  heading  ^'Obstructing  trains  carrying  the  mails"  in  the 
annual  reports  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  June  30, 1893  and 
1894. 

The  fact  that  trains  carrying  mails  were  not  unlawfully  or  maliciously 
obstructed  during  the  past  fiscal  year  can  not,  in  the  light  of  past  experi- 
ence,  be  accepted  as  an  assurance  that  they  will  not  be  so  obstructed 
at  any  time  in  the  future,  and  consequently  the  necessity  for  some  such 
legislation  as  was  suggested  in  the  report  for  1893  is  as  imperative  now 
as  it  was  then. 

CIVTL-SBRVICE  METHODS. 

The  wonderful  progress  in  efficiency  made  by  the  Railway  Mail 
Service  during  the  last  five  years  is  due  to  several  causes,  not  the  least 
among  which  must  be  reckoned  the  methods  of  selection  and  certifica- 
tion secured  through  the  civil-service  laws  and  regulations:  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  record  the  fact  that  the  thoroughly  impartial  and  intelligent 
manner  in  which  these  laws  and  regulations  have  been  administered  by 
the  Commission  has  been  very  helpful  in  the  development  and  disci- 
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plining  of  the  excellent  corps  of  clerks  now  in  this  service.  Under 
these  methods  those  who  desire  to  enter  the  service  must  demonstrate 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commission  and  the  Department  that  they  are 
physically  sound;  that  their  habits  and  reputation  are  good,  and  that 
they  are  competent  to  perform  the  most  exhaustive  labor  before  being 
allowed  to  take  the  regular  examination.  In  the  examination  they  must 
show  that  they  have  sufficient  intelligence  and  education  to  master  the 
difficult  and  arduous  duties  required  of  postal  clerks  before  their  names 
can  be  placed  on  the  eligible  list,  and  after  this  they  come  in  competi- 
tion with  others  whose  names  are  or  may  be  entered  thereon,  so  that 
the  winnowing  process  through  which  all  applicants  must  pass  ends  in 
the  survival  of  the  fittest,  and  these  are  selected  as  certified  substitutes, 
.given  work  in  emergencies,  and,  as  vacancies  occur  in  the  regular  force, 
are  appointed  to  them  as  probationers  in  the  order  of  their  certification ; 
and  then  they  must  work  out  their  own  salvation — if  they  have  good 
capacity,  retentive  memories,  determination,  and  are  active,  studious, 
honest,  faithful,  sober,  and  willing  to  obey  orders  and  instructions  they 
will  succeed;  if  not,  there  is  no  hope  for  them.  This  is  as  it  should  be, 
and  no  other  method  known  would  accomplish  what  this  one  has. 

SBOOND-OLASS  MATTER— PUBLISHERS  TO  MAKE  SUCH  PRIMARY  SEPA- 
RATIONS AS  THE  POSTMASTER-aENERAL  MAY  DEEM  NECESSARY. 

The  officers  of  this  service  and  postmasters  of  the  larger  offices  have 
for  some  years  realized  that  the  volume  of  second-class  matter  passing 
through  the  mails  was  increasing  in  magnitude  very  rapidly,  and  that 
unless  some  special  arrangements  could  be  made  with  publishers  for  a 
simx»le  separation  of  it  before  mailing  it  would  not  only  become  impos- 
sible to  dispateh  it  on  the  day  of  mailing,  but  would  also  retard  the  dis- 
tribution and  dispatch  of  other  matter,  unless  the  force  of  distributers 
and  the  space  allotted  to  the  distribution  were  increased  out  of  propor- 
tion to  the  revenue  derived  from  this  source.  They  therefore,  after 
receiving  authority  to  do  so,  interviewed  most  if  not  all  of  the  business 
managers  of  the  great  publication  houses,  presented  to  them  clearly 
the  difficulties  of  the  situation,  showing  them  wherein  they  could  assist 
in  this  work  and  why  they  should  do  so,  both  in  their  own  interest  and 
in  that  of  the  general  public. 

Considerable  success  attended  these  efforts,  and  some  of  these  houses, 
after  being  provided  with  the  schemes  of  the  distribution  desired, 
entered  upon  the  work  with  energy  and  in  harmony  with  the  local 
officers  of  the  Department,"  with  the  result  that  they  have  very  mate- 
rially advanced  their  own  interests  and  afforded  needed  relief  to  post- 
offices  and  railway  post-offices. 

There  are  publication  houses  in  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg,  Chicago,  and  elsewhere  employing  experts  to  make  up  their 
mails,  and  in  some  cases  experienced  postal  clerks  who  demonstrated 
unusual  capacity  as  distributers  while  connected  with  this  service  were 
tendered  positions  with  these  houses,  and  resigned  from  our  service  to 
accept  them.  These  distributers  are  kept  thoroughly  posted  upon  the 
changes  in  the  schemes  of  distribution,  and  take  as  much  interest  in 
this  class  of  work  as  they  did  when  connected  with  our  service;  conse- 
quently the  distribution  performed  by  them  is  as  correct  as  that  made 
by  employees  of  the  Post-Office  Department  assigned  to  such  work. 

Our  records  show  that  the  publishers  in  Chicago  dispatch  monthly 
over  9,000  sacks  of  matter  properly  separated,  which  requires  no  distrib- 
ution in  the  Chicago  post-office ;  New  York,  about  30,000 ;  Philadelphia^ 
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about  6,000;  while  in  Boston  and  other  large  cities  not  mentioned  above 
a  corresponding  amount  of  mail  matter  is  separated  by  publishers 
before  being  dispatched  to  the  post-office,  or  to  the  railway  post-offices. 
Unfortunately,  however,  a  large  majority  of  the  publication  houses 
in  the  cities  named,  though  urged  to  take  up  this  separation,  and 
shown  that  it  would  be  in  their  own  interest  to  do  so,  have  declined  to 
consider  the  matter,  and  it  is  believed  by  those  who  are  familiar  with 
this  subject  that,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Post-Office  Department 
receives  less  postage  ih)m  this  class  of  matter  than  it  costs  to  trans- 
port it,  to  say  nothing  of  the  expense  incurred  in  handling  and  distrib- 
uting it,  and  of  the  farther  fact  that  it  is  received  at  important  offices 
in  such  large  quantities  as  to  prevent  it  being  distributed  and  dis- 
patched on  the  day  of  mailing,  the  publishers  should  be  required  to. 
make  such  primary  separation  of  it  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Postmaster-General,  be  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  serious  delays  to 
it  and  other  mails  after  being  deposited  in  the  post-oftces  and  railway 
post-offices;  and  it  is  therefore  recommended  that  section  3883,  Revised 
Statutes  (section  306  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations),  be  so 
amended  as  to  require  publishers  to  make  such  primary  separations  of 
their  periodicals  for  mailing  as  the  Postmaster-General  may  direct.  It 
is  also  recommended  that  section  840  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Regula- 
tions be  modified  to  read  as  follows : 

Postmasters  may  extend  to  publishers  and  others  the  privilege  of  taking  canvas 
sacks  to  their  printing  or  mailing  offices,  to  be  there  filled  with  printed  matter  for 
the  mails,  opon  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  That  matter  of  the  second  and  third  classes  sent  to  post-offioes  must  be  made 
np,  each  State  oir  ronte  separate,  where  the  r^uantity  for  any  one  State  or  Territory  is 
in  excess  of  50  pieces,  except  wnere  the  mail  is  made  np  at  publication  or  mailing 
offices  by  routes  under  the  direction  of  the  postmaster  or  Superintendent  of  the 
Railway  Mail  Service,  or  where  the  matter  is  all  for  one  post-office,  for  foreign  coun- 
tries, or  for  free  coonty  circulation. 

(2)  That  each  sack  shall  be  labeled  with  a  shipping  ta^,  or  other  proper  label, 
which  shall  show  the  route,  office.  State  or  Territory  to  which  the  matter  contained 
therein  is  to  be  dispatched,  the  name  of  the  publication,  if  a  regularly  entered  sec- 
ond-class publication,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the  printer  or  maUer,  if  mailed 
by  other  than  the  publisher.  Where  the  quantity  of  mail  matter  for  any  State  or 
Territory  is  less  than  50  pieces,  such  matter  may  be  placed  in  one  or  more  sacks 
labeled  '' Miscellaneous, '^  the  label  or  shipping  tag  to  conform  to  above  description 
in  other  respects. 

(3)  Postmasters  must  keep  an  exact  account  with  each  publisher,  printer,  or  mailer 
of  the  number  of  sacks  taken  from  and  returned  to  his  post-office  on  every  occasion. 
Besides  the  account  kent  in  the  post-office  for  that  purpose,  pass  books  should  be 
used  between  the  several  printing  and  mailing  offices  and  the  post-office.  No  sacks 
should  be  delivered  for  any  publisher,  printer,  or  mailer  except  on  presentation  of 
his  pass  book,  in  which  he  is  to  be  deoited  with  tiie  number  of  sacks  intrusted  to 
him  and  credited  with  the  number  returned,  and  for  the  due  care  and  return  of  all 
sacks  so  intrusted  to  him  each  published,  printer,  or  mailer  shall  be  held  responsible. 

RAILWAY  POST-OFFICE  SERVICE  ON  ELECTRIC  AND  CABLE  CAR  LINES. 

The  extensiou  of  the  traveling  post  office  service  to  street-car  lines, 
electric  and  cable,  having  received  to  a  large  extent  yonr  own  personal 
attention,  will  undoubtedly  be  treated  quite  fully  in  your  report,  and 
therefore  needs  no  more  than  a  passing  notice  here. 

That  this  class  of  service  will  be  a  success  and  a  most  important  and 
valuable  adjunct  to  the  mail  service  in  general  is  now  beyond  all  ques- 
tion. Its  value  has  been  demonstrated  in  St.  Louis,  Boston,  New  York, 
and  other  places,  and  is  about  to  be  tested  in  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  and 
elsewhere. 

Supplemented  as  it  is  with  the  work  of  distribution  for  cities  on  rail- 
road lines,  its  benefits  are  bound,  in  my  judgment,  to  make  themselves 
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felt  aud  be  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  bosineBS  oommanities  within 
the  scope  of  their  operation. 

Take  for  instance  the  Third  avenue  line  in  New  York,  upon  which 
cars  run  from  the  post-office  to  One  hundred  and  ninety-fourth  street 
every  thirty  minutes;  time  in  transit,  one  hour  and  forty-five  minutes. 
This  places  the  downtown  and  uptown  stations  in  much  quicker  and 
more  frequent  communication  than  they  have  ever  been  before. 

In  Boston,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  street-car  lines  are  all 
under  one  management,  we  are  able  to  move  mails  from  one  suburb  to 
another,  as,  for  instance,  from  North  Cambridge  and  Cambridgeport 
to  Brookliiie,  by  direct  rapid  transit,  the  mail  not  being  compefied  to 
pass  through  the  main  office.  There  is  probably  no  city  in  the  country 
where  the  benefits  of  this  service  will  be  so  great  as  in  Boston,  with  its 
large,  densely  populated  suburban  districts,  all  of  which  have  hereto- 
fore been  more  or  less  restricted  in  their  mail  accommodations  by  rea- 
son of  their  mail  having  to  go  through  the  city  x)OBt-office.  By  the 
present  system  the  railway  post-offices  centering  at  Boston  can  pouch  to 
the  street  car  lines  all  mails  for  suburban  points  reachM  by  them,  and 
the  street-car  lines  in  turn  can  gather  up  all  the  mail  from  suburban 
points  and  pouch  it  direct  to  the  departing  trains  at  the  various  depots. 

The  system  is  yet  in  its  infancy,  but  it  is  capable  of  great  develop- 
ment, and,  as  it  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  this  office,  it  will,  I  assure 
you,  receive  every  attention  possible, 

SEPAEATION  OF  CITY  MAILS  IN  BAIL  WAY  POST-OFFICES. 

In  my  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  3'J,  1894, 1  rec- 
ommended very  earnestly  that  the  separation  of  city  maih  in  railway 
post-offices  by  railway  postal  clerks  for  carrier  routes,  stations,  and 
substations,  so  as  to  avoid  delay  in  passing  the  same  through  the  main 
office,  be  adopted,  and  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  this  work  has 
received  considerable  attention  during  the  past  year,  and  that  the 
extension  and  development  of  it  has  become  one  of  the  most  interesting 
and  important  branches  of  mail  distribution. 

When  this  work  was  originally  taken  up  it  was  performed  in  the  main 
by  clerks  sent  out  by  the  several  offices  to  board  the  incoming  trains. 
This  was  done  usually  upon  the  application  of  the  postmaster,  the  clerks 
being  in  no  way  connected  with  the  Railway  Mail  Service,  out  simply 
allowed  case  room  in  the  cars  for  the  performance  of  what  was  looked 
upon  as  strictly  a  part  of  the  post-office  work  proper.  These  clerks 
were  not  sent  out  to  meet  all  trains,  but  only  such  as  arrived  at  an  hour 
when,  by  reason  of  the  mail  being  separated  on  the  cars  before  arrival 
at  the  depot,  a  gain  of  one  carrier  delivery  or  more  could  be  effected. 
This  saved  to  the  addressees  the  time  that  would  otherwise  necessarily 
be  consumed  in  handling  the  mails  in  the  post-office.  The  benefit  of 
this  was  so  apparent  that  it  was  but  a  short  time  before  it  was  taken  up 
by  many  of  the  larger  offices  throughout  the  country  and  some  of  the 
smaller  ones.  It  applies,  of  course,  only  to  carrier  offices  or  offices  having 
branches  and  substations.  Subsequently  it  was  found  that  on  many  of 
the  heavy  east  and  west  lines,  such  as  the  Boston,  Springfield  and  New 
York,  New  York  and  Chicago,  New  York  and  Pittsburg,  Chicago  and 
Minheapolis,  and  Chicago  and  Burlington,  the  clerks  had  leisure  on 
east-bound  trips  to  devote  to  city  separations  for  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia, Washington,  Chicago,  and  other  large  cities,  and  this  has  gradu- 
ally been  taken  up  as  part  of  the  Railway  Mail  Service  work,  the  men 
sent  out  from  the  cities  being  either  transferred  to  the  Railway  Mail 
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Service  or  sent  back  to  the  offices  and  their  places  on  the  cars  supplied 
by  the  appointment  of  railway  i)ostal  clerks. 

It  is  the  intention  eventually  to  absorb  all  this  work  of  city  distriba- 
tion  into  the  Railway  Mail  Service  wherever  the  mails  can  be  expedited 
in  delivery  thereby,  the  separations  to  be  made  entirely  by  railway 
postal  clerks,  but,  as  the  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  postal  clerks 
is  limited,  the  process  of  absorption  must  necessarily  be  gradual. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  relieved  and  sent  back  to  the  Chicago 
office  or  transferred  to  this  service  a  large  number  of  clerks  who  had 
been  performing  city  distribution  on  the  various  lines  centering  at  that 
city,  and  Lave  been  able  to  perform  this  work  with  a  less  number  of 
clerks  than  was  required  before  the  distribution  was  assumed  by  the 
Eailway  Mail  Service.  The  same  course  has  been  pursued  at  Boston, 
St.  Louis,  Pittsburg,  Minneapolis,  Kansas  City,  New  Orleans,  Jackson- 
ville, Fla.,  and  other  points.  The  clerks  who  make  this  city  distribu- 
tion are  taken  up  as  members  of  the  various  crews,  and  it  is  regarded 
as  a  part  of  their  regulur  work,  as  much  so  as  the  distribution  of  any 
State  or  Territory.  It  is  thought  that  in  this  way  better  results  can  be 
obtained,  the  congestion  of  mails  in  the  main  office  in  the  large  cities 
be  prevented  to  a  considerable  extent,  and  important  and  valuable 
time  saved  in  the  transit  of  mails  from  writer  to  addressee. 

IMPBOVEMSNTS. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  improvements  in  the  ftQl  postal  and 
apartment  car  service  for  the  transportation  and  distribution  of  the 
mails  since  the  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1894,  attention  is  invited  to  the 
table  hereto  attached,  chronologically  arranged,  showing  the  improve- 
ments which  have  been  effected  from  October  13, 1894,  to  date.  The 
extent  of  the  improvement  involves  a  total  of  nearly  15,000  miles, 
including  all  service  whether  by  postal  or  apartment  car,  and  is  over 
6^000  miles  in  excess  of  the  total  milage  under  the  same  heading  men- 
tioned in  the  report  for  1894.  The  improvements  during  the  last  fis- 
cal year  have  been  of  very  great  benefit  to  the  general  service,  and 
especially  advantageous  to  the  immediate  localities  in  which  the 
improvements  have  been  made,  by  providing  additional  facilities  for  the 
interchange  of  local  correspondence  that  results  from  an  increase  in  the 
frequency  service,  which  latter  is  a  conspicuous  item  in  the  table  referred 
to.  While  the  chances  for  the  general  betterment  of  the  entire  service 
are,  as  noted  above,  considerably  in  excess  of  those  provided  during 
1894,  still  the  full  requirements  in  the  direction  of  improvement  have 
not  been  possible  because  the  appropriation  available  for  new  and 
extended  service  would  not  admit  of  a  more  generous  provision.  How- 
ever, I  am  much  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  more  urgent 
cases  requiring  attention  in  the  nature  of  additional  facilities  have,  to 
a  great  extent,  received,  at  least,  partial  provision,  and  therefore  I 
think  it  may  be  said  that  such  improvements  as  the  more  pressing 
needs  of  the  public  interest  demanded  for  the  expeditious  handling  and 
delivery  of  its  mails  have  been  furnished. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  more  important  lines  upon  which 
improvements  have  been  provided : 

1894.— November  18,  Washington,  D.  O.,  and  Charlotte,  N.  0.,  B.  P. 
O.  Additional  through  line  northbound,  to  provide  facilities  needed 
for  some  time  in  handling  the  greatly  increased  mails  between  the  South 
and  the  North  and  East  via  Washington,  D.  0. 
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October  24,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Texarkana,  Ark.,  E.  P.  O.  Taking 
effect  October  24,  a  new  fast  mail  was  arranged  between  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
and  Texarkana,  Ark.  This  constitutes  a  most  important  improvement^ 
as  it  secures  an  additional  500  miles  to  the  ^* fast-mail"  system  of  the 
country,  and  completes  a  continuous  expedited  mail  route  from  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  to  El  Paso,  Tex.,  via  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

December  28,  St.  Louis  and  Sedalia,  Mo.,  E.  P.  O.  Additional  line 
between  the  points  mentioned  with  which  to  properly  equip  the  lines 
between  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Denison,  Tex.,  via  the  Missouri,  Kansas 
and  Texas  Eailroad  and  Sedalia,  Mo. 

December  29,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  E.  P.  O.  Additional 
line  provided  between  these  important  cities,  making  the  service  twice 
daily,  thereby  furnishing  much-needed  provision  for  the  exchange  of 
mails  between  western  New  York  and  western  Pennsylvania,  as  well  as 
intermediate  points,  via  this  route. 

1895.— January  23,  Omaha  and  McOook,  Nebr.,  E.  P.  O.  The  sub- 
stitution of  a  50  foot  postal  car  line  for  a  40-foot  line  in  order  to  secure 
needed  space  for  the  expeditious  distribution  of  the  mails  via  this 
route,  and  al8ot<5  provide  necessary  room  for  the  handling  and  storage 
of  the  heavy  through  mails  to  and  irom  Denver,  Colo.,  and  the  Bast. 

January  24,  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  R.  P.  O.  A  line 
of  50foot  postals  in  lieu  of  a  line  40  feet  in  length.  This  is  a  very 
important  route,  and,  since  the  establishment  of  full  E.  P.  O.  service 
between  these  points,  which  was  put  in  operation  about  five  years  ago, 
has  steadily  increased  in  importance  as  a  channel  for  the  transmission 
of  mails  from  the  sections  of  the  States  in  which  the  terminals  are 
situated,  and  also  the  densely  populated  intermediate  territory. 

January  29,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C,  E.  P.  O.  The 
establishment  of  a  new  line  of  40-foot  postal  cars  thereby  furnishing 
an  additional  line  between  the  points  mentioned  via  this  most  important 
southern  route.  This  is  the  route  for  the  transmission  of  nearly  all  the 
mail  to  and  from  the  Gulf  States  and  the  Bast  via  Washington,  and 
hence  the  demands  for  space  for  storage  and  distribution  are  steadily 
increasing  with  the  natural  growth  of  the  mails. 

February  25,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  Chicago,  111.,  E.  P.  O.  Addi- 
tional line  of  service  between  Toledo,  Ohio,  and  Chicago,  111.,  in  order 
to  meet  the  requirements  in  connection  with  a  2  p.  m.  dispatch  from 
Chicago  for  points  between  Chicago  and  Toledo. 

April  18,  Newport,  Vt.,  and  Springfield,  Mass.,  E.  P.  O.  The  estab- 
lishment of  an  additional  line  of  40-foot  postals.  This  improvement 
became  absolutely  necessary  to  provide  facilities  for  the  greatly 
increased  mails  via  this  route  to  and  from  Canada  and  New  York, 
N.  Y.,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  the  New  England  States. 

April  18,  Boston,  Mass.,  and  Albany,  N.  Y.,  E^P.  O.  A  line  of  60-foot 
postals  in  lieu  of  a  line  of  40foot.  This  line  is  the  channel  for  the 
transmission  of  the  heavy  and  important  mails  to  and  from  Boston, 
Mass.,  and  the  West,  being  the  route  by  which  the  fast  service  is  per- 
formed in  connection  with  the  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  Chicago,  IlL,  E. 
P.O.,  "fast mail." 

May  10,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  E.  P.  O.  Additional 
line  of  40-foot  postals.  By  this  addition  a  new  line  of  service  is  pro- 
vided between  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  via  the  New  York, 
N.  Y.,  and  Chicago,  111.,  and  the  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
E.  P.  O.^s,  thereby  furnishing  an  added  facility  between  these  two 
principal  commercial  cities  of  the  East  and  Southwest  for  the  speedy 
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transmission  and  handling  of  the  heavy  and  important  mercantile  cor- 
respondence dispatched  and  received.  This  ofilce  views  the  above 
additional  service  as  an  item  in  the  direction  of  improvement  which 
can  not  be  estimated  too  highly,  as  it  affects  beneficially  two  most 
important  business  centers  and  intermediate  points. 

May  11,  Chicago,  111.,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  K.  P.  O.  A  line  of  00-foot 
postals  in  substitution  of  a  50-foot  line.  This  is  one  of  the  principal 
B.  P.  O.  lines  of  the  West,  and  naturally,  between  two  such  large  cities 
and  densely  populated  intermediate  territory,  the  increase  in  the  quan- 
tity of  mail  is  constant  and  of  considerable  proportions;  but  with  the 
addition  above  named  it  is  fair  to  say  the  present  requirements  are 
fully  provided  for. 

May  11,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  R.  P.  O.  The  estab- 
lishment of  a  <^ fast-mail"  line,  east  bound,  between  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  This  is  a  very  important  addition  to  the  fast-mail 
system  of  this  service.  The  new  train  leaves  St.  Louis  at  3  a.  m.,  reach- 
in  g  Cincinnati  at  11.30  a.  m.  At  Cincinnati  connection  is  made  direct 
forWafihiugton,  D.C.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  New  York, 
N.  Y.,  reaching  the  last-named  city  at  12.35  p.  m.  second  day.  The  fast- 
mail  feature  of  this  new  train  does  not  extend  beyond  Cincinnati,  but  it 
is  confidently  expected  it  will  be  further  improved  in  the  near  future  by 
additions  which  will  afford  a  specially  improved  fast  service  over  the 
entire  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Southwestern  and  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail- 
roads between  New  York,  1^.  Y.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.  The  new  ta^ain 
between  St.  Louis  and  Cincinnati  is  of  special  advantage,  as  it  provides 
a  means  for  the  dispatch  and  delivery  of  the  St.  Louis  morning  papers 
at  all  points  between  the  last-mentioned  cities  before  noon  the  day  ot 
publication. 

May  11,  Cleveland  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  B.  P.  O.  The  substitution 
of  two  lines  of  60-foot  postals  instead  of  two  50-foot  lines.  The  above, 
considered  in  connection  with  the  new  service  described  under  date  of ' 
May  10,  between  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  is  an  improve- 
ment of  far-reaching  benefit.  The  line  of  railroad  from  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
to  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  over  which  the  Cleveland  and 
St.  Louis  and  Cleveland  and  Cincinnati  B.  P.  O.'s  are  operated  are  the 
routes  for  the  transmission  of  the  heavy  mails  from  and  to  New  York, 
'Si.  Y.,  and  the  New  England  States,  at  certain  dispatches,  and  north- 
western Ohio,  and  for  and  from  St.  Louis  and  the  Southwest,  and  Cin- 
cinnati and  the  States  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  In  the  brief 
reference  to  the  improvement  above  outlined  between  Cleveland  and 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  it  is  not  possible  to  point  out  the 
many  advantages  resulting  therefrom,  but  I  feel  compelled  to  say  that 
in  my  judgment  the  section  of  country  traversed  by  the  lines  in  ques- 
tion is  now  provided  with  fall  postal  equipment  for  the  handling  of  the 
mails  transported  by  this  route  in  the  most  expeditious  and  satisfactory 
manner. 

May  14,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  McFarland  and  Wichita,  Kans.,  B.  P.  O. 
The  establishment  of  a  new  line  of  40-foot  postals  via  this  route  is  a 
change  for  the  better  of  considerable  importance,  as  it  indicates  the 
policy  of  the  Department  to  meet  as  far  as  possible  all  demands  for 
better  facilities  in  rapidly  growing  sections.  This  postal  line  is  operat'Cd 
over  a  railroad  route  extending  from  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  to  the  south 
central  border  of  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  thence  through  the  Indian 
and  Oklahoma  Territories.  The  latter  sections  have  experienced  a 
wonderful  growth  in  population  and  business  enterprise,  making  the 
postal  improvement  above  described  absolutely  necessary. 
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May  16,  Cairo,  111.,  and  Texarkana,  Ark.,  R.  P.  O.  A  daily  line  of 
40-foot  postals  via  this  route  to  provide  for  the  better  distribution  and 
dispatch  of  the  increased  mails  from  southeast  Illinois  through  Arkan- 
sas to  the  cotton-belt  section  of  the  State  of  Texas. 

May  24,  Way  Cross,  Ga.,  and  Port  Tampa,  Fla.,  R.  P.  O.  (Savan- 
nah, Florida,  and  Western  Railway.)  A  daily  line  of  40-foot  postals 
made  necessary  to  properly  provide  for  the  distribution  and  transmis- 
sion of  the  greatly  increased  mails  to  and  from  southern  Georgia  and 
the  eastern  peninsula  of  Florida.  This  is  also  the  route  by  which  the 
mails  are  forwarded  from  and  to  the  North,  East,  and  West  and  the  sec- 
tion of  the  State  of  Florida  referred  to. 

June  8,  Ludington  and  Monroe,  Mich.,  R.  P.  O.  The  establishment  of 
a  daily  line  of  45  foot  postal  cars  between  Detroit  and  Saginaw,  East 
Side,  Mich.,  iui  order  to  furnish  needed  facilities  in  connection  with  the 
early  morning  run  (2.46  a.  m.)  from  Detroit,  by  which  the  Detroit  morn- 
ing papers  are  served  between  the  x)oints  mentioned  above. 

June  12,  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  Chicago,  Ill.,R.P.O.  A  daily  line  of  50-foot 
postals  between  Jackson,  Mich.,  and  Michigan  City,  Ind.  This  addition 
became  necessary  to  improve  the  then  existing  service  between  Detroit 
and  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  and  Chicago,  111.,  providing  a  2  a.  m.  train  from 
Detroit  with  the  view  to  affording  facilities  for  a  prompt  dispatch  from 
Detroit  of  morning  papers  for  points  between  Detroit  and  Grand  Rapids 
and  southwest  Michigan  and  Chicago. 

June  24,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  R.  P.  O.  Additional 
apartmentcar  line  via  this  route  between  Gallon,  Ohio,  and  Mattoon, 
HI.,  via  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

October  11,  New  York,  N.  Y.,  and  Grafton,  W.  Va.,  R.  P.  O.  Addi- 
tional (iO-foot  line  of  postal  cars. 

October  11,  Grafton,  W.  Va.,  and  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  R.  P.  O.  Addi- 
tional 60-foot  line  of  postal  cars. 

October  11,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  R.  P.  O.  Additional 
line  of  60- foot  postal  cars.  These  last  three  items  constitute  the  carrying 
into  effect  of  a  plan  which  has  been  under  consideration  for  some  time 
with  the  view  to  securing  asecond  '<  fast  mail"  line  between  New  York,  N. 
Y.,  and  St.  Louis,  Mo.  The  line  of  60-foot  postals  ordered  into  operation 
between  New  York  and  St.  Louis,  via  Grafton,  W.  Va.,  and  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  accomplishes  the  object  desired,  and  secures  to  the  postal  patrons 
of  St.  Louis,  Indiana,  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  Maryland,  Delaware,  New 
Jersey,  eastern  Pennsylvania,  and  New  York  City  an  additional  speedy 
route  for  the  transmission  of  their  mails,  being  equally  advantageous 
for  the  prompt  interchange  of  mail  local  to  the  new  route,  and  of 
particular  benefit  in  the  dispatch  and  forwarding  of  commercial  corre- 
spondence exchanged  between  the  large  terminal  business  centers,  as 
well  as  the  important  intermediate  cities. 

A  special  feature  of  the  new  service  on  this  route  is  the  "  fast-maiP' 
provision  for  early  morning  trains  to  meet  the  demand  for  trains  by 
which  to  forward  morning  papers.  A  new  schedule  has  been  arranged 
by  which  the  trains  will  leave  New  York  at  4.30  a.  m.,  reaching  Cin- 
cinnati at  3.15  a.  m.,  and  leaving  the  latter  city  at  3.30  a.  m.,  arriving 
at  St.  Louis  at  12.30  noon.  East  bound,  the  fast  mail  will  start  from 
Cincinnati  at  3.30  a.  m.,  reaching  Washington,  D.  C,  at  11.45  p.  m. ; 
Baltimore,  at  12.45  a.  m.;  Philadelphia,  at  3.50  a.  m.,  and  New  York 
at  6.52  a.  m.  As  there  has  been  fast  mail  operated  leaving  St.  Louis 
at  3  a.  m.,  arriving  at  Cincinnati  at  11.30  a.  m.  (see  reference  hereinbe- 
fore noted,  dated  May  11),  it  was  determined  to  start  the  new  train  at 
Cincinnati  to  afford  the  advantage  of  an  early  train  for  the  dispatch 
P  M  a  95 ^26 
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of  morning  papers,  therebj'  providing  facilities  for  the  receipt  of  Cin- 
cinnati daily  publications  at  the  eastern  border  of  Ohio  before  noon, 
and  as  far  east  as  Cumberland,  Md.,  by  6  p.  m.  same  day.  From  the 
above  it  will  be  seen  that  a  new  "fast  maiP'  has  been  provided  leav- 
ing New  York  at  4.30  a.  m.,  and  Cincinnati  both  east  and  weat  at  3.30 
a.  m.,  which  with  the  3  a.  m.  train  from  &t.  Louis  via  the  same  route 
secures  a  most  gratifying  increase  to  the  special  "fast-mail"  system  of 
the  country  and  furnishes  a  provision  to  the  public  in  the  section  of 
country  having  close  relations  with  Cincinnati  of  a  betterment  in  postal 
facilities  in  the  nature  of  a  "fast  mail,"  for  which  they  have  made 
earnest  and  persistent  demands  for  a  considerable  period. 

October  27,  New  York,  N.  Y,,  and  Chicage,  111.,  E.  P.  O.  (via  New 
York,  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Eailroad).  By  a  recent  order  a  full 
60-foot  postal-car  line  has  been  authorized  between  New  York,  N.  Y., 
and  Chicago,  111.  The  establishment  and  equipment  of  this  new  through 
route  provides  an  addition  of  988  miles  to  the  trunk-line  system  of  full 
railway  post-offices,  and  secures  to  the  postal  patrons  of  northern  New 
Jersey  and  Pennsylvania,  southern  and  western  New  York,  and  northern 
Ohio  and  Indiana,  specially  advantageous  liabilities  for  the  dispatch  and 
receipt  of  local  and  through  mails.  The  train  is  scheduled  to  leave  New 
York  at  2  p.  m.,  reaching  Chicago  at  5.30  p.  m.  next  day,  and  to  leave 
Chicago  at  8  p.  m.,  arriving  at  New  York  at  6.30  the  second  morning, 
thereby  providing  a  "fast  mail"  west  bound  between  New  York,N.Y., 
and  Chicago,  111,,  via  the  Erie  Bailroad.  The  train  leaving  New  York 
at  2  p.  m.  will  provide  a  dispatch  for  the  heavy  accumulation  of  mer- 
cantile and  other  correspondence  destined  for  the  numerous  manu- 
facturing and  other  business  interests  local  to  this  route,  and  also  for 
Western  points  via  Chicago,  at  which  latter  city  direct  connection  will 
be  made  with  departing  trains  via  the  Chicago,  111.,  and  Minneapolis, 
Minn.,  E.  P.  O.,  at  6.30  p.  m.;  Chicago,  111.,  ana  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa, 
B.  P.  O.,  at  6.15  p.  m.;  Chicago^  111.,  and  West  Liberty,  Iowa,  R.  P.  O., 
at  6  p.m.;  Chicago  and  Oregon,  111.,  and  Minneapolis, Minn.,  R.  P.  O., 
at  6.30  p.  m.;  Chicago,  111.,  Fort  Madison,  Iowa,  and  Kansas  City,  Mo., 
B.  P.  O.,  at  5.40  p.  m.;  Chicago  and  Savanna,  III.,  and  Cedar  Rapids, 
Iowa,  R.  P.  O.,  at  6.20  p.  m.;  Chicago,  111.,  Blroy,  Wis.,  and  Minneap- 
olis, Minn.,  R.  P.  O.,  at  6.30  p.  m.;  Chicago,  111.,  and  Burlington,  Iowa, 
B.  P.  O.,  at  6.35  p.  m.,  and  several  other  smaller  lines. 

The  mails  originating  at  offices  on  this  route  will  be  very  materially 
advanced  by  the  new  train,  as  heretofore  the  connections  have  been 
made  at  Chicago  with  morning  departing  trains,  while  under  the  change, 
connection  will  be  with  train  leaving  Chicago  the  previous  night,  thus 
securing  an  advance  in  delivery  at  destination  of  from  twelve  to  twenty- 
four  hours.  All  mail  via  this  route  for  points  west  of  Chicago,  which 
previous  to  the  change  Reached  destination  after  7  p.  m.,  was  not  availa- 
ble until  the  following  day;  these  last-mentioned  mails  will  now  reach 
destination  in  the  morning  instead  of  at  night,  and  consequently  will 
be  advanced  one  full  day.  East  bound,  the  improvement  will  be  con- 
fined to  mails  local  to  the  line  of  road,  as  the  return  train  leaving  Chi- 
cago at  8  p.  m.  is  not  due  to  reach  New  York  until  6.30  a.  ni.  second 
morning.  I  deem  the  equipment  of  this  new  route  one  of  the  most 
important  improvements  made  during  the  past  year,  and  when  the 
commercial  importance  of  the  cities  which  are  the  terminals  of  the  line 
and  the  extent  o|Lterritory  and  business  interests  tributary  thereto  are 
considered^  I  think  it  will  be  acknowledged  my  conclusions  are  fully 
justified.

ESTIMATES  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  number  of  railway  postal  clerks  in  the  service  on  June  30, 1895, 
was  7,045,  and  on  the  same  date  of  the  previous  fiscal  year  the  number 
was  6,852,  showing  an  increase  of  193,  or  2.81  per  cent. 

The  amount  expended  for  salaries  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30, 1895,  was  $7,103,025.30.  Tlie  amount  appropriated  was  $7,180,000, 
leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $82,974.70. 

The  annual  rate  of  expenditures  for  salaries  of  railway  postal  clerks, 
inclusive  of  the  amount  set  apart  for  expenses  of  chief  clerks  while 
traveling  on  the  business  of  the  Department,  was  on  July  1,  1895, 
$7,209,220,  and  the  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1890,  $7,433,000,  leaving  a  margin  of  $223,780  for  the  extension  of 
service,  additional  help  on  lines  where  the  mails  are  increasing  in 
quantity,  promotion  of  clerks  who  are  entitled  to  advancement  by 
reason  of  the  termination  of  the  probationary  period  for  which  they 
were  appointed,  for  the  emi)loyment  of  clerks  to  be  assigned  to  tlie 
new  electric  and  cable  street-car  railway  post  oflBce  service,  and  also  for 
such  additional  force  of  employees  as  may  be  needed  for  the  extension 
of  the  system  of  preparing  mails  intransit  for  immediate  city  delivery.

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It  appears  from  the  above  table  that  for  the  past  fifteen  quarters 
the  average  quarterly  increase  in  expenditure  on  this  account  was  0.94 
per  cent,  but  owing  to  the  stagnation  of  business  in  the  commercial 
world  during  the  past  two  years  little  has  been  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  matter  of  the  extension  of  old  lines  or  the  creation  of  new 
ones,  whereby  additional  clerks  were  required;  consequently  the  low 
averages  shown  in  the  above  table  are  abnormal,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  present  renewed  activity  in  certain  branches  of  business 
throughout  the  country  is  likely  to  continue  and  expand,  I  deem  it  but 
proper  to  base  the  estimate  for  the  succeeding  fiscal  year  upon  the 
same  rate  of  percentage  as  was  used  as  a  basis  for  the  estimate  for  the 
current  fiscal  year,  to  which  is  added  the  gross  sum  of  $50,000  to  meet 
the  demand  for  clerks  on  new  electric  and  cable  urban  and  suburban 
railway  post-office  lines,  and  $20,000  for  the  special  service  of  arrang- 
ing the  mail  in  transit  for  certain  large  cities  for  immediate  delivery 
upon  the  arrival  of  R  P.  O.'s  at  destination. 

The  electric  and  cable  railway  post-office  system  is,  as  you  are  aware, 
an  innovation  in  the  Railway  Sfail  Service,  and  seems  to  have  met 
with  popular  approval  wherever  put  into  operation,  and  from  present 
indications  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  demand  for  such  service  during 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year  is  likely  to  make  heavy  inroads  into  our  a]>pro- 
priation.  Though  without  any  data  upon  which  to  base  the  estimated 
amount  required  for  necessary  clerical  force  for  this  special  service  so 
lar  in  advance  of  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  appro- 
priation is  required,  I  have  no  doubt  that  this  office  can  so  arrange  the 
expenditures  as  to  keep  within  the  limit  of  the  sum  mentioned  above. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  amount  needed  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1897,  we  take  the  estimated  average  quarterly  increase  of  1  per 
cent,  as  explained  above,  and  by  applying  it  to  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30, 1896,  we  have  tne  following:

I  have  therefore  the  honor  to  recommend  tliat  the  sum  of  $7,739,000 
be  appropriated  for  salaries  of  railway  postal  clerks  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1897. 
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ESTIMATES  FOB  RAILWAY  POST-OFFIOB   OARS. 

The  amount  appropriated  for  railway  postoffice-car  service,  exclusive 
of  the  gross  amount  accrued  to  Pacific  roads  and  branches  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1895,  was  $3,000,000;  amount  expended, 
$2,940,939.46,  and  amount  of  earnings  unadjusted,  $11,618.45,  making 
the  total  cost  $2,958,557.91,  and  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of 
$41,442.00. 

By  adding  to  the  above  expenditure  of  $2,958,557.91  the  amount 
accrued  to  Pacific  roads  (which  is  not  paid  from  the  appropriation), 
namely,  $259,084.84,  we  find  the  total  cost  for  railway  post-office  cars 
for  the  year  to  have  been  $3,217,642.75. 

The  growth  of  this  railway  post-office-car  service  during  the  period 
from  July  1,  1891,  to  June  30, 1895,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Ignoring  the  decrease  for  1886,  which  was  owing  entirely  to  the  dis- 
continuance by  the  Department  of  payment  for  cars  less  than  40  feet 
in  length,  it  is  found  that  the  average  annual  increase  in  cost  for  the 
past  fourteen  years  is  7.10  per  cent,  while,  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the 
estimate  for  railway  post-office  clerks,  the  increase  for  1895  fell  to  1.23 
per  cent. 

The  annual  rate  of  cost  of  railway  ]>o8t-office-car  lines  (exclusive  of 
the  amount  to  be  credited  to  the  subsidized  Pacific  roads)  on  July  1, 
1895,  was  $2,984,325.96.  Including  lines  authorized  previous  to  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  which  had  not  been  put  into  operation 
prior  to  July  1, 1895,  additional  lines,  aggregating  in  cost  $183,005.95, 
have  been  authorized  up  to  this  date  (October  9, 1895).  For  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year  new  lines  and  the  extension  of  the  old  ones,  costing 
$208,795.75  per  annum,  have  been  recommended  by  division  superin- 
tendents. If  these  are  authorized  the  annual  rate  of  cost  on  July  1, 
1890,  will  be  $3,376,127.76.  With  the  extent  of  full  railway  post-office- 
car  service  that  will  be  covered  by  this  annual  rate  of  $3,376,127.76  on 
July  1, 1896,  it  is  believed  the  additional  lines  to  be  provided  for  in 
1896-97  should  not  exceed  in  annual  cost  $35,000,  which  amount  added 
to  the  annual  rate  on  July  1, 1896,  will  make  the  amount  needeti  for 
the  ensuing  fiscal  year  $3,411,127.76,  being  an  increase  of  $206,127.76, 
or  6.4  percent,  over  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

I  have  therefore  the  honor  to  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $3,411,000 
be  appropriated  for  railway  post-office  cars  (exclusive  of  lines  on  subsi- 
dized Pa<5ific  roads)  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1897. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In  adding  to  its  previous  excellent  records  one  more  brilliant  than  all 
the  others,  the  officers  and  clerks  of  this  service  have  demonstrated 
that  they  have  not  ceased  to  improve;  that  they  are  deeply  interested 
in  the  service,  its  growth  and  efficiency,  and  determined  to  meet  the 
hopes  of  the  Department  no  matter  how  sanguine  they  may  be.  This 
office  desires  to  thank  those  who,  by  hard  work,  studious  habits,  indus- 
try, and  faithfulness,  are  entitled  to  the  credit  of  the  superb  record  of 
1895,  and  to  extend  sympathy  to  those  who  have  cause  to  mourn,  to 
those  who  have  been  injured  or  afflicted  with  sickness,  and  trusts  that 
the  coming  year  may  bring  them  brighter  prosx)ects  and  greater  com- 
fort and  happiness.

1894. 

July  i. — ^Attalla  and  Calera  R.  P.  O.,  train  86,  ran  throngh  a  bnming  trestle  2i 
miles  north  of  Auniston,  Ala.,  about  2.25  p.  m.  Mail,  baggage,  express,  and  passen- 
ger coaches  fell  through  the  trestle  and  were  completely  destroyed  by  fire,  toother 
with  their  contents.  No  mail  what«oeyer  was  saved.  Clerk  escaped  with  a  few 
bruises. 

July  j?.— Chicago  and  Cairo  R.  P.  O.,  train  2.  When  near  Wetaug,  111.,  the  postal 
car  was  discovered  to  be  on  fire  under  the  floor  of  the  letter  end.  The  train  was 
stopped,  the  floor  cut  through,  and  fire  extinguished.    No  mail  damaged. 

July  2. — Texarkana  and  Laredo  R.  P.  O.,  train  2,  was  wrecked  near  Davenport 
Station  (n.  o.^.  Tex.,  at  9  p.  m.,  by  the  wheels  under  tender  breaking.  No  damage 
to  mail  or  mail  car.    Clerks  uninjured.    Delayed  seven  hours. 

July  5.— Paris  and  Weatherford  R.  P.  O.,  train  71.  Clerk  T.  T.  Murphy,  while  on 
duty  in  his  car,  was  struck  by  a  falling  transom,  badly  bruising  his  arm,  and  dis- 
abling him  for  service  for  thirteen  days. 

July  4. — Middlesboro  and  Knoxville  R.  P.  O.,  train  52,  was  wrecked  near  Cumber- 
land Gap,  Tenn.,  at  10  p.  m.  by  the  caving  in  of  tunnel.  No  mail  lost  or  damaged. 
Clerk  not  injured.    Apartmtnt  oar  slightly  damaged. 

July  S. — Fort  Madison  and  Ottuniwa  li.  P.O.,  train  2,  was  derailed  3  miles  west  of 
West  Point,  Iowa,  at  6.05  p.  m.  No  mails  lost  or  damaged.  Clerk  not  injured. 
Delayed  nine  hours  and  a  half. 

July  6. — Kansas  City  and  Joplin  R.  P.  O.,  train  303,  was  wrecked  at  Archie,  Mo. ,  about 
9.30  p.  m.,  caused  by  engine  striking  two  horses.  The  mail  car  left  the  track  and 
turned  over  on  its  side,  throwing  out  all  the  letter  mail  in  the  case,  scattering  it 
over  the  car.  No  mail  lost  and  none  damaged  except  a  few  letters  getting  slightly 
wet.    Clerk  not  injured.    Train  delayed  eight  hours. 

July  7. — Chicago,  Dunbar  and  Dubuque  K.  P.  O.,  train  4,  was  derailed  at  May- 
wood,  lU.,  at  12.30  a.  m.,  caused  by  a  loose  rail.  The  entire  train  left  the  track,  the 
apartment  car  being  thrown  on  its  sidto.  No  mail  lost  or  damaged,  and  clerk  not 
injured.  Mails  and  clerk  were  transferred  to  train  2  and  arrived  at  Chicago  four- 
teen hours  late. 

July  7. — Chicago  and  Memphis  R.  P.  O.,  train  6,  was  derailed  near  Tuscumbia, 
Ala.,  about  1.30  a.  m.  by  striking  a  cow.  The  mail  apartment  was  badly  damaged 
and  had  to  be  shopped.  Clerk  not  injured.  No  mail  lost  or  damaged.  Mail  arrived 
at  Chattanooga  four  and  a  half  hours  lato. 

July  8. — La  Junta  and  Albuquerque  R.  P.  O.,  train  4,  was  wrecked  at  Dillon.  N. 
Hex.,  at  3  a.  m.,  caused  by  a  defective  switch.  No  mail  lost  or  damaged  and  clerk 
not  injured. 

July  9. — Spokane  and  Portland  R.  P.  O.,  train  2,  ran  off  the  track,  ditching  the 
engine  and  front  trucks  of  mail  car.  Forward  end  of  mail  oar  slightly  damaged. 
No  mails  lost  or  damaged.    Clerk  not  ii^ured. 
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July  ii.— DenTer  and  Fort  Worth  R.  P.  O.,  train  1,  was  wrecked  near  Tascosa,  Tex., 
caused  by  Canadian  River  undermining  the  track.  The  mail  and  baggage  cars  and 
one  passenger  coach  were  derailed.  No  damage  to  mail  or  mail  oar.  Clerk  nnin- 
Jnrea.    Delayed  twelve  hours. 

July  11, — A  special  train  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  made  up  of 
13  cars  that  had  been  held  at  Sacramento,  Cal.,  in  conseqneuce  of  the  strike,  and  to 
which  was  attacbed  4  postal  cars,  3  empty  and  1  containing  a  large  quantity  of  mail 
dispatched  from  Sacramento  to  San  Francisco,  fell  through  a  trestle  which  spans  a 
pool  of  water  about  70  feet  wide  2  miles  west  of  the  Sacramento  River,  caused  by 
nsh  plates  and  spikes  having  been  removed  from  the  rails  on  the  trestle,  presumably 
by  strikers.  Two  of  the  postal  cars  fell  through  the  trestle  into  the  pool  and  were 
completely  wrecked.  The  car  containing  the  mail  did  not  leave  the  track.  No 
mail  lost  or  damaged  and  the  clerk  in  charge  escaped  injury  other  than  a  severe 
shaking  up  by  being  thrown  violently  against  the  heater. 

July  /5.— Chicago  and  Evansville  R.  P.  O.,  train  6,  ran  into  an  open  switch  1  mile 
south  of  Momence,  111.,  at  6.30  a.m.,  and  collided  with  a  number  of  freight  cars. 
Forward  end  of  apartment  car  was  entirely  demolished.  The  mails  were  badly 
scattered,  but  none  lost  or  damaged.

or  one  year. 

The  data  thus  obtained  can  not  be  considered  as  accurate;  but  it  may 
be  assumed  to  be  approximately  correct,  and  furnishes  the  only  infor- 
mation attainable  relative  to  the  amount  collected  as  United  States 
I)ostage  on  the  articles  contained  in  the  mails  for  and  from  foreign 
countries.  It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  articles  sent 
to  and  received  from  Canada  and  Mexico  overland  and  the  postage 
collected  thereon  are  embraced  in  the  figures  given  in  Statement  D, 
while  the  weights  of  the  mails  dispatched  and  the  cost  of  the  service, 
as  heretofore  stated,  do  not  include  the  weights  of  those  overland  midls 
nor  the  cost  of  their  overland  transportation.

As  a  rule,  the  mails  for  transatlantic  destinations  have  been  assigned 
to  steamers  for  their  conveyance  upon  the  plan  that  has  been  in  vogue 
for  many  years:  that  is  to  say,  in  the  case  of  two  steamers  leaving 
New  York  for  Great  Britain  at  or  about  the  same  time  the  mails  have 
been  assigned  to  the  steamer  which,  according  to  the  record  of  its 
three  voyages  just  preceding  the  assignment,  delivered  the  mails  in 
the  shortest  time  in  Loudon. 

The  record  upon  which  these  assignments  are  made  is  based  upon 
^^trip  rei>orts"  made  to  this  office  by  the  agents  of  vessels  upon  the 
termination  of  each  voyage,  in  connection  with  statements  furnished 
weekly  by  the  British  Office,  showing  the  exact  time  of  the  arrival  of 
the  mails  at  the  London  post-office. 
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B.— Statement  showing  the  number  of  tripe  made  per  quarter  and  year^  the  average  appar^ 
ent  time  {in  hours)  of  the  trips,  and  the  quickest  trip  made  by  each  steamer  of  the  trans- 
atlantio  steamship  companies  in  conveying  the  Untied  States  mails  from  New  York  to 
London  and  to  Paris  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  SO,  1895,  as  shown  by  the  records 
of  this  office.  (The  number  of  hours  stated  does  not  indicate  the  time  consumed  in  the 
sea  voyage  only,  but  the  period  elapsing  between  the  actual  receipt  of  the  mails  at  the 
post-office  in  New  York  and  their  delivery  at  the  post-office  in  London  or  Paris,)

THB  UNIVERSAL  POSTAL  UNION. 


During  the  year  the  extent  of  the  Postal  Union  was  increased  by  the 
adhesion  on  the  Ist  of  January  of  the  colony  of  the  Oape  of  Good  Hope, 
with  an  area  of  221,311  square  miles  and  a  population  of  1,527,224. 
When  Korea  and  the  Orange  Free  State  shall  have  been  admitted  to 
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the  Union  also,  there  will  remain  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  Union,  of 
all  the  organized  Governments  of  the  world,  only  the  Chinese  Empire 
proper.  • 

An  important  work  has  just  been  prepared  and  iflsaed  ander  the  super- 
vision of  The  Director  of  the  International  Burean ;  it  being  no  less  than 
a  ^<  Dictionary  of  Post- Offices,"  or  an  alphabetical  list  of  all  the  post- 
ofiices  in  the  world,  with  the  name  of  the  country,  and  State  or  province 
in  which  each  is  located,  placed  opposite.  It  will  be  kept  up  to  date  by 
means  of  supplements  to  be  issu^  every  six  months.  The  preparation 
of  such  a  work  would  not  be  possible  if  the  Postal  Union  did  not  exist; 
and  its  issue  even  now  was  at  a  cost  of  painstaking  labor  that  can  hardly 
be  conceived  by  those  who  have  not  given  the  subject  careful  thought. 
Great  credit  is  due  Mr.  Edmond  Hohn,  The  Director  of  the  International 
Bureau,  for  the  remarkable  accuracy  which  characterizes  the  work.  So 
far  as  our  own  postal  service  is  concerned,  it  is  principally  valuable  to 
the  post-offices  authorized  to  exchange  mails  with  foreign  countries,  but 
to  them  it  iB  of  great  valne,  and  to  those  offices  only  is  it  supplied,  as  the 
Department  is  compelled  to  purchase  every  copy  it  distributes.  Private 
citizens  also  can  purchase  a  copy  by  remitting  to  ^^The  Director  of  the 
International  Bureau,  Berne,  Switzerland,"  an  international  money  order 
in  his  favor  for  the  sum  of  6  francs  35.centime8  (11.29),  and  the  payment 
upon  receipt  of  the  Dictionary  of  the  Express  charges^  the  book  being 
too  heavy  to  be  admitted  to  international  mails. 

It  may  be  weU  to  mention  here  that  the  Department  was  &vored  in 
the  month  of  June  last  with  a  visit  from  Director  Hohn  for  the  purpose 
of  arranging  the  preliminaries  for,  and  discussing  the  business  to  come 
before,  the  next  Postal  Congress.  He  arrived  on  the  17th  and  left  on 
the  24th  of  June.  The  interviews  between  Director  Hohn  and  the 
officials  of  this  Department  were  as  agreeable  as  they  were  satisfactory. 
You  are  x>erfectly  acquainted  with  their  resnlts,  so  that  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  do  more  than  mention  them. 

In  view  of  the  meeting  in  this  city,  in  the  year  1897,  of  the  Fifth 
Universal  Postal  Congress,  it  may  be  well  to  glance  back  over  the 
history  of  our  international  postal  service  during  the  last  thirty-five 
years. 

At  the  commencement  of  that  period,  eight  separate  Postal  Conven- 
tions were  in  operation  between  the  United  States  and  as  many  separate 
foreign  Governments.  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  those  Con- 
ventions, the  postage  rates  applicable  m  the  United  States  to  articles 
destined  for  foreign  countries  were  fixed,  the  accounts  with  the  foreign 
countries  were  kept  and  a^'nsted,  and  all  the  postage  collected  upon 
the  articles  exchanged  between  any  two  countries  was  distributed 
between  the  sending  and  receiving  countries  in  proportions  fixed  by 
the  Conventions. 

The  postage  rates  chargeable  in  either  country  were,  as  a  rule,  deter- 
mined as  follows,  viz:  To  the  domestic  rate  of  the  country  in  which 
an  article  was  mailed  was  added  the  rate  paid  for  its  sea  conveyance 
(whence  arose  the  term  <<  sea  postage, "  a  term  having  no  siguiflcauce 
whatever  in  existing  conditions),  then  the  rate  charged  (either  arbi- 
trarily or  by  treaty  stipulations)  by  each  oountry  througn  which  the 
article  passed  in  transit,  and  finally  the  domestic  rate  of  the  country 
in  which  the  article  was  delivered;  the  sum  of  these  items  being  the 
rate  charged  by  the  country  in  which  the  artide  was  maUed.  The  ^'  ctea 
postage"  and  the  charge  for  intermediary  transit  on  articles  for  the 
same  destination,  varied  according  to  the  route  traversed  and  the 
nationality  of  the  vessels  performing  the  sea  conveyance;  so  that  wh^vo 
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several  roates  were  open  for  the  transmission  of  the  mails  for  the  same 
country,  the  rate  to  be  charged  upon  a  letter  for  that  country  would 
depend  upon  the  route  it  was  to  follow,  and  if  it  were  not  properly  pre- 
paid to  be  forwarded  by  the  first  steamer,  it  might  be  held  until  an 
opportunity  occurred  for  its  dispatch  by  the  route  for  which  it  was  pre- 
paid, or  it  might  be  dispatched  subject  to  an  additional  charge  on 
delivery. 

Take,  for  instance,  Austria.  A  letter  for  that  country  could  be  sent 
by  steamers  sailing  for  Bremen  or  Hamburg  direct,  or  via  England  or 
via  France,  and  the  postage  rate  would  be  15,  30,  or  42  cents  per  half- 
ounce,  according  to  the  route  traversed.  A  letter  for  Australia  could 
be  sent  by  either  of  six  different  routes,  and  the  postage  per  half- 
ounce  would  be  5,  33,  45,  65,  or  60  cents  or  $1.02,  according  to  which 
one  of  said  routes  it  traversed. 

For  Greece,  Turkey,  Egypt,  and  Hongkong  five  routes  were  open, 
with  a  different  charge  for  each  route.  Four  routes  were  used  for  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland,  each  with  a  separate  rate;  Denmark,  Holland, 
Sweden  and  Norway  were  each  reached  by  three  routes,  each  with  a 
different  rate;  while  Canada  and  Mexico  each  had  two  rates,  based 
upon  the  distance  to  be  covered  in  transit. 

The  inconvenience  and  annoyance  occasioned  to  persons  haviug  cor- 
resi)ondeuts  in  foreign  countries  by  this  condition  of  aff'airs  may  be 
easily  imagined.  But,  in  addition,  the  complicated  accounts  necessary 
to  be  kept  with  the  several  foreign  countries  with  whom  we  had  postal 
treaty  relations,  and  each  of  which  had  to  be  credited  with  its  portion 
of  the  sum  prepaid  on  each  article  (not  on  the  aggregate  weights  of  the 
mails),  and  the  minute  details  required  to  be  entered  in  the  Letter  Bill 
sent  with  each  mail,  are  almost  beyond  belief;  for  these  accounts  were 
kept  by  the  "rate''  and  according  to  the  standard  weight  of  the  cred- 
itor country,  so  that  the  credits  were  by  the  English  ounce,  the  French 
gram,  and  the  German  "loth,"  and  the  unit  of  rate  was  with  some 
countries  one  sheet  of  paper,  with  some  a  quarter  of  an  ounce,  with  some 
a  third  of  an  ounce,  with  some  a  half-ounce,  and  with  some  two- thirds 
of  an  ounce.  As  the  scope  and  volume  of  the  foreign  correspondence 
increased,  the  rates,  conditions,  and  accounts  became  more  and  more 
complex,  until  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to  simplify  both,  as  under 
the  then  existing  conditions  a  person  could  not  tell  without  consid- 
erable inquiry  how  much  postage  to  prepay  upon  the  letter  he  wished 
to  reach  its  foreign  destination  as  soon  as  possible;  and  the  time  neces- 
sary to  carefully  scrutinize  each  article  before  closing  the  mail,  and  to 
make  on  the  Letter  Bill,  with  the  necessary  minute  detail,  the  separate 
credits  to  be  given  to  the  various  foreign  Offices  furnishing  the  sea  or 
land  transportation,  required  the  mails  to  be  closed  an  unreasonably 
long  period  before  the  steamer  sailed. 

Jn  these  circumstances,  on  the4th  of  August,  1862,  Postmaster-General 
Blair  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State  the  letter  quoted  on  pages 
39-41  of  Postmaster-General  BisselPs  BeiK)rt  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30, 1894,  requesting  him  to  invite  a  Conference  of  the  postal  author- 
ities of  Europe  and  America  to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  selected 
by  them,  to  recommend  to  their  Governments  the  adoption  in  interna- 
tional postal  relations  of  a  uniform  standard  of  weight,  uniformity  of 
rates  and  conditions,  a  uniform  basis  for  sea  and  land  transit  charges, 
and,  if  practicable,  uniform  registration  and  money-order  systems.  The 
invitation  was  accepted  by  the  Governments  addressed,  and  resulted 
in  a  Conference  which  convened  in  Paris  on  the  11th  of  May,  1863,  and 
was  in  session  until  the  9th  of  June,  1863,  and  was  attended  by  the 
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leading  postal  officials  of  Austria,  Belgium,  Costa  Bica,  Denmark,  Spain, 
the  United  States,  France,  Great  Britain,  Italy,  the  Netherlands,  Por- 
tugal, Prussia,  the  Sandwich  Islands,  Switzerland  and  the  Hanseatic 
Cities,  this  country  being  represented  by  John  A.  Kasson.  now  a  resi- 
dent of  this  city^nd  who  had  then  recently  retired  from  the  ix>sitioii  of 
First  Assistant  Postmaster-General. 

During  the  twenty-nine  days  of  the  sessions  of  the  Conference  the 
subjects  presented  to  it  were  carefully  considered  and  freely  and  fully 
discussed,  and  the  following  recommendations,  as  regards  international 
mails,  were  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Conference^  viz : 

Mailable  matter  to  be  separated  into  six  classes;  optional  prepayment 
on  ordinary  letters;  unpaid  and  short-paid  letters  to  be  forwarded  sub- 
ject to  additional  charges ;  no  additional  charge  to  be  made  on  fully 
prepaid  articles,  unless  they  were  required  to  be  forwarded  beyond  the 
country  to  which  they  were  originally  addressed;  postage  rates  to  be 
fixed  in  all  countries  according  to  the  same  scale  of  weight;  the  metri- 
cal system  to  be  adopted,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  for  iuternational 
postal  accounts;  the  unit  of  weight  for  a  letter  rate  to  be  15  grams  (one- 
half  ounce)  or  its  equivalent;  limited  responsibility  (50  frances  =$10) 
for  the  loss  of  a  registered  article;  wherever  practicable  only  one  rate 
to  be  fixed  for  an  article  for  the  same  country,  by  whatever  route  it 
might  be  dispatched;  acknowledgments  of  the  receipt  of  mails  to  be 
abolished;  credits  to  foreign  Offices  on  account  of  closed  mails  to  be  cal- 
culated on  the  net  weights  of  the  mails — not  by  postage  rates;  no 
charge  ibr  forwarding  an  article  from  one  post-office  to  another,  unless 
the  article  passed  beyond  the  country  of  original  destination;  dead 
matter  to  be  returned  to  the  country  of  origin  without  charge;  no  coun- 
try to  charge  more  than  one-half  of  its  domestic  postage  rate  for  the 
land  transit  of  mails  from  other  countries,  and  not  more  for  sea  transit 
than  the  whole  rate  charged  upon  its  own  correspondence;  official 
postal  communications  to  be  conveyed  free  of  charge;  "special  deliv- 
ery'' service  recommended. 

The  Commissioners  were  not  empowered  to  commit  their  Governments 
to  the  foregoing  measures,  but  were  unanimous  respecting  their  ad- 
visability and  agreed  to  recommend  that  the  principles  laid  down  be 
followed  for  the  future,  and,  at  least,  that  they  should  govern  in  Postal 
Conventions  thereafter  negotiated. 

Before  leaving  the  subject  of  the  Paris  Conference,  perhaps  it  is  not 
out  of  place  to  say  that  in  the  closing  hour  of  the  Conference  the  Swiss 
Minister  considered  himself  authorized,  speaking  for  the  whole  Confer- 
ence, to  declare  that  "if  the  deliberations  of  the  Conference  have  led 
to  results  from  which  a  favorable  influence  upon  future  postal  treaties 
may  be  expected,  these  results  are  largely  due  to  the  liberal  and  con- 
ciliatory spirit  constantly  shown  during  the  deliberations  by  the  Dele- 
gate of  the  Government  which  took  the  initiative  in  the  Conference." 

During  the  year  1864  correspondence  was  commenced  by  this  Depart- 
ment with  the  Postal  Administrations  of  several  of  the  countries  rep- 
resented at  the  Paris  Conference,  with  a  view  to  negotiating  new  Postal 
Conventions  with  those  countries  on  the  basis  of  the  principles  enun- 
ciated  by  the  Paris  Conference,  which  correspondence  resulted  in  more 
liberal  Conventions  in  accordance  with  said  principles  with  Venezuela, 
concluded  in  July,  1866,  and  with  Great  Britain,  June,  1867;  Belgium, 
August,  1867 ;  Switzerland,  October,  1867 ;  the  Netherlands,  September, 
1867;  the  North  German  Union,  October,  1867;  Hongkong,  November, 
1867,  and  Italy,  November,  1867,  all  of  which,  except  those  with  Vene- 
zuela and  Hongkong,  were  negotiated  by  John  A.  Kasson ;  and  the  same 
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principles  governed  in  all  the  other  Couventlons  thereafter  negotiated, 
their  effects  being  seen  in  the  simplification  of  the  methods  of  making 
up  the  mails  and  accounting  for  their  ti'ansit  that  immediately  pre- 
vailed, and  in  a  continuous  reduction  in  the  rates  of  postage,  so  that 
before  the  expiration  of  ten  years  from  the  Paris  Conference,  we  find 
34  cents  to  be  the  highest  letter  rat«  charged  in  the  United  States, 
instead  of  $1.02,  the  highest  charged  in  1863.  Instead  of  three  rates 
for  Austria,  the  highest  being  42  cents,  we  find  only  the  two  rates  of  6 
and  7  cents;  instead  of  six  rates  for  Australia, the  highest  being  $1.02, 
we  find  only  the  two  rates  of  16  and  22  cents;  while  only  two  different 
rates  were  chargeable  on  articles  for  Greece,  Germany,  Norway,  Sweden, 
and  Switzerland,  and  only  one  to  Hongkong,  Denmai*k,  the  Ketherlands, 
Canada,  and  Mexico. 

The  idea  of  a  Union  for  Postal  purposes  does  not  seem  to  have  been 
entertained  either  by  this  Government  in  its  call  for  a  Conference  in  the 
year  1863,  or  by  the  Conference  itself  in  its  deliberations.  But  the  ease 
with  which  the  principles  promulgated  by  the  Conference  were  put  into 
practice  and  the  benefits  accruing  to  the  international  service  by  their 
adoption  appear  to  have  prepared  the  various  Governments  at  interest 
to  receive  not  only  without  surprise,  but  as  something  altogether  in  the 
natural  course,  the  proposition  of  the  Postal  Administration  of  Ger- 
many (inspired  no  doubt  by  the  successful  operation,  since  the  year  1850, 
of  the  Austro-German  Postal  Union,  comprising  16  separate  Postal 
Administrations),  in  the  year  1869,  to  convene  a  Congress  for  the  pur- 
pose of  negotiating  a  General  Postal  Treaty  having  for  its  object  the 
unification  of  the  Great  Powers  in  so  far  at  least  as  ^'  the  formation  of 
a  single  postal  territory  for  the  reciprocal  exchange  of  correspondence 
between  them." 

The  Franco-Prussian  war  prevented  the  immediate  assembling  of  the 
Congress,  but  at  the  conclusion  of  the  wAr  the  1st  of  September,  1873, 
was  designated  as  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  Congress.  For  cer- 
tain reasons,  however,  the  meeting  was  postponed,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  15th  of  September,  1874,  that  the  first  Postal  Congress  was  opened 
in  the  Hall  of  the  National  Senate  (Tagsatzung)  of  Switzerland,  in  the 
city  of  Berne,  with  representatives  from  twenty-two  countries  and  colo- 
nies, including  the  United  States,  whose  representative,  the  late  Joseph 
H.  Blackfan,  then  Superintendent  of  Foreign  Mails  of  this  Department, 
was  welcomed  to  the  Congress  by  its  president  with  the  statement  that 
it  was  the  United  States  which  in  1863  took  the  initiative  in  the  postal 
reforms  pointed  out  by  the  Conference  of  Paris,  and  which  the  Congress 
of  Berne  was  about  to  attempt  to  put  into  practical  operation  by  means 
of  a  General  Treaty  binding  upon  all  participating  nations.  The  Con- 
gress was  in  session  until  the  9th  of  October,  1874,  when  the  first  "Treaty 
concerning  the  creation  of  a  General  Postal  Union"  was  signed  by  the 
representatives  of  Germany,  Austria-Hungary,  Belgium,  Denmark, 
Egypt,  Spain,  the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  Greece,  Italy,  Luxem- 
burg, Norway,  the  Netherlands,  Portugal,  lioumania,  Russia,  Servia, 
Sw^en,  Switzerland,  and  Turkey.  France  signed  a  short  time  subse- 
quently, and  Montenegro  also  adhered  at  once  to  the  Treaty.  The 
Treaty  went  into  operation  on  the  1st  of  July,  1875,  over  a  territory  con- 
taining a  population  of  375,000,000  persons. 

By  its  terms,  the  countries  and  colonies  adhering  to  it  were  constituted 
"  a  single  postal  territory  for  the  reciprocal  exchange  of  correspondence 
between  their  post-oflSces,"  through  the  entire  extent  of  which  the  right 
of  transit  of  the  mails  was  guaranteed  at  certain  rates  within  maximum 
limits.    It  provided  for  a  uniform  classification  of  articles  transmissible 
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in  international  mails,  and  fixed  uniform  postage  rates  and  conditions 
within  maximum  limits  for  the  same.  It  greatly  simplified  the  detailed 
and  complicated  postage  accounts  by  providing  that  each  country 
should  keep  for  its  own  use  all  the  postage  it  collected,  and  should  set- 
tle with  the  other  countries  for  their  intermediary  services  within  the 
Postal  Union  upon  the  basis  of  weights,  instead  of  upon  the  basis  of 
"  rates."  It  rendered  obligatory  the  forwarding  of  unpaid  letters  and 
of  short-paid  articles  of  other  classes,  and  exempted  from  postage 
charges  the  official  correspondence  passing  between  Postal  Administra- 
tions. It  provided  that  articles  should  be  reforwarded  throughout  the 
entire  Postal  Union  without  additional  charge  for  such  reforwarding. 
It  recognized  the  principle  of  responsibility  for  the  safety  of  registered 
articles,  and  recommended  a  limited  indemnity  (50  francs  =  $10)  for 
loss  or  damage  sustained  by  them  in  transit.  It  provided  for  a  Con- 
gress to  convene  once  every  three  years  for  the  revision  of  the  treaty, 
in  which  Congress  each  country  should  have  one  vote ;  and  it  established 
at  an  annual  expense  of  75,000  francs  an  "International  Bureau"  at 
Berne,  to  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Postal  Administration  of 
Switzerland,  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting  and  distributing  postal 
statistics  and  information,  giving  an  opinion  upon  questions  at  issue 
between  Administrations,  and  in  general  of  serving  as  a  means  of  com- 
munication between  the  Postal  Administrations,  and  of  considering 
questions  in  the  interest  of  the  Postal  Union;  the  expense  of  the 
Bureau  to  be  borne  jointly  by  the  contracting  countries  in  proportion  to 
the  importance  of  their  postal  business.  It  also  provided  for  arbitra- 
tion in  case  any  two  or  more  Administrations  could  not  agree  upon  the 
interpretation  to  be  placed  upon  a  provision  of  the  Treaty. 

In  the  year  1875  British  India  made  application  for  admission  to  the 
Postal  Union,  and  France  asked  that  her  colonies  in  Asia,  Africa, 
America,  and  Oceanica  be  admitted  also.  As  these  colonies  were 
remote  from  the  countries  already  embraced  in  the  Union,  the  transit 
rates  fixed  by  the  Treaty  for  mails  circulating  within  the  limits  of  the 
Union  were  deemed  to  be  inadequate  to  cover  the  expense  of  the  long 
transit  between  those  colonies  and  the  other  countries  of  the  Union. 
A  Conference  was  therefore  assembled  at  Berne,  Switzerland,  to  arrange 
equitable  term?  with  respect  to  transit  charges  for  the  admission  of 
said  colonies.  The  Conference  was  in  session  from  the  17th  to  the  27th 
of  January,  1876,  and  consisted  of  representatives  of  Germany,  Austria, 
Hungary,  Belgium,  Egypt,  Spain,  France,  Great  Britain,  British  India, 
Italy,  the  Netherlands,  Sweden,  and  Norway  (the  United  States  declined 
to  take  part),  and  on  the  27th  of  January,  1876,  an  Arrangement  was 
concluded  and  signed  which  became  binding  upon  all  the  members  of 
the  Postal  Union,  which  allowed  a  higher  rate  for  transit  expenses  and 
a  higher  postage  rate  to  be  charged  to  cover  the  increased  expense. 
The  Arrangement  took  effect  on  the  1st  of  July,  1876,  upon  which  date 
British  India  and  the  French  colonies  adhered  to  the  General  Postal 
Convention  as  modified  by  the  Berne  Conference  of  1876,  and  the  Postal 
Union  was  increased  by  806,600  square  miles  of  territory  and  by 
245,000,000  of  souls;  so  that  within  one  year  from  its  inauguration  the 
General  Postal  Union  embraced  620,000,000  of  persons.  Subsequently 
the  Berne  Arrangement  of  January,  1876,  served  as  the  basis  for  the 
admission  of  Brazil  and  other  countries,  and  of  various  British,  Dutch, 
and  Spanish  colonies. 

The  Berne  Congress  selected  Paris  as  the  place,  and  the  year  1877  as 
the  time  of  meeting  for  the  next  (the  second)  World's  Postal  Congress; 
but  in  view  of  the  opening  of  the  International  Exhibition  in  Paris  in 
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the  year  1878,  the  meeting  was  by  unanimous  consent  postponed,  and 
the  Congress  was  in  fact  opened  in  the  Bourbon  Pahice,  in  the  city  of 
Paris,  on  the  2d  of  May,  1878,  and  continued  in  session  until  the  4th 
of  June  of  the  same  year,  this  Department  being  again  rejtresented  by 
Joseph  H.  Blackfan,  Superintendent  of  Foreign  Mails,  and  also  by 
James  N.  Tyner,  First  Assistant  Postmaster-General.  A  Treaty  form- 
ing a  "  Universal  Postal  Union"  was  signed  on  the  1st  of  June  by  dele- 
gates from  the  countries  which  were  parties  to  the  General  Postal  Treaty 
of  Berne,  and  also  by  delegates  from  other  countries  as  follows, viz :  The 
Argentine  Republic,  Brazil,  British  India,  Canada,  Japan,  Mexico, 
Peru,  Persia,  and  Salvador;  tlie  countries  and  colonies  represented 
containing  a  population  of  750,000,000  inhabitants.  The  Treaty  went 
into  effect  on  the  Ist  of  April,  1879,  and  was  practically  a  revision  of 
the  Berne  Treaty.  The  principal  changes  made  were  a  reduction  of  the 
single  sea  transit  rate  within  the  Postal  Union  from  a  maximum  of 
6  francs  50  centimes  to  5  francs  per  kilogram  of  letters;  a  provision 
that  the  total  cost  of  tlio  sea  transit  within  the  Union,  when  furnished 
by  more  than  one  country,  should  not  exceed  15  francs  per  kilogram 
of  letters  and  1  franc  per  kilogram  of  other  articles — these  rates  to 
be  paid  upon  the  basis  of  statistics  taken  only  once  in  two  years;  a 
provision  extending  the  interval  between  the  meetings  of  the  Congress 
from  three  to  five  years,  and  increasing  the  annual  allowance  for  main- 
taining the  International  Bureau  at  Berne  from  75,000  to  100,000  francs; 
a  provision  requiring  each  Administration  to  forward  the  transit  mails 
of  other  countries  by  the  most  rapid  routes  available,  and  a  provision  for 
settling,  upon  the  basis  of  the  biennial  statistics,  the  transit  expenses 
of  the  mails  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  Union,  as  well  as  of  the  transit 
expenses  within  the  Union.  The  Congress  adjourned  on  the  4th  of 
June,  1878,  alter  having  fixed  the  city  of  Lisbon,  Portugal,  as  the  place 
for  the  meeting  of  the  next  (the  third)  World's  Postal  Congress. 

In  addition  to  the  "  Universal  Postal  Union  Convention,"  governing 
the  general  exchanges  of  mails  among,  and  binding  upon,  all  the  coun- 
tries and  colonies  embraced  in  the  Postal  Union,  the  Paris  Congress 
concluded  "  an  Arrangement  concerning  the  exchange  of  letters  with 
declared  value"  and  "an  Arrangement  concerning  the  exchange  of 
money  orders "  which  were  binding  only  upon  the  countries  and  colo- 
nies adhering  to  those  Arrangements.  As  the  United  States  was  not 
among  the  countries  so  adhering,  the  provisions  of  those  Arrangements 
are  not  noted  here. 

The  German  delegation  in  the  Congress  of  Paris  submitted  the  plan 
of  a  "  Parcels- Post  Arrangement "  the  introduction  of  which  resulted  in 
the  question  being  referred  to  the  International  Bureau  for  considera- 
tion. The  Bureau  submitted  the  matter  to  a  Conference  which  assem- 
bled in  Paris  on  the  9th  of  October,  1880,  in  which  a  "  Convention 
concerning  the  exchange  of  Postal  parcels"  was  formulated  and  signed 
by  representatives  of  Germany,  Austria,  Hungary,  Belgium,  Bulgaria, 
Denmark,  Egypt,  Spain,  France,  Italy,  Luxemburg,  Montenegro,  Por- 
tugal, Roumania,  Servia,  Sweden,  Norway,  Switzerland,  and  Turkey, 
while  the  final  protocol  allowed  until  the  1st  of  April,  1882,  for  Great 
Britain,  British  India,  the  Netherlands,  and  Persia  (each  of  which  was 
represented  by  a  delegate  in  the  Conference)  to  adhere  to  the  Conven- 
tion. The  Parcels-Post  system  not  being  in  operation  in  our  domestic 
postal  service,  the  United  States  was  not  represented  in  the  Paris  Con- 
ference of  the  year  1880,  and  did  not  adhere  to  the  Convention  nego- 
tiated by  that  Conference,  and  therefore  the  details  of  the  Parcels- Post 
Convention  there  concluded  are  not  given  here. 
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Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  Paris  Congress,  the  next  (the  third) 
World's  Postal  Congress  assembled  in  the  city  of  Lisbon,  in  the  Hall 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Portugal,  on  the  4th  of  February,  1885,  and 
remained  in  session  until  tlie  21st  of  March  following,  this  Department 
being  represented  by  James  S.  Crawford,  Superintendent  of  Foreign 
Mails,  and  William  Otto.  The  date  originally  fixed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Congress  was  October  1,  1884,  but  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  an 
epidemic  of  cholera,  the  meeting  was  postponed. 

The  Lisbon  Congress  did  not  conclude  a  new  general  treaty,  but  formu- 
lated "Additional  Acts"  which  amended  the  Treaty  of  Paris,  improved 
certain  existing  methods,  and  introduced  several  new  features. 

The  principal  acts  of  the  Lisbon  Congress  were  as  follows,  viz: 

The  existing  intermediary  transit  charges  were  maintained,  but 
instead  of  taking  statistics  during  a  period  of  thirty  days  once  every 
Uvo  years  upon  which  to  settle  said  charges,  it  was  decided  to  take 
said  statistics  only  once  in  three  years  during  a  period  of  twenty-eight 
days.  The  reply  post  card  was  added  to  the  list  of  mailable  articles — 
at  least  each  country  became  bound  to  return  free  of  postage  to  the 
country  which  issued  a  double  card,  the  reply-half  of  said  card.  The 
limit  of  size  for  a  package  of  printed  matter  was  fixed  at  a  cube  of  45 
centimeters  (about  18  inches).  The  Congress  recognized  the  sender's 
ownershij)  of  an  article  in  the  mails,  by  allowing  the  sender  to  recall  an 
article  or  change  its  address  (subject  to  certain  safeguards  as  to 
identity)  at  any  time  before  the  delivery  of  the  article.  "Special 
delivery"  was  provided  for  between  such  countries  as  desired  to  enter 
into  an  arrangement  for  that  purpose.  The  fee  for  the  delivery  was 
fixed  at  30  centimes  (6  cents),  which  was  lower  than  the  fee  fixed  by 
statute  for  our  domestic  special  delivery;  so  that  the  United  States 
did  not  enter  the  arrangement.  The  prohibition  against  gold,  silver, 
jewels,  etc.,  was  modified,  so  as  to  allow  those  articles  to  be  exchanged 
by  mail  between  countries  whose  legislation  allowed  such  transmission. 
The  conditions  applicable  to  "printed  matter"  were  liberalized — in  the 
matter  of  allowing  manuscript  additions,  and  in  admittiTig  to  that 
category  papers  with  raised  characters  for  the  use  of  the  blind.  The 
separate  Convention  relative  to  "  Parcels-Posts  "  and  the  Arrangements 
concerning  "money  orders,"  "letters  with  declared  value,"  and  "books 
of  identity,"  were  modified,  and  the  scope  of  their  operations  was 
extended  by  the  adhesion  of  additional  countries.  The  United  States 
did  not  enter  into  any  of  these  separate  Arrangements,  so  their  pro- 
visions are  not  stated  here. 

The  "Additional  Acta"  of  Lisbon  amendatory  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion of  Paris,  and  the  special  Convention  and  Arrangements,  all  took 
effect  on  the  1st  of  April,  1886.  Delegations  from  the  British- Austral- 
asian colonies,  Bolivia,  and  Siam  were  present  in  the  Congress,  and 
Bolivia  and  Siam  adhered  to  the  Convention;  but  the  Australasian 
colonies  were  not  prepared  to  give  in  their  adhesion  at  that  time. 
The  adhesion  of  Bolivia  to  the  Convention  placed  the  whole  of  the 
American  continent  within  the  Postal  Union.  The  city  of  Vienna, 
Austria,  was  selected  as  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  next  (the  fourth) 
World's  Postal  Congress,  and  the  interval  to  elapse  between  any 
two  Congresses  was  fixed  at  five  years  from  the  day  upon  which  a 
new  convention  shall  take  effect. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Lisbon  Congress,  the  fourth 
World's  Postal  Congress  met  in  the  Hjill  of  the  Imperial  Association  of 
Horticulture,  in  the  city  of  Vienna,  Austria,  on  the  20th  of  May,  1891 ; 
this  Department  being  represented  by  N.  M.  Brooks,  Superintendent 
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of  Foreign  Mails,  and  William  Potter,  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 
Delegations  from  the  British-Australasian  colonies,  Katal,  and  the 
Sonth  African  Republic  (the  Transvaal)  were  present,  although  those 
places  were  not  then  embraced  in  the  Postal  Union.  Four  committees 
were  appointed  for  the  preliminary  consideration  of  all  matters  to  come 
before  the  Congress;  the  delegates  of  the  United  States  being  assigned 
to  duty  upon  each  of  the  four.  The  committees  met  twenty-one  times 
and  the  full  Congress  seven  times  during  the  period  from  May  20  to 
July  4, 1891;  the  new  Convention  being  signed  upon  the  latter  date  to 
take  effect  on  the  1st  of  Juljr,  1802.  The  Conventions  and  Arrange- 
ments authorized  by  previous  Postal  Congresses  were  revised,  and  two 
additional  separate  Arrangements  were  authorized,  viz,  arrangements 
for  the  collection  of  bills  and  for  subscribing  at  post-offices  for  news- 
papers and  periodical  publications.  The  United  States  pursued  the 
course  adopted  in  previous  Congresses  by  declining  to  participate  in 
any  of  the  separate  Arrangements.  The  other  new  features  were  the 
establishing  in  the  International  Bureau  at  Berne  of  an  office  for 
liquidating  accounts  between  the  administrations  of  the  Union  (a  Postal 
Union  Clearing  House),  and  increasing  the  annnal  allowance  for  the 
Bureau  from  100,000  to  125,000  francs;  providing  for  the  exchange  of 
closed  mails  between  naval  vessels  and  their  Governments;  precautions 
against  the  use  of  fraudulent  postage  stamps,  and  directing  the  Inter- 
national Bureau  to  publish  an  alphabetical  Dictionary  o^  ~  of  the  post- 
offices  in  the  world,  to  be  sold  at  cost  of  productio- 

The  principal  changes  made  in  previous  co^  .*uns  were — requiring 
all  countries  to  issue  double  post  cards,  iucr  asing  tbe  limits  of  size  for 
packages  of  samples,  still  further  liberalizing  the  conditions  applicable 
to  packages  of  printed  matter,  simplifying  tbe  methods  of  settling  the 
transit  charges  on  articles  for  or  from  countries  not  embraced  in  the 
Union  and  making  them  conform  to  the  practice  in  vogue  with  respect 
to  transit  charges  within  the  Union,  and  authorizing  the  transmission 
of  packages  containing  samples  of  liquids  between  countries  which 
consent  to  admit  liquids  to  their  mails. 

One  of  the  most  important  results  of  the  Vienna  Congress  was  that, 
in  consequence  of  the  conferences  held  there,  the  British- Australasian 
colonies,  the  South  African  Republic,  and  the  colony  of  Natal  entered 
the  Postal  Union  very  shortly  after  the  Congress  adjourned;  and,  fol- 
lowing their  example,  the  colony  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  entered  the 
Union  later,  so  that  there  now  remain  outside  of  the  Union  only  the 
Chinese  Empire,  Korea,  and  the  Orange  Free  State,  with  the  prospect 
of  Korea  and  the  Orange  Free  State  becoming  members  of  the  Union 
not  later  than  the  meeting  of  the  next  Congress.  The  adherence  of  the 
Australasian  colonies  and  the  Cape  Colony  to  the  Universal  Postal 
Convention  had  long  been  earnestly  desired,  but  up  to  the  meeting  of 
the  Vienna  Congress  the  objections  on  the  part  of  the  colonies  could  not 
be  overcome.  At  Vienna,  however,  all  obstacles  were  surmounted,  and 
the  proposed  adhesion  of  the  colonies  was  announced  long  before  the 
Congress  adjourned. 

The  preparation  of  the  '» Dictionary  of  Post-Offices  of  the  World" 
authorized  by  the  Congress  was  at  once  commenced  by  the  International 
Bureau  and  is  now  in  circulation,  as  heretofore  mentioned.  It  is  of  ines- 
timable service  to  those  post-offices  which  are  authorized  to  exchange 
mails  with  foreign  countries. 

This  city  (Washington)  was  selected  unanimously  and  by  acclamation 
as  the  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  next  (the  fifth)  World's  Postal  Con- 
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gress,  and  on  the  4th  of  July,  1891,  the  "  Universal  Postal  Convention 
of  Vienna"  and  the  special  Arrangements  thereunder  were  signed,  and 
the  Congress — representing  1,300,000,000  people— adjourned  to  meet  In 
this  city  in  the  year  1897. 

The  delegates  of  the  United  States  to  the  four  Postal  Congresses  of 
the  past  have  been  the  recipients  of  splendid  hospitality  at  the  hands 
of  the  Swiss,  French,  Portuguese,  and  Austrian  Governments  and 
peoples,  at  Berne,  Paris,  Lisbon,  and  Vienna.  No  courtesy  was  too  great 
and  no  effort  was  too  onerous  that  would  in  any  way  contribute  to  the 
entertainment  or  comfort  of  the  delegates  to  the  Postal  Congress. 

Time,  money,  and  work  will  be  necessary  to  reciprocate  to  the  dele- 
gates to  the  "Universal  Postal  Congress  of  Washington"  courtesies 
even  equal  to  those  heretofore  extended  to  the  delegates  ot  the  Unifed 
States;  it  were  a  hopeless  task  to  attempt  to  excel  them,  unbounded 
as  they  were.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  United  States  will 
fully  sustain  its  reputation  for  hospitality  already  well  secured. 

In  the  Appendix  may  be  found  translations  of  the  special  Convention 
and  Arrangements  concluded  and  signed  at  the  Universal  Postal  Con- 
gress of  Vienna,  no  English  translations  of  the  same  having  heretofore 
been  made  by  this  Department,  as  follows,  viz: 

(1)  "Arrangement  concerning  the  exchange  of  letters  and  boxes  with 
declared  value." 

(2)  "Arrangement  concerning  the  money-order  service." 

(3)  "Convention  concerning  the  exchange  of  postal  parcels." 

(4)  "Arrangement  concerning  the  service  of  collections." 

(5)  "Arrangement  concerning  the  introduction  of  books  of  identity 
in  the  international  postal  traffic." 

^6)  "Arrangement  concerning  the  intervention  of  the  post-office  in 
subscriptions  for  newspapers  and  periodical  publications." 

SEA  POST-OFFICES. 

The  International  Sea  Post-Offices  have  been  in  continuous  operation 
upon  the  fast  steamers  of  the  North  German  Lloyd  Steamship  Company 
and  the  Hamburg- American  Packet  Company,  viz: 

The  steamers  Aller^  ElbCj  Ems^  Fulda,  Havely  Kaiser  Wilhelm  IIj 
LdhUy  SaalCj  Spree,  and  Trave,  of  the  North  German  Lloyd,  and  the 
steamers  Augusta  Victoria^  Columbia^  Fuerst  Bismarck,  and  Normanniay 
of  the  Hamburg- American  Packet  Company ;  98  trips  having  been  made 
from  New  York  and  97  from  Germany. 

During  the  98  trips  from  New  York  4,775,976  ordinary  articles,  70,681 
registered  articles,  and  6,909  bags  of  printed  matter  were  distributed 
during  6,516  working  hours,  an  average  of  48,734  ordinary  articles,  721 
registered  articles,  and  60  bags  of  printed  matter  per  trip  of  '^^  hours; 
and  during  the  97  trips  from  Germany  8,706,578  ordinary  articles,  153,763 
registered  articles,  and  9,481  bags  of  printed  matter  were  distributed 
during  7,899  working  hours,  an  average  of  89,759  ordinary  articles, 
1,585  registered  articles,  and  98  bags  of  printed  matter  per  trip  of  81 
hours. 

A  Sea  Post  clerk  has  also  been  on  duty  upon  the  steamers  Neio  York 
and  Paris,  and  since  the  5th  of  June,  1895,  upon  the  steamer  St.  Louis, 
of  the  International  Navigation  Company;  30  trips  having  been  made 
from  New  York  and  31  from  Southampten. 

During  the  30  trips  from  New  York  56,326  ordinary  articles  and  30 
bags  of  printed  matter  were  distributed,  and  during  the  31  trips  from 
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Soathampton  302,509  ordinary  articles,  5,930  registered  articles,  and 
430  bags  of  printed  matter  were  distributed. 

As  heretofore  stated,  the  full  benefit  of  the  Sea  Post  service  can  not 
be  secured  on  the  steamers  Netc  YorJcy  PariSy  and  St  LouiSy  for  the 
reason  that  the  mails  conveyed  to  this  country  by  those  steamers  are 
very  light — the  fiill  mails  being  dispatched  by  the  steamers  under  con- 
tract  with  the  lUitish  Government,  and  that  of  the  mails  dispatched 
from  this  country  those  for  Great  Britain  are  not  distributed  because 
the  British  office  has  declined  to  furnish  the  assistance  necessary  to 
that  end. 

That  the  service  has  been  reasonably  satisfactory  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  very  few  complaints  have  been  received.  It  could  be  improved 
if  the  accommodations  on  board  the  steamers  for  Sea  Post-Office  pur- 
poses were  more  commodious  than  they  are  at  present  and  than  it  has 
been  praciticable  thus  far  to  make  them. 

The  first  fatal  casualty  in  the  service  since  its  inauguration  occurred 
on  the  morning  of  the  30th  of  January  last,  when  the  steamer  Elbe 
went  down  in  the  North  Sea,  off  Lowestoft,  with  nearly  all  on  board, 
including  the  United  States  and  German  Sea  Post  clerks.  The  United 
States  clerks,  P.  J.  Holtzman  and  Iliram  H.  Hall,  who  went  down  with 
the  steamer,  had  both  made  excellent  records  as  faithful  and  efficient 
clerks,  Mr.  Holtzman  having  been  one  of  the  first  clerks  appointed 
upon  the  inauguration  of  the  sea  post  service,  in  April,  1891.  Their  pay 
stopped  upon  the  day  of  their  death,  and  the  Department  has  no 
authority  under  the  statutes  in  force  to  recognize  their  efficient  service 
except  by  public  announcement  of  the  same.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
provision  has  not  been  made  for  continuing,  for  a  limited  period,  to  the 
surviving  widows  and  minor  children  the  salary  of  postal  employees 
who  lose  their  lives  by  such  disasters  while  in  the  actual  and  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

PARCELS  POST. 

There  has  been  no  extension  of  the  Parcels-Post  service  during  the 
current  year. 

The  weights  of  the  Parcels-Post  mails  dispatched  from  the  United 
States  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years  were  as  follows,  viz :

which  shows  an  increase  during  the  last  fiscal  year  of  6,074  pounds,  or 
more  than  11.8  per  cent.  • 

Perhaps  it  may  be  well  again  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  appli- 
cations from  the  Postal  Administrations  of  Germany,  Great  Britain, 
France,  Belgium,  Norway,  and  New  Zealand,  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Parcels-Post  service  between  those  countries  and  the  United  States, 
have  been  on  file  in  this  Department  for  several  years  and  have  recently 
b  en  renewed. 

OONTBACT   OCEAN-MAIL  SERVIC:p. 

The  Contract  Service  has  undergone  no  change  during  the  year,  the 
service  upon  the  three  routes  now  in  operation  having  been  performed 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  and  of  the  contractors. 

The  distance  traversed,  the  amount  paid  as  mileage,  and  the  weights 
of  the  mails  and  the  amount  which  would  have  been  paid  for  the  same 
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service  at  the  allowance  of  the  full  sea  and  United  States  inland  post 
age  upon  the  three  routes  in  question  are  as  follows,  viz : 

Route  36,  New  York  to  La  Gaayra,  35  trips  (1  trip  of  2,258  miles 
omitted  by  reason  of  a  disabling  accident  to  steamer  Caracas) ;  statute 
miles  traveled,  79,030;  mileage  paid $79,030.00

TRANSATLANTIC  MAILS. 

The  mails  for  Great  Britain  and  the  continent  of  Europe  are  dis- 
patched by  every  fast  steamer;  and  when  two  fast  steamers  sail  on  the 
same  day  or  succeeding  days  the  mails  are,  as  a  rule,  assigned  to 
the  one  whose  previous  speed  record  gives  reason  to  believe  that  it  will 
deliver  the  mails  sooner  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  All  other 
things  being  equal,  preference  is  always  given  to  steamers  sailing 
under  the  flag  of  the  United  States,  and  these  steamers  are  allowed 
for  their  services  all  the  postage  collected  on  the  mails  they  carry  from 
this  country;  that  is  to  say,  5  cents  a  half-ounce,  $1.60  a  pound  (or 
$3,200  a  short  ton),  for  letters  and  post  cards,  and  1  cent  for  2  ounces, 
8  cents  a  pound  (or  $160  a  short  ton),  for  other  articles.  But  if  a 
steamer  flying  a  foreign  flag  can  deliver  the  mails  at  destination  sooner 
than  one  flying  the  United  States  flag,  the  mails  are  assigned  to  the  for- 
eign steamer,  and  she  is  allowed  compensation  at  the  rate  of  44  cents 
a  pound  (or  $880  a  short  ton)  for  letters  and  postcards,  and  4^  cents  a 
pound  (or  $00  a  short  ton)  for  other  articles. 

CENTRAL  AND  SOUTH  AMERICAN  MAILS. 

Our  communication  with  the  west  coast  of  Central  and  South  America 
is  regular  and  reliable  at  least  three  times  a  month  by  means  of  steiimers 
plying  between  New  York  and  Colon;  and  to  Venezuela  we  have  the 
same  frequency  of  service  by  means  of  the  Red  *<D^'  Line,  which  is  per- 
forming contract  service  between  New  York  and  La  Guayra,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  3, 1891,  the  conti'act 
rate  of  pay  being  $1  a  mile  outward.  Contract  service  at  the  same  rate 
of  pay  is  also  performed  once  a  week  by  the  New  York  and  Cuba  Mail 
Line  between  New  York  and  Havana,  and  once  a  week  between  New 
York  and  certain  Mexican  Gulf  ports  via  Havana.  Besides,  there  is 
additional  through  service  with  Cuba,  by  means  of  steamers  plying  twice 
a  week  during  the  summer,  and  three  times  a  week  during  the  winter, 
between  Tampa,  Fla.J  and  Havana,  Cuba.  This  service  is  an  ext<ension 
of  the  domestic  contract  between  Tampa  and  Key  West,  Fla.,  and  does 
not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  March  3,  1891.  With 
British  Honduras  (Belize),  Guatemala,  and  the  Republic  of  Honduras 
we  have  regular  communication  by  means  of  steamers  flying  the  flag  of 
the  United  States,  which  sail  every  week  from  New  Orleans.    By 
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steamers  sailing  from  the  same  port,  we  have  reguhir  weekly  eommuni- 
catiou  with  Gosta  Eica;  and  Irequeut,  although  irregular,  commttnica- 
tion  with  Nicaragua  and  with  the  Oolombiau  ports  of  Bocas  del  Toro, 
Cartagena,  and  Santa  Marta.  Communication  with  the  We^t  India 
Islands  has  been  maintained  without  material  change,  and  principally 
by  means  of  the  New  York  and  Cuba,  New  York  and  Porto  Rico, 
Quebec,  Atlas,  Clyde,  Royal  Dutch  West  India,  Spanish  Transatlantic, 
Trinidad,  Bahamas,  and  Columbian  Lines  of  steamers;  while  by  means 
of  the  Lamport  and  Holt,  Sloman's  Brazil,  and  the  Norton  Lines,  mails 
for  Brazil  and  the  River  Plate  countries  have  been  dispatched  four  or 
five  times  a  month  by  steamers  sailing  for  those  countries  direct.  Cor- 
respondence for  Brazil  and  the  River  Plat6  countries  is  not,  however, 
held  for  dispatch  by  these  steamers,  but  is  forwarded  via  England  when 
that  course  will  expedite  its  delivery  at  destination. 

TRANSPACIFIC  MAILS. 

By  means  of  the  fast  steamers  sailing  once  or  twice  a  month  from 
Tacoma,  and  the  steamers  sailing  regularly  three  times  a  month  from  San 
Francisco,  mails  for  Japan  and  China  have  been  despatched  not  less 
than  four  and  sometimes  five  times  a  month. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  our  means  of  communication  with  the 
Australasian  colonies,  the  service  being  regular  once  every  four  weeks 
from  San  Francisco  to  Sydney,  performed  by  the  Oceanic  Steamship 
Company  under  an  arrangement  entered  into  with  the  colonies  of  New 
Zealand  and  New  South  Wales  many  years  ago,  but  which  is  renewed 
from  year  to  year.  This  Department  is  not  a  party  to  the  arrange- 
ment, but  contributes  toward  the  support  of  the  service  to  the  extent 
of  its  ability  under  the  statutes  in  force,  by  allowing  to  the  Oceanic 
Steamship  Company  all  of  the  postage  collected  on  the  mails  conveyed 
by  its  steamers  sailing  under  the  TTnited  States  flag,  which  amounts  to 
about  $55,000  a  year. 

Advantage  is  also  taken  of  the  opportunities  offered  for  the  despatch 
of  correspondence  for  the  colonies  by  means  of  the  Canadian  Line  of 
steamers  sailing  from  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  once  a  month. 

The  steamers  above  referred  to  call  at  Honolulu,  and  the  Oceanic 
Steamship  Company  dispatches  an  additional  vessel  every  month  to 
that  port.  Besides,  about  one  steamer  a  month  en  route  for  Japan 
and  China  calls  at  Honolulu,  so  that  there  are  not  less  than  three  oppor- 
tunities a  month  for  communication  by  mail  with  Hawaii,  and  gener- 
ally there  are  not  less  than  four. 

OFFICE  WORK. 

During  the  year  28,546  communications  were  received,  entered  in  brief 
in  "Letters  received,"  and  acted  upon,  of  which  7,358  were  in  foreign 
languages  and  were  translated;  4,247  were  referred  by  "  slip"  to  other 
officials,  and  the  remainder  involved  the  preparation  of  5,895  letters, 
which  were  signed,  press-copied,  briefed,  and  indexed.  Besides  this, 
42,500  printed  circulars  and  documents  were  mailed  to  various  addresses 
unaccompanied  by  letters. 

The  work  has  been  accomplished  by  a  force  of  7  clerks — 4  males  and 
3  females — in  addition  to  the  chief  clerk,  and  to  their  energy  and 
industry  is  due  the  fact  that  the  business  of  the  office  is  up  to  date. 
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GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

Attention  is  again  invited  to  the  questions  (1)  of  the  extension  of  the 
Parcels-Post  System ;  (2)  the  reduction  of  the  registration  fee  to  5  cents ; 
(3)  a  limited  responsibility  for  registered  articles  lost  or  destroyed  in 
the  international  mails  in  transit  through  the  United  States;  (4)  the 
equipment  of  all  post-oflSces  with  scales  of  a  capacity  of  11  pounds  and 
with  G-foot  tape  measures,  for  use  in  weighing  and  measuring  parcels- 
post  packages.

I  append  hereto  statistics  showing  the  number  of  post-oflSces  and 
employees;  number  of  letter  boxes  for  the  use  of  the  public;  propor- 
tion of  postofftces  and  of  articles  of  mail  matter  to  area  and  popula- 
tion; length  of  mail  routes  and  number  of  miles  traveled  annually 
thereon ;  number  of  articles  received  and  dispatched  in  international 
mails  and  by  Parcels-Post;  postal  revenues'and  expenditures;  and  sub- 
sidies paid  to  steamship  companies,  relating  to  various  countries  of  the 
Postal  Union,  during  the  year  1893,  which  have  been  collated  from  the 
most  recent  statistical  Tables  published  by  the  International  Bureau  of 
the  Universal  Postal  Union;  also  translations  of  the  following  docu- 
ments adopted  by  the  Congress  of  Vienna,  but  to  none  of  wluch  the 
United  States  is  a  party:

G.  Arrangement  concerning  the  intervention  of  the  Post-Office  in  subscriptions  for 
newspapers  and  periodical  publications.

Rica,  Denmark,  the  Danish  Colonies,  Egypt,  Spain,  France,  the  French  Colonies,  Italy, 
Liberia,  Luxemburg,  Norway,  the  Netherlands,  Portugal,  the  Portuguese  Colonies,  liou- 
mania,  Russia,  Salvador,  Servia,  Sweden,  Stoitzerland,  Tunis,  Turkey,  and  adhere<l  to 
subseqtiently  by  Chile, 

Article  1. 

1.  There  may  be  dispatclied  from  one  of  the  countries  mentioned  above  to  another 
one  of  those  countries  letters  containipg  papers  of  declared  value,  and  boxes  con- 
taininir  jewelry  and  precious  articles  the  value  of  which  is  declared ;  and  the  amount 
80  doclared  may  be  insured. 

Participation  in  the  service  of  boxes  with  declared  value  is  limited  to  the  exchanges 
between  those  adhering;  countries  whose  Administrations  have  agreed  to  establish 
this  service  in  their  reciprocal  relations. 

2.  The  maximum  weight  of  boxes  is  fixed  at  1  kilogram  (2  ponnds  3  ounces)  per 
article. 

3.  The  various  Offices  have  the  liberty,  in  their  respective  relations,  to  determine 
a  maximum  declared  value,  which  in  no  case  can  be  less  than  10,000  francs  ($1,930) 
per  article,  and  it  is  understood  that  the  various  Administrations  participating  in  the 
conveyance  are  responsible  only  up  to  the  maximum  amount  adopted  by  them. 

4.  Letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value  may  be  sent,  marked  with  trade  charges, 
up  to  the  amount  of  500  francs  ($96.50)  on  the  conditions  admitted  by  Article  7  of  the 
Universal  Postal  Conventioo. 

Article  2. 

1.  The  right  of  transit  through  the  territory  of  each  of  the  adhering  countries  is 
guaranteed,  and  the  Offices  which  participate  in  the  conveyance  take  the  responsi- 
bility within  the  limits  determined  by  Article  11  of  the  present  Arrangement. 

The  same  applies  to  the  maritime  conveyance  effected  or  assured  by  the  Offices  of 
the  adherin|y  countries;  provided,  however,  that  these  Offices  are  prepared  to  take 
the  responsibility  for  values  on  board  the  steamers  or  vessels  which  they  employ. 

2.  Unless  there  is  an  arrangement  to  the  contrary  between  the  Offices  of  origin 
and  of  destination,  the  transmission  of  declared  values  exchanged  between  nonadj a- 
cent  countries  is  effected  in  open-mail,  and  by  the  routes  used  for  the  transmission  of 
ordinary  correspondence. 

3.  The  exchange  of  letters  and  boxes  containing  declared  values  between  two 
countries  which,  in  their  ordinary  relations,  exchange  mails  through  the  interme- 
diary of  one  or  more  countries  not  participating  in  the  present  Arrangement,  or  by 
means  of  maritime  services  which  do  not  take  any  responsibility,  is  subject  to  special 
arrangements  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Administrations  of  the  country  of  origin 
and  destination,  such  as  a  roundabout  way,  dispatch  in  closed  mails,  etc. 

Article  3. 

1.  The  transit  charges  contemplated  by  Article  4  of  the  Universal  Postal  Conven- 
tion are  payable  by  the  Office  of  origin  to  the  Offices  which  participate  in  the  inter- 
mediary conveyance  of  letters  containing  declared  values  in  open-mail  or  in  closed 
mails. 

2.  A  postage  charge  of  50  centimes  per  article  must  be  paid  by  the  Office  of  origin 
of  boxes  with  declared  value  to  the  Administration  of  the  country  of  destination, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  each  of  the  Administrations  participating  in  the  intermediary 
territorial  conveyance.  The  Office  of  origin  must,  in  addition,  i)ay,  if  necessary,  a 
])08tage  charge  of  1  franc  to  each  of  the  Administrations  participating  in  the  inter- 
mediary maritime  conveyance. 

3.  Independent  of  these  charges  and  postage  charges,  the  Administration  of  the 
country  of  origin  is  accountable  to  the  Administration  of  the  country  of  destination, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  each  of  the  Administrations  participating  in  the  territorial 
transit,  witli  the  guarantee  of  responsibility,  for  an  insurance  fee  of  5  centimes  (1 
cent)  on  each  declared  300  francs  or  fraction  of  300  francs. 
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4.  Moreover,  if  there  is  maritime  conveyance  with  the  same  ^arantee,  the  Admin- 
istration of  origin  is  accountable  to  each  of  the  Offices  participating  in  this  con- 
veyance for  a  maritime  insurance  fee  of  10  centimes  (2  cents)  for  each  declared  sum 
of  300  francs  or  fraction  of  300  francs. 

Article  4. 

1.  The  postage  on  letters  and  boxes  containing  declared  values  must  be  paid  in 
advance,  and  is  composed  of— 

First.  For  letters,  of  the  postage  and  fixed  fee  applicable  to  a  registered  letter  of 
the  same  \yeight  and  for  the  same  destination — postage  and  fee  going  entirely  to  the 
Office  of  dispatch;  for  boxes,  of  a  postage  of  50  centimes  per  country  participating 
in  the  territorial  conveyance,  and  if  there  is  any  maritime  conveyance,  1  franc  per 
country  participating  in  the  maritime  conveyance. 

Second.  For  letters  and  boxes,  of  an  insurance  fee  calculated,  per  300  declared 
francs  or  fraction  of  300  francs,  at  the  rate  of  10  centimes  for  adjacent  countries,  or 
countries  connected  by  a  direct  maritime  service,  and  at  the  rate  of  25  centimes  for 
other  countries,  with  the  addition,  if  necessary,  in  both  cases  of  the  maritime  insur- 
ance charge  contemplated  by  the  last  paragraph  of  Article  3  preceding.  However, 
as  a  temporary  measure,  each  of  the  contracting  parties  has  the  right,  in  view  of  its 
monetary  and  other  conditions,  to  levy  an  insurance  charge  other  ^han  the  one  indi- 
cated above,  provided  this  charge  does  not  exceed  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
declared  sum. 

2.  The  sender  of  an  article  containing  declared  values  receives,  free  of  charge,  at 
the  moment  of  mailing,  a  receipt  for  the  article. 

3.  It  is  especially  agreed  tha^  except  in  the  case  of  reforwarding  contemplated  in 
paragraph  2  of  Article  U  following,  no  postage  charge,  other  than  that  for  delivery 
at  the  residence,  can  be  levied  upon  the  addressees  of  letters  and  boxes  containing 
declared  values. 

Article  5. 

Letters  of  declared  value  exchanged  between  the  Postal  Administrations  are 
admitted  free  of  postage  and  insurance  fee,  on  the  conditions  determined  by  para- 
graph 2  of  Article  11  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

Article  6. 

1.  The  sender  of  a  registered  article  containing  declared  values  may  demand,  on 
the  conditions  determined  by  Article  6  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  concern- 
ing registered  articles,  a  notice  that  the  article  has  been  delivered  to  the  addressee. 

2.  The  charge  for  such  a  notice  goes  entirely  to  the  Office  of  the  country  of  origin. 

Article  7. 

1.  The  sender  of  an  article  with  declared  value  may  cause  it  to  be  withdrawn  from 
the  service,  or  have  its  address  changed,  to  have  it  reforwarded  either  to  some  other 
place  in  the  country  of  the  original  destination,  or  to  any  other  of  the  contracting 
countries,  as  long  as  it  has  not  been  delivered  to  the  addressee,  on  the  conditions  and 
with  the  reservations  determined  for  ordinary  and  registered  correspondence  by 
Article  9  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention.  As  regards  change  of  address,  this 
right  is  limited  to  articles  whose  declared  value  does  not  exceed  500  francs. 

2.  He  may  likewise  demand  the  delivery  at  the  residence  by  special  messenger 
immediately  after  the  arrival  of  the  article,  on  the  conditions  and  under  the  reser- 
vations fixed  by  Article  13  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

There  is  reserved,  however,  to  the  Administration  of  the  place  of  destination  the 
liberty  to  cause  to  be  delivered  by  special  messenger  a  notice  of  the  arrival  of  the 
article,  instead  of  the  article  itself,  wnen  its  domestic  regulations  require  this. 

Article  8. 

1.  It  is  prohibited  to  make  a  fraudulent  declaration  of  value  higher  than  the  value 
actually  inserted  in  the  letter  or  the  box. 

In  case  of  a  fraudulent  declaration  of  this  nature  the  sender  loses  all  claim  to  an 
indemnity,  without  prejudice  to  the  judicial  proceedings  which  the  legislation  of  the 
country  of  origin  may  demand. 

2.  It  is  likewise  prohibited  to  insert  in  boxes  with  declared  value  letters  or  notes 
taking  the  xilace  of  correspondence,  current  coin,  bank  notes,  or  any  values  payable 
to  bearer,  legal  docamcuts,  and  articles  coming  under  the  category  of  commercial 
papers. 

Objects  coming  under  this  prohibition  are  not  given  circulation. 
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Article  9. 

1.  A  letter  or  box  with  declared  value  which  has  been  reforwarded,  owing  to  a 
change  of  residence  of  the  ad«lr«ssec,  to  the  interior  of  the  country  of  destination, 
does  not  become  liable  to  an  additional  charge. 

2.  In  case  of  reforwarding  to  one  of  the  contracting  countries  other  than  the 
country  of  destination,  the  insurance  fees,  fixed  by  psiragraphs  3  and  4  of  Article  3 
of  thepreaent  Arrangement,  are  levied  upon  tlie  addressee  for  the  benefit  of  each  of 
the  Offices  taking  part  in  the  new  conveyance.  In  case  of  a  box  with  declared  value 
there  is  levied,  in  addition,  the  postage  lixed  by  para^rapli  2  of  Article  3. 

3.  No  additional  postage  is  levied  upon  the  public  for  reforwarding  an  article 
owing  to  misdirection  or  for  it-s  return  as  undcliverable. 

Article  10. 

1.  Boxes  with  declared  value  are  subject  to  the  legislation  of  the  country  of  origin 
or  destination  as  regards  p<ayment  of  stamp  duties  on  articles  exported  and  as 
regards  the  control  of  stftmp  and  customs  duties  on  articles  imported. 

2.  The  stamp  duties  and  charges  for  examination  by  customs  officcrH  involved  in 
importation  are  collected  from  the  addressees  when  the  articles  are  delivered.  If, 
owing  to  a  change  of  residence  of  the  addressee,  a  refusal  on  liis  part  to  receive  it, 
or  from  some  other  cause,  a  box  with  declared  value  lias  been  reforwarded  to  another 
country  participating  in  the  exchange,  or  has  been  returned  to  the  country  of  origin, 
those  of  the  charges  in  question  which  can  not  be  remitted  are  repeated  upon  Office 
to  Office  for  the  purpose  of  being  collected  from  the  addressee  or  from  the  sender. 

Article  11. 

1.  Except  in  cases  of  the  interference  of  a  higher  power  (force  majeure)  whenever 
a  letter  or  box  containing  declared  values  has  been  lost,  rifled^  or  damaged,  the 
sender,  or,  at  his  request,  the  addressee,  is  entitled  to  an  indemnity  corresponding  to 
the  actual  amount  of  the  loss,  ritiing,  or  damage,  unless  the  damage  has  been  caused 
by  the  carelessness  or  negligence  of  the  sender,  or  by  the  nature  of  the  article 
itself.    This  indemnity  must  in  no  case  exceed  the  declared  value. 

2.  The  countries  which  are  disposed  to  take  the  risks  resulting  from  cases  of  the 
interference  of  a  higher  power  are  authorized  to  levy  therefor  a  surtax  within  the 
limits  laid  down  by  the  last  paragraph  of  Article  4  of  the  present  Arrangement. 

3.  The  obligation  to  pay  the  indemnity  rests  with  the  Administration  to  which  the 
dispatching  post-office  is  subordinate.  There  is  reserved  to  this  Administration  a 
remedy  against  the  responsible  Administration— that  is  to  say,  against  the  Adminis- 
tration on  whose  territory  or  in  whose  service  the  loss  or  rilling  has  taken  place. 

In  case  the  responsible  Office  haa  notified  the  dispatching  Office  that  it  is  not  going 
to  make  payment,  it  must  refund  to  the  last-mentioned  Office  the  expenses  consequent 
upon  such  nonpayment. 

4.  Until  the  contrary  is  proved,  the  responsibility  rests  with  the  Administration 
which,  having  received  the  article  without  making  any  observation,  can  not  prove 
either  its  delivery  to  the  addressee  or  its  regular  transmission  to  the  next  Adminis- 
tration. 

5.  The  indemnity  must  be  paid  by  the  dispatching  Office  as  soon  as  possible,  and, 
at  the  latest,  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  application.  The  responsible 
Office  is  bound  to  refund  to  the  dispatching  Office  without  delay,  and  by  means  of  a 
draft  or  a  money  order,  the  amount  of  the  indemnity  paid  by  the  latter. 

6.  It  Is  understood  that  an  application  for  indemnity  is  admitted  only  within  one 
vear  from  the  mailing  of  the  article  containing  the  declared  value;  after  this  period 
has  expired  the  applicant  has  no  longer  any  right  to  claim  an  indemnity. 

7.  Tne  Administration  on  whose  account  the  auiount  of  declared  values  which  have 
not  reached  destination  is  refunded  enters  upon  all  the  rights  of  ownership. 

8.  If  the  loss,  rifling,  or  damage  has  taken  place  in  course  of  transportation  between 
the  exchange  offices  of  two  adjacent  countries,  and  it  can  not  be  ascertained  on  which 
of  the  two  territories  the  occurrence  took  place,  the  two  Administrations  concerned 
bear  the  loss  in  equal  parts. 

The  same  applies  in  case  of  an  exchange  in  closed  mails,  if  the  loss,  rifling,  or 
damage  has  taken  place  on  the  territory  or  in  the  service  of  an  intermediary  uon* 
responsible  Office. 

9.  The  Administrations  cease  to  be  responsible  for  declared  values  contained  in 
articles  which  have  been  receipted  for  by  the  addressees. 

Article  12. 

1.  There  is  reserved  to  each  country  the  right  to  apply  to  articles  containing 
declared  values,  destined  for  or  originating  in  other  countries,  it>s  domestic  laws  and 
regulations,  unless  otherwise  stipulated  by  the  present  Arrangemen. 
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2.  The  stipulations  of  tho  present  Arrangement  do  not  restrict  the  right  of  the 
contracting  parties  to  maintain  and  conclude  special  arrangements,  as  well  as  to 
maintain  and  establish  more  restricted  unions,  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
service  of  letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value. 

Articlk  13. 

The  Administration  of  any  of  tho  contracting  countries  may,  under  extraordinary 
circumstances  which  justify  tho  measure,  temporarily  suspend  the  service  of  declared 
values,  both  as  regards  dispatch  and  receipt,  and  in  a  general  or  partial  manner,  on 
condition  that  immediate  notice  thereof  bo  given,  if  necessary  by  telegraph,  to  the 
Administration  or  Administrations  interested. 

/.RTICLK  14. 

The  countries  of  the  Union  which  liave  not  taken  part  in  the  present  Arrangement 
are  admitted  to  adhere  thereto  upon  their  demand,  and  Ih  the  form  prescribed  by 
Article  24  of  tho  Universal  Postal  Convention,  as  regards  adhesions  to  the  Universal 
Postal  Union. 

Article  15. 

Tho  Postal  Administration  of  the  contracting  countries  regulate  the  form  and  mode 
of  transmission  of  letters  and  boxes  cont.aining  declared  values,  and  fix  all  the  other 
measures  of  detail  and  order  necessary  to  assure  the  execution  of  the  present 
Arrangement. 

Article  16. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  tho  meetings  contemplated  by  Article  25 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  the  Postal  Administration  of  any  of  the  con- 
trncting  countries  has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  Administrations',  through  the 
intermediary  of  tho  Intcrnationnl  Bureau,  propositions  concerning  the  service  of 
letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  tho  proceeding  determined  by  paragraph  2  of 
Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  In  order  to  become  binding  tho  propositions  must  obtain  as  follows: 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes,  if  they  involve  the  addition  of  new  articles  or  the 
modili cation  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  7,  11,  and  17. 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  tho  votes,  if  they  involve  a  modification  of  the  stipula- 
tions of  tho  present  Arrangement  other  than  those  of  Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  7,  11, 16, 
and  17. 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority,  if  they  affect  the  interpretation  of  the  stipu- 
lations of  the  present  AiTangement,  except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated 
by  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

4.  Tho  binding  decisions  are  sanctioned  in  the  first  two  cases  by  a  diplomatic  dec- 
laration and  in  tho  third  case  by  an  administrative  notification  according  to  the 
form  indicated  in  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  aftior 
its  notification. 

Article  17. 

1.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  1st  of  July,  1892, 
and  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  without  preju- 
dice to  the  right  reserved  to  each  country  to  withdraw  from  this  Arrangement  upon 
a  notice  given  one  year  in  advance  by  its  Government  to  the  Government  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation. 

2.  From  the  date  on  which  the  present  Arrangement  takes  effect,  all  the  stipula- 
tions previously  agreed  upon  between  the  different  contracting  conntiiesor  between 
their  Administrations,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
present  Arrangement,  are  abrogated  without  prejudice  to  the  stipulations  of  Article 
12  preceding. 

3.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  bo  ratified  as  soon  as  possible.  The  acts  of 
ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Vienna. 

Done  at  Vienna  the  4th  of  July,  1891. 
[Here  follow  the  signatures.] 
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REOVLATIONS  OF  DETAIL  AND  ORDER  FOR  THE  EXECUTION  OF  THE  ARRANGE- 
MENT CONCERNING  THE  EXCHANGE  OF  LETTERS  AND  BOXES  WITH  DECLARED 
VALUE,  CONCLUDED  BETWEEN  GERMANY,  THE  ARGENTINE  REPUBLIC,  ETC, 

I. 

>.  The  Postal  AdminiBtrations  of  tho  adhering  conn  tries  which  maintain  regular 
maritime  services  nsed  for  the  conveyance  of  ordinary  correspondence,  witliin  the 
territory  of  the  Union,  designate  to  tho  Offices  of  the  other  adhering  countries  those 
maritime  services  which  may  be  nsed  for  the  conveyance  of  letters  and  boxes  with 
declared  valne  under  guarantee  of  responsibility. 

2.  The  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  notify  each  other,  by  means  of 
tables  conforming  to  Form  A  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations,  of— 

First.  The  list  of  the  countries  in  relation  with  which  they  may  serve  as  interme- 
diaries for  the  conveyance  of  letters  and  boxes  with  declared  valne; 

Second.  The  routes  which  are  open  for  the  transmission  of  said  articles  from  their 
entrance  into  their  territories  or  their  services; 

Third.  The  amount,  for  each  destination,  of  the  sums  to  be  paid  to  them  for  expenses 
of  conveyance  by  the  office  which  transmits  the  boxes  to  them; 

Fourth.  The  amount  of  the  insurance  fees  which  must  likewise  be  paid  to  them 
for  each  destination  by  the  Office  which  delivers  to  them  the  letters  or  boxes  in  open- 
mail. 

3.  The  Administrations  of  the  countries  beyond  Europe  and  the  Turkish  Office  have 
the  liberty  to  limit  the  service  of  articles  with  declared  value  to  certain  post  offices. 
Tho  Administrations  which  make  use  of  this  liberty  must  transmit  to  the  other  par- 
ticipating Offices  a  list  of  those  of  their  post-offices  for  which  articles  with  declared 
value  may  be  admitted. 

4.  By  means  of  the  Tables  A  received  from  the  Administrations  with  whom  it  cor- 
responds, each  Administration  determines  the  routes  to  bo  used  for  the  transmission 
of  its  declared  values  and  the  charges  to  be  levied  upon  the  senders  according  to  the 
conditions  upon  which  the  intermediary  convevauce  is  eftected. 

5.  Each  Administration  must  directly  advise  the  first  intermediary  Office  which  are 
the  countries  for  which  it  proposes  to  deliver  to  it,  in  open-mail,  letters  and  boxes 
containing  declared  values. 

II. 

1.  Letters  containing  declared  values  can  only  be  admitted  in  envelopes  sealed  by 
means  of  seals  in  fine  scaling  wax,  spaced  so  as  to  reproduce  a  particular  sign,  and 
applied  in  sufficient  number  to  keep  all  the  folds  of  the  envelope  in  position.  It  is 
prohibited  to  use  envelopes  with  colored  edges. 

2.  Each  letter  must,  moreover,  be  put  up  in  such  a  manner  that  its  contents  can 
be  tampered  with  without  externally  and  visibly  damaging  the  envelopes  or  the  seals. 

3.  The  postage  stamps  used  for  prepayment  must  be  spaced,  so  they  can  not  serve 
to  hide  breaks  in  the  envelope;  nor  must  they  be  folded  over  two  sides  of  the 
envelope  so  as  to  cover  the  edge. 

4.  Jewelry  or  precious  articles  are  inclosed  in  wooden  boxes,  not  exceeding  30  cen- 
timeters (11.8  inches)  in  length,  10  centimeters  (3.9  inches)  in  breadth,  and  10  cen- 
timeters in  height;  the  sides  of  which  must  be  at  least  8  millimeters  (three-tenths  of 
an  inch)  thick. 

5.  Boxes  with  declared  valne  must  be  tied  crosswise  with  strong  twine  without 
knots,  the  two  ends  of  which  are  united  under  a  seal  of  fine  sealing  wax  beariuj^  a 
special  impression.  The  boxes  are,  moreover,  sealed  on  the  four  sides  with  identical 
seals.  The  upper  and  lower  flice  of  the  box  must  be  covered  with  white  paper,  for 
entering  the  address  of  the  addressee,  the  declaration  of  value,  and  the  impression 
of  the  official  stamps. 

6.  Letters  or  boxes  with  declared  values,  addressed  under  initials,  or  in  lead  pencil, 
are  not  admitted. 

III. 

1.  The  declaration  of  value  must  be  expressed  in  francs  and  centimes  or  in  the 
money  of  the  country  of  origin,  and  must  be  entered  by  the  seuder  on  the  address  of 
the  article,  both  in  words  and  in  figures,  and  without  erasure  or  correction,  even  if 
these  are  approved. 

2.  When  the  declaration  is  formulated  in  a  money  other  than  the  franc,  the  Office 
of  the  country  of  origin  is  bound  to  reduce  it  to  the  last- mentioned  money,  at  par, 
and  indicate  by  new  figures,  placed  by  the  side  of  or  under  the  figures  representing 
the  amount  of  the  deoTared  value,  its  equivalent  in  francs  and  centimes.  This  pro- 
vision does  not  apply  to  the  direct  relations  between  countries  having  one  and  the 
same  money. 
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3.  Boxes  with  declared  valae  mnBt  be  accompanied  by  castoms  declarations,  con- 
forming or  analogous  to  Form  B  herewith,  in  the  relations  which  call  for  the  use  of 
such  declarations.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Administrations  interested  to  address  a  noti- 
fication on  this  subject  to  the  corresponding  Offices,  and  to  indicate  to  them  the  num- 
ber of  customs  declarations  which  are  to  accompany  the  articles. 

IV. 

The  provisions  of  Article  13  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  and  of  Article  XXX 
of  its  Regulations  of  detail  and  order  are  applicable,  respectively,  in  cases  of  request 
for  delivery  by  special  messenger  or  for  withdrawal  or  change  of  address  of  a  letter 
or  box  with  declared  value. 

V. 

When  accidental  circumstances  or  the  complaints  of  persons  interested  reveal  the 
existence  of  a  fraudulent  declaration  of  value  in  excess  of  the  actual  value  inserted 
in  a  letter  or  box,  notice  thereof  is  given  to  the  Administration  of  the  country  of 
origin  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  and  with  the  documents  necessary  as  vouchers 
in  the  investigation. 

VI. 

1.  The  exact  weight,  in  grams,  of  each  letter  or  box  containing  declared  values  must 
be  entered  on  the  article  by  the  post-office  of  origin  in  the  upper  left-hand  corner  of 
the  address. 

2.  The  post  office  of  origin  impresses,  moreover,  on  the  article,  by  the  side  of  the 
address,  a  stamp  indicating  the  place  and  date  of  mailing,  and  a  special  stamp  in  use 
in  the  country  of  origin  for  letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value. 

3.  The  post-office  of  destination  impresses  on  the  back  its  own  date  stamp  of  receipt. 

VII. 

1.  The  transmission  of  articles  containing  declared  values  between  adjacent  conn- 
tries,  or  countries  connected  by  means  of  a  direct  maritime  service,  is  effected  by  those 
post-offices  of  exchange  which  the  two  corresponding  Offices  by  common  consent  des- 
ignate for  that  purpose. 

2.  In  the  relations  between  couutries  separated  by  one  or  several  intermediary 
services  letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value  must  always  follow  the  most  direct 
route  and  be  delivered  in  open-mall  to  the  first  intermediary  Office,  if  that  Office  is 
prepaied  to  assure  the  transmission  on  the  conditions  determined  by  Article  I  of  the 
present  Regulations. 

3.  However,  there  is  reserved  to  corresponding  Offices  the  liberty  to  come  to  an 
understanding,  either  sls  regards  the  exchange  of  declared  values  in  closed  mails,  or 
by  means  of  the  services  of  one  or  several  intermediary  countries  ])articipating  or 
not  participating  in  this  Arrangement,  or  to  assure  the  transmission  in  open-mail  by 
circuitous  routes,  in  cases  where  the  transmission  by  the  direct  route  does  not  fur- 
nish the  guarantee  of  responsibility  for  the  entire  distance  of  the  conveyance. 

VIII. 

1.  The  letters  and  boxes  containing  declared  values  are  entered  by  the  dispatching 
post-office  of  exchange  on  special  dispatch  bills,  conforming  to  Form  C  annexed  to 
the  present  Regulations,  with  all  the  details  called  for  by  this  form. 

2.  They  are  united  with  this  bill  into  one  or  two  special  packages  which  are  tied 
and  wrapped  in  stout  paper,  then  tied  externally  and  sealed  with  fine  sealing  wax  on 
all  the  folds,  the  seal  of  the  dispatching  post-office  of  exchange  being  impressed 
thereon.  These  packages  bear  the  words  ''declared  values,'^  or  ''letters  with 
declared  value/'  or  "  boxes  with  declared  value,"  and  below  this  the  indication  of 
the  gross  weignt  in  grams.    The  packages  must  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the  mall. 

3.  The  presence  in,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  absence  of  such  packages  from  the 
mail  is  indicated  at  the  bottom  of  Table  I  of  the  Letter  Bill  under  the  head  of  offi- 
cial registrations,  by  a  note  worded  as  follows:  "A  package  of  declared  values,"  or 
"A  package  of  letters  with  declared  value,"  or  "A  package  of  boxes  with  declared 
value,"  "weighing grams,"  or  "no  declared  values." 

4.  The  package  or  packages  with  declared  value  are  tied  to  the  package  of  regis- 
tered articles,  and  to  the  outside  of  these  united  packages  is  tied  the  envelope  con- 
taining the  Letter  Bill. 

5.  Whenever  one  of  two  corresponding  Offices  requests  a  separation  the  boxes  with 
declared  value  must  be  described  on  distinct  Forms  C,  and  must  be  wrapped  sepa- 
rately. In  such  cases  the  packages  or  sacks  containing  the  two  categories  of  articles 
with  declared  value  are  attached  to  the  package  or  sack  of  registered  artiolest 
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6.  The  return  receipts  for  articles  with  declared  valae  are  treated  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  Articles  IX  and  XI  of  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the 
Universal  Postal  Convention. 

7.  The  provisions  of  the  present  Article  may  be  modified  by  mntnal  agreement 
between  two  corresponding  Offices  in  relations  where  these  provisions  would  be 
incompatible  with  the  domestic  regulations  of  either  Office. 

IX. 

1.  Upon  the  receipt  of  a  package  with  declared  valnes,  the  exchange  post-office  of 
destination  begins  operations  by  examining  the  package,  in  order  to  see  whetUer  it 
presents  any  irregularities,  either  in  its  external  condition  or  packing,  or  in  the 
observation  of  the  formalities  to  which  the  transmission  is  subjected  by  the  preced- 
ing  Article.    It  likewise  verifies  the  gross  weight  of  the  package. 

2.  The  exchange  post-office  of  destination  thereupon  proceeds  to  the  special  veri- 
fication of  the  articles  containing  declared  values,  and  ascertains  whether  any 
articles  are  missing  or  whetlier  there  are  any  other  irregularities,  and  likewise  cor- 
rects the  bills  of  dispatch,  conforming  to  the  rules  laid  down  for  registered  articles 
by  Article  XIV  of  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Con- 
vention. 

3.  The  statement  of  a  missing  article,  or  of  an  alteration  or  irregularity  of  such  a 
nature  a«  to  involve  the  responsibility  of  the  Administrations  concerned,  is  made 
by  means  of  a  report  which,  accompanied  by  the  envelopes,  twine,  and  seals  of 
the  package,  is  transmitted  to  the  central  Administration  of  the  country  to  which  t!ie 
exchange  post-office  of  destination  is  subordinate.  A  duplicate  of  this  document  is 
at  the  same  time  transmitted,  under  official  registration,  to  the  central  Administra- 
tion to  which  the  dispatching  exchange  post-office  is  subordinate,  independent  of 
the  Bulletin  of  Verification,  whicli  must  immediately  be  transmitted  to  that  Office. 

4.  Withont  prejudice  to  the  application  of  the  provisions  of  paragraph  3  of  the 
present  Article,  the  post-office  of  exchange  which  receives  from  a  corresponding 
post-office  an  article  insufficiently  wra])ped  or  damaged  must  give  circulation  to 
this  article,  after  having  wrapped  it  up  anew,  if  necessary,  preserving  as  much  as 
possible  the  original  wrapping.  In  such  cases  the  weight  of  the  article,  before  and 
after  the  new  wrapping,  must  be  ascertained. 

X. 

1.  Letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value,  which  are  reforwarded  owing  to  a  wrong 
direction,  are  forwarded  to  their  destination  by  the  most  rapid  route  at  the  disposal 
of  the  refer  warding  Office. 

When  the  reforwarding  necessitates  the  return  of  the  articles  to  the  dispatching 
Office  the  charges  entered  as  due  on  the  bill  of  dispatch  of  that  Office  are  annulled, 
and  the  reforwarding  exchange  post-office  delivers  these  articles  to  the  correspond- 
ing office,  a  record  being  made  of  the  transaction,  after  having  called  attention  to 
the  error  by  a  Bulletin  of  Verihcation. 

In  the  contrary  case,  and  when  the  charges  refunded  to  the  reforwarding  Office  are 
insufficient  to  cover  its  part  of  these  charges  and  the  expenses  of  reforwarding  which 
it  must  bear,  it  credits  itself  with  the  difference  by  forcing  the  sum  entered  to  its 
credit  to  the  desired  amount  on  the  bill  of  dispatch  of  the  dispatching  post-office  of 
exchange.  The  last-mentioned  office  is  notified  of  the  motive  of  such  correction  by 
means  of  a  Bulletin  of  Verification. 

2.  Letters  and  boxes  with  declared  valno  which  are  reforwarded,  owing  to  a  change 
of  residence  of  the  addressees,  to  one  of  the  contracting  countries,  are  impressed  with 
the  stamp  ^'T"  by  the  reforwarding  Office,  and  become  liable  to  a  charge  represent- 
in  (^  the  amonnt  due  to  the  delivering  Office,  or  to  each  one  of  the  intermediary  Offices 
to  oe  collected  from  the  addressee  by  the  delivering  Office. 

If  there  are  intermediary  Offices,  the  first  one  of  these  which  receives  a  reforwarded 
article  with  declared  value  credits  itself  with  the  amount  of  the  sum  due  to  it  over 
against  the  Office  to  which  it  delivers  the  article,  and  the  latter  in  iis  turn,  if  it  is 
an  intermediary,  credits  itself  over  against  the  next  Office  with  its  own  portion  of 
the  charges,  adding  the  amount  for  which  it  has  been  debited  by  the  preceding  Office. 
The  same  operation  is  continued  in  the  relations  between  the  different  Offices  partici- 
pating in  the  transportation  until  the  article  reaches  the  delivering  Office. 

However,  if  the  charges  due  for  the  further  conveyance  of  a  re&rwarded  article 
are  paid  at  the  moment  of  reforwarding,  the  article  is  treated  as  if  it  had  been 
addressed  direct  by  the  reforwarding  country  to  the  country  of  destination  and  is 
delivered  to  the  addressee  withont  charge. 

3.  A  letter  or  box  with  declared  value  whose  addressee  has  gone  to  a  country  not 
participating  in  the  present  Arrangement  is  immediately  returned  to  the  country  of 
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origin  as  nndeliverable,  for  retnrn  to  the  sender,  unless  the  Administration  of  the 
country  of  the  tirst  destination  in  prepared  to  reforward  the  article  to  the  addressee. 

4.  Articles  with  declared  value,  which  have  become  nndeliverable  for  any  reason 
whatever,  are  reciprocally  returned,  immediately  after  they  have  become  nndeliver- 
able, through  the  intermediary  of  the  respective  exchange  post-offices.  A  record  is 
made  of  snoh  articles  by  having  them  entered  on  Form  C  as  '^  nndeliverable  matter'' 
in  the  column  of  "  Observations, ''  and  they  are  comprised  in  the  package  entitled 
*'  Declared  values." 

5.  If  undeliverable  boxes  with  declared  valne,  or  boxes  reforwarded  to  another 
country  owing  to  a  change  of  residence  of  the  addressee,  are  liable  to  additional 
charges  for  veritication,  ^\*nich  can  not  bo  paid  when  the  reforwarding  takes  ]>lace, 
the  amount  of  these  charges  is  placed  to  the  debit  of  the  corresponding  Office  in 
column  9  of  the  bill  of  dispatch,  and  the  nature  of  the  charges  to  be  recovered  from 
the  addressee  or  from  the  sender  (stamp  duty,  charge  for  testing,  etc.)  is  briefly 
indicated  in  column  10. 

XI. 

Until  the  contrary  is  proved,  the  Administration  which  has  transmitted  a  letter  or 
a  box  containing  declared  values  to  another  Administration  is  freed  from  all  responsi- 
bility regarding  these  values,  unless  the  post-office  of  exchange  to  which  the  letter 
or  box  has  been  delivered  has  transmitted,  by  the  next  mail,  to  the  disiiatching 
Administration,  a  statement  reporting  the  absence  or  alteration  either  of  the  entire 
package  of  declared  values  or  of  the  letter  or  box  itself. 

XII. 

The  charges  due  to  each  participating  Office  (in  conformity  with  para<!;raph  1  of 
Article  3  of  the  Arrangement)  for  territorial  or  maritime  transit  of  letters  with 
declared  value  are  calculated  in  the  manner  determined  by  Article  XXIV  of  the 
Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

XIII. 

1.  Each  Administration  causes  to  be  prepared,  monthly,  by  each  of  its  exchange 
post-offices,  and  for  all  the  articles  received  from  the  exchange  post-offices  of  one 
and  the  same  Office,  a  statement  conforming  to  Form  D  annexed  to  the  present  regu- 
lations, showing  the  sums  entered  on  each  bill  of  dispatch,  eitlier  to  its  credit,  for 
its  own  part  and  for  that  of  each  of  the  Administrations  interested  in  the  chur|res 
for  conveyance  (boxes  only)  and  in  the  insurance  fees  charged  by  the  diapatching 
Office,  or  to  its  debit,  for  the  part  due  to  the  intermediary  Offices,  in  case  of  refor- 
warding or  undeliverableness,  and  for  the  postal  charges  and  expenses  of  verifica- 
tion, to  be  recovered  from  the  addressees  or  from  the  senders. 

2.  The  Statements  D  are  then  recapitulated  by  the  snme  Administration  in  nn 
account  conforming  to  Form  E,  likewise  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations. 

3.  This  account,  accompanied  by  the  individual  statements  (Form  D),  the  bills  of 
dispatch,  and  any  Bulletins  of  Verification  relating  thereto,  is  submitted  to  the  cor- 
responding Office  for  its  examination,  in  the  course  of  the  month  following  the  one 
to  which  it  relates. 

4.  The  monthly  accounts,  after  having  been  mutually  verified  and  accepted,  are 
condensed  in  a  general  annual  account  by  the  creditor  Adininistration,  unless  another 
arrangement  is  made  between  the  Offices  interested. 

5.  Settlement  of  the  general  account  of  declared  values  is  made  at  the  same  time 
as  that  of  the  annual  transit  account  relating  to  ordinary  correspondence;  the 
accounts  are  then  mutually  balanced. 

XIV. 

1.  The  Administrations  communicate  to  each  other  through  the  intermediary  of  the 
International  Bureau,  and  at  least  three  months  before  the  present  Arrangement  is 
put  into  execution — 

First.  The  rates  of  insurance  applicable  in  their  service  to  letters  and  boxes  with 
declared  value  for  each  of  the  contracting  countries  in  conformity  with  Article  4  of 
the  Arrangement  and  Article  I  of  the  present  Regulations. 

Second.  An  impression  of  the  special  stamp  used  in  their  service  for  declared 
values. 

Third.  The  maximum  of  declared  values  admitted  by  them  in  application  of  the 
first  Article  of  the  present  Arrangement. 

2.  Any  modification  made  subsequently  with  regard  to  one  or  the  other  of  these 
^e  poists  must  be  notified  iu  the  same  manner  without  delay. 
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XV. 

1.  In  the  interral  which  elapses  between  the  meetings  contemplated  by  Article  25 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  the  Administration  of  any  conntry  of  the  Union 
has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participating  Administrations,  tlirongh  the  inter- 
mediary of  the  International  Burean,  propositions  for  the  mo<liticatioii  or  interpreta- 
tion of  the  present  Regulations. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  detennined  by  Article 
XXXIX  of  tno  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain- 
First.  Unanimity  of  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  articles,  or  the 

modification  of  the  present  Article  or  of  Article  XVI. 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes,  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  Articles 
II,  III,  VI,  VII,  VIII,  IX,  XI,  and  XII. 

Third.  Sim))ly  an  absolute  mn^fority,  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  other 
Articles,  or  to  the  interpretation  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  present  Regulations, 
except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated  in  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Convention. 

4.  The  resolutions  adopled  in  dne  form  are  made  binding  by  a  simple  notification 
from  the  International  Bureau  to  all  the  Administrations  of  the  Union. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months 
after  its  notification. 

XVI. 

The  present  Regnlations  shall  bo  put  into  execution  on  the  day  on  which  the 
Arrangement  comes  into  force.  They  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  that  Arrange- 
ment, unless  they  be  renewed  by  mutual  agreement  between  the  parties  interested.

CONCLUDED  BETWEEN 

Germany,  Ihe  Argentine  RepuhliCf  Austria- Hungary,  Belgium,  Brazil ,  Bulaaria,  Chile, 
Costa  liica,  Denmark,  ilie  Danish  Colonies,  Egypt,  France,  the  French  Colonies,  Italy, 
Japan,  Liberia,  Luxemburg,  Norway,  the  Netherlands,  the  Netherlands  Colonies,  Por- 
tugal, the  Portuguese  Colonies,  Roumania,  Salvador,  Siam,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Tunis, 
Turkey,  Uruguay,  and  adhered  to  subsequently  by  Servia, 

Article  1. 

The  cxchau^o  of  sams  of  money  by  mail  and  by  means  of  money  orders  between 
those  contracting  countries  whose  Administrations  agree  to  establish  this  service  is 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  present  Arrangement. 

Article  2. 

1.  In  principle  the  amount  of  the  money  orders  must  be  paid  by  the  remitters  and 
to  the  payees  in  coin;  but  each  Administration  has  the  liberty  to  receive  and  to 
employ  for  this  purpose  any  paper  money  which  is  legal  tender  m  its  country,  with 
the  proviso  that  account  is  taken  of  any  fluctuation  in  the  value  of  said  money. 

2.  No  money  order  may  exceed  the  sum  of  500  francs  coin  (^.50),  or  an  approxi- 
mative sum  in  the  respective  money  of  each  country. 

3.  Unless  there  be  an  arrangement  to  the  contrary  between  the  Administrations 
interested,  the  amount  of  each  money  order  is  expressed  in  the  coin  of  the  country 
in  which  payment  is  to  be  made.  For  this  purpose  the  Administration  of  the  coun- 
try of  origin  determines  the  rate  according  to  which  its  money  is  to  be  converted  into 
the  coin  of  the  country  of  destination. 

The  Administration  of  the  country  of  origin  likewise  determines  if  necessary  the 
rate  of  exchange  according  to  which  the  remitter  is  to  pay  for  the  amount  of  the 
money  order  wnen  that  country  and  the  country  of  destination  have  the  same  mone- 
tary system. 

4.  Each  of  the  contracting  countries  has  the  right  to  declare  transferable  by  in- 
dorsement, within  its  territory,  the  ownership  of  money  orders  originating  in  another 
one  of  these  countries. 

Article  3. 

1.  The  general  fee  to  be  paid  by  the  remitter  for  each  sum  of  money  transmitted 
in  virtue  of  the  preceding  Article  is  fixed,  in  coin  value,  at  25  centimes  (5  cents)  per 
25  francs  ($5 — $4.82  exact)  or  fraction  of  25  francs,  or  at  the  equivalent  in  the  respec- 
tive money,  with  the  liberty  to  round  off  the  fractions. 

Oilicial  money  orders  relating  to  the  postal  service  and  exchanged  between  the 
Postal  Administrations  fire  exempt  from  all  foes. 

2.  The  Administration  which  has  issued  the  money  orders  refunds  to  the  Adminis- 
tration which  has  paid  them  a  charge  of  one-half  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  the 
money  orders  paid,  deducting  the  official  money  orders. 

3.  The  money  orders  and  tne  receipts  given  on  these  money  orders,  as  well  as  the 
receipts  given  to  the  remitters,  can  not  bo  subjected  at  the  charge  of  the  remitters  or 
payees  of  the  orders  to  any  charge  or  fee  over  and  above  the  ^  levied  in  virtue  of 
jiaragraph  1  of  the  present  Article,  except,  however,  the  charge  for  payment  of  the 
money  order  at  the  residence  of  the  payee. 

4.  The  remitter  of  a  money  order  may  obtain  a  notice  of  the  payment  of  the  order 
by  paying  in  advance  a  fee,  which  goes  entirely  to  the  Administration  of  the  country 
of  origin,  equal  to  that  which  is  levied  in  that  country  for  return  receipts  for  regis- 
tered articles. 

5.  The  remitter  of  a  money  order  may  cause  it  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  service 
or  havo  its  address  changed  as  long  as  the  order  has  not  been  delivered  to  the  payee, 
on  the  conditions  and  subject  to  the  reservations  determined  for  ordinary  articles  of 
correspondence  by  Article  9  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

G.  The  remitter  may  likewise  request  the  payment  of  the  money  at  the  residence, 
by  s])ecial  mes.seugor,  immediately  upon  the  arrival  of  the  money  order,  on  the  con- 
ditions fixed  by  Article  13  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 
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7.  There  is,  however,  reserved  to  the  Office  of  the  country  of  destination  the  liberty 
to  cause  to  bo  delivered,  by  special  messeDger,  instead  of  the  money,  a  notice  of  the 
arrival  of  the  money  order,  or  the  money  order  itself,  if  its  domestic  regulations 
reqaire  it. 

Article  4. 

1.  Money  orders  may  be  transmitted  by  telegraph  in  the  relations  between  the 
Offices  whose  countries  are  connected  by  a  Government  telegraph,  or  which  consent 
to  employ  the  telegraph  service  for  that  purpose.  These  orders  are  termed  tele- 
graphic money  orders. 

2.  Telegraphic  money  orders  may,  like  ordinary  telegrams,  and  on  the  same  condi- 
tions, be  subjected  to  the  fonualities  of  urgency,  paid  repl}',  repetition,  acknowl- 
edgment of  receipt,  transmission  by  mail,  or  delivery  by  special  messenger.  They 
may,  moreover,  give  rise  to  requests  for  a  notice  of  payment  to  be  delivered  and 
forWarded  by  mail. 

3.  The  remitter  of  a  telegraphic  money  order  must  pay : 

(a)  The  ordinary  money -order  fee,  and  if  notice  of  payment  is  requested,  the  fixed 
charge  for  such  notice. 
(&)  The  char^^e  for  the  telegram. 

4.  Telegraphic  money  orders  are  not  subject  to  any  other  charges  than  those  con- 
templated b^  the  present  Article,  or  those  which  may  be  levied  in  conformity  with 
the  international  telegraph  regulations. 

Article  5. 

Owing  to  a  change  of  residence  of  the  payee,  ordinary  money  orders  may  be  refor- 
warded  from  one  of  the  countries  participating  in  this  Arrangement  to  another  of 
these  countries.  If  the  country  of  the  new  destination  has  another  monetary  sys- 
tem than  the  country  of  the  first  destination,  the  amount  of  the  money  order  is 
converted  into  the  money  of  the  first  mentioned  of  these  countries  by  the  rcfor- 
warding  post-office,  according  to  the  rates  agreed  upon  for  money  orders  destined 
for  that  country  and  originating  in  the  country  of  the  first  destination.  No  addi- 
tional charge  is  levied  for  reforwarding,  but  the  country  of  the  new  destination 
a]»propriates  to  itself  in  every  case  the  quota  of  the  charge  which  would  have  conic 
to  it  if  the  money  order  had  been  originally  addressed  to  it,  even  in  cases  where,* 
pursuant  to  a  special  arrangement  concluded  between  the  country  of  origin  and  the 
country  of  the  first  destination,  the  charge  actually  levied  is  less  than  the  chaige 
contemplated  by  Article  3  of  the  present  Arrangement. 

Article  6. 

1.  The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  prepare,  at  periods  fixed 
by  the  regulations,  the  accounts  in  which  are  recapitulated  all  the  sums  paid  by 
their  respective  post-offices;  and  these  accounts,  after  having  been  mutually  exam- 
ined and  approved,  are  paid — unless  there  be  an  arrangement  to  the  contrary — in 
gold  money  of  the  creditor  country,  by  the  Administration  which  has  been  recog- 
nized as  indebted  to  the  other,  within  the  period  fixed  by  the  same  regiilations. 

2.  For  this  purpose,  when  the  money  orders  have  been  paid  in  different  money, 
the  smaller  credit  is  converted  into  the  same  money  as  the  larger  credit,  taking  as  the 
basis  of  the  conversion  the  average  rate  of  exchange  in  the  capital  of  the  debtor 
country  during  the  period  to  which  the  account  relates. 

3.  In  case  ot  nonpayment  of  an  a<rcoant  within  the  prescribed  period,  the  amount 
of  thu  account  draws  interest,  dating  from  the  day  on  which  that  period  expires,  till 
the  day  when  payment  is  made.  Interest  is  calculated  at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  per 
annum  and  placed  to  the  debit  of  the  dilatory  Administration  in  the  next  account. 

Article  7. 

1.  The  sums  converted  into  money  orders  are  guaranteed  to  the  remitters  up  to  the 
moment  when  they  have  been  duly  paid  to  the  payees,  or  to  the  persons  authorized 
thereto  by  the  ])ayees. 

2.  Tlio  sums  received  by  each  Administration  in  exchange  for  money  orders  not 
claimed  by  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  within  the  time  specified  by  the  laws  or 
regulations  of  the  country  of  origin,  belong  definitely  to  the  Administration  which 
has  issued  these  money  orders. 

Article  8. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Arrangement  do  not  interfere  with  the  right  of  the 
contracting  parties  to  maintain  nnd  conclude  special  arrangomentH,  and  to  establish 
more  restricted  unions  with  tlie  view  to  improve  the  iuternational  money-order 
service. 


480  BEPOBT   OF  THE   POBTMASTEB-QENERAL. 

Article  9. 

Each  Administration  may,  under  extraordinary  circnmstances  which  are  of  snoh 
a  nature  as  to  justify  the  measure,  temporarily  suspend  the  international  money- 
order  service,  either  entirely  or  in  part,  on  condition  that  immediate  notice  thereof 
be  given,  if  necessary  by  telegraph,  to  the  Administration  or  Administrations  inter- 
est^. 

Article  10. 

The  countries  of  the  Union  which  have  not  taken  part  in  the  present  Arrangement 
may  be  admitted  to  adhere  thereto  at  their  request  and  in  the  form  prescribed  by 
Article  24  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  as  regards  adhesions  to  the  Universal 
Postal  Union. 

Article  11. 

The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  designate,  each  one  for 
its  territory,  the  i)08t-office8  which  are  to  issue  and  pay  money  orders  in  virtue  of 
the  preceding  Articles.  They  regulate  the  form  and  mode  of  transmission  of  money 
orders,  the  form  of  the  accounts  designated  by  Article  6,  and  any  other  measure  of 
detail  and  order  necessary  to  assure  tne  execution  of  the  present  Arrangement. 

Article  12. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetings  contemplated  by  Article  25 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  any  Postal  Administration  of  one  of  the  con- 
tracting countries  has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  Administrations  participat- 
ing in  this  Arrangement  propositions  concerning  the  money-order  service. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  foJlowing  procedure,  determined  by  para- 
graph 2  of  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention: 

3.  In  order  to  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain  as  follows : 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes,  if  they  involve  the  addition  of  new  Articles  or  a  modi- 
fication of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  1, 2, 3, 4, 6,  and  13. 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes,  if  they  involve  the  modification  of  provisions 
other  than  those  of  the  Articles  indicated  above. 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority,  if  they  affect  the  interpretation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  present  Arrangement,  except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated 
by  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

4.  The  binding  decisions  are  sanctioned  in  the  first  two  cases  by  a  diplomatic 
declaration,  and  in  the  third  case  by  an  administrative  notification  according  to  the 
form  indicated  by  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  after  its 
notification. 

Article  13. 

1.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  1st  of  Jnly,  1892. 

2.  It  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  without 
prejudice  to  the  right  reserved  to  each  country  to  withdraw  from  this  Arrangement 
by  means  of  a  notice  given  one  year  in  advance  by  its  Government  to  the  Government 
of  the  Swiss  Confederation. 

3.  From  the  date  on  which  the  present  Arrangement  takes  effect  all  the  provisions 
previously  agreed  upon  by  the  various  Governments  or  Administrations  of  the  con- 
tracting parties,  as  far  as  they  can  not  be  reconciled  with  the  terms  of  the  present 
Arrangement,  are  abrogated,  without  prejudice,  however,  to  the  rights  reserved  by 
Article  8. 

4.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  ratified  a<!  soon  as  possible.  The  acts  of  rati- 
fication shall  be  exchanged  at  Vienna. 

Done  at  Vienna,  the  4th  of  July,  1891.

REGULATIONS  OF  DETAIL  AND  ORDER  FOR  THE  EXECUTION  OF  THE  ARRANGE- 
MENT CONCERNING  THE  MONEY  ORDER  SERVICE  CONCLUDED  BETWEEN 
GERMANY,  THE  ARGENTINE  REPUBLIC,  ETC. 


A  receint  or  certificate  of  issue  relative  to  the  sums  for  which  an  international 
money  oraer  has  been  issued  mast  be  handed,  free  of  charge,  to  the  remitter,  in  the 
form  adopted  by  each  Administration. 

II. 

1.  International  money  orders  are  made  out  on  a  blank  conforming  or  analogous  to 
he  Form  A  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations. 
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2.  Money-order  blanks  not  printed  in  the  French  language  must  bear  an  interlinear 
translation  in  that  language,  and  the  manuscript  entries  called  for  by  their  text 
must  be  made  in  Arabic  figures  and  in  Roman  characters  without  erasures  or  correc- 
tions, even  if  they  are  approyed. 

3.  It  is  forbidden  to  make  on  money  orders  other  annotations  than  those  called  for 
by  the  text  of  the  blank.  On  the  contrary,  the  remitter  has  the  right  to  add  on  the 
coupon  any  communications  destinefl  for  the  payee  of  the  money  order. 

III. 

1.  Telegraphic  money  orders  are  made  out  by  the  post-office  at  which  the  money 
has  been  paid  in,  and  are  addressed  to  the  post-office  which  is  to  make  payment. 

2.  They  may  contain  a  private  communication  from  the  remitter  to  the  payee. 

3.  Telegraphic  money  orders  are  worded  as  follows :

The  above  indications  must  always  be  given  in  the  telegi'aphic  money  orders  in 
the  above  order. 

When  telegraphic  money  orders  are  issued  by  post-offices  in  places  which  have  no 
telegraph  service,  the  place  of  issue  of  these  money  orders  must  be  indicated  in  the 
telegrams  immediately  alter  the  number  of  issue  iu  the  following  maimer:  ''Money 
order from " 

In  the  same  way,  telegraphic  money  orders  origiijLating  in  places  having  several 

Eost-offices  must  bear  the  precise  designation  of  the  post-office  of  origin  whenever  it 
as  no  telegraph  service. 

4.  The  various  Offices  have  the  liberty,  as  regards  their  respective  services,  to 
authorize  the  telegraph  offices  in  places  having  one  or  more  post-offices  to  receive 
from  the  remitter  and  to  pay  at  the  place  of  aestination  the  amount  of  the  tele- 
graphic money  orders. 

5.  Partial  repetition  is  obligatory  (repetition  from  post-office  to  post-office  of  the 
proper  names  and  numbers). 

6.  The  dispatching  post-office  addresses  in  an  envelope,  by  way  of  confirmation, 
and  by  the  very  next  mail,  to  the  post-office  of  destination,  a  copy  or  a  notice  of  issue 
of  the  telegraphic  money  order,  conforming  or  analogous  to  Form  B  annexed  to  the 
present  Regulations.  This  copy  is  attached  by  the  last-mentioned  post-office  to 
the  original  telegram,  showing  the  signature  of  the  payee. 

IV. 

1.  Money  orders  are  transmitted  open,  or,  at  the  request  of  the  Office  of  destination, 
in  an  envelope  conforming  to  Form  C  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations. 

2.  The  money  orders  comprised  in  each  mail  are  put  up  in  a  single  package,  after 
subdividing  them  in  as  many  bundles  as  there  are  countries  of  destination. 


1.  When  a  money  order  is  subjected  to  the  refoTwardinjp;  process  mentioned  in 
Article  5  of  the  Arrangement,  and  when  the  country  of  the  first  destination  and  the 
country  of  the  new  destination  have  difierent  monetary  systems,  the  reforwarding 
post-office  crosses  out  by  a  stroke  of  the  pen  the  indications  of  the  amount  of  the 
money  order,  including  the  upper  indication  in  the  column  ''good  for,''  in  such  a 
manner,  however,  as  to  allow  the  original  entries  to  be  recognized.  After  having 
converted  the  amount  of  the  money  order  into  the  money  of  the  country  of  the 
new  destination,  said  post-office  enters  the  amount  resulting  from  this  conversion 
all  in  writing  and  in  a  convenient  place  in  the  money-order  blank,  but  as  far  as 
possible  immediately  above  the  original  indication  of  the  amount  in  words.  The 
new  entry  made  on  the  money  order  is  signed  by  the  postal  official.  This  same 
method  must  bo  followed  in  case  of  subsequent  reforwaroing. 
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2.  The  reqaeats  for  re  forwarding  or  for  return  are  recorded  by  the  first  poet-ofBce 
of  destination^  and ,  if  necessary,  by  sul)sequent  post-offices  of  destination.  The  post- 
office  which  effects  the  reforwarding  of  a  money  order  under  the  conditions  given 
above  advises  the  post-office  of  issue  thereof. 

VI. 

The  provisions  of  Article  13  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  and  of  Article 
XXX  of  the  Regulations  of  detail  and  order  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Convention  are  applicable,  respectively,  in  cases  of  request  for  delivery  by  special 
messenger,  or  for  withdrawal  or  change  of  address  of  a  money  order. 

However,  the  exact  reproduction  ot  the  written  annotations  on  the  coupon  is  not 
required  for  the  facsimile  of  the  money  order. 

VII. 

1.  Money  orders  whose  payment  can  not  be  effected  for  one  of  the  following 
reasons: — 

First.  Inexact,  insufficient,  or  doubtful  indication  of  the  name  or  residence  of  the 
payees; 

Second.  Differences  in  or  omission  of  names  or  suns; 

Third.  Erasures  or  alterations  in  the  entries; 

Fourth.  Omission  of  stamps,  signatures,  or  other  indications  of  the  service; 

Fifth.  Indication  of  the  amount  to  be  ^aid  in  a  money  other  than  that  of  the  conn- 
try  of  destination,  or  other  than  that  admitted  by  the  corresponding  Administrations; 

Sixth.  Use  of  forms  not  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations ; 

Seventh.  Noncompliance,  as  regards  telegraphic  money  orders,  with  one  or  several 

of  the  formalities  contemplated  by  Article  III  of  the  present  Regulations,  

must  be  corrected  by  the  Administration  which  issued  them. 

2.  To  effect  this,  those  money  orders  are  returned,  under  official  registration,  as 
soon  as  possible,  to  the  post-office  of  origin  by  the  post-office  of  destination.  The  two 
Postal  Administrations  concerned  must  be  advised  of  this  return,  and  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  matter  has  been  settled. 

3.  If  the  addressee  of  an  irregular  money  order,  ordinarv  or  telegraphic,  desires  it 
and  offers  to  pay  all  the  expenses,  the  irregularities  which  prevent  the  payment  of 
this  money  oraer  may  be  correctea  by  telegraph. 

4.  Telegraphic  money  orders  of  which  only  the  confirmatory  letter  has  reached 
destination,  whilst  the  telegram  has  not  been  received,  must  not  be  paid  upon  the 
simple  presentation  of  the  first  mentioned  of  these  documents.  Above  everything 
else,  the  telegram  must  be  demanded. 

5.  In  cases  where  correcting  telegrams  have  been  caused  by  an  error  attributable 
to  the  service,  the  charge  for  these  telegrams  must  be  refunded  to  the  proper  person. 

vni. 

1.  Money  orders  remain  valid  for  a  period  of  two  months,  dating  from  the  first 
day  of  the  month  following  the  month  during  which  they  were  issued.  This  period 
is  extended  to  six  months  m  the  relations  of  countries  outside  of  Europe,  or  m  the 
relations  of  these  countries  among  themselves,  unless  a  different  arrangement  is  con- 
cluded between  the  Offices  interested. 

2.  After  this  period  has  expired  money  orders  can  be  paid  only  upon  an  anthoriza- 
tion  b>  the  issnm]^  Administration,  at  the  request  of  the  Administration  to  which  the 
post-office  of  destination  is  subordinate. 

3.  This  authorization  must  be  written  on  the  money  order  itself,  and  gives  to  the 
money  order  a  new  x>eriod  of  validity  equal  to  that  provided  by  paragraph  1  of  the 
present  Article. 

4.  Money  orders  whose  payment  has  not  been  claimed  within  the  prescribed  limit 
of  time  are  returned  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  validity  by 
the  Administration  which  is  its  depositary  to  tne  Administration  of  the  country  of 
origin. 

IX. 

1.  Money  orders  which  have  not  been  paid  to  the  payees  are  refhnded  to  the  remit- 
ters as  soon  as  the  Administration  of  the  country  or  origin  has  recovered  possession 
of  these  money  orders. 

2.  Money  orders  which  have  been  mislaid,  lost,  or  destroyed  may  be  replaced,  at 
the  ret^uest  of  the  remitter  or  the  payee,  by  authorization  of  payment  issued  by  the 
Administration  of  the  country  of  origin,  after  it  has  ascertained,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Administration  of  the  country  of  destination,  that  the  money  order  has  neither 
been  paid  nor  refunded.    No  special  charge  is  made  for  such  an  authorization. 
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3.  When  the  repayment  of  a  mislaid,  lost,  or  destroyed  money  order  is  requested 
hy  the  remitter,  he  must  produce  his  reoeipt  and  certificate  of  issue,  and  an  affidavit 
from  the  payee  stating  that  the  money  order  has  not  been  alienated,  that  it  has  not 
reached  him,  or  that  it  has  been  lost  or  destroyed  after  it  had  been  received. 

The  Administration  of  the  country  of  origin  grants  repayment  after  it  has  made 
sure  that  the  Administration  of  the  country  ofaestination  has  not  paid  or  will  not 
pay  the  money  order. 

X. 

1.  The  payment  of  money  orders  is  ^remed  by  the  provisions  in  force  in  the 
domestic  service  of  the  country  of  destination,  upon  which  rests  the  responsibility 
for  payment  to  the  wrong  payee. 

2.  In  order  to  get  rid  of  this  responsibility  regarding  any  money  order  paid  by  it, 
the  Administration  of  the  country  of  destination  must  be  prepared  to  show : 

First.  That  its  regulations  furnish  all  the  necessary  guarantees  for  establishing 
the  identity  of  the  payee. 

Second.  That  payment  of  the  money  order  has  been  made  in  accordance  with  the 
stipulations  of  the  Begulations. 

XI. 

1.  When  the  remitter  of  an  ordinary  money  order  raqncste  a  notice  of  payment  of 
that  order,  the  post-office  of  origin  attaches  to  the  money  order  a  postage  stamp  rep- 
resenting the  charge  levied  for  such  a  notice.  It  cancels  this  postage  stamp  by 
writing  across  it  very  distinctly  the  words:  **Jvi8  de paiement"  (notice  of  payment). 

2.  I  f  the  money  order  is  a  telegraphic  one,  the  postage  stamp  reproaeating  the  charge 
due  is  attached  to  the  copy  or  the  certificate  of  issue. 

3.  The  paying  post-office  transmits,  on  the  day  of  payment,  to  the  post-office  of 
origin  a  notice  conforming  or  analogous  to  Form  D,  vmexed  to  the  present  Beipd*- 
tions,  which  that  office  deTlvers  to  the  remitter. 

XII. 

L  Every  Administration  prepares  at  the  end  of  each  month  for  each  of  the  other 
Administrations  a  special  account,  conforming  to  Form  E,  annexed  to  tbe  present 
Regulations,  in  which  are  recapitulated,  and  as  far  as  possible  classified  in  the  alpha- 
betical order  of  the  names  of  the  post-offices  of  issue,  all  the  money  orders  paid  by 
its  own  i>ost-officeB  on  account  of  the  other  office  during  the  preceding  month. 

2.  It  likewise  enters  in  this  account  the  amount  of  the  charges  due  to  it,  in  virtue 
of  paragraph  2  of  Article  3  of  the  Arrangement,  on  money  orders  paid  by  its  post- 
offices. 

3.  The  special  account,  accompanied  by  the  paid  and  receipted  money  orders,  is 
transmitted  without  delay  to  the  corresponding  Administration. 

4.  If  there  are  no  paid  money  orders,  a  speciu  blank  account  is  transmitted  to  the 
corresponding  Administration. 

xin. 

1.  Two  weeks,  at  the  latest,  after  the  verification  and  acceptance  of  the  reciprocal 
accounts,  the  balance  is  entered  in  a  g^ieral  aooount,  which  is  prepared  by  the  cred- 
itor Administration  (unless  there  be  another  arrangement  between  the  offices  inter- 
ested), conforming,  as  regards  the  conversion  of  money,  to  paragraph  2  of  Article  6 
of  the  Arrangement. 

2.  The  general  account  must  be  completed  within  two  months  after  the  expiration 
of  the  month  to  which  it  relates.  This  period  is  extended  to  four  months  in  the 
relations  with  countries  outside  of  Europe  and  in  the  relations  between  those 
countries. 

3.  Unless  there  be  a  contrary  arrangement,  the  difference  forming  the  balance  of 
the  account  is  paid  by  drafts  payable  on  sight,  or  short-dated  drafts,  on  the  capital 
or  a  commercial  place  of  the  creditor  country,  in  coin  of  that  country,  and  w^ithout 
involving  any  loss  to  that  country,  the  expenses  connected  with  the  cashing  of  the 
draft  being  charged  to  the  debtor  office. 

4.  This  payment  must  be  made,  at  the  latest,  two  weeks  after  the  general  account 
has  been  mutually  accepted.  Any  Administration  which  habitually  finds  a  sum 
exceeding  50,(XK)  francs  due  to  it  from  another  Administration  has  the  right  to  claim, 
even  before  the  account  is  closed,  a  remittance  or  provisional  payment  up  to  three- 
fourths  of  its  claim.  A  request  for  remittance  must  be  complied  with  within  one 
week. 
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XIV. 

1.  The  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  mast  communicate  to  each 
other,  through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Union,  and  at  least  three  months  before  the  Arrangement  is  put  into  execution,  tiie 
following,  viz: 

First.  The  tariff  of  rates  and,  if  necessary,  the  rates  of  monetary  conversion  or  the 
rate  of  exchange  which  they  apply  in  execution  of  Article  2  of  the  Arrangement. 

Second.  The  list  of  their  post-offices  which  have  been  authorized  to  issue  and  pay 
international  money-orders,  or  a  notice  that  all  their  post-offices  participate  in  this 
service. 

Third.  A  copy  of  the  money-order  blank  which  they  use. 

Fourth.  The  orthography  of  the  numerals  from  1  to  500,  which  must  be  written 
out  at  length  in  their  language  on  the  money  orders  issued  by  them. 

Fifth.  The  duration  of  the  periods  after  the  expiration  of  which  their  legislation 
definitely  turns  over  to  the  Government  the  amount  of  the  money  orders  whose  pa^'- 
ment  has  not  been  claimed  by  the  payees. 

Sixth.  If  necessary,  a  notice  of  their  participation  in  the  exchange  of  telegraphic 
money  orders. 

Seventh.  A  list  of  the  countries  with  which  they  exchange  money  orders. 

2.  Any  subsequent  modification  of  one  or  the  other  of  the  above  mentioned  seven 
points  must  be  notified,  without  delay,  in  the  same  manner. 

XV. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetings  contemplated  by  Article  25 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  the  Postaf  Administration  of  any  of  the  contract- 
ing countries  has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participating  Administrations, 
through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau  propositions  in  regard  to  the 
stipulations  of  the  present  Regulations. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  Article 
XXXIX  of  the  Regulations  of  detail  and  order  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal 
Postal  Con  vention . 

3.  To  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain : 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  articles  or  to  the 
modification  of  the  jprovisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  II,  X,  and  XVI  of 
the  present  Regulations ; 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  the  provisions 
of  Articles  I,  III,  IV,  V,  VI,  IX,  and  XI  j 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  other 
Articles,  or  to  the  interpretation  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  present  Regulations, 
except  in  the  case  of  ar  oitration  contemplated  by  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Convention. 

4.  The  resolutions  adopted  in  due  form  are  made  binding  by  a  simple  notification 
from  the  International  Bureau  to  all  the  Administrations  of  the  Union. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  after  its 
notification. 

XVI. 

1.  The  present  Regulations  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  same  day  as  the 
Arrangement  to  which  they  relate. 

2.  Tney  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  that  Arrangement,  unless  they  be 
renewed  by  mntual  agreement  between  the  parties  interested.

Germany f  the  Argentine  Eepublic,  Auttria-Hungary,  Belgium,  Brazil^  Bulgaria,  Chile, 
JRepuhlio  uf  Colombia,  Coeta  Bioa,  Denmark,  the  Danish  Colonies,  Egypt,  Spain,  France, 
the  French  Coloniee,  Greece^  Italy,  Liberia,  Luxemburg,  Montenegro,  Norxoay,  Paraguay, 
the  Netherlands,  the  Netherlands  Colonies,  Portugal,  the  Portuguese  Colonies,  Boumania, 
Salvador,  Servia,  Siam,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Tunis,  Turkey,  Uruguay,  and  Venezuela, 

Article  1. 

1.  Parcels  with  or  without  declared  value  may  be  forwarded,  under  the  denomina- 
tiou  of  '' postal  parcels/'  from  one  of  the  above-mentioned  countries  to  another,  np 
to  the  weight  of  5  kilograms  (11  pounds).  Trade  charges  may  be  marked  and  col- 
lected on  uiese  parcels. 

By  way  of  exception,  each  country  is  at  liberty — 

(a)  To  limit  to  3  kilograms  (about  6i  pounds)  the  weight  of  the  parcels  admitted 
to  its  service. 

(b)  Not  to  undertake  the  service  of  parcels  with  declared  value,  parcels  marked 
with  trade  charges,  and  cumbersome  parcels. 

Each  country  fixes,  as  far  as  it  is  concerned,  the  maximum  limit  of  the  declared 
value  and  of  the  trade  charge,  neither  of  which  can  be  less  than  500  francs. 

In  the  relations  between  two  or  several  countries  which  have  adopted  different 
maximum  limits,  the  lower  limit  should  be  reciprocally  observed. 

The  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  this  Convention  determine  the  other  condi- 
tions on  which  parcels  are  allowed  to  circulate,  and  define  more  especially  the  par- 
cels which  should  be  considered  cumbersome. 

Article  2. 

1.  Freedom  of  transit  is  guaranteed  over  the  territory  of  each  of  the  contracting 
countries;  and  the  Offices  which  take  part  in  the  conveyance  are  held  responsible 
within  the  limits  determined  by  Article  13  below. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  any  arrangement  to  the  contrary  between  the  Offices  con- 
cerned, the  conveyance  of  postal  parcels  between  countries  not  contiguous  is  effected 
in  open-mail. 

Article  3. 

1 .  The  Administration  of  the  country  of  origin  is  accountable  to  each  of  the  Admin- 
istrations taking  part  in  the  territorial  transit  for  a  sum  of  50  centimes  (10  cents) 
per  parcel. 

2.  Moreover,  if  there  be  one  or  more  sea  conveyances,  the  Administration  of  the 
country  of  origin  owes  to  each  of  the  Offices  whose  services  take  part  in  the  sea  con- 
veyance a  maritime  transit  charge  fixed  at  the  following  rate  per  parcel: 

25  centimes  (5  cents)  for  every  distance  not  exceeding  500  nautical  miles. 
50  centimes  (10  cents)  for  every  distance  exceeding  500  nautical  miles  and  not 
exceeding  1,000  nautical  miles. 

1  franc  (20  cents)  for  every  distance  exceeding  1,000  nautical  miles  and  not  exceed- 
ing 3,000  nautical  miles. 

2  francs  (40  cents)  for  every  distance  exceeding  3,000  nautical  miles  and  not  exceed- 
ing 6,000  nautical  miles. 

3  francs  (60  cents)  for  every  distance  exceeding  6,000  nautical  miles. 

These  distances  are  calculated  according  to  the  average  distance  between  the 
respective  ports  of  the  two  corresponding  countries. 

Article  4. 
The  prepayment  of  parcels  is  compulsory. 
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Articlb  5. 

1.  The  charge  on  postal  parcels  consists  of  a  rate  comprising  for  each  parcel  as 
many  times  50  centimes,  or  the  equivalent  in  the  respective  currency  of  each  country, 
as  there  are  Offices  tsvking  part  in  the  territorial  transit,  with  the  addition  of  the 
maritime  transit,  if  there  be  any,  contemplated  by  paragraph  2  of  Article  3  preced- 
ing.    The  equivalents  are  fixed  by  tlie  Regulations. 

2.  Cumbersome  parcels  are  subject  to  an  additional  charge  of  50  per  ceut,  which,  if 
necessary,  is  rounaed  off  to  a  sum  divisible  by  5. 

3.  For  parcels  with  declared  value  there  is  added  a  charge  for  insurance,  which  is 
equal  to  that  levied  for  letters  with  declared  value. 

4.  There  is  levied  npon  the  sender  of  a  parcel  marked  with  trade  charges  (C.  O.  D.) 
a  special  charge  which  must  not  exceed  20  centimes  per  each  20  francs  of  the  trade 
charge. 

The  Office  of  origin  pays  to  the  Office  of  destination  one-half  per  cent  of  the  amount 
of  each  trade  charge,  forcing  the  fractions  of  5  centimes  to  the  entire  5  centimes. 
The  quota  of  the  Office  of  destination  must  never  be  less  than  10  centimes  for  each 
"  remboursemenf  (trade  charge). 

5.  As  a  temporary  measure  each  of  the  contracting  countries  has  the  option  of 
levying  on  the  postal  parcels  originating  in  or  destined  for  its  post-oflices  a  surcharge 
of  25  centimes  per  parcel. 

Exceptionally  this  surcharge  may  be  raised  to  a  maximum  of  75  centimes  for  the 
Argentine  Republic,  Brazil,  Chile,  Colombia,  Netherlands  Colonies,  Paraguay,  Persia, 
Salvador,  Siam,  Sweden,  Turkey  in  Asia,  Uruguay,  and  Venezuela. 

6.  The  conveyance  between  continental  France  on  the  one  hand,  and  Algeria  and 
Corsica  on  the  other,  also  gives  rise  to  a  surtax  of  25  centimes  per  parcel. 

7.  The  sender  of  a  postalparcel  may  obtain  a  return  receipt  for  the  parcel  by  pay- 
ing in  advance  a  fixed  maximum  charge  of  25  centimes.  This  charge  goes  entirely 
to  the  Administration  of  the  country  of  origin. 

Articlr  6. 

The  dispatching  Office  pays  for  each  parcel. 

(a)  To  the  Office  of  destination,  50  centimes,  with  the  addition  of  the  surcharges, 
if  any,  contemplated  by  paragraphs  2, 5,  and  6  of  Article  5  preceding,  of  the  quota  of 
the  fee  for  trade  charge  fixed  by  paragraph  4  of  that  Article,  and  of  a  charge  of  5 
centimes  for  each  300  francs  or  fraction  of  300  francs  of  declared  value. 

(6)  Contingently,  to  each  intermediary  office,  the  charges  fixed  by  Article  3. 

Articlk  7. 

The  country  of  destination  may  levy  upon  the  addressee  for  the  delivery  of  the 
parcels,  and  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  custom-house  formalities  a  charge,  the  total 
amount  of  which  must  not  exceed  25  centimes  per  parcel.  Unless  there  is  an  arrange- 
ment between  the  Offices  interested,  this  charge  is  levied  upon  the  addressee  at  the 
moment  when  the  parcel  is  delivered. 

Articlk  8. 

1.  The  parcels  are,  at  the  request  of  the  senders,  delivered  at  the  residence  by  a 
special  messenger  immediately  upon  their  arrival  in  those  countries  of  the  Union 
which  have  agreed  to  undertake  this  service  in  their  reciprocal  relations. 

These  articles,  which  are  designated  "expres"  (special  delivery),  are  subject  to  a 
special  charge.  This  charge  is  fixed  at  50  centimes,  and  must  be  paid  entirely  in 
advance,  by  the  sender,  over  and  above  the  ordinary  postage;  no  matter  whether  in 
the  country  of  destination  the  parcel  itself,  or  only  a  notice  of  its  arrival,  is  delivered 
to  the  addressee  by  a  special  messenger.  This  charge  goes  to  the  country  of  desti- 
nation. 

2.  If  the  parcel  is  destined  for  a  place  which  has  no  post-ofTice,  the  Office  of  destina- 
tion may  levy  for  the  delivery  of  the  parcel,  or  for  a  notice  requesting  the  addressee 
to  ci^l  for  it,  a  supplementary  charge,  not  to  exceed  the  amount  charged  in  the  domes- 
tic service  for  the  delivery  of  the  parcel  by  special  messenger,  after  deducting  the 
fixed  charge  paid  by  the  sender,  or  its  equivalent,  in  the  currency  of  the  country 
which  levies  the  supplementary  charge. 

3.  The  delivery  of  the  parcel  or  of  a  notice  of  its  arrival  to  the  addressee  is  only 
attempted  once.  After  one  unsuccessful  attempt,  the  parcel  ceases  to  be  considered 
aa  an  ''expr^''  (special  delivery)  article,  and  its  delivery  is  efi'ected  on  the  condi- 
tions required  for  ordinary  parcels. 

4.  If  a  parcel  of  this  kind  is,  owing  to  a  change  of  residence  of  the  addressee, 
reforwarded  to  another  county  without  any  attempt  to  have  it  delivered  by  special 
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messenger,  the  fixed  charge  paid  by  the  sender  is  paid  to  the  new  coantry  of  destina- 
tion, if  that  coantry  undertakes  the  special-delivery  service ;  in  the  contrary  case, 
this  charge  goes  to  the  office  of  the  coantry  of  the  first  destination,  the  same  as  is 
done  with  nndeliverable  parcels. 

Article  9. 

1.  The  parcels  to  which  the  present  Convention  applies  can  not  be  subjected  to  any 
postal  charge  other  than  those  contemplated  by  Articles  3,  5,  and  7  preceding  ana 
Article  11  following. 

2.  Customs  charges  mast  be  paid  by  the  addressees  of  the  parcels.  However,  in 
the  relations  between  Offices  which  have  come  to  an  understanding  regarding  this 
matter,  the  senders  may  pay  these  charges  provided  they  make  a  declaration  to  that 
efi'ect  to  the  post-office  of  mailing.  In  that  case  they  must  eventually  pay,  at  the 
request  of  the  post>offioe  of  destination,  the  sums  indicated  by  the  latter. 

Akticlb  10. 

1.  The  sender  of  a  postal  parcel  can  cause  it  to  bo  withdrawn  from  the  service  or 
have  its  address  changed  on  the  conditions  and  with  the  reservations  determined 
for  other  articles  of  mail  matter  by  Article  9  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention, 
with  this  addition,  that  if  the  sender  requests  the  return  or  the  reforwarding  of  a 
parcel  he  is  bound  to  guarantee  beforehand  the  payment  of  the  postage  due  for  the 
new  transmission. 

2.  Each  Administration  is  authorized  to  limit  the  right  of  having  the  address 
changed  to  parcels  whose  declared  value  does  not  exceed  500  francs  ($100). 

Article  11. 

1.  The  redirection  of  postal  parcels  fh)m  one  coantry  to  another  in  conseonenoe  of 
the  removal  of  the  addressees  as  well  as  the  return  of  undelivered  postal  parcels 
gives  rise  to  the  levying  of  the  supplementary  charges  fixed  by  paragraphs  1, 2, 3, 5, 
and  6  of  Article  5,  upon  the  addressees  or  the  senders  without  prejudice  to  the  reim- 
bursement of  the  customs  duties  or  other  special  expenses  (expenses  for  storage, 
customs  formalities,  etc.). 

2.  In  the  case  of  the  redirection  of  a  parcel  marked  with  trade  charges,  the  quota 
of  the  fee  for  the  trade  charge  to  be  paid  by  the  Office  of  origin  to  the  Office  of  the 
first  destination  must  be  paid  by  tne  last-mentioned  Office  to  that  of  the  final 
destination. 

Article  12. 

1.  It  is  forbidden  to  send  by  mail  parcels  containing  letters  or  notes  having  the  char- 
acter of  correspondence,  or  articles  the  admission  of  which  is  not  authorized  by  the 
customs  or  other  laWs  and  regulations.  It  is  likewise  forbidden  to  send  coin,  gold 
or  silver  substances,  and  other  precious  articles,  in  parcels  withoot  declared  value, 
destined  for  countries  which  admit  declared  values.  However,  it  is  permitted  to 
insert  in  the  parcel  an  open  invoice  simply  enumerating  the  headings  of  the  items 
of  the  invoice. 

2.  In  case  a  parcel  coming  under  one  of  these  prohibitions  is  delivered  by  one  of 
the  Administrations  of  the  Union  to  another  Administration  of  the  Union,  the  latter 
proceeds  in  the  manner  and  according  to  the  forms  prescribed  by  its  legislation  and 
its  domestic  regalations. 

Article  13. 

1.  Except  in  cases  of  "force  majeure"  (interference  of  a  higher  power),  when  a 
postal  parcel  has  been  lost  or  damaged,  the  sender,  and,  in  default  or  at  the  request 
of  the  sender,  the  addressee,  is  entitled  to  an  indemnity  corresponding  to  the  actual 
amount  of  the  loss  or  damage,  which  indemnity,  however,  may  not  for  ordinary' 
parcels  exceed  15  francs  ($3),  and  25  francs  ($5)  for  parcels  weighing  3  kilograms 
(6f  pounds,  about)  or  more,  and  for  parcels  with  declared  value,  the  amount  of  that 
ralne. 

The  sender  of  a  lost  parcel  is,  moreover,  entitled  to  have  the  expenses  of  its  dis- 
patoh  reftinded. 

2.  Countries  disposed  to  take  any  risks  resulting  from  cases  of  '*  force  majeure" 
are  authorized  to  levy,  on  parcels  with  declared  value,  a  surtax,  on  the  conditions 
determined  by  paragraph  2  of  Article  11  of  the  Arrangement  concerning  the  exchange 
of  letters  and  boxes  with  declared  value. 

3.  The  obligation  to  pay  the  indemnity  rests  with  the  Administration  to  which  the 
dispatching  office  is  subordinate.  That  Administration  has  the  right  to  press  its 
claim  against  the  responsible  Administration — i.  e.,  against  tliat  Administration  on 
whose  territory  or  in  whose  service  the  loss  or  damage  has  occurred. 
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In  case  tho  responsible  Office  has  notified  the  dispatching  Office  that  it  does  not 
make  the  payment,  it  must  refund  to  the  last-mentioned  Office  the  expenses  resnlting 
from  nonpayment. 

4.  Until  the  contrary  be  proved,  the  responsibility  rests  with  the  Administration 
which,  havinf^  received  the  parcel  without  making  any  observation,  can  not  prove 
either  the  delivery  to  the  addressee  or  the  regular  transmission  to  the  next  Adminis- 
tration. 

5.  The  payment  of  the  indemnity  bv  the  dispatching  Office  ought  to  take  place  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  at  the  latest  within  a  year  of  the  date  of  the  application.  The 
responsible  Office  is  bound  to  refund  to  the  vlispatching  Office,  without  delay,  the 
amount  of  the  indemnity  paid  by  the  latter. 

6.  It  is  understood  that  the  application  for  an  indemnity  is  only  entertained  if  made 
within  a  year  of  the  mailing  of  the  parcel.  After  this  term  has  expired  the  applicant 
has  no  right  to  any  indemnity. 

7.  If  the  loss  or  the  damage  occurred  in  course  of  conveyance  between  the  exobnnge 
offices  of  two  adjacent  couutries,  without  its  being  possible  to  ascertain  on  which  of 
the  two  territories  the  loss  or  damage  took  place,  the  two  Administrations  concerned 
bear  each  one-half  of  the  loss. 

8.  The  Administrations  cease  to  be  responsible  for  postal  parcels  of  which  the 
owners  have  accepted  delivery. 

Articus  14. 

It  is  prohibited  to  make  a  fraudulent  declaration  of  value  in  excess  of  the  actual 
value  of  the  contents  of  the  parcel,  tn  case  of  a  fraudulent  declaration  of  this  kind, 
the  sender  loses  all  right  to  an  indemnity,  without  prejudice  to  the  judicial  proceed- 
ings which  the  legislation  of  the  country  of  origin  may  call  for. 

Article  15. 

Each  Administration  may,  in  extraordinary  circumstances  of  such  a  nature  as  to 
justify  the  measure,  temporarily  suspend  the  parcel-post  service  either  entirely  or  in 
])art,  on  condition  that  immediate  notice  of  such  a  measure  is  given,  if  necessary  by 
telegraph,  to  the  Administration  or  Administrations  concerned. 

Article  16. 

The  domestic  legislation  of  each  of  the  contracting  countoies  remains  applicable 
as  regards  everything  not  provided  for  by  the  stipulations  contained  in  the  present 
Convention. 

AjmcLR  17. 

1.  The  stipulations  of  the  present  Convention  do  not  restriet  the  right  of  the  con- 
tracting parties  to  maintain  and  conclude  special  conventions,  as  well  as  to  maintain 
and  establish  more  restricted  unions  with  the  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  par- 
cels-post service. 

2.  However,  the  Offices  of  the  countries  participatisg  in  the  present  Cenvention 
which  maintain  an  exchange  of  postal  parcels  wilh  countries  which  have  not 
adhered  to  the  present  Convention,  admit  all  the  other  adhering  offices  to  the  benefit 
of  these  relations  for  the  exchange  of  postal  parcels  with  said  oountries. 

Article  18. 

1.  The  countries  of  the  Universal  Postal  Union  which  have  not  taken  part  in  the 
present  Convention  are  admitted  to  adhere  to  it  upon  their  request,  and  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  as  regards  adhesions 
to  the  Universal  Postal  Union. 

2.  However,  if  the  country  which  desires  to  adhere  to  the  present  Convention 
claims  the  power  to  levy  a  surtax  per  parcel  in  excess  of  25  centimes  (5  cents),  the 
Government  of  the  Swiss  Confederation  submits  the  request  for  adhesion  to  all  the 
contracting  countries.  The  request  is  considered  as  granted  if  within  four  months 
no  objection  has  been  presented. 

Article  19. 

The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  indicate  the  post-offices  or 
localities  which  they  admit  to  the  international  exchange  of  postal  parcels.  They 
regulate  the  mode  of  transmission  of  the  parcels,  and  fix  all  other  measures  of  detail 
aud  order  necessary  to  assure  the  execution  of  the  present  Convention. 

Article  20. 

The  present  Convention  is  subject  to  the  conditions  of  revision  determined  by 
Article  25  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 
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Articlb  21. 

1.  In  the  interval  between  the  reunions  provided  for  by  Article  25  of  the  Universal 
Postal  Convention,  the  Postal  Administration  of  any  of  the  contracting  countries 
has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  Administrations,  through  the  intermediary  of 
the  International  Bureau,  propositions  concerning  the  parcels-post  service. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subjected  to  the  procedure  determined  by  paragraph  2  of 
Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  In  order  to  become  binding,  these  propositions  must  obtain : 

(a)  A  unanimous  vote,  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  Articles,  or  to  the 
modification  of  the  present  Article  or  the  provisions  of  Articles  1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 20,  and  22  of  the  present  Convention; 

(6)  Two-thirds  of  the  votes,  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  the  provisions  of 
the  present  Convention  other  than  those  mentioned  under  a  and  of  the  present 
Article^ 

(c)  Simply  an  absolute  majority,  if  they  relate  to  the  interpretation  of  the  pre- 
visions of  the  present  Convention,  except  in  the  cases  of  arbitration  provided  for  by 
Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

4.  Kesulutions  adopted  in  due  form  are  made  binding,  in  the  first  two  cases  by  a 
di])lomatic  declaration,  and  in  the  third  case  by  an  administrative  notification, 
according  to  the  form  indicated  in  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  after 
its  notification. 

Article  22. 

1.  The  present  Convention  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  1st  of  July,  1892. 

2.  It  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  without 
prejudice  to  the  right  of  each  contracting  party  to  withdraw  from  this  Convention 
upon  a  notice  given  one  year  in  advance  by  its  Government  to  the  Gk)vemment  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation. 

3.  From  the  date  on  which  the  present  Convention  takes  effect,  all  the  stipulations 
previously  agreed  upon  between  the  different  contracting  countries  or  between  their 
Administrations,  in  so  far  as  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  present 
Convention,  are  abrogated  without  prejudice  to  the  rights  reserved  by  Articles  16  and 
17  preceding. 

4.  The  present  Convention  shall  be  ratified  as  soon  as  possible.  The  acts  of  ratifi- 
cation shall  be  exchanged  at  Vienna. 

Done  at  Vienna,  the  4th  of  July,  1891. 
[Here^  follow  the  signatures.] 

FINAL  PROTOCOL. 

At  the  moment  of  proceeding  to  sign  the  Convention  concluded  this  day  concern- 
ing the  exchange  of  postal  parcels,  the  undersigned  plenipotentiaries  have  agreed  as 
follows :  , 

A  country  in  which  the  Postal  Administration  does  not  at  present  undertake  the 
conveyance  of  small  parcels  and  which  adheres  to  the  above-mentioned  Convention 
shall  have  the  liberty  to  cause  the  stipulations  of  this  Convention  to  be  executed  by 
railroad  and  steamship  companies.  It  may  at  the  same  time  limit  this  service  to 
parcels  originating  in  or  destined  for  localities  served  by  these  companies. 

The  Postal  Administration  of  that  country  must  have  an  agreement  with  the  rail- 
road or  steamship  companies  to  assure  the  complete  execution  by  these  companies  of 
all  the  stipulations  of  the  Convention,  especially  the  organization  of  the  exchanges 
at  the  frontier. 

It  will  serve  as  an  intermediary  to  these  companies  for  all  their  relations  with  the 
Postal  Administrations  of  the  other  contracting  countries  and  with  the  International 
Bureau. 

In  faith  of  which  the  undersigned  plenipotentiaries  have  drawn  up  the  present 
final  protocol,  which  shall  have  the  same  force  and  value  as  if  its  provisions  were 
inserted  in  the  Convention :  and  they  have  signed  it  on  a  single  copy,  which  shall 
remain  in  the  archives  of  the  Austrian  Government,  and  a  copy  of  which  shall  be 
delivered  to  each  party. 

Done  at  Vienna  the  4th  of  July,  1891.

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REGULATIONS  OF  DETAIL  AND  ORDER  FOR  THE  EXEOTTTION  OF  THE  CONVENTION 
CONCERNING  THE  EXCHANGE  OF  POSTAL  PARCELS  CONCLUDED  BETWEEN 
GERMANY,  ARGENTINE  REPUBLIC,  ETC. 

The  nndersiened,  in  view  of  Article  19  of  the  UniyeTsal  Po8*al  Convention  and 
Article  19  of  the  Convention  couceruing  the  exchange  of  postal  parcels,  have,  in  the 
name  of  their  respective  Administrations;  established,  by  mutual  agreement,  the 
following  measores  to  insure  the  execution  of  the  said  Convention : 

I. 

1.  The  postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  which  maintain  regular 
maritime  services  designate  to  the  offices  of  the  other  contracting  countries  those 
maritime  services  which  maj'  be  used  for  the  conveyance  of  postal  parcels,  indicating 
the  distances. 

2.  The  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  notify  each  other  mutually, 
by  means  of  Tables  like  Form  A,  annexed  hereto,  of— 

(o)  The  list  of  countries,  in  the  relations  with  which  they  may  serve  as  intermedi- 
aries for  the  conveyance  of  postal  parcels. 

(h)  The  routes  open  for  the  forwarding  of  said  parcels  from  the  place  where  they 
enter  their  territories  or  their  services. 

(c)  The  total  charges  which  must  be  paid  to  them  for  the  conveyance  of  parcels 
for  each  destination  by  the  office  which  delivers  the  parcels  to  them. 

3.  By  means  of  the  Forms  A  received  from  the  Administrations  concerned,  each 
Administration  determines  the  routes  to  be  used  for  the  transmission  of  its  postal 
parcels,  and  the  charges  to  be  levied  upon  the  senders  according  to  the  conditions 
on  which  the  intermediary  conveyance  is  effected. 

4.  Each  Administration  must,  moreover,  directly  advise  the  first  intermediary  Office 
which  are  the  countries  for  which  it  proposes  to  deliver  postal  parcels. 

5.  Each  Administration  must  advise  the  contracting  Administrations  which  are  the 
articles  whose  admission  to  its  country  is  not  authorized  by  its  laws  and  regulations. 

IL 

1.  In  execution  of  paragraph  1  of  Article  5  of  the  Convention  concerning  postal 
parcels,  the  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  which  have  not  the  franc  for 
their  monetary  unit  levy  their  rates  of  postage  according  to  the  following  equivalents :

2.  In  case  of  chanj^e  in  the  monetary  system  of  any  of  the  above-mentioned 
countries,  the  Administration  of  that  country  must  come  to  an  understanding  with 
the  Swiss  Postal  Administration  in  order  to  modify  the  above  equivalents.  It 
devolves  upon  the  latter  Administration  to  give  notice  of  this  modification  to  all  the 
other  Offices  of  the  Union  through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau. 
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3.  Any  Administration  has  the  right  to  have  recourse,  if  it  deems  it  necessary,  to 
the  understanding  provided  for  in  the  preceding  paragraph  in  case  of  an  important 
modification  in  the  value  of  its  money. 

III. 

1.  The  following  are  considered  as  cumbersome : 

(a)  Parcels  exceeding  1  meter  50  centimeters  (about  31  feet)  in  any  direction. 

(h)  Parcels  which,  owing  to  their  shape,  can  not  easily  be  packed  with  other 
parcels,  which  are  voluminous,  or  which  require  special  precautions,  such  as  plants 
and  shrubs  in  baskets,  empty  cages  or  cages  containing  live  animals,  empty  cigar 
boxes  in  large  packages,  paper  boxes  or  hatboxes  in  wooden  frames,  furniture,  wicker- 
work,  flower  stands,  baby  carriages,  spinning  wheels,  velocipedes,  etc. 

2.  The  Administrations  interested  have  the  liberty  to  limit  to  60  centimeters  in 
any  direction  (24  inches)  the  maximum  dimension  of  postal  parcels  exchanged  with 
countries  which  do  not  admit  cumbersome  parcels.  The  Offices  which  assure  the  con- 
veyance by  sea  have,  moreover,  the  liberty  to  limit  to  20  cubic  decimeters  (about  G4 
cubic  iuches)  the  volume  of  parcels  destined  to  be  transmitted  by  their  maritime 
services. 

3.  As  regards  the  exact  calculation  of  the  volume,  weight,  or  dimensions  of 
postal  parcels,  the  views  of  the  dispatching  Office  must  be  considered  as  binding, 
except  m  the  case  of  an  obvious  error. 

IV. 

Parcels  containing  explosive  or  inflammable  substances,  and,  in  general,  dangerous 
articles,  are  excluded  from  transportation. 

The  Administrations  interested  have  the  liberty  to  come  to  an  understanding  con- 
cerning the  conveyance  of  metal  caps  and  cartridges  charged  for  portable  firearms 
and  the  elements  of  inexplosible  artillery  fusees. 

These  articles  must  be  packed  solidly,  inside  and  outside,  in  boxes  or  barrels,  and 
must  be  declared  as  what  they  are,  both  on  the  certificate  of  dispatch  and  on  the 
article  itself. 

V. 

1.  In  order  to  be  admitted  to  transportation,  each  parcel  must — 

First.  Bear  the  exact  address  of  the  addressee.  Addresses  in  lead  pencil  are  not 
aduiitted.  When  a  parcel  contaius  coin,  gold  or  silver  substances,  or  other  precious 
articles,  the  address  must  be  writteu  on  the  actual  wrapping  of  the  parcel; 

Second.  Be  packed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  correspond  to  the  duration  of  the  con- 
veyance arid  to  sufficiently  protect  the  contents  of  the  parcel.  The  wrapper  must  be 
of  such  a  nature  as  to  render  it  impossible  to  make  any  attempt  to  get  at  the  contents 
without  leaving  a  visible  trace  of  violation; 

Third.  Be  sealed  with  wax,  lead,  or  by  some  other  means,  with  an  impression  or 
special  mark  of  the  sender ; 

Fourth.  In  case  of  declared  value,  bear  this  declaration  on  the  address,  in  francs 
and  centimes,  or  In  the  currency  of  the  country  of  origin,  without  erasures  or  cor- 
rections, oven  if  these  are  approved.  When  the  declaration  of  value  is  made  in 
money  other  than  the  franc,  the  sender  or  the  Office  of  the  country  of  origin  must 
reduce  it  to  francs,  at  par,  indicating  by  new  figures  placed  by  the  side  or  below  tlie 
figures  representing  the  amount  of  the  declared  value  its  equivalent  in  francs  and 
centimes. 

2.  Liquids  and  fatty  substances  which  will  easily  liquefy  are  mailed  in  a  double 
receptacle.  Between  the  first  (bottle,  flask,  pot,  box,  etc.)  and  the  second  (box  of 
metal  or  hard  wood)  there  is  left,  as  far  as  possible,  a  space  filled  with  sawdust,  bran, 
or  some  other  absorbing  matt«r.  This  manner  of  wrapping  is  particularly  recom- 
mended for  articles  destined  for  countries  beyond  the  sea. 

VI. 

1.  Each  parcel  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  dispatch  and  by  custom^ 
declarations  conforming  to  or  analogous  with  Forms  B  and  C,  annexed.  The  Admin- 
istrations advise  each  other  reciprocally  as  to  the  number  of  customs  declarations  to 
be  furnished  for  each  destination.  The  sender  may  add  on  the  coupon  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  dispatch  communications  relating  to  the  article,  on  condition,  however,  that 
the  legislation  of  the  country  of  origin  or  destination  does  not  forbid  this. 

2.  A  single  certificate  of  dispatch  anil,  if  the  customs  laws  are  not  opposed  to  it,  a 
single  customs  declaration  may  serve  for  several  parcels,  up  to  the  number  of  three, 
mailed  by  the  same  sender  and  destined  for  the  same  person,  on  condition  that  none 
of  these  parcels  is  marked  with  trade  charges,  and  that  the  parcels  with  declared 
value  are  not  put  up  together  with  parcels  without  declared  value. 
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3.  Forms  of  certificates  of  dispatch  which  are  not  printed  in  the  French  language 
must  bear  an  interlinear  translation  in  that  language. 

4.  Certificates  of  dispatch  accomx)anying  parcels  with  declared  value  must  hear 
on  each  parcel  the  impressicMi  of  the  seal  which  has  served  for  sealing  the  parcel,  as 
well  as  the  iudication  of  the  declared  value,  according  to  the  rules  mentioned  under 
Section  4,  paragraph  1,  of  Article  V  of  the  present  Kegulations. 

The  exact  weight,  in  kilograms  and  grams,  of  each  parcel  with  declared  value 
must  be  entered  by  the  post  office  of  origin,  both  on  the  address  of  the  parcel  and  on 
tJhe  certificate  of  dispatch,  in  the  place  reserved  therefor  on  that  form. 

5.  The  contracting  Administrations  decline  all  responsibility  as  regiu'ds  the  exact- 
ness of  the  customs  declarations. 

VII. 

1.  Every  parcel,  as  well  as  the  certificate  of  dispatch  relating  thereto,  must  bear 
a  label  conforming  or  similar  to  the  Form  D  herewith  annexed,  and  must  indicate  the 
number  of  entry  and  the  name  of  the  post-ofiice  of  mailing. 

2.  The  post-office  of  mailing,  moreover,  impresses  on  the  address  side  of  the  certifi- 
cate of  dispatch  a  stamp  showing  the  place  and  date  of  mailing. 

3.  Each  parcel  with  declared  value  or  trade  charges  must  bear  a  red  label  with  the 
indication  "declared  value"  or  "  trade  charges  to  collect"  in  Latin  characters. 

4.  Parcels  to  be  delivered  by  special  messengers  are,  the  same  as  the  certificate  of 
dispatch,  stamped  with  a  stamp,  or  have  a  label  attached  to  them  showing  in  large 
characters  the  word  '^expri'S." 

5.  When  parcels  contain  coin,  gold  or  silver  substances,  or  other  precious  articles, 
the  labels  prescribed  by  paragraphs  1,  3,  and  4  preceding  must  be  spaced  so  that  they 
can  not  serve  to  hide  breaks  in  the  wrappers ;  and  they  must  not  be  folded,  on  two 
sides  of  the  wrapper,  so  as  to  cover  the  edge  of  the  parcel. 

vni. 

1.  Parcels  which  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  addressees  free  of  charges  must  l)ear, 
both  on  the  address  and  on  the  certificates  of  dispatch,  the  indication  '*To  be  deliv- 
ered free  of  charges." 

2.  The  post-offices  of  mailing  colloi^t  from  the  senders  a  sufficient  deposit;  they  add 
to  the  documents  which  accompany  the  ])arcel  acertificateof  prepayment  conforming 
orsimilarto  theForm  E  annexed  hereto.  After  the  delivery  of  the  parcel  the  poet-office 
of  destination  completes  the  certificate  of  prepayment  by  entering  the  charges  which 
are  due,  and  credits  itself  over  aganisttho  post-officoof  mailing  with  the  amounts  laid 
out,  following  the  method  indicated  in  Article  XIV  for  reforwarded  i>areels;  the  cer- 
tificate of  prepayment  must  be  annexed  to  the  card  giving  charges  due  to  the  Office 
of  destination,  and,  if  necessary,  to  each  of  the  intermediary  Offices., 

IX. 

1.  The  exchange  of  postal  parcels  between  adjacent  countries,  or  between  countries 
connected  by  means  of  a  direct  maritime  service,  is  effected  by  the  post-offices  desig- 
nated by  the  Administrations  interested. 

2.  In  the  relations  between  countries  separated  by  one  or  several  intermediary  ter- 
ritories the  postal  parcels  must  follow  the  routes  agreed  upon  by  the  Administrations 
interested ;  they  are  delivered  in  open-mail  to  the  first  intenne<1iary  Office,  unless  the 
Administrations  interested  have  agreed  to  establish  exchanges  in  closed  sacks,  baskets, 
or  compartments,  accompanied  by  direct  parcel  bills. 


1.  The  postal  parcels  are  entered  by  the  dispatching  exchange  office  on  a  waybill 
conforming  to  Form  F  annexed  to  the  present  Kegulations  with  all  the  details  which 
this  form  calls  for.  The  certificates  of  dispatch  and  the  customs  declarations,  as 
well  as  the  retni-n  receipts,  are  attached  to  tne  parcel  bill. 

2.  The  amount  of  trade  charges  to  be  collected  is  entered  on  the  parcel  bill  only 
as  a  memorandum.  Settlement  of  these  amounts  is  effected  direct  between  the 
Administration  of  the  country  of  dispatch  and  that  of  the  country  of  destination. 

XI. 

When  a  return  receipt  is  requested,  for  a  postal  parcel,  the  post-office  of  origin  enters 
in  writing  on  the  parcel  in  a  conspicuous  manner  the  words  "avis  de  reception" 
(return  receipt)  or  impresses  a  stamp  showing  the  letters  "A.  B." 
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The  retnm  receipts  are  prepared  by  the  poBt-offices  of  destination,  which  transmit 
them  either  direct  or  through  the  intermediary  of  the  exchange  offices  to  the  post- 
offices  of  origin,  which  cause  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  senders. 

xn. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  a  parcel  bill  the  exchange  office  of  destination  proceeds  to  verify 
the  postal  parcels  and  the  various  documents  entered  on  the  parcel  bill,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, establishes  the  facts  of  parcels  missing  or  other  irregularities  by  means  of  a 
form  conforming  to  Form  G  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations,  and  following  the 
rules  laid  down  for  articles  with  declared  value  by  Article  IX  of  the  Regulations  for 
the  execution  of  the  Arrangement  concerning  declared  values. 

Unimportant  clitterences  regarding  volume,  dimensions,  and  weight  are  only  noti- 
fied by  Bulletin  of  Verification. 

xin. 

1 .  The  amount  of  the  trade  charges  to  be  collected  must  be  indicated,  in  the  currency 
of  the  country  of  origin,  on  the  address  of  the  parcels  and  on  the  certificate  of  dis- 
patch, without  erasure  or  change,  even  if  such  should  be  approved.  A  re<l  label 
with  the  word  ''remboursement'^  (trade  charges  to  be  collected)  must  be  pasted  on 
the  certificate  of  dispatch  and  on  the  notice  of  "remboursement." 

2.  Every  parcel  forwarded  with  trade  charges  marked  thereon  must  be  accompa- 
nied by  a  notice  conforming  or  similar  to  Form  H  annexed  t-o  the  present  Regulations. 

3.  Immediately  after  the  payment  of  the  trade  charges,  the  post-office  of  destina- 
tion returns  this  notice  to  the  dispatching  exchange  office. 

4.  In  case  the  addressee  does  not  pay  the  amount  of  the  trade  charges  within 
seven  days  in  the  relations  between  European  countries,  and  two  weeks  in  the  rela- 
tions between  European  countries  and  countries  outside  of  Europe,  and  the  relations 
between  the  non-European  countries  themselves,  counting  from  the  day  of  arrival  of 
the  parcel,  the  parcel  is  treated  as  having  become  undeliverable,  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  3  of  Article  XIV  of  the  present  Regulations. 

XIV. 

1.  Postal  parcels  which,  owinc  to  a  wrong  address,  are  reforwarded  are  forwarded 
to  their  destination  by  the  most  direct  route  at  the  disposal  of  the  reforwarding  office. 
If  this  reforwarding  involves  the  return  of  the  parcels  to  the  dispatching  Office,  the 
amounts  cnarged  to  that  Office  on  the  parcel  bill  are  canceled,  and  the  reforward- 
ing post-office  of  exchange  delivers  these  articles  to  the  next  post-office,  a  record 
being  made  thereof,  after  the  error  has  been  notified  by  a  Bulletin  of  Verification. 
In  the  contrary  case,  and  if  the  amount  paid  to  the  reforwarding  Office  is  insufficient 
to  cover  the  expenses  of  reforwarding  which  fall  to  its  share,  it  credits  itself  with 
the  ditference  by  forcing  up  to  the  required  amount  the  sum  entered  to  its  credit  on 
the  parcel  bill  of  the  dispatching  post-office  of  exchange.  The  reason  for  such  a 
correction  is  notified  to  said  post-office  by  means  of  a  Bulletin  of  Verification. 

2.  Postal  parcels  reforwarded  on  account  of  a  change  of  residence  of  the  addressees 
must,  as  far  as  possible,  be  accompanied  bv  the  certificate  of  dispatch  made  out  by 
the  post-office  of  origin,  or,  in  case  of  its  loss,  by  a  supplementary  certificate.  On 
these  parcels  there  is  levied  upon  the  addressees  by  the  Office  of  delivery  a  charge 
representing  the  quota  due  to  the  last-mentioned  Office,  to  the  reforwarding  Office, 
and,  if  necessary,  to  each  of  the  intermediary  Offices. 

The  reforwarding  Office  credits  itself  with  its  quota  over  against  the  intermediary 
Office,  or  the  Office  of  the  new  destination.  In  cases  where  the  country  of  reforward- 
ing and  the  country  of  the  new  destination  are  not  adjacent  the  first  intermediary 
Office  which  receives  a  reforwarded  parcel  credits  itself  with  the  amount  of  its  quota 
and  that  of  the  reforwarding  Office  over  against  the  Office  to  which  it  delivers  the 
parcel,  and  the  last-mentioned  Office  in  its  turn,  if  it  is  only  an  intermediary,  credits 
itself  over  against  the  next  Office  with  its  own  quota,  in  addition  to  those  with  which 
it  has  been  debited  by  the  preceding  Office.  The  same  operation  is  repeated  in  the 
relations  between  the  dlflerent  Offices  participating  in  the  conveyance  until  the 
postal  parcel  reaches  the  Office  of  delivery. 

However,  if  the  charge  for  the  further  conveyance  of  a  parcel  about  to  be  refor- 
warded is  paid  at  the  moment  of  reforwarding  the  parcel  is  treated  as  if  it  had  been 
addressed  direct  from  the  reforwarding  country  to  the  country  of  destination  and 
delivered  to  the  addressee  without  charge  for  postage. 

3.  The  senders  of  parcels  which  have  become  undeliverable  are  consulted  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  they  desire  to  see  them  disposed  of,  unless  by  a  notice  (see 
Form  I  herewith)  they  have  made  request  for  itfi  immediate  return  or  its  delivery  to 
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another  addressee.  This  notice  mast  be  in  a  lanffaage  known  in  the  country  of  des- 
tination (with  an  interlinear  translation  in  the  language  of  the  country  of  origin), 
and  must  be  put  on  the  certificate  of  dispatch  and  on  the  parcel  itself. 

This  provision  may  also  extend  to  cases  where  the  parcel  is  left  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Office  of  the  country  of  destination,  but  on  condition  that  the  sender  bears 
the  expenses  of  reforwarding  as  well  as  other  expenses,  and  the  customs  charges, 
if  any,  due  on  the  parcel,  up  to  the  amount  minus  which  the  office  of  destination 
would  find  itself  after  the  sale  of  the  parcel. 

These  notices  are  exchanged  between  the  central  Administrations  of  the  countries 
of  destination  and  origin,  or  between  the  post-offices  designated  for  that  purpose  by 
^these  Administrations. 

If,  within  two  months  from  the  dispatch  of  the  notice,  the  post-office  of  destina- 
tion has  not  received  sufficient  instructions,  the  parcel  is  returned  to  the  post-office 
of  origin.  This  period  is  extended  to  six  months  for  the  relations  with  countries 
beyond  the  sea.  The  return  of  the  parcel  must  also  be  efiected,  even  in  cases  where 
it  is  impossible  to  deliver  it  to  its  new  address,  except,  however,  in  cases  where  the 
sender  has  added  to  his  request  another  request  (another  address,  notice  that  he 
abandons  the  parcel,  etc.). 

Only  articles  subject  to  deterioration  or  corruption  may  bo  sold  immediately,  even 
when  going  or  returning,  without  previous  notice  or  judicial  formality,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  right  person,  a  record  being  kept  of  such  sale. 

Parcels  to  be  returned  to  the  senders  are  entered  on  the  parcel  bill,  with  the  word 
''  nndeli verable  "  opposite  the  entry,  in  the  column  of  observations.  They  are  treated 
and  charged  as  articles  reforwarded  owing  to  changes  of  residence  of  the  addressees. 

4.  A  parcel  whose  addressee  has  ^one  to  a  country  not  adhering  to  this  Parcels 
Post  Convention  is  treated  as  undeliverable,  unless  the  Office  of  the  first  destination 
is  prepared  to  forward  the  parcel  to  the  addressee. 

5.  If  a  parcel  during  the  operations  of  the  exchange  is  found  to  come  under  any  of 
the  prohibitions  provided  by  Article  12  of  this  Convention,  it  is  purely  and  simply 
returned  to  the  dispatching  exchange  post-office  in  the  form  provided  by  paragraph 
1  of  the  present  Article. 

XV. 

Requests  for  withdrawal  of  postal  parcels  and  change  of  address  are  subject  to  the 
rules  and  formalities  prescribed  by  Article  XXX  of  the  Regulations  of  detail  and 
order  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

XVI. 

1.  Each  Administration  causes  to  be  prepared  monthly,  by  each  of  its  exchange 
offices,  and  for  all  the  parcels  received  from  the  exchange  offices  of  one  and  the  same 
Administration,  a  statement  in  coufonuity  with  Form  J  annexed  to  the  present  Regu- 
lations, showing  the  sums  entered  on  each  parcel  bill,  either  to  its  credit — for  its  own 
share  and  that  of  each  of  the  Administrations  interested  In  the  charges  levied  by 
the  dispatching  Office— or  to  its  debit— for  its  share  (due  to  the  reforwarding  Office 
and  the  intermediary  Offices  in  cases  of  reforwarding  or  undeliverability)  of  the 
charges  to  be  recovered  from  the  addressees. 

2.  The  statements  J  are  then  recapitulated  by  the  same  Administration  in  an 
account  K  (see  Annexes). 

3.  These  accounts,  accompanied  by  the  statements  J,  the  parcel  bills,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, the  Bulletins  of  Verification  relating  to  the  month,  are  submitted  to  the  corre- 
sponding Administration  during  the  month  which  follows  the  one  to  which  it  relates. 

4.  After  the  monthly  accounts  have  been  verified  and  accepted  by  both  parties,  they 
are  summed  up  in  a  general  quarterly  account  by  the  creditor  Administration. 

5.  The  balance  resulting  from  the  reciprocal  accounts  between  two  Administrations 
is  paid  by  the  debtor  Office  to  the  creditor  Office  in  effective  francs  by  means  of  drafts 
on  the  capital  or  a  commercial  place  of  the  creditor  country,  all  charges  caused  by  the 
payment  of  the  drafts  being  paid  by  the  debtor  Office. 

6.  The  preparation,  transmission,  and  settlement  of  the  accounts  should  be  effected 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  at  latest  before  the  expiration  of  the  next  quarter. 
After  that  period  has  expired,  the  sums  due  by  one  Office  to  the  other  draw  interest 
at  the  rate  of  5  per  cent  per  year,  dating  from  the  day  of  the  expiration  of  said  period. 

7.  There  is  reserved  to  the  Administrations  interested  the  liberty  to  adopt  by  com- 
mon agreement  other  provisions  than  those  formulated  in  the  present  Article,  espe- 
cially as  regards  the  collection  of  trade  charges. 

XVII. 

1.  The  Administrations  communicate  to  each  other  through  the  intermediary  of  the 
International  Bureau,  and  at  least  three  months  before  this  Convention  is  put  into 
execution— 
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(a)  The  provisions  which  they  have  adopted  as  iegardl9  the  limit  of  weight,  the 
declared  value,  cumbersome  parcels,  collectiou  of  trade  charges,  the  number  of 
parcels  which  may  bo  accompanied  by  a  single  customs  declaration,  and  the  admis- 
sion of  written  communications  on  the  certificate  of  dispatch ; 

(6)  If  necessary,  the  limits  of  dimensions  and  volume  provided  by  paragraph  2  of 
Article  Sof  the  present  Regulations; 

(o)  The  rates  applicable  in  their  service  to  postal  parcels  for  each  of  the  con- 
tracting countries,  in  conformity  with  Article  5  of  the  Convention  concerning  postal 
parcels  and  Article  1  of  the  present  Regulations : 

(d)  The  names  of  the  post-oflQces  or  localities  wnich  will  participate  in  the  exchange 
of  postfid  parcels; 

(c)  An  extract,  in  German,  English,  or  French,  of  the  provisions  of  their  domestic 
laws  and  regulations  applicable  to  the  conveyance  of  postal  parcels. 

2.  Any  modiflcation  made  subsequently,  as  regards  the  live  points  mentioned 
above,  must  be  notified  without  delay  in  the  same  manner. 

XVIII. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetin[|8  provided  by  Article  25  of 
the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  the  Postal  Administration  of  each  contracting  party 
has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participating  Administrations,  through  the  inter- 
mediary of  the  Intcrnatioual  Bureau,  propositions  in  regard  to  the  stipulations  of 
the  present  Regulations. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  Article 
XXXIX  of  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding,  the  propositions  must  obtain — 

(a)  Unanimity  of  votes,  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  articles,  or  to  the 
modification  of  the  present  Article  or  of  Article  XIX; 

(b)  Two- thirds  of  the  votes,  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  Articles  II,  III, 
IV,  V,  VI,  VII,  IX,  X,  XI,  XII,  XIII,  and  XIV; 

(c)  Simply  an  absolute  majority,  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  other  Articles, 
or  to  the  interpretation  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  present  Regulations,  except 
m  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated  in  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Con- 
vention. 

4.  The  resolutions  adopted  in  due  form  are  made  binding  by  a  simple  notificatioa 
from  the  International  Bureau  to  all  the  Administrations  of  the  Union. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  after 
ita  notification. 

XIX. 

The  present  Regulations  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  day  on  which  the  Con^ 
veution  comes  into  force. 

They  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Convention,  unless  they  be  renewed  by 
mutual  agreement  between  the  parties  interested.

Germany,  Austria' Hvngai-y,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Casta  Rica,  Egypt,  France,  Italy,  Liberia, 
Luxemburg,  Nortoay,  the  NetherlandB,  the  Netherlands  East  Indies,  Portugal,  the  Por- 
tuguese Colonies,  Roumania,  Salvador,  Switzerland,  Tunis,  and  Turkey,  and  adhered  to 
subsequently  by  Chile. 

Article  1. 

The  collection  service,  between  those  contracting  countries  whose  Postal  Adminis- 
trations agree  to  reciprocally  undertake  the  service,  is  governed  by  the  provisions 
of  the  present  Arrangement. 

Article  2. 

1.  There  are  admissible  for  collection :  Receipted  bills,  invoices,  promissory  notes, 
drafts,  and  generally  all  commercial  or  other  values,  payable  without  charge,  whose 
amount  does  not  exceed,  per  article,  1,000  francs  coin  or  an  equivalent  sum  in  the 
money  of  each  country.  The  Postal  Administrations  of  two  corresponding  countries 
may,  by  common  consent,  adopt  a  higher  maximum. 

2.  The  Postal  administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  may  likewise  undertake 
to  cause  bills  to  be  protested,  and,  by  common  consent,  make  the  necessary  provi- 
sions regarding  this  service.  They  may  likewise  admit  for  collection  dividend 
coupons  and  bonds  which  have  become  due. 

Article  3. 

The  amount  of  the  values  to  be  collected  must  be  given  in  the  money  of  the  conn- 
try  charged  with  the  collection. 

Article  4. 

1.  The  transmission  of  values  to  be  collected  is  effected  by  registered  letter 
addressed  directly  by  the  sender  to  the  post-office  which  is  to  collect  the  amount. 

2.  The  same  article  may  contain  several  values  to  be  collected  by  one  and  the 
same  pcst-office  from  different  debtors,  for  the  benefit  of  one  sender. 

Article  5. 

1.  The  charge  for  an  article  transmitted  in  conformity  with  Article  4  preceding  is 
that  of  a  registered  letter  of  the  same  weight.  This  charge  goes  entirely  to  the  Postal 
Administration  of  the  country  of  origin. 

2.  A  receipt  for  the  article  is  furnished  to  the  sender  free  of  charge,  at  the  moment 
of  mailing. 

Article  6. 

Part  payments  are  not  admitted.  Each  value  must  be  paid  in  full  and  at  one 
time;  if  not,  it  is  considered  as  refused. 

Article  7. 

1.  The  Postal  Administration  charged  with  the  collection  levies  on  the  amount  of 
each  value  collected  a  charge  of  10  centimes,  or  its  equivalent  in  the  money  of  the 
country  of  destination. 

2.  These  charges  do  not  form  the  subject  of  an  account,  between  the  Administra- 
tions interested. 

Article  8. 

In  relations  which  at  present  require  the  levying  of  a  charge  for  collection  exceed- 
ing the  one  fixed  by  the  preceding  Article  the  Aoministrations  interested  have  the 
liberty  to  provisionally  maintain  their  present  charge,  provided  that  in  the  same 
relations  the  charge  to  be  paid  on  mailing  the  article  contemplated  by  Article  5  is 
fixed  at  25  centimes. 
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Article  9. 

1.  The  snxn  which  has  been  collected,  after  ded acting — 

(a)  The  charge  fixed  by  Article  7  or  Article  S,  as  the  case  may  be, 

(ft)  the  ordinary  fee  for  money  orders,  and 

(c)  any  stamp  duties  which  may  apply  to  the  valaes — 
is  converted  by  the  post-office  which  has  made  the  collection  into  a  money  order  in 
favor  of  the  sender.    This  money  order  is  forwarded  to  him  free  of  charge. 

2.  The  values  which  could  not  be  collected  are  returned  to  the  post-office  of  mailing 
free  of  postage,  and  without  being  liable  to  any  other  charge.  The  Postal  Adminis- 
tration charged  with  the  collection  is  not  bound  to  take  any  measures  for  guarding 
any  legal  rights  involved  or  make  any  statement  concerning  nonpayment. 

Article  10. 

1.  The  provisions  of  the  Arrangement  concerning  the  exchange  of  money  orders 
are  applicable  in  everything  which  is  not  contrary  to  the  present  Arrangement,  to 
money  orders  issued  in  virtue  of  Article  9  preceding,  for  the  payment  of  values  col- 
lected by  the  post-office. 

However,  collection  money  orders  which  have  become  undeliverable  are  not  re- 
funded, but  remain  at  the  disposal  of  the  Office  of  the  country  in  which  the  values 
to  be  collected  were  mailed. 

2.  These  money  orders  are  admitted  up  to  the  maximum  amount  fixed  in  virtue  of 
paragraph  1  of  Article  2. 

Article  11. 

1.  Except  in  cases  of  the  interference  of  a  higher  power,  there  is  paid  in  case  of 
loss  of  a  registered  letter  containing  values  for  collection  to  the  sender  an  indemnity 
of  50  francs,  subject  to  the  conditions  determined  by  the  Universal  Postal  Conven- 
tion ;  the  reservation  contained  in  the  final  protocol  of  that  Convention  not  being 
applicable  to  collections. 

2.  In  case  of  loss  of  the  sums  which  have  been  collected,  the  Administration  to 
whose  service  the  loss  is  attributable  is  bound  to  refund  the  entire  amount  of  the 
sums  lost. 

Article  12. 

No  responsibility  attaches  to  the  Administrations  for  delays  in  transmission,  either 
of  registered  letters  containing  values  for  collection,  or  of  these  values,  or  of  the 
money  oiders  issued  in  payment  of  these  values. 

Article  13. 

The  stipulations  of  the  present  Arrangement  do  not  restrict  the  right  of  the  con- 
tracting parties  to  maintain  and  conclude  special  arrangements,  as  well  as  to  main- 
tain and  establish  more  limited  unions,  with  the  view  to  improve  the  international 
collection  service. 

Article  14. 

Moreover,  the  present  Arrangement  does  not  affect  the  domestic  legislation  of  the 
contracting  countries  in  any  point  not  provided  for  by  the  present  Arrangement. 

Article  15. 

1.  It  is  understood  that  wherever  the  formal  provisions  of  the  present  Arrange- 
ment fail  to  cover  a  case,  each  Administration  has  the  right  to  apply  the  provisions 
concerning  this  matter  which  arc  in  force  in  its  domestic  service. 

2,  It  is,  however,  expressly  prohibited  to  levy,  either  in  the  country  of  origin  or 
in  the  country  of  destination,  any  charges  or  fees  other  than  those  cont'Cmplutod  by 
the  present  Arrangement. 

Article  16. 

Any  Administration  may,  under  extraordinary  circumstances  justifying  the  meas- 
ure, temporarily  suspend  the  collection  service,  either  in  a  general  manner  or  in  part, 
on  condition  that  immediate  notice  thereof  bo  given,  if  necessary  by  t-elegraph,  to 
the  Administration  or  Administrations  interested. 

Article  17. 

1.  The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contraotiuj^  countries  admit  to  the  collection 
service  all  post-offices  authorized  to  participate  in  the  international  money- order 
service. 

2.  They  regulate,  by  common  consent,  the  mode  of  mailing  and  transmission  of 
values  to  be  collected,  as  well  as  all  other  measures  of  detail  and  order  necessary  to 
assure  the  execution  of  the  present  Arrangement. 
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Article  18. 

The  States  of  the  Union  which  have  not  taken  part  in  the  present  Arrangement 
will  be  admitted  to  adhesion  thereto  upon  their  demand,  and  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  for  adhesions  to  the  Universal  Postal  Union. 

Article  19. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetings  contemplated  by  the  Uni- 
versal Postal  Convention,  the  Postal  Administsation  of  any  of  the  contracting  conn- 
tries  has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participating  Administrations,  through  the 
intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  propositions  concerning  the  collection 
service. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  paragraph 
2  of  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain- 
First.  Unanimity  of  votes  if  thev  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  articles  or  to  the 

modification  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7, 
8, 9, 10,  11,  12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 18,  and  20  of  the  present  Arrangement; 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  x^odification  of  Article  17 ; 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  im^jority  if  they  relate  to  tho  interpretation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  present  Arrangement,  except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated 
in  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

4.  The  resolutions,  adopted  in  due  form,  are  made  binding  in  the  first  two  cases 
by  a  diplomatic  declaration,  and  in  the  third  case  by  an  administrative  notice, 
according  to  the  form  provided  by  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months 
after  its  notification. 

Article  20. 

1.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  1st  of  July,  1892. 

2.  It  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  without 
prejudice  to  the  right  of  each  country  to  withdraw  from  thi^  Arrangement  upon  a 
notice  given  one  year  in  advance  by  its  Government  to  the  Government  of  the  Swiss 
Confederation.  During  that  year  the  Arrangement  shall  continue  in  full  force  in  all 
its  provisions  without  prejudice,  to  the  settlement  of  accounts  after  the  expiration 
of  said  teim. 

3.  l!>om  the  date  on  which  the  present  Arrangement  takes  effect  all  the  stipula- 
tions previously  agreed  upon  between  the  difiereut  Governments  or  Administrations 
of  the  contracting  parties,  in  so  far  as  those  stipulations  are  not  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  present  Arrangement,  are  abrogated,  without  prejudice  to  the  rights 
reserved  by  Article  13. 

4.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  ratified  as  soon  as  possible.  The  acts  of  rati- 
fication shall  be  exohan^d  at  Vienna.

REGULATIONS  OF  BETSIL  AND  ORDER  FOR  THE  EXEOJJTION  OF  THE  ARRANGE- 
MENT  CONCERNING  THE  COLLECTION  SERVICE,  CONCL  UDED  BETWEEN  GERMANY, 
AUSTRIA  HUNGARY,  BELGIUM,  ETC. 

I. 

1.  Every  value  placed  in  the  post-office  for  collection  must — 

(a)  Bear  an  indication  of  the  sum  to  be  collected  written  out  in  full  (Roman  letters), 
and  in  the  money  of  the  country  of  destination,  of  the  name  and  address  of  the 
debtor,  as  well  as  the  signature  of  the  sender,  for  receipt; 

{b)  Be  subjected  to  any  stamp  duties  which  may  be  due  in  the  country  of  origin; 

(c)  Be  entered  on  a  list  conforming  to  Form  A  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations; 

Id)  Be  transmitted,  with  the  list,  to  the  post-office  of  destination  in  an  envelope 
conforming  or  analogous  to  Form  B  attached  to  the  present  Regulations,  and  bearing 
postage  stamps  representing  the  charge  fixed  by  Article  5  or  Article  8  of  the  Arrange- 
ment. 

2.  The  inclosures  of  value  mailed  for  collection  must  be  attached  thereto. 

II. 

1.  It  is  prohibited  to  make  on  the  collection  xist  any  annotations  other  than  those 
called  for  bv  the  text  of  that  form,  or  to  join  to  the  values  any  letters  or  notes  taking 
the  place  of  correspondence  between  creditor  and  debtor.  If  such  annotations  are 
found  on  the  list  they  are  entirely  ignored;  separate  letters  or  notes  are  returned, 
free  of  charge,  to  the  sender,  through  the  intermediary  of  the  post-office  of  origin.with 
a  slip  indicating  the  reason  for  return,  e.  g.,  the  words  ''Transmission  prohibited." 
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Vonchers  (e.g., bills  of  lading,  reexohanges,  acta  of  protest, etc. )>  which  must  be 
delivered  to  the  debtor  only  in  case  of  payment  of  the  values  which  they  accompany, 
do  not  come  under  this  prohibition. 

2.  It  is  not  permitted  to  place  in  one  and  the  same  article  valnes  becoming  dne  on 
different  days. 

III. 

1.  The  envelope  containing  valnes  for  coUeotion,  with  the  collection  list,  is  sealed 
b^  the  sender  and  mailed  at  the  post-office;  it  must  bear  the  exact  name  and  address 
of  the  sender  and  be  subject  to  the  formality  of  registration. 

2.  If  an  envelope  containing  values,  duly  prepaid,  is  found  in  a  letter  box,  it  is 
treated  as  if  it  had  been  mailed  at  the  post-office.  In  case  of  nonpayment  of  postage, 
or  Insnfficient  prepayment,  circulation  is  not  given  to  the  article. 

IV. 

1.  The  chief  of  the  post-office  of  destination  opens  the  registered  letter  and  verifies 
the  number  of  pieces  inclosed  with  the  collection  list,  as  well  as  their  amount.  The 
result  of  this  verification  is  entered  on  the  collection  list  and  certified  by  the  signa- 
ture of  the  chief  of  the  post-office  of  destination. 

2.  When  the  number  of  pieces  announced  by  the  list  is  not  found  in  the  envelope, 
the  chief  of  the  post-office  of  destinatiou  immediately  advises  the  dispatching  post- 
office  of  the  fact,  which  in  its  turn  notities  the  seuder;  he,  nevertheless,  proceeds  to 
collect  the  values  found  to  be  in  proper  form,  after  ha>'ing  made  a  note  of  the  miss- 
ing values,  opposite  their  entry  ou  the  list. 

V. 

The  values  inserted  in  an  envelope  found  in  a  letter  box  (paittgraph  2  of  Aitiele  m 
preceding)  are  ^iven  out  for  collection,  oven  when  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender 
are  not  given  either  on  the  envelope  or  on  the  collection  list,  or  on  the  values  them- 
selves. But  in  that  case  the  chief  of  the  poHt-office  of  destination,  after  the  collec- 
tion has  been  luade,  and  in  case  he  can  not  get  the  desired  information  from  the 
debtor,  reports  the  fact  to  his  own  Administration,  which  then  requests  the  Adminis- 
tration of  the  country  of  origin  to  furnish  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender. 

VI. 

Valnes  are  presented  to  debtors  as  soon  as  possible,  if  practicable  on  the  day  when 
they  become  due. 

VII. 

1.  Values  not  paid  upon  the  first  presentation  are  returned  to  the  post-office  charged 
with  the  collection  and  held  for  seven  days  at  the  disposal  of  the  debtors,  who,  during 
that  term,  are  at  liberty  to  make  payment.  They  are  advised  of  this  fact  by  the  let- 
ter carrier  or  by  the  post-office  of  destination.  This  seven-days  term  is  counted 
from  the  day  following  that  of  the  first  presentation. 

2.  When  the  sender,  by  an  annotation  ou  the  list,  has  requested  that,  after  an  un- 
successful presentation,  the  values  be  immediately  returned  to  him,  or  delivered  to 
persons  named  by  him  for  the  purpose,  his  request  must  be  complied  with. 

VIII. 

The  sums  which  have  been  collected,  after  deducting  the  charge  contemplated  by 
paragraph  1  of  Article  7,  or  by  Article  8  of  the  Arrangement,  the  stamp  duties,  if 
there  are  any,  and  the  usual  fee  for  money  orders,  are  converted  into  a  money  order 
issued  in  conformity  with  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Arrangement  con- 
cerning the  money-order  service,  and  bearing  at  the  head  the  word  "recouvremenf 
(collection).  The  charge  for  the  money  order  above  referred  to  is  always  calculated 
on  the  total  of  the  sum  collected. 

IX. 

1.  The  reforwarding  in  the  interior  of  the  country  of  destination  of  the  values  to 
be  collected, owing  to  change  of  residence  of  tlie  addressees,  is  effected  without  charge. 

2.  If  the  reforwarding  comprises  all  the  values  to  be  collected  inclosed  in  one  and 
the  same  article,  the  post-office  of  the  new  residen(;e  proceeds  as  if  the  values  had 
originally  been  addressed  to  it.  Mention  is  made  of  the  reforwarding  on  the  special 
list  (see  Article  XI)  in  the  following  manner:  '' Reforwarded  by  the  post-office 
of " 

3.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  article  contains  several  values  to  be  collected  from 
different  debtors,  and  if  only  one  or  more  of  these  values  are  reforwarded,  owing  to 
change  of  residence  of  the  clebtor,  the  post-office  of  the  new  residence  must,  if  pos- 
sible, transmit  in  an  official  envelope,  by  money  order,  the  sum  which  has  been  col- 
lected, or  if  no  payment  has  been  made,  the  nonpaid  values,  to  the  post-office  to 
which  the  list  (Article  I)  has  been  addressed;  and  it  is  this  last-mentioned  post-office 
only  which  has  to  settle  with  the  sender. 
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X. 

Values  which  for  any  reason  could  not  be  collected  are  returned  to  the  sender  in 
the  form  provided  by  Article  XI,  following. 

Mention  is  made  of  the  reason  for  noncoUection,  without  any  other  statement, 
either  on  a  slip  attached  to  the  values  or  on  the  back  of  the  special  list  (Form  C) 
mentioned  in  Article  XI. 

In  this  respect  post-offices  observe  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4  of  Article  XXII 
of  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  PostalConvention. 

XI. 

1.  Values  which  have  not  been  collected,  as  well  as  money  orders  issued  for  col- 
lected values,  must  be  accompauied  by  a  special  list  (Form  C)  and  transmitted  to 
the  post-office  of  mailing,  under  official  registration,  in  an  envelope  conforming  or 
analogous  to  Form  D  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations.  In  case  the  article  does 
not  contain  any  unpaid  value,  official  rezistration  is  not  required,  and  the  superfluous 
words  on  the  envelope  (Form  D)  should  then  be  crossed  out.  In  those  relations 
which,  for  the  money  order  service,  require  the  intervention  of  exchange  post-offices 
the  articles  referred  to  in  the  present  paragraph  are  likewise  transmitted  through 
the  intermediary  of  these  post-offices. 

2.  The  list  mentioned  in  paragraph  1  preceding  must  contain : 

(a)  The  impression  of  the  date  stamp  of  the  post-office  charged  with  the  collection ; 

(b)  The  name  and  address  of  the  sender,  date  of  mailing,  and  amount  of  the  values 
mailed ; 

(c)  The  amount  of  the  money  order; 

(d)  Itemized  amount  of  charges; 
?e)  Amount  of  values  colk^ted; 

(/)  Number  and  amount  of  values  not  collected. 

3.  The  total  of  the  money  order  and  the  charges  must  be  equal  to  the  amount  of 
the  values  collected. 

4.  The  total  of  the  sums  collected  added  to  those  not  collected  must  be  equal  to 
the  exact  amount  of  the  values-originally  mailed. 

5.  Indications  in  the  list  which  are  not  used  are  crossed  out. 

6.  Missing  or  irregular  lists  are  claimed  or  returned  direct  from  one  post-office  to 
the  other. 

XII. 

1.  The  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  communicate  to  each  other 
through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  and  at  least  three  months 
before  the  Arrangement  takes  efl'eot,  an  extract  from  the  provisions  of  their  domestio 
laws  and  regulations  applicable  to  the  collection  service. 

2.  Any  subsequent  modification  must  be  notified,  without  delay,  in  the  same 
manner. 

xm. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetings,  the  Postal  Administration 
of  any  of  the  contracting  countries  has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participat- 
ing Administrations,  through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  proposi- 
tions in  regard  t«  the  provisions  of  the  present  Regulations. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  Article 
XXXIX  of  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain — 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes,  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  articles  or  to  the 
modification  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  I,  II,  III,  VI, 
VIII,  IX,  X,  and  XIV  of  the  present  Regulations; 

Second.  Two -thirds  of  the  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  Articles  V, 
VII,  and  XI; 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority,  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  other 
Articles,  or  the  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Regulations,  except  in 
the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated  in  Article  23  of  theUniveraal  Postal  Convention. 

4.  The  resolutions  adopted  in  due  form  are  made  binding  by  a  notification  from 
the  International  Bureau  to  all  the  Administrations  of  the  Union. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  after 
its  notification. 

XIV. 

1.  The  present  Regulations  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  day  on  which  the 
Arrangement  comes  into  force. 

2.  They  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Arrangement,  unless  they  be  renewed 
by  mutal  agreement  between  the  parties  interested.

C0NCLX7DED  BETWEEN 

The  Argentine  RepuhliCf  Brazil,  BuXgariaj  the  Republic  of  Colombiaf  Costa  Rica,  Egypt, 
France,  Greece,  Italy,  Liberia,  Luxemburg,  Mexico,  Paraguay,  Portugal,  the  Portuguese 
Colonies,  Roumania,  Salvador,  Switzerland,  Tunis,  Turkey,  and  Venezuela,  and  adhered 
to  subsequently  by  Chile. 

The  Ooyernments  of  the  conntTiee  which  siened  the  present  Arrangement  being 
desirous  to  remove  as  far  as  possible  the  difficulties  experienced  by  the  publio  in 
the  delivery y  within  the  Universal  Postal  Union,  of  articles  of  correspondence  or 
the  payment  of  money  orders,  and  making  use  of  the  liberty  reserved  to  them  by 
Article  19  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  their  representatives  at  the  Congress 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  provisions : 

Article  1. 

1.  The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  may  deliver  to  persons 
who  make  a  request  therefor  books  of  identity  on  the  conditions  indicated  in  the 
present  Arrangement. 

2.  The  preening  provision  does  not  restrict  the  right  of  the  public  to  prove 
identity  by  means  of  any  other  methods  admitted  by  the  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
domestic  service  of  the  country  of  destination. 

Article  2. 

1.  The  book  of  identity  must  conform  to  the  sample  annexed  to  the  present 
Arrangement. 

2.  Each  book  has  a  green  cover  and  is  composed  of  one  sheet  giving  a  personal 
description  of  the  holder  and  ten  sheets*  of  receipts. 

The  cover  bears  on  the  front,  in  the  language  of  the  country  of  origin,  the  follow- 
ing title:

On  the  back  of  the  cover  the  photo^Taph  of  the  holder  ^card  size)  with  his  signa- 
ture is  attached  by  means  of  a  ribbon,  the  two  ends  of  which  drawn  over  the  photo- 
graph are  fixed  there  by  an  official  seal,  without  prejudice  to  any  other  means  which 
the  administrations  may  subsequently  admit  by  common  consent.

3.  The  sheets  of  the  books,  duly  numbered,  are  attached  to  the  cover  by  a  ribbon 
in  the  national  colors  of  the  country  of  origin,  and  the  two  ends  of  this  ribbon  are 
fastened  to  the  inner  side  of  the  back  cover  by  an  official  seal. 

Articls  3. 

1.  The  forms  of  the  books  of  identity  are  worded  in  the  language  of  the  conntry 
which  issues  them. 

2.  After  the  last  sheet  of  the  reoeipts  brief  instructions  are  given  in  the  lanjjnage 
of  each  of  the  countries  adhering  to  the  Arrangement  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing 
the  post-offices  with  the  necessary  explanations  for  the  execution  of  this  branch  of 
the  service. 

Abticle  4. 

1.  The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  designate,  each  fbr  its 
own  service,  the  functionaries  who  are  authorized  to  issue  books  of  identity. 

2.  They  likewiee  determine,  each  for  its  own  service,  what  documents  are  needed 
for  proving  the  identity  of  persons  making  requests  for  books  of  identity,  when  they 
are  not  personally  known  to  the  functionaries  authorized  to  issue  books  of  identity. 

Articlb  5. 

1  Ordinary  articles  are  delivered  to  the  owners  of  books  of  identity  simply  npon 
the  piesentaMon  of  these  books. 

2.  Articles  to  be  delivered  upon  a  receipt  are  delivered,  and  payments  of  money 
orders  are  made,  to  addressees,  presenting  a  book  of  identity  up«n  the  delivery  to  the 
postal  official  of  the  receipts  detached  from  the  book  and  duly  signed. 

3.  However,  when  the  bearer  of  a  book  of  identity  is  well  known  at  tk<e  nest-oflles, 
it  is  not  obligatory  to  demand  the  presentation  of  his  book,  nor  to  detaoh  the 
receipts  therenrom  when  he  has  delivered  to  him  articles  calling  fi»  a  rsoeipt,  sr 
when  he  has  any  money  orders  cashed. 

Article  6. 

1.  Articles  of  correspondenoe  must  be  delivered  and  the  amoimfc  of  money  ordexa 
must  be  paid  to  holders  of  books  of  identity  in  person. 

2.  Ordinary  articles,  however,  may  be  delivered  to  a  third  party  duly  authorized 
thereto  upon  the  presentation  of  the  book,  and  other  articles  upon  the  presentation 
of  the  receipts  sioned  by  the  holder  of  the  book  and  detaohed  therefrom ;  but  the 
post-office  of  desnnation  iaanthoiized  to  deliver  articles  to  a  third  party  preseutinea 
book  of  identity,  or  to  pay  a  money  order  to  suoh  a  party,  only  nnon  a  receipt  (for 
the  presentation  of  which  good  reasons  must  be  furnished)  giyen  oy  the  latter. 


512  REPORT   OF   THE   POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

Article  7. 

The  laws  or  regalations  of  the  coantry  of  destination  determine  what  articles  of 
correspondence  are  to  he  considered  as  ordinary  articles,  as  well  what  articles  are  to 
he  deliTered  only  upon  a  receipt  or  special  acknowledgment. 

Article  8. 

1.  The  price  of  a  hook  of  identity  is  fixed  at  50  centimes,  exclusive  of  the  cost  of 
the  photograph  which  must  he  deliyered  to  the  post-office  hy  the  person  who  makes  a 
request  for  such  a  hook. 

2.  Administrations,  however,  which  think  they  can  not  furnish  hooks  of  identity 
at  that  price  may  raise  the  price  to  the  maximum  of  1  franc. 

3.  The  receipts  delivered  to  the  post-office  of  destination  can  not  give  rise  to  the 
collection  of  any  postage  charges  from  the  holder  of  the  hook. 

Article  9. 

Each  Administration  keeps  the  entire  sums  which  it  has  received  in  execution  of 
the  preceding  Article. 

Article  10. 

The  receipts  contained  in  the  hook  of  identity  are  detached  from  the  stuh  one  after 
the  other,  strictly  following  the  order  of  paging. 

Article  11. 

1.  Books  of  identity  are  valid  for  three  years  from  the  day  of  their  delivery  to  the 
holders. 

2.  At  the  expiration  of  that  term  they  may  he  visaed,  which  gives  them  validity 
for  another  year. 

*  Article  12. 

The  post-office  which  receives  the  last  receipt  of  a  hook  of  identity  must  retain  its 
stuh,  and,  if  the  holder  demands  it,  cause  his  Administration  to  issue  to  him  a  new 
hook  of  identity  without  requiring  other  proofs  of  identity. 

Article  13. 

The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  are  free  from  allresponsi- 
hility  as  soon  as  a  money  order  has  heen  paid  or  an  article  has  heen  delivered,  upon 
the  delivery  of  a  receipt  detached  from  the  hook  of  identity  and  signed  hy  the  holaer. 

Article  14. 

1.  In  case  of  the  loss  of  a  hook  of  identity  the  holder  must  communicate  the  fact — 
First.  To  the  post-office  of  the  place  where  he  happens  to  he,  or  to  the  nearest 

post-office ; 
Second.  To  the  Administration  which  issued  the  hook. 

2.  In  any  case  he  remains  responsihle  for  the  consequences  of  the  loss  of  his  hook. 

Article  15. 

After  such  notice  has  heen  given,  the  post-office  referred  to  in  paragraph  1  of  Article 
14  preceding,  temporarily  refuses  the  delivery  of  any  article  or  the  payment  of  any 
money  order  claimed  on  the  strength  of  the  lost  hook. 

Article  16. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Administration  of  the  country  of  issue  to  take  all  the  neces- 
sary measures  for  the  cancellation  of  the  lost  hook  upon  the  information  famished 
hy  the  holder. 

Article  17. 

The  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  shall  communicate  to  each  other 
through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  the  list  of  their  post-offices 
which  are  authorized  to  issue  hooks  of  identity.

Article  18. 

The  coantries  of  the  Union  which  have  not  taken  part  in  the  present  Arrangement 
will  be  admitted  to  adhere  thereto  upon  their  demand  and  in  the  form  prescribed 
by  Article  24  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  concerning  adhesions  to  the  Univer- 
sal Postal  Union. 

Article  19. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetings  contemplated  by  Article  25 
of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  the  Postal  Administration  of  any  of  the  con- 
tracting coantries  has  the  ri^ht  to  address  to  the  other  participating  Administrations, 
through  the  intermediary  ot  the  International  Bureau,  propositions  concerning  the 
service  of  books  of  identity. 

2.  Every  ]>ropo8ition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  paragraph 
2  of  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain : 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes,  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  Articles,  or  to  the 
modification  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  1, 4, 5, 6, 7, 9, 11, 
12, 13, 18,  and  20  of  the  present  Arrangement; 

Second.  Two- thirds  of  the  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  other  Articles; 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority  if  they  relate  to  the  interpretation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  tJie  present  Arrangement,  except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated 
in  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

4.  The  resolutions  adopted  in  due  form  are  made  binding^  in  the  first  two  cases,  by 
a  diplomatic  declaration,  and  in  the  third  case  by  an  administrative  notice,  in  the 
form  indicated  in  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

Article  20. 

1.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  Ist  of  Jnly,  1892. 

2.  It  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  without 
prejudice  to  the  right  reserved  to  each  country  to  withdraw  from  this  Arrangement 
upon  a  notice  ^iven  one  year  in  advance  by  its  Government  to  the  Government  of 
the  Swiss  Contederation. 

3.  The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  ratified  as  soon  as  possible.  The  Acts  of  rat- 
ification shall  be  exchanged  at  Vienna.

Article  3. 

1.  The  subscription  price  must  be  paid  at  the  moment  when  tht.  subscription  is 
taken  for  the  entire  term  of  the  subscription. 

2.  No  subscriptions  are  taken  except  tor  the  terms  given  in  the  official  lists. 

Article  4. 

The  Postal  Administrations  in  becoming  intermediaries  for  subscriptions  assume  no 
responsibility  as  regards  the  duties  and  obligations  incumbent  upon  the  publishers. 

They  are  not  bound  to  refund  any  money  iu  case  of  the  cessation  or  interruption 
of  a  publication  during  the  term  of  subscript  ion. 

Article  5. 

The  international  Rubscription  service  is  ejected  through  the  intervention  of 
exchange  offices  to  be  designated  by  each  Administration,  respectively. 

Article  6. 

1.  Each  Administration  fixes  the  prices  at  which  it  furnishes  to  other  Administra- 
tions its  own  publications,  and  if  necessary,  the  publications  of  any  other  origin. 

In  no  case  may  these  prices  be  higher  than  those  paid  by  subscribers  in  the  country 
of  publication,  except  that  in  the  relations  between  nonadjacent  countries  the  tran- 
sit charges  due  to  the  intermediary  Offices  are  added. 

2.  The  transit  charges  are  fixed  iu  advance  on  the  basis  of  the  periodicity  of  the 
publications  and  their  average  weight. 

Article  7. 

1.  The  Postal  Administration  of  the  country  of  destination  fixes  the  price  to  be 
paid  by  the  subscriber,  adding  to  the  net  price  fixed  in  virtue  of  Article  6  preceding 
such  charges  for  commisison  and  delivery  as  it  deems  proper  to  adopt,  which  charges, 
however,  must  not  exceed  those  which  are  levied  on  subscriptions  in  its  own  coun- 
try. If  the  legislation  of  its  country  requires  a  stamp  duty,  a  charge  to  cover  this 
is  added. 

2.  When  two  countries  maintaining  a  reciprocal  subscription  service  have  not  the 
same  monetary  system,  the  net  price  is  converted  by  the  Office  of  the  country  of  des- 
tination into  the  money  of  that  country.  If  the  Administrations  have  adhered  to 
the  Arrangement  concerning  money  orders,  the  conversion  is  made  according  to  the 
rate  established  for  money  orders,  unless  the  Administrations  agree  upon  another  rate. 
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Article  8. 

The  charges  established  in  virtue  of  Articles  6  and  7  preceding  do  not  give  rise  to 
any  special  account  between  the  corresponding  Offices. 

Article  9. 

In  taking  the  statistics  which  are  to  serve  as  basis  for  the  transit  accounts  (Articles 
XXIV  and  XXV  of  the  Regulations  of  detail  and  order  for  the  execution  of  the  Uni- 
versal Postal  Convention),  the  newspapers  furnished  by  postal  subscription  are  com- 
prised in  the  weights  of  the  newspapers  and  prints  of  every  kind. 

Article  10. 

The  Postal  Administrations  are  bound  to  forward  to  the  parties  concerned,  without 
charge  to  the  subscribers,  any  well-grounded  complaint  concerning  delays  and 
irregularities  in  the  subscription  service. 

Article  11. 

1.  The  accounts  of  subscriptions  for  newspapers  furnished  and  ordered  are  pre- 
pared quarterly.  After  having  been  mutually  examined  and  accepted  these  accounts 
are  paid  in  coin  money  of  the  creditor  country. 

2.  Unless  there  is  a  contrary  understanding  between  the  Offices  interestetl,  when 
two  corresponding  countries  do  not  have  the  same  monetary  system  the  smaller 
credit  is  converted  into  the  money  of  the  larger  credit,  in  conformity  with  Article  6 
of  the  Arrangement  concerning  money  orders,  and  the  difference  is  paid  as  soon  as 
possible  by  money  order. 

3.  The  money  orders  issued  for  that  purpose  are  not  subject  to  any  charge  and  may 
exceed  the  maximun:  determined  by  the  money-order  Arrangement. 

4.  Delayed  payments  draw  interest  at  5  per  cent  per  annum  in  favor  of  the  creditor 
Administration. 

Article  12. 

The  stipulations  of  the  preseut  Arrangement  do  not  restrict  the  right  of  the  con- 
tracting parties  to  maintain  or  conclude  special  arrangements  for  the  ])urpose  of 
improving,  facilitating,  or  simplifying  the  international  subscription  service. 

Article  13. 

The  countries  of  the  Union  which  have  not  taken  part  in  the  present  Arrangement 
are  admitted  to  adhesion  upou  their  demand  and  in  the  form  prescribed  by  Article 
24  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention  concerning  adhesions  to  the  Universal  Postal 
Union. 

Article  14. 

The  Postal  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  fix  the  form  of  the 
accounts  designated  in  Article  11  preceding  the  periods  at  which  they  must  be  pre- 
pared, and  regulate  all  other  measures  of  order  and  detail  necessary  to  assure  the 
execution  of  tne  present  Arrangement. 

Article  15. 

It  is  understood  that  in  cases  not  covered  by  any  formal  provisions  of  the  present 
Arrangement  each  Administration  is  at  liberty  to  apply  the  provisions  governing  the 
matter  in  its  domestic  service. 

Article  16. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elapses  between  the  meetings  contemplated  by  the 
Universal  Postal  Convention  the  Postal  Administration  of  any  of  tne  contracting 
COUP  trier  ha^  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participating  Administrations,  through 
the  irtermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  propositions  concerning  the  sub- 
scriptior  service. 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  para- 
graph 2  of  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding  the  propositions  must  obtain — 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  Articles  or  the 
modification  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 15, 17,  and  18  of  the  present  Arrangement; 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes  if  they  relate  to  a  modification  of  Article  14; 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority  if  they  relate  to  the  interpretation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  present  Arrangement,  except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contem- 
plated by  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 
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>4.  The  resolatioDs  adopted  in  due  form  are  made  binding,  in  the  first  tWb  oases,  by 
a  diplomatic  declaration,  and  in  the  third  case  by  an  administrative  notice,  aocord- 
ing  to  the  form  indicated  in  Article  26  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months  after 
its  notification. 

Article  17. 

The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  pnt  into  execution  on  the  Ist  of  Jnly,  1892. 

It  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  tne  Universal  Postal  Convention,  without  preju- 
dice to  the  right  reserved  to  each  country  to  withdraw  from  this  Arrangement  upon 
a  notice  given  one  year  in  advance  by  its  Government  to  the  Government  of  the 
Swiss  Confederation. 

Current  subscriptions  must  be  served  in  the  conditions  provided  by  the  present 
Arrangement  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  subscription. 

Article  18. 

From  the  date  on  which  the  present  Arrangement  takes  effect,  all  the  stipulations 
concerning  the  subject  previously  agreed  upon  between  the  Governments  or  Admin- 
istrations of  the  contracting  parties,  in  so  far  as  those  stipulations  are  not  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  present  Arrangement,  are  abrogated  without  prejudice  ta 
the  rights  reserved  by  Article  12. 

The  present  Arrangement  shall  be  ratified  as  soon  as  possible.  The  acts  of  ratifi- 
cation shall  be  exchanged  at  Vienna. 

Done  at  Vienna,  the  4th  of  July,  1891.

REGULATIONS  OF  DETAIL  AND  ORDER  FOR  THE  EXECUTION  OP  THE  ARRANGE- 
MENT CONCERNING  THE  INTERVENTION  OF  THE  P08T0FFI0B  IN  SUBSCRIPTIONS 
FOR  NEWSPAPERS  AND  PERIODICAL  PUBLICATIONS  CONCLUDED  BETWEEN 
GERMANY,  AUSTRIA  HUNGARY,  BELGIUM,  BRAZIL,  ETC. 

I. 

Each  Administration  advises  the  other  Administrations  interested  what  exchange 
offices  it  has  designated  for  the  relations  with  each  of  them. 

II. 

The  exchange  offices  correspond  direct  with  each  other  concerning  all  matters 
relating  to  the  subscription  service. 

III. 

1.  The  Postal  Administrations  exchanging  subscriptions  communicate  to  each  other 
once  a  year  a  list  (Form  A  annexed  hereto)  of  the  publications  which  can  be  subscribed 
for  through  their  intermediary,  indicating  the  conditions  of  subscription  and  the  not 
price,  including  transit  charges,  in  gold,  applying,  if  necessary,  an  average  rate  for 
converting  their  currency  into  gold. 

2.  Any  subsequent  modifications  of  this  list  are  immediately  notified  from  Office  to 
Office,  through  the  intermediary  of  the  exchange  post-offices,  as  these  modifications 
are  made. 

IV. 

Each  Administration  prepares^  on  the  basis  of  the  list  furnished  in  execution  of 
Article  III  preceding,  a  general  list  of  rates,  indicating,  per  country,  the  conditions 
of  subscription  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  subscriber.  These  prices,  fixed  in 
conformity  with  Article  7  of  the  Arrangement,  are  given  in  the  currency  of  the  coun- 
try which  publishes  this  list. 

V. 

In  cases  where  a  publication  is  ordered  which  is  not  given  on  the  list,  the  matter 
should  be  referred  to  the  Office  concerned,  through  the  intermediary  of  the  exchange 
post-office,  in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  information.  The  order  may,  however, 
be  forwarded  at  once  subject  to  subsequent  settlement  with  the  person  concerned, 
who,  if  necessary,  will  have  to  pay  a  deposit. 

VI. 

The  transit  charges  to  be  paid  in  addition  to  the  regular  subscription  price  are 
calculated  in  conformity  with  Article  4  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention,  taking 
as  a  basis  the  average  weight  of  the  publication  multiplied  by  the  number  of  times 
it  is  published  during  the  term  of  subscription. 
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VII. 

1.  The  subscriptions  commence  for  one  year  on  tne  ast  of  January ;  for  six  montba, 
on  the  Ist  of  January  and  the  Ist  of  July;  for  three  mouths,  on  the  Ist  of  January, 
the  1st  of  April,  the  Ist  of  July,  and  the  Ist  of  October. 

2.  The  Administrations  interested  may  agree  among  themselves  to  admit  subscrip- 
tions for  two  weeks,  one  month,  a  month  and  a  half,  two  months,  and  two  mouths 
and  a  half  to  complete  the  current  quarter. 

VIII. 

1.  Toward  the  end  of  each  quarter  the  exchange  offices  recapitulate,  on  a  list  con- 
forming to  Form  B  annexed  to  the  present  Regulations,  the  orders  for  subscriptions 
which  have  reached  thera  from  their  own  country. 

This  list  must  reach  the  corresponding  exchange  office  in  proper  time,  so  that  it 
may  serve  the  subscriptions  on  the  date  for  which  they  have  been  ordered. 

2.  Orders  which  reach  the  exchange  office  after  the  general  list  has  been  sent  form 
the  subject  of  special  lists. 

The  same  applies  to  orders  given  outside  of  the  ordinary  periods  of  renewal. 
These  lists  bear  consecutive  numbers  throughout  a  year. 

Subscribers  who  have  not  sent  in  their  orders  in  proper  time  can  not  claim  all  the 
numbers  which  have  appeared  since  the  commencement  of  the  subscription  term. 

IX. 

1.  The  wrappers  are  forwarded  in  packages  addressed,  either  direct  to  the  post- 
offices  of  destination,  or  in  bulk  to  the  intermediary  post-offices,  as  the  Administra- 
tions may  have  agreed. 

2.  The  packages  must  bear  the  indication  ''Postal  subscription"  or  a  similar  notice. 

3.  Delivery  is  made  to  subscribers  according  to  lists. 

4.  By  way  of  exception,  newspapers  may  be  placed  under  bands  addressed  to  the 
subscribers,  upon  a  request  made  by  the  post-offices  of  exchange  of  the  country  of 
destination. 

These  uands  must  bear  the  notice  ''Postal  subscriptions.'' 

X.    ' 

1.  Delays,  interruptions,  wrong  directions,  or  any  other  irregularities  which  may 
occur  in  the  subscription  service,  are  immediately  notified  to  the  intermediarv  post- 
office^  to  the  post-office  of  origin  if  necessary,  or  to  the  central  Administrations  at 
their  request. 

2.  Complaints  must  be  attended  to  without  delay. 

XI. 

1.  When  subscribers  change  their  residence  they  may  have  the  publication  sent  to 
their  new  address  in  the  same  country.    A  special  charge  may  be  levied  therefor. 

2.  If  the  subscriber  moves  to  another  country  the  numbers  are  forwarded  to  the 
personal  address  of  the  addressee  and  duly  prepaid  in  postage  stamps,  either  by  the 
publisher  at  the  request  of  the  exchange  offices  or  by  the  post-office  of  the  first  des- 
tination, upon  the  payment  of  the  postage  in  advance  by  the  subscriber. 

XII. 

1.  In  case  of  interruption  or  cessation  on  the  part  of  the  publisher  of  the  publi- 
cation of  a  paper  the  ac  linistrations  lend  their  aid  to  obtain,  if  possible,  the  repay- 
ment to  the  subscribers  of -the  subscription  price  for  the  period  during  which  the 
paper  has  not  been  served. 

2.  The  Offices  advise  each  other  what  papers  are  prohibited. 

XIII. 

1.  Unless  there  be  a  contrary  arrangement,  each  exchange  post-office  prepares,  as 
soon  as  the  quarterly  orders  may  be  considered  as  closed,  and  at  the  very  latest  on  the 
20th  day  of  the  first  month  of  the  quarter,  for  its  corresponding  post-office,  a  special 
account  (Form  C).  on  which  it  enters  in  alphabetical  order,  and  by  subscription 
periods— commencing  with  those  of  the  sborte At  duration — ^the  publications  fbmished 
to  the  corresponding  post-office  Arom  the  closing  date  of  the  preceding  account  to  the 
date  of  the  new  account.  Subscriptions  received  after  this  account  has  been  pre- 
pared are  entered  in  the  account  for  the  next  quarter. 
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2.  Unless  there  be  a  contrary  arrangement,  the  mntnal  accounts  Ate  verified  and 
settled  before  the  expiration  of  the  second  month  of  the  quarter  to  which  these 
accounts  relate.    For  countries  bejond  Europe  the  term  is  extended  to  four  months. 

3.  Any  differences  that  may  be  found  are  arranged  in  the  next  quarterly  account. 

4.  If  necessary,  monthly  part  payments  may  be  demanded. 

XIV. 

1.  The  Administrations  of  the  contracting  countries  communicate  to  each  other 
through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  and  at  least  three  months 
before  the  Arrangement  is  put  into  execution,  an  extract  from  the  provisions  of  their 
laws  and  Regulations  applicable  to  the  subscription  service. 

2.  Any  subsequent  modification  must  be  notified  in  the  same  manner  without 
delay. 

XV. 

1.  In  the  interval  which  elanses  between  the  meetings  the  Administration  of  any 
of  the  contracting  countries  has  the  right  to  address  to  the  other  participating 
Administrations,  through  the  intermediary  of  the  International  Bureau,  propositions 
in  regard  to  the  stipulations  of  the  present  Regulations > 

2.  Every  proposition  is  subject  to  the  mode  of  procedure  determined  by  Article 
XXXIX  of  the  Regulations  for  the  execution  of  the  Universal  Postal  Convention. 

3.  To  become  binding  the  i>ropositious  mast  obtain — 

First.  Unanimity  of  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  addition  of  new  articles,  or  to  the 
modification  of  the  provisions  of  the  present  Article  and  of  Articles  I,  II,  III,  IV, 
VI,  VIII,  and  XVI  of  the  present  Regulations; 

Second.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  Articles  VII, 
IX,  X,  XII,  and  XIII; 

Third.  Simply  an  absolute  majority  if  they  relate  to  the  modification  of  other 
Articles,  or  to  the  interpretation  of  the  various  provisions  of  the  present  Regulations, 
except  in  the  case  of  arbitration  contemplated  in  Article  23  of  the  Universal  Postal 
Convention.    • 

4.  The  resolutions  adopted  in  duo  form  are  made  binding  by  a  notification  from 
the  International  Bureau  to  all  the  participating  Administrations. 

5.  No  modification  or  resolution  adopted  is  binding  until  at  least  two  months 
after  its  notification. 

XVI. 

The  present  Regulations  shall  be  put  into  execution  on  the  day  on  which  the 
Arrangement  comes  into  force.  .    ' 

They  shall  have  the  same  duration  as  that  Arrangement,  unless  they  be  renewed 
by  mutual  agreement  between  the  parties  interested.

OF  THE  THIRD  ASSISTANT  POSTMASTER- GENERAL'S  OFFICE. 

The  appropriations  for  the  service  of  this  office  during  the  year 
amounted  to  $1,518,800,  exclusive  of  the  amount  paid  messengers  of 
the  special-delivery  system.  No  specific  appropriation  was  made  for  this 
purpose,  the  compensation  of  messengers  being  payable  by  law  out  of 
the  receipts  of  the  system.    The  expenditure  out  of  the  appropriations 
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was  $1,*>'^'^ ,809.48  (a  decrease,  as  compared  with  1894,  of  $301,781.01,  or 
19.5  pj  t),  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $279,990.52,  or  18.4 

per  ceuL  of  the  total  amount  appropriated. 

The  increase  of  expenditure  for  the  compensation  of  special-delivery 
messengers  was  $19,923.96,  or  7.6  per  cent. 

The  estimates  of  appropriation  for  the  service  of  this  office  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1897,  amount  to  $1,331,600,  which  is 
$7,000  more  than  the  appropriation  for  the  current  year,  and  $92,790.52 
more  than  the  actual  expenditures  for  the  past  year.  Details  of  these 
estimates  will  be  found  in  Table  No.  1,  attached  to  this  report.   , 

FINANCE  DIVISION. 

The  operations  of  this  division  during  the  year  will  appear  from  the 
following  statement  : 

The  number  of  accounts  of  contractors  and  other  creditors  of  the 
Government  on  account  of  mail  service  received  and  examined  was 
127,208,  requiring  the  drawing,  recording,  and  mailing  of  the  same 
number  of*  warrants;  the  total  amount  paid  by  these  warrants  was 
$40,623,502.99;  the  number  of  drafts  drawn  on  account  of  balances  due 
present  and  late  postmasters  was  12,356,  amounting  to  $1,473,0:^9.03, 
making  a  total  amount  covered  by  warrants  and  drafts  of  $42,096,542.02. 
The  number  of  new  contracts  for  mail  service  received,  examined,  and 
entered  in  books  kept  in  this  division  was  6,755,  and  the  number  of 
orders  of  the  Postmaster-General  affecting  the  mail  service  entered  in 
ledgers  was  28,850. 

Transcripts  were  received  weekly  from  the  United  States  Treasury 
and  nine  subtreasuries,  and  monthly  from  41  designated  national- 
bank  depositories,  comprehending  financial  transactions  aggregating 
$41,221,765.35.  Accounts  were  also  kept  with  the  Treasurer  and  assist- 
ant treasurers,  and  with  all  these  designated  depositories. 

About  11,000  circulars  were  sent  to  postmasters,  containing  instruc- 
tions relative  to  the  deposit  of  their  postal  balances. 

The  number  of  letters  written  on  subjects  pertaining  to  the  different 
branches  of  work  assigned  to  the  division  was  3,525,  and  the  number  of 
cases  for  investigation  of  the  accounts  of  present  and  late  postmasters 
made  up  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster 
General  (division  of  mail  depredations  and  post-office  inspectors)  was 
462. 

FUNDS  RECEIVED  AT  THE  DEPARTMENT  AND  TURNED  OVER  TO  THE 
FINANCE  DIVISION  DURING  THE  FISCAL  YEAR. 

The  money  received  from  postmasters  erroneously  remitting  to  this 
office  balances  due  the  Government;  from  collections  made  by  the  chief 
post-office  inspector  on  account  of  defaulting  postmasters,  and  the  recov- 
ery of  postal  remittances  lost  in  transit;  from  stamp  collectors  and 
others  for  the  i)urchase  of  stamps,  stamped  envelopes,  etc.;  and  from 
bills  of  exchange  covering  balances  due  by  foreign  postal  administra- 
tions, amounted  to  $88,610.40,  the  disx>osition  of  which  is  accounted  for 
as  follows :

SPBCIAL-DELIVBBY  SYSTEM. 

The  statistics  of  special-delivery  business  during  the  year  are  as 
follows: 

The  number  of  pieces  of  mail  matter  received  for  special  delivery  at 
all  the  letter-carrier  offices  was  3,081,055,  of  which  2,403,347,  or  78  per 
cent,  were  transmitted  through  the  mails  from  place  to  place,  and 
677,708,  or  22  per  cent,  were  local  or  drop  letters. 

There  were  1,826  messengers  employed  at  these  offices  during  the 
year.  The  average  time  taken  by  them  in  making  deliveries  was 
eighteen  minutes. 

The  report  of  the  Auditor  shows  the  total  number  of  pieces  of  mail 
matter  delivered  at  all  post-offices  on  which  fees  were  paid  to  have 
been  3,514,518.  Assuming  this  to  be  95  per  cent  of  the  total  number 
received,  it  leaves  184,975  as  the  number  delivered  by  salaried  em- 
ployees, including  such  pieces  as  it  was  found  impossible  to  deliver 
specially,  making  a  total  of  3,699,493  pieces  of  matter  received  for 
special  delivery.  This  is  an  increase  of  7.6  per  cent  over  the  business 
of  the  previous  year. 

The  value  of  the  special-delivery  stamps  used  on  matter  received  for 
delivery  was  $369,949.30,  and  the  amount  paid  to  messengers  and 
others  for  special  delivery  $281,161.42,  leavin»j  a  profit  to  the  Govern- 
ment on  special-delivery  business  of  $88,787.88.

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THE  STAMP  DIVISION. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  stamp  division  was  more  than 
nsnally  onerous  and  responsible,  owing  mainly  to  increased  daties  and 
changes  in  the  methods  of  business  brought  about  by  the  passage  of 
what  is  known  as  the  Dockery  law.  These  changes  involved,  in  brief, 
the  making  out  and  keeping' of  a  new  set  of  ledgers  for  postmasters' 
accounts,  arranged  alphabetically  by  States  instead  of  a  general  alpha- 
betical arrangement  for  the  whole  country ;  a  similar  daily  arrangement 
of  requisitions  from  postmasters,  and  of  orders,  made  up  therefrom, 
upon  the  several  contractors  for  postage  stamp,  stamped  envelope,  and 
postal  card  supplies;  together  with  the  receiving,  arranging,  recording, 
and  systematic  turning  over,  after  complete  checking,  of  about  140,000 
vouchers  every  quarter  for  stamp  supplies — all  of  which  work  carried 
with  it  more  or  less  correspondence  in  the  way  of  instruction  and  admo- 
nition, and  much  of  which  had  been  previously  done  by  the  Auditor 
for  the  Post-Offlce  Department. 

Added  to  all  this  a  great  deal  of  extra  work  was  imposed  upon  the 
division  through  changes  made  about  the  1st  of  January,  1895,  in  the 
selling  prices  of  stamped  envelopes  under  the  contract  that  had  been 
enter^  into  three  months  before,  requiring  the  making  out  and  supply- 
ing of  vast  quantities  of  new  forms,  schedules,  and  circulars  of  instruc- 
tion, and  the  giving  of  credits  to  postmasters  on  a<^count  of  previously 
supplied  stock ;  besides  which,  for  a  considerable  time,  heavy  and  con- 
stant labor  was  necessitated  by  certain  unforeseen  troubles  connected 
with  the  manufacture  of  postage  stamps,  requiring  the  calling  in  from 
thousands  of  post-ofiices  of  defective  stamps  and  the  furnishing  of  per- 
fect stock  in  lieu  thereof. 

1  am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  all  these  heavy  demands  upon  the 
stamp  division  were  unmurmuringly  received,  and  that  they  were  fully 
satisfied  by  the  chief  and  his  force  of  clerks  through  excellent  manage- 
ment and  unremitting  industry,  some  extension  of  the  usual  hours  of 
labor,  and  the  detail  of  clerks  from  other  branches  of  the  Department 
whenever  their  services  could  be  spared.  The  presstfre  upon  the  divi- 
sion still  exists,  so  much  so  that  an  increase  of  its  force  is  a  necessity. 
I  have  heretofore  called  your  attention  to  this  fact  in  connection  with 
the  preparation  of  the  estimates  ux>on  which  appropriations  are  to  be 
made  for  the  coming  fiscal  year. 

WORK  OF  THE   STAMP  DIVISION. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  pieces  of  stamped  paper  issued 
to  postmasters,  through  the  work  of  this  division,  was  3,914,835,787,  of 
the  value  of  $74,037,499.79,  a  net  increase  over  the  issues  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  of  246,016,771,  or  6.71  per  cent,  in  number,  and  $3,797,589.14, 
or  5.41  per  cent,  in  value.  In  detail  these  issues,  and  their  compara- 
tive volume  and  value  with  those  of  the  previous  year,  are  as  follows:

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VALUE  OF  STAMPED  ENVELOPES  OVER  THEIR  COST. 

The  gross  selling  value  of  stamped  envelopes  aud  newspaper  wrap- 
pers issued  was  $12,030,030.49  and"  their  postage  value  was  $10,969,143, 
leaving  $1,066,889.49  as  the  cost  of  manufacture  and  distribution.  The 
contract  cost  was  $813,839.02,  after  deducting  $97.01  for  envelopes  mis- 
printed or  otherwise  imperfect,  leaving  $253,048.47  to  defray  the  expense 
of  distribution. 

OTHER  ISSUES  THROUGH  THE  STAMP  DIVISION. 

There  were  also  issued  during  the  year  72,830,350  unstamped  envel- 
opes for  official  use.  Of  these  791,000  were  registered-package  envel- 
opes of  large  size,  11,073,500  were  registered-package  envelopes  of  the 
smaller  size,  1,113,900  were  tag  envelopes  for  registered  parcels,  and 
the  remainder,  59,848,950,  were  envelopes  of  the  "penalty''  class,  used 
for  various  purposes  by  the  Department  and  by  postmasters  and  other 
postal  employees  throughout  the  country. 

There  were  issued  also  2,727  manifold  newspaper  and  periodical 
receipt  books,  and  2,892  single-leaf  receipt  books  to  postmasters  of  the 
larger  and  smaller  newspaper  post-offices,  respectively,  a  total  of  5,619.

CHANGES  IN   ORDINARY   POSTAGE  STAMPS. 

As  Stated  in  my  report  of  last  year,  all  the  ordinary  i)ostage  stamps 
made  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  were  modified  in  design 
by  the  placing  of  a  small  triangular  ornament  in  the  upper  corners.  It 
was  also  stated  that  several  new  denominations  had  been  added  to  the 
series,  the  designs  of  which  were  at  the  same  time  described.  Since 
then  the  use  of  a  watermarked  paper  in  manufacturing  the  stamps  has 
been  decided  on,  and  now  most  of  the  denominations  are  being  printed 
on  such  paper.  I  submit  the  following  statement  as  a  full  showing  of 
all  these  changes,  and  the  dates  when  they  respectively  went  into  effect:

The  denominations  of  these  stamps  from  1  to  10  cents,  inclusive,  are 
of  the  same  design.  The  numerals  in  the  upper  corners  are  of  equal 
size  in  the  1,  2,  and  5  cent  stamps,  while  those  in  the  10  cent  stamp  are 
condensed  so  as  to  fill  the  same  space  that  is  given  to  the  others,  besides 
being  slightly  difierent  in  style.  Those  in  the  1  and  5  cent  denomina- 
tions are  shaded  dark  on  the  lower  half;  those  of  the  2  and  10  cent  stamps 
are  white  faced.  All  these  stamps  bear  an  engraving  of  the  statue  of 
America,  by  Crawford,  which  surmounts  the  dome  of  the  Capitol  at 
Washington,  the  same  subject  as  that  on  the  lower  denominations  of  the 
old  series,  except  that  the  presentation  is  in  full  face  instead  of  three- 
quarters.  The  words  "U.  S.  Postage"  at  the  top  of  the  stamps  are  in 
white  block  letters  upon  an  arched  line,  and  the  words  "Newspapers" 
on  the  left  and  ''Periodicals"  on  the  right  are  in  vertical  lines.  The 
denominations  at  the  bottom  are  in  white  roman  letters,  and  there  is  a 
foliate  ornamentation  in  the  lower  corners. 

The  upper  border  line  of  the  25  and  50  cent  stamps  is  broken  by  two 
Indentations,  separating  that  border  into  three  equal  parts,  and  the 
side  inscriptions  follow  a  curved  line  upon  a  scroll.  The  dimensions  of 
the  stamps  below  the  $2  denomination  are  |-J  by  1|[  inch. 

The  remaining  denominations,  from  $2  to  $100,  are  of  the  same  size 
as  the  stamps  of  the  retired  series ;  that  is  to  say,  H  by  1|  inch . 

This  new  series  was  first  issued  February  1, 1895, 
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STAMPED  ENVELOPE  CONTBACT. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  called  attention  to  the  making  of  a  new 
contract  by  tbe  Department,  and  at  very  advantageous  prices,  with 
James  Purcell,  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  for  the  furnishing  of  stamped  envel- 
opes during  the  four  years  beginning  on  the  1st  of  October,  1894. 
Before  this  contract  went  into  operation  it  had  been  deemed  best  for 
prudential  reasons,  and  under  a  right  reserved  to  the  Department  by 
express  stipulation,  to  give  a  large  order  for  envelopes  to  the  old  con- 
tractors, sufficient,  as  was  intended,  to  comprehend  a  supply  for  thiree 
months;  so  that  at  the  time  of  presenting  the  matter  in  my  report  no 
envelopes  whatever  had  been  ordered  from  Mr.  Purcell,  although 
arrangements  had  been  made,  or  were  in  progress,  at  his  proposed  fac- 
tory at  Holyoke,  Mass.,  which,  it  was  claimed,  would  fully  meet  all  the 
demands  that  at  any  time  might  be  made  upon  him. 

Before  the  Department,  however,  was  prepared  to  give  orders  for 
envelopes  under  the  new  contract  Mr.  Purcell  had  abandoned  his  inten- 
tion of  carrying  on  the  work  at  Holyoke,  and  had  asked  permission  to 
establish  his  manufactory  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  to  use  the  plant  of  the 
old  contractors  under  an  agreement  with  them  to  that  effect,  and  to 
place  in  charge  of  it,  through  a  formal  power  of  attorney,  Mr.  M.  S. 
Chapman,  who  had  been  holding  somewhat  similar  relations  to  the 
manufacturers  for  the  preceding  twenty  years.  The  arrangement  being 
in  no  respect  objectionable — involving  no  transferor  assignment  of  the 
contract — assent  to  it  was  duly  given,  and  the  Department  began  order- 
ing envelopes  under  the  new  contract  as  soon  as  the  supply  under  the 
preceding  order  had  been  exhausted,  about  the  1st  of  January,  1895, 
since  which  time  no  break  in  the  continuity  of  orders  has  occurred, 
and  matters  have  otherwise  gone  along  without  interruption  or 
embarrassment. 

The  arrangement  thus  made  has  been  in  several  particulars  very  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Department.  It  prevented  the  necessity  of  a  removal 
of  the  stamped  envelope  agency;  it  saved  the  additional  expense  that 
would  have  resulted  from  a  change  in  the  system  of  transporting 
envelopes  after  their  manufacture  and  in  the  customary  methods  of 
distribution;  it  avoided  all  inconvenience  to  the  Department  in  the 
ordering  of  supplies;  and  it  kept  the  manufacture  of  the  envelopes  and 
the  paper  to  be  used  therefor  in  the  hands  of  men  who  had  been  trained 
for  many  years  to  the  work,  and  whose  reliability  in  every  respect  was 
unquestionable. 

The  work  done  by  the  new  contractor  has  so  far  been  generally 
acceptable. 

Following  is  a  copy  of  the  power  of  attorney  under  which  Mr.  Chap- 
man is  now  superintending  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  stamped 
envelopes: 

Know  an  men  by  these  presents,  I,  James  Purcell,  of  the  city  of  Hudson  and  State 
of  New  York,  do  hereby  make,  constitute,  and  appoint  Maro  S.  Chapman,  of  the 
town  of  Manchester,  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  my  true  and  lawful  attorney  and 
agent,  with  power  irrevocable,  for  me  and  in  my  name,  place,  and  stead,  at  the 
manufactory  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  belonging  to  the  Plimpton  Mfg  Company,  a  corpo- 
ration located  in  said  Hartford,  and  to  the  Morgan  Envelope  Co.,  a  corporation  in 
Springfield,  in  the  Sttbte  of  Massachusetts,  to  fully  carry  out^  perform,  and  execute 
a  certain  contract  between  me  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  furnish- 
ing stamped  envelopes  and  newspaper  wrappers  duriug  a  period  of  four  years  from 
October  1st,  189^,  to  September  30th,  1898,  the  proposals  for  said  contract  being  dated 
Feb'y  28th,  1894,  bids  for  the  same  opened  March  28th,  1894,  the  contract  awarded 
to  me  May  5tb^  1894,  and  signed  May  2l6t;  1894,  by  mo  and  by  Wilson  S.  DisseU, 
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PostmaAter-General,  acting  for  the  United  States,  to  which  contract  reference  may 
he  had  for  the  terms  thereof.  And  I  do  berehy  further  anthorize  and  empower  my 
said  attorney  to  make  all  contracts,  en^aj^e  all  labor,  make  all  purchases,  give  all 
orders  and  directions,  and  do  all  acts  and  things  which  in  his  own  judgment  are  or 
may  be  necessary,  proper,  or  convenient  for  the  carrying  ont,  performance,  or  execu- 
tion of  said  contract,  as  fully,  in  every  particular  and  in  all  respects,  as  I  might  or 
could  do  personally. 

Hereby  giving  and  granting  to  my  said  attorney  lull  power  and  authority  to  act 
.  in  and  concerning  the  premises  as  fully  and  effectually  in  all  respects  as  I  might  or 
could  do  personally,  with  full  power  of  substitution.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of 
my  said  attorney  and  agent,  the  said  Maro  S.  Chapman,  I  hereby  anthorize,  empower, 
and  direct  the  said  Plimpton  Mfg  Company  and  the  said  Morgan  Envelope  Co.  to 
noiAinate  and  appoint  a  substitute  for  him  and  in  his  place,  who  shall  have  all  the 
power  and  tiuthority  herein  given  and  granted  to  said  Maro  S.  Chapman  as  my  attor- 
ney and  agent.  And  this  power  and  authority  given  to  said  Plimpton  Mfg  Com- 
pany and  said  Morgan  Envelope  Co.  to  appoint  a  substitute  for  said  Maro  S.  Chap- 
man as  my  agent  is  and  shall  be  irrevocable.  And  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
operate  or  be  construed  as  a  transfer  or  assignment  of  said  contract  between  me  and 
Wilson  S.  Bissell,  Postmaster-General,  acting  for  tho  United  States. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  at  Springfield,  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  this  fifteenth  day  of  November,  A.  D. eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety -four.

DIVISION  OP  CLASSIFICATION. 

During  the  year  final  action  has  been  taken,  through  the  work  of 
this  division,  on  7,019  applications  for  tlie  entry  of  newspaper  and 
periodical  publications  into  the  mails  as  second-class  matter.  Of  these, 
0,387  were  favorably  acted  upon  and  032,  or  9  per  cent  of  the  entire 
number,  were  denied.  Of  the  publications  admitted  4,M0  were  in  tho 
first  year  of  their  issue,  while  1,577  were  old  publications  that  had 
changed  their  names,  their  periods  of  issue,  their  places  of  publication, 
or  some  other  essential  feature  of  their  character  as  periodicals,  which 
made  it  necessary  to  seek  reentry. 

During  the  preceding  year  the  number  of  authorized  entries  was 
0,003  and  the  number  of  exclusions  003.  The  increase  in  the  total 
number  of  cases  acted  upon  is  413,  or  about  0  per  cent.  The  increase 
in  the  number  of  exclusions  was  about  5  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  this  work  there  were  many  cases  treated  involving  the 
classification  of  other  kinds  of  mail  matter  and  the  giving  of  instruc- 
tions to  postmasters  thereon  a  work  that  is  of  great  importance  and 
that  is  never-ending. 

ADMISSION  OF  PUBLICATIONS  OF  FRATERNAL  AND  OTHER  SOCIETIES. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  July  10,  1894,  periodical  publica- 
tions issued  *' under  the  auspices  of  a  benevolent  or  fraternal  society 
or  order  organized  under  the  lodge  system  and  having  a  bona  fide  mem- 
bership of  not  less  than  one  thousand  persons,  or  by  a  regularly  incor- 
]>orated  institution  of  learning  or  by  or  under  the  auspices  of  a  trades 
union,  and  all  publications  of  strictly  professional,  literary,  historical, 
or  scientific  societies,  inchiding  tho  bulletinsof  State  boards  of  health," 
and  not  having  a  legitimate  list  of  subscribers,  were  held  to  be  issued 
and  circulated  at  a  ft*ee  and  nominal  rate,  and  were  therefore  denied 
the  second-class  rates  of  postage  under  the  general  law  relating  to  sec- 
ond-class matter. 

Since  the  passage  of  this  act  such  publications  have  been  allowed 
transmission  in  the  mails  at  the  pound  rate  of  postage.

The  estimated  weight  in  pounds  of  all  this  matter  is 1, 690, 664 

Assuming  that  the  same  amount  of  matter  would  have  been  mailed 
without  such  ejitry,  and  that  postage  would  have  been  paid  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  1  cent  for  every  two  ounces — the  rate  for  other  printed  or 
third-class  matter — we  have  an  estimated  loss  of  revenue  to  the  Depart- 
ment from  this  source  of  $118,346.48,  or  an  average  gratuity  to  the  pub- 
lisher of  each  periodical  of  $465.93. 

COLLECTION    OF    THIRD-CLASS    POSTAGE    ON    PUBLICATIONS    MAILED 
AS  SECOND-CLASS  MATTER. 

By  section  282  of  the  Postal  Regulations  postmasters  are  authorized, 
in  any  case  where  they  doubt  the  ^idmissibiiity  of  a  publication  to  the 
second  class  of  mail  matter,  to  give  a  conditional  permit  to  the  publisher 
to  transmit  it  as  such,  on  a  deposit  of  third-class  postage,  pending  the 
consideration  of  the  case  by  the  Department.  If  the  publication  is 
decided  to  belong  to  the  second  class,  the  deposit,  less  the  amount  of 
postage  properly  due,  is  refunded.  If  the  decision  is  against  the  pub- 
lication, the  deposit  is  converted  into  stamps,  which  are  canceled  and 
then  sent  to  the  Department  for  count,  record,  and  final  destruction. 

The  amount  of  postage  collected  in  this  manner  during  the  year  was 
$13,858.76. 

DIVISION   OF  REGISTRATION. 

The  following  statement  briefly  shows  the  registry  business  transacted 
at  all  post-offices  during  the  year:

The  amount  collected  in  registry  fees  was $939, 562. 00 
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In  my  last  report  I  alluded  to  the  heavy  loss  of  revenue  growing  out 
of  the  reduction  of  the  registry  fee  on  January  1, 1893,  from  10  to  8 
cents. 

The  following  comparison  between  the  totals  of  paid  registrations 
and  fees  of  the  year  1892  and  succeeding  years  indicates  a  continuous 
decrease,  while  under  the  10-cent  fee  for  many  years  previous  to  1892 
the  registry  business  shows  a  steady  increase:

a  The  lO-cent  fee  was  in  force  during  the  first  half  of  the  year. 

The  statistics  show  that  not  only  has  the  revenue  decreased,  but  that 
the  total  number  of  registrations  is  less  than  in  1892.  The  same  results 
followed  a  former  reduction  of  fees.  It  seems  to  be  fairly  demonstrated 
that  the  public  looks  at  the  safety  of  the  registry  system  rather  than 
its  cheapness,  and  that  a  reduction  of  fee  does  not  apparently  attract 
new  business. 

LOSSES. 

The  chief  jwst-office  inspector  reports  that  during  the  year  his  office 
has  received  5,280  complaints  touching  registered  matter  that  origi- 
nated in  this  country  and  was  addressed  to  offices  therein. 

Of  this  number  3,847  were  fully  investigated,  leaving  1,433  outstand- 
ing at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Of  the  3,847  cases  investigated,  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  loss 
in  2,456  cases,  leaving  the  ascertained  losses  at  1,391,  which  are  clas 
sified  as  follows:

Deducting  these  914  from  the  1,391  cases  of  ascertained  loss,  leaves 
477  cases  of  actual  loss,  or  1  in  every  30,247  pieces  registered.  Assum- 
ing that  the  percentage  of  actual  loss  will  be  the  same  in  the  cases  yet 
to  be  investigated,  the  number  of  actual  losses  will  reach  664,  or  1  in 
every  22,061  pieces  registered. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 1894,  the  actual  losses  approx- 
imated 1,281,  or  1  in  every  11,741  pieces  registered.  It  will  thus  be 
seen  that  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  this  respect  during  the  year  just 
closed  of  627,  or  nearly 49  per  cent.,  from  which  it  maybe  inferred  that 
there  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  method  of  doing  registry  work, 
and  in  the  carefulness  and  good  conduct  of  the  employees  in  this  branch 
of  the  service. 
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REGISTERED  POUCHES,  INNER  SACKS,  AND  BRASS-LOCK  EXCHANGES. 

The  exchange  of  registered  mail  in  through  registered  pouches, 
inner-registered  sacks,  and  leather  pouches  closed  with  brass  locks 
continues  as  heretofore.  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  each 
of  these  exchanges  now  in  operation:

REGISTRY  IMPROVEMENTS   IN  LARGE   POST-OFFICES. 

During  the  year  the  registry  business  has  been  carefully  inspected 
at  thirty-five  post-offices  of  important  cities,  and  special  improvements 
have  been  introduced,  adding  to  security  while  saving  labor.  A  plan 
has  been  perfected  and  placed  in  operation  which  will  save  one-half 
of  the  work  of  billing  registered  matter  from  post-offices  to  delivery 
stations  of  the  same  post-offices.  Also  a  system  has  been  established 
at- two  large  post-offices  by  which  manifold  bills  will  be  furnished  by 
postal  clerks  when  delivering  registered  mail  at  such  post-offices.  The 
bills  serve  as  invoices  of  the  pieces  delivered,  and  save  much  labor. 
This  improvement  will  be  extended  .to  other  of  the  more  important 
offices. 

LABOR-SAVING  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  REGISTRY  BOOKS  AND  FORMS. 

The  form  of  registry  notice  issued  from  post-office  stations  has  been 
improved  so  as  to  provide  for  orders  at  the  foot  of  notice  and  for  a 
record  of  identifications. 

A  form  of  "Re-trial  book  for  delivery  of  registered  matter"  has  been 
adopted.  The  "Manifold  through-poucU  bill  book"  has  been  improved 
by  widening  the  columns  and  providing  for  a  record  of  the  signed 
coupons  returned  in  each  through  pouch;  also  the  hours  when  the 
pouch  is  locked  and  opened,  so  that  apparent  delays  may  the  more 
readily  be  explained. 

A  special  official  envelope  in  two  forms  has  been  designed  and  issued 
with  instructions  to  thirty  leading  post-offices  for  covering  "damaged,'^ 
"unsealed,"  and  "without  cover"  registered  letters. 

After  experiment  it  has  been  found  that  the  record  sheet  of  all  mani- 
fold registry  books  can  be  made  of  thin  paper,  and  this  feature  has  been 
adopted,  making  all  manifold  books  lighter  and  saving  an  important 
aggregate  of  expense. 

FOREIGN  REGISTRY  BUSINESS. 

The  registered  matter  to  be  exchanged  at  Tacoma,Wash.,  with  China 
and  Japan,  has  been  greatly  increased  by  orders  from  this  office  to 
thirty- two  of  the  principal  post-offices  of  the  country  to  send  registered 
articles  lor  such  countries  to  Tacoma,Wash.,  instead  of  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  whenever  a  calculation,  based  on  steamship  sailings,  shows  that 
dispatch  can  be  gained;  also, orders  have  been  given  that  registered 
letters  marked  "via  Tacoma,Wash.,"  may  be  sent  as  specially  addressed 
from  all  post-offices.  Mobile,  Ala.,  has  been  ordered  to  exchange  regis- 
tered matter  with  Belize,  Bluefields,  and  Bocas  del  Toro,  in  Central 
America. 
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The  postal  administrations  of  some  important  European  countries 
have  consented  ta  make  up  separate  registry  bags  labeled  to  Boston, 
Mass.,  Philadelpnia,  Pa.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  Washington,  D.  C,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  Chicago,  111.,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  and 
to  observe  the  territorial  schemes  connected  with  each  of  such  interior 
post-offices.  The  registry  bags  will  pass  from  New  York  to  the  interior 
cities  named  in  United  States  through  registered  pouches,  and  will  have 
all  the  safeguards  of  our  domestic  registry  system.  Quite  a  large  por- 
tion of  foreign  registered  mail  for  interior  States  will  be  expedited  from 
twelve  to  twenty-four  hours  by  this  plan. 

An  exchange  of  registered  pouches,  locked  with  the  tell-tale  lock, 
has  been  established  between  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  Vancouver,  British 
Columbia,  and  an  exchange  of  sealed  registered  sacks  has  also  been 
commenced  between  Spokane,  Wash.,  and  Nelson,  British  Columbia. 

LIMITED  INDEMNITY  FOR  LOST  REGISTERED  LETTERS. 

This  much-needed  addition  to  the  registry  system  has  been  indorsed 
by  several  administrations  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  and  during 
the  last  session  of  Congress  a  report  and  the  draft  of  a  bill  favoring 
the  proposition  were  transmitted  by  the  Postmaster-General  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Post-Office  and  Post-Roads  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

An  especial  reason  for  urging.  Congressional  legislation  at  this  time 
arises  from  the  fact,  communicated  to  the  Department,  that  international 
indemnity  for  the  loss  of  registered  articles  will  be  presented  and  urged 
upon  this  country  at  the  Postal  Union  Congress  soon  to  meet  in  this 
city.  Nearly  all  the  great  countries  of  the  world  have  long  since  agreed 
to  limited  indemnity  for  the  loss  of  registered  articles.  In  this  con- 
nection I  refer  to  Table  No.  17  in  the  appendix  to  this  report. 

I  recommend  that  indemnity  be  restricted  to  the  actual  values  con- 
tained in  letters,  not  exceeding  $10  for  each  registered  piece  of  paid 
first-class  matter  lost  in  the  mails,  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  sender 
of  the  registered  piece  after  efforts  for  recovery  have  proved  unavail- 
ing. The  confidence  of  the  public  would  be  greatly  increased  by  the 
adoption  of  this  improvement  to  the  registry  system,  which  can  be 
made  at  comparatively  little  cost. 

From  reports  of  post-office  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Fourth 
Assistant  Postmaster-General  it  appears  that  the  registered  cases  in 
which  actual  losses  have  been  sustained  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
were  654. 

It  is  not  expected  that  indemnity  will  be  made  for  losses  of  official 
matter  or  fourth-class  matter,  and  special  reports  made  to  me  by  the 
Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster-General  indicate  that  actual  losses  of 
these  two  classes  of  registered  matter  during  the  fiscal  year,  counting 
the  cases  investigated  and  estimating  proportionally  the  cases  unin- 
vestigated, would  aggregate  122  pieces,  which,  deducted  from  654  pieces 
before  mentioned,  would  leave  532  pieces  of  paid  first-class  matter  to  be 
compensated  for  at  a  possible  maximum  of  $10  for  each  piece,  costing 
the  Department  $5,320. 

The  subject  of  indemnity  is  of  so  much  importance  at  the  present 
time  that  I  give  in  the  appendix  to  this  report  (No.  16)  the  letter,  dated 
January  29, 1895,  addressed  by  the  Postlnaster-General  to  Hon.  John 
S.  Henderson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Post-Office  and  Post- 
Roads  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  niaking  an  extended  argument 
in  favor  of  the  measure,  and  submitting  the  draft  of  a  bill  for  Congres- 
sional action. 
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ENVELOPES  FOR  THE  SEVERAL  EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENTS. 

Under  the  requirement  of  the  ninety-sixth  section  of  the  act  of 
Congress  of  January  12, 1895,  contracts  were  made  in  the  early  part 
of  June  with  the  following-named  parties  for  famishing  all  the  envel- 
opes, plain  and  printed,  which  it  was  supposed  would  be  required  by 
the  several  Executive  Departments  during  the  year  ending  on  the  30th 
of  June,  1896:- 

Springfield  Envelope  Company,  of  Springfield,  Mass.,  for  all  the 
white,  all  the  blue,  and  nearly  all  the  manila  envelopes  to  be  called  for. 

Powers  Paper  Company,  of  Holyoke,  Mass.,  for  all  the  cream-laid 
envelopes. 

Easton  &  Hupp,  of  Washington,  D.  C,  for  all  the  miscellaneous 
enveloi)es. 

The  White,  Corbin  &  Co.,  of  Rockville,  Conn.,  for  all  the  cloth-lined 
and  several  kinds  of  the  manila  envelopes. 

The  work  of  preparing  the  schedules,  specifications,  etc.,  under 
which  these  contracts  were  let,  of  examining  the  bids  and  samples 
submitted,  of  formulating  the  contracts  and  furnishing  copies  thereof 
to  the  contractors  and  the  several  Executive  Departments,  together 
with  the  preparation  of  regulations  for  ordering  and  furnishing  the 
envelopes  as  needed,  all  devolved  upon  this  ofiice. 

No  complaint  from  any  of  the  Departments  has  so  far  been  received 
as  to  the  obtainment  of  envelopes  under  these  arrangements;  they  are 
supposed,  therefore,  to  be  working  satisfactorily. 

A  copy  of  the  contract  thus  made  with  the  Springfield  Envelope 
Company  is  hereto  appended,  marked  No.  20.  Schedules  of  the  envel- 
opes to  be  supplied  under  the  other  contracts  (the  provisions  of  all  of 
them  being  the  same),  together  with  the  prices,  are  also  appended, 
marked  No.  21. 

DIVISION  OF  FILES,   RECORDS,  AND  MAILS. 

The  total  number  of  letters  and  parcels  received,  opened,  and  examined 
in  this  division  dunng  the  year  was  1,699,850,  an  increase  of  18,950 
over  the  number  for  the  year  preceding.  Of  these  letters  and  parcels 
728  contained  money  j  10,844  contained  postage  stamps,  stamped  envel- 
opes, and  postal  cards  returned  by  postmasters  for  redemption  or  credit 
in  their  accounts. 

The  number  of  registered  letters  and  parcels  received  was  1 4,117. 

Of  all  letters  received  21,048  were  briefed,  recorded  in  indexes,  and 
filed  after  final  action.  The  number  of  letters  written,  copied,  indexed, 
and  mailed  was  28,456,  exclusive  of  circular  letters  and  printed  forms 
of  instructions.

POSTAGE  stamps. 

The  number  of  postage  stamps  of  the  several  classes  issued  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1895,  was  as  follows:  Ordinary  stamps,  2,795,424,808;  special-delivery 
stamps,  3,908,780;  newspaper  and  periodical  stamps,  5,025,879;  postage-due  stamps, 
19,321,870;  making,  iu  all,  2,823,681,337,  which  is  7.4  per  cent  more  than  the  total 
issues  of  the  previous  year  (including  Columbian  stamps).  It  is  fair  to  assume  that 
for  the  present  and  the  coming  years  the  ratio  of  increase  will  be  very  nearly  the 
same,  say,  7  per  cent.  On  this" basis  the  amount  of  appropriation  required  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1897,  at  the  prices  agreed  upon  for  the  manufacture  of  postage 
stamps  by  the  Postmaster-General  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  (the  stamps 
being  now  manufactured  by  the  Bureau  of  Kngraviug  and  Printing),  will  be  as 
follows :

In  round  numbers,  the  estimate  may  be  made  $162,0(K).  The  current  appropriation 
is  $160,000. 

STAMPED  ENVELOPES  AND  NEWSPAPER  WRAPPERS. 

The  number  of  stamped  envelopes  and  newspaper  wrappers  issued  to  postmpsters 
during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1895,  was  598,848,900,  the  cost  of  which  was 
$834,166.86.  Of  this  number  301,846,100  were  furnished  under  the  contract  lately 
in  force,  known  as  the  Plimpton-Morgan  contract,  at  a  cost  of  $474,812.93,  and 
297,002,800  under  the  contract  now  in  force,  known  as  the  Purcell  contract,  at  a  cost 
of  $359,353.93.  These 'issues  were  iu  excess  of  tbose  of  the  previous  year  about  5 
per  cent,  the  exact  increase  in  number  of  envelopes  being  26,732,182.  It  would 
l.ardly  be  safe,  however,  to  take  this  rate  of  increase  iu  estimating  the  needs  of  the 
coming  year.  An  annual  increase  of  at  least  7  per  cent  per  annum,  the  ratio  adopted 
in  the  estimate  for  adhesive  pontage  stamps,  ought  to  be  allowed.  At  this  rate  the 
estimated  number  required  is  as  follows:

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The  estimate  may  be  fixed  at  $830,000,  which  is  the  same  as  the  present  appropria- 
tion. 
The  contract  now  in  force  will  not  expire  until  September  30,  1898. 

POSTAL  CARDS. 

The  total  number  of  postal  cards  issued  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 1895,  was 
492,305,550,  which  is  about  5  per  cent  more  than  the  previous  year's  issues.  This 
ratio  will  probably  bo  increased  during  the  present  and  the  coming  fiscal  years  to 
about  that  which  has  been  adopted  in  the  above  estimates  for  postage  stamps  and 
stamped  envelopes—7  per  cent.     Upon  this  basis  the  following  result  is  produced :

Allowing  several  hundred  dollars  for  the  extra  cost  of  double  or  reply  postal 
cards,  the  issues  of  which  are  included  in  the  foregoing  figures,  will  bring  the  esti- 
mated total  cost  up  to  $186,000,  which  is  the  amount  of  the  present  appropriation. 

The  contract  under  which  postal  cards  are  now  obtained  will  not  expire  until 
September  30,  1897,  after  the  close  of  the  year  for  which  the  estimate  is  made. 

REGISTERED-PACKAGE,  TAG,  OFFICIAL,  AND  DEAD-LETTKR  ENVELOPES. 

The  cost  of  these  envelopes  for  year  ending  June  30,  1895,  was $97, 840. 34 

Add  7  per  cent  for  assumed  increase  during  present  year 6, 848. 82 

Gives  cost  for  year  ending  June  30,  1896 104,689.16 

Add  7  per  cent  again 7,328.24 

Gives  cost  for  year  ending  June  30,  1897 112, 017.40 

The  estimate  in  even  figures  may  be  made  $112,000.  The  current  appropriation  is 
$107,000. 

Contracts  for  these  envelopes  are  made  yearly.  In  a  new  contract  prices  may  be 
reduced,  but  to  what  extent  can  not  be  foretold.

The  amounts  estimated  for  the  expenses  of  these  agencies  are  what  the  present 
law  appropriates,  namely :

SHIP,  STEAMBOAT,  AND   WAY  LETTERS. 

Under  the  law  the  owners  and  masters  of  vessels  not  regularly  engaged  in  the 
transportation  of  mails  are  entitled  to  compensation  on  their  arrival  in  port  for  let- 
ters brought  and  delivered  by  them  to  post-oflices  for  transmission  1o  destination. 
In  every  case  the  amount  thus  paid  the  owner  or  master  of  a  vessel  is  collected  bv 
the  postmaster  at  the  office  of  delivery,  in  addition  tx>  the  regular  postage,  which 
amount  is  therefore  made  good  to  the  Government. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  fluctuation  in  the  expenditure  for  this  object,  but 
it  is  believed  that  $1,500  for  the  coming  year  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  all  contin- 
gencies.   This  is  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  for  the  present  year. 

ENGRAVING,  PRINTING,  AND  BINDING  DRAFTS  AND  WARRANTS. 

The  amount  asked  is  $2,000,  which  is  the  &ame  as  the  present  appropriation,  and  is 
thought  to  be  sufficient. 

MlSCELlJkNEOUS. 

The  same  amount  is  asked  for  this  purpose  as  is  provided  by  the  current  appropri- 
ation, namely,  $500.

House  of  Representatives,  United  States. 
Sir  :  I  beg  leave  to  return  herewith  bill  H.  K.  8169,  being  a  bill  ''  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  postal  insarance  under  and  in  connection  with,the  postal  service/'  with 
my  objections,  as  follows: 

Experience  has  shown,  both  in  this  and  other  conntries,  that  valuable  mail  matter 
should  be  transmitted  in  the  registered  and  not  in  the  ordinary  mail.  The  registry 
systeqi  of  the  United  States  is  the  result  of  years  of  study  and  the  outgrowth  of 
many  cases  of  danger  and  loss.  Every  part  of  the  system  has  been  found  necessary. 
The  Department  can  not  conveniently  or  safely  operate  two  registry  systems,  as  it 
would  be  obliged  to  do  if  sections  4  and  6  of  tho  bill  were  carried  out. 

The  first  section  of  the  bill  might  be  construed  as  an  insurance  against  depredation. 
Such  insurance  would  be  unwise,  for  the  reasons  that  by  design  or  carelessness  many 
senders  do  not  inclose  the  values  which  they  report  to  their  correspondents,  and 
oftentimes  it  is  very  difficult  to  determine  whether  a  letter  has  been  opened  during 
transmission.  No  provision  is  made  for  wax  sealing,  which  is  the  precaution  insistea 
upon  by  express  companies  to  furnish  evidence  of  depredation.  A  careful  estimate 
made  by  the  Department  several  years  since  showed  that  after  a  large  outlay  for 
equipment  of  post-offices  for  wax-sealing  registered  packages  the  maintenance  of 
such  requirement  would  cost  more  than  $6iO,000  per  year,  whicu  sum  would  much  more 
than  pay  for  all  actual  losses  under  the  present  system  at  $10  each. 

Section  4  implies  that  there  shall  be  no  receipt  as  a  record  at  office  of  delivery, 
and  no  receipt  returned  to  sender,  ''which  shall  be  received  in  the  courts  as  prima 
fa<'ie  evidence  of  such  delivery.''  (See  Hevised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  sec- 
tion 3928.) 

Section  3,  providing  that  there  shall  be  no  controversy  as  to  the  value  of  the  lost 
articles,  would  be  likely  to  induce  collusion  and  fraud.  In  tho  registry  system, 
when  postal  employees  are  at  fault,  they  are  usually  made  to  pay  for  values  lost  and 
reimbursement  is  made  to  sender.  No  exceptions  are  made  in  the  bill,  and  the  dis- 
cipline of  the  postal  service  and  the  pressure  for  the  individual  responsibility  of 
postal  employees  would  very  likely  be  relaxed.  From  information  at  present  avail- 
able at  the  Department  it  appears  that  foreign  countries  that  nay  indemnities  for 
lost  registered  articles  provide  that  the  ''compensation  given  wul  in  no  case  exceed 
the  value  of  the  articles  lost.'' 
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The  charges  for  proposed  insnrance  (section  6)  are  high,  and  would  probably  make 
the  bill  inoperative.'  Express  companies  would  readily  compete,  and  private  insor- 
ance  companies  would  most  certainly  do  so.  I  am  informed  by  the  postmaster  of 
Chicago  that  a  company  of  that  city  is  insuring  packages  containing  cheap  watches, 
sent  fourth-class  in  the  ordinary  mail,  at  5  cents  per  package. 

The  bill  in  question  does  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  Department.  Under  its  pro- 
visions it  costs  more  to  register.  What  is  wanted  is  an  inducement  to  the  public  to 
register  by  insuring  them  for  a  small  amount  without  extra  cost  and  thereby  take 
valuable  packages  of  first-class  matter  out  of  the  ordinary  mail,  where  their  presence 
is  a  constant  temptation,  and  where,  if  stolen,  it  is  a  difficult  and  costly  matter  to 
secure  detection .  The  losses  in  the  ordinary  mail  cause  heavy  expenses  for  espionage, 
trials,  etc.,  and  absorb  a  very  important  quota  of  the  appropriation  for  post-office 
inspectors.  When  valuable  matter  is  registered  it  is  easily  traced  from  one  postal 
employee  to  another  by  a  chain  of  receipte. 

The  great  diBadvanta£[e  to  the  postal  service  of  permitting  valuable  matter  in  the 
ordinary  mails  is  recognized  in  the  British  Postal  Regulations  by  the  infliction  of  a 
penalty  for  not  registering,  namely :  ''  If  sent  unregistered,  «  *  *  postal  packets 
which  contain  com,  watcnes,  or  Jewelry,  *  *  *  if  posted  without  registration, 
are  subjected  to  compulsory  registration,  and  are  charged  on  delivery  with  a  fee  of 
8  pence  (16  cents)  in  addition  U)  ordinary  post&ee." 

Nearly  all  civilized  countries  insure  registerea  articles  up  to  $10  without  any  extra 
fee.    (See  table  of  such  countries  and  exact  data  appended  hereto.) 

As  a  measure  of  economy  for  the  Department,  as  well  as  an  inducement  and  bene- 
fit to  the  public,  I  recommend  as  a  substitute  for  the  inclosed  bill  an  amendment  to 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  a  Postal  Regulation  both,  as  follows : 

Amend  section  3926  of  the  Revised  Statutes  so  that  the  last  paragraph  will  read : 

"  The  Poatm<Mter' General  mav  in  hie  disoretion  esiahlieh  rulee/or  indefmnifying  sendere 
of  flret-claee  registered  matter  for  losses  of  registered  pieces.  The  indemnity  in  no  case  is 
to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  registered  piece,  or  the  actual  value  when  under 
ten  dollars,  lost  in  the  mails,  and  for  which  no  other  compensation  or  reimbursement  to  the 
loser  has  been  made.  But  the  Post-Office  D^artmeni  or  its  revenues  shall  not  he  liable  for 
the  loss  of  any  other  mail  matter  on  account  of  its  having  been  registered," 

Regulation  of  the  Department  under  the  section  as  amended : 

''  Sec,  — .  Indemnity  to  senders  of  matter  which  has  been  registered  atflrsUdass  rates  of 
post€tge, 

**  On  application  to  the  Postmaster^Genet'al  he  will,  when  satisfied  of  the  actual  loss  of 
a  registered  piece  of  firsUelass  paid  mail  mattery  and  on  evidence  filed  at  the  Post-Office 
Department,  order  a  payment  to  the  sender  of  such  registered  piece,  not  exceeding  the  actual 
sworn  value  of  the  registered  piece;  the  payment  in  no  case  to  be  paid  when  a  recovery  has 
been  made  or  the  loser  has  been  reimbursed,*' 

Some  of  the  arguments  in  favor  of  a  limited  indemnity  to  senders  for  lost  regis- 
tered letters,  excluding  ftee  mail  matter  and  narcels,  are  as  follows : 

First,  It  would  take  f^om  the  ordinary  mails  a  great  number  of  ordinary  letters 
containing  money  or  Jewelry  which  are  now  transmitted  without  check  or  receipt — 
a  constant  source  of  temptation  to  weak  or  dishonest  postal  employees.  When  losses 
occur  in  the  ordinary  mails  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  obtain  clews  or  ascertain  the 
facts  warranting  arrests,  and  the  postal  service  suffers  in  the  estimation  of  the  pub- 
lic in  all  failures  to  make  recoveries.  The  inspection  of  this  class  of  cases  is  very 
costly,  and  most  of  the  expense  could  be  saved  if  the  public  could  be  induced  to 
place  their  valuable  matter  in  the  registered  mail.  There  is  a  .large  class  of  the 
public,  including  some  business  men,  who  are  constantly  sending  money  in  the  ordi- 
nary mails,  and,  not  fally  understanding;  the  safeguards  and  deterrents  of  the  regis- 
try system,  believe  that  if  they  patronize  it  they  will  so  mark  their  letters  as  to 
increase  the  chances  of  loss. 

If  legislation  is  had  providing  for  indemnity  for  losses  of  registered  letters,  limited 
to  $10  for  each  actual  loss  not  otherwise  recovered  from  a  guilty  or  negligent  postf^ 
employee  or  reimbursed  to  sender,  exsluding  from  the  benefits  of  the  measure  all 
registered  parcels  and  free  matter,  the  Department  will  at  once  disarm  the  enemies  of 
the  registry  system  and  take  from  the  ordinary  mails  a  vast  number  of  mone^  letters 
and  place  them  where  they  will  be  transmitted  from  point  to  point  in  theregistered- 
poucn  system,  where  tell-tale  locks  are  used,  and  with  check  sand  receipts  at  all 
points,  making  the  tracing  of  a  loss  or  the  detection  of  a  wrongdoer  comparatively 
easy  and  inexpensive. 

Second,  This  advance  in  the  registry  system,  which  wilj  so  greatly  increase  the 
confidence  of  the  public  in  it,  can  be  made  at  comparatively^little  cost.  I  quote 
from  the  report  of  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster-General  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,1893: 

"The  actual  total  registration  losses  of  the  cases  referred  to  the  Chief  Post-Office 
Inspector  during  the  last  fiscal  year  were,  according  to  usual  methods  of  computa- 
tion, 925  pieces.    The  paid  registrations  of  first-class  matter  are  72  per  cent  of  paid 
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and  free  domeetio  registrations.  A  like  ratio  of  925  actual  losses  of  all  classes  of 
domestic  matter  wonld  leave  666  pieces  of  paid  first-class  matter  lost  in  the  mails  to 
be  compensated  for  at  a  possible  maximum  of  $10  apiece,  costing-  the  Department 
$6,660.'^ 

A  large  proportion  of  the  losses  would,  however,  be  for  letters  containing  less  than 
$10  in  value,  and  in  many  cases  the  loss  would  be  so  small  that  the  senders  would 
not  take  the  trouble  to  make  application  and  secure  affidavits. 

Third.  An  ar^^ument  in  favor  of  indemnity  is,  that  without  legislation  and  regula- 
tions favoring  it  we  are  behind  the  postal  system  of  all  other  leading  nations,  where 
it  has  been  tried  and  is  no  longer  an  experiment. 

A  table  is  appended  showing  twenty -five  countries  where  indemnity  is  paid  for  the 
loss  of  registered  articles  in  their  domestic  service  without  increase  of  registry  fee. 
In  several  of  the  countries  insurance  for  larger  sums  than  shown  in  the  table  is 
effected  by  the  payment  of  extra  fees. 

Fourth.  With  indemnity  for  lost  rep^stered  matter  in  our  domestic  service,  it  will 
be  possible  to  secure  the  benefits  orintemational  indemnity  provided  for  in  the 
Postal  Union  Convention.  Recommendations  in  favor  of  legislation  for  international 
indemnity  were  made  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  this  Department  of  1878,  by  Post- 
master-General Key;  of  1879,  by  the  same,  and  of  1881,  by  Postmaster-Ueneral 
James. 

A  bill  providing  the  necessary  legislation  for  the  purpose  passed  the  Senate,  and 
the  report  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads  of  January  15, 
1880,  may  be  found  in  Volume  I  of  Senate  Reports,  first  and  second  sessions,  Forty- 
sixth  Congress.  • 

Limited  indemnity  for  registered  articles  lost  in  the  domestic  postal  service  of  the 
United  States  has  been  recommended  by  Postmaster-General  Key  in  his  Annual 
Report  of  1879,  by  Postmaster-General  Wanamaker  in  his  Annual  Report  of  1891, 
and  in  my  own  Report  of  1893,  and  it  has  frequently  been  advocated  in  the  reports 
of  Bureau  officers. 

In  my  opinion,  the  expenditure  of  a  small  sum  for  limited  indemnity  for  lost  regis- 
tered letters  would  save  a  much  larger  annual  outlay  for  detection  of  losses  in  the 
ordinary  mail,  and  I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  amendment  to  the 
Revised  Statutes  herein  advocated  as  a  substitute  for  bill  H.  R.  8169.

No.  19. — Contract  for  furnishing  registered-package,  tag,  official,  and  dead-letter  envel- 
opes, July  1,  1895,  to  June  SO,  1896, 

This  contract,  made  this  27th  day  of  May,  1895,  and  executed  in  quadrnplicate, 
between  the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  William  L.  Wilson,  Postmaster- 
General,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Plimpton  Mannfactaring  Company  (a  corporation 
duly  created,  organized,  and  doing  business  under  and  by  Tirtue  of  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Connecticut),  by  L.  B.  Plimpton,  its  president,  and  the  Morgan  Knvelope 
Company  (a  corporation  duly  created,  organized,  and  doing  business  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws.of  the  State  of  Massachusetts),  by  Elisba  Morgan,  its  president, 
as  principals  (said  corporations  being  jointly  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  envel- 
opes), and  Maro  S.  Chapman,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  and  Robert  W.  Day,  of  Springfield, 
Mass.,  as  sureties,  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth : 
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Whereas  the  Postmaeter* General,  in  compliance  with  law,  caused  an  advertise- 
ment, bearine  date  the  10th  day  of  April,  1895,  to  be  published  in  certain  newspapers

"  The  paper  from  which  envelopes  1, 2,  3,  and  4  are  manufactured  must  be  composed 
in  the  proportion  of  95  per  cent  of  jute  butts  and  5  per  cent  of  South  Carolina  clav 
(excluaing  all  other  material  except  the  necessary  coloring  matter"),  and  must  weigh 
34^  pounds  per  ream  of  500  sheets,  measuring  22^  by  30  incnes,  or  in  that  proportion. 
In  the  process  of  manufacture  the  jute  butts  must  be  washed  six  hours  in  tne  washing 
engines  and  beaten  nine  hours  in  the  beating  engines,  and  the  stock  passed  through 
a  Jordan  engine.  The  paper  must  be  rosin-sized  in  the  engine  and  made  on  a  Four- 
drinier  machine.  It  must  also  be  well  calendered  and  finished,  and  the  same  in  color, 
quality,  tensile  strength,  and  in  all  other  respects  as  the  paper  in  the  sample 
envelopes  furnished  to  bidders,  and  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  contract. 
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''  The  paper  from  which  envelopes  5, 6, 7, 8, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15,  and  16  are  manufao- 
tnred  must  be  composed  in  the  proportion  of  30  per  cent  of  No.  1  rope  manila,  30  per 
cent  of  No.  2  rope  (consisting  of  about  eqnal  parts  of  manila,  hemp,  and  sisal),  30 
per  cent  of  jute  butts,  and  10  per  cent  of  South  Carolina  clay  (excluding  all  other 
material  except  the  necessary  ^coloring  matter),  and  must  weigh  47  pounds  per  ream 
of  500  sheets,  measuring  22^  by  30  inches,  or  in  that  proportion.  In  the  process  of 
manufacture  the  rope  and  j  ute  outts  must  be  washed  six  hours  in  the  washing  engines 
and  beaten  nine  hours  in  the  beating  engines,  and  the  ingredients  passed  through  a 
Jordan  engine.  The  paper  must  be  rosin-sized  in  the  engine,  and  made  on  a  Four- 
drinier  machine,  it  must  be  well  calendered  and  finished,  and  the  same  in  color, 
quality,  tensile  strength,  and  in  all  other  respects,  as  the  sample  envelopes  furnished 
to  bidders,  and  to  be  made  a  part  of  the  contract.  A  portion  of  the  No.  6  envelopes — 
probably  not  over  25,000  in  all,  but  as  many  more  or  less  as  may  be  needed— must 
be  made  of  dajrk-blue  paper  (not  different  in  Quality,  however,  fi'om  the  other  envel- 
opes of  that  size),  similar  to  the  specimen  included  in  the  samples  furnished  to  bid- 
ders. These  blue  envelopes  are  known  as  letter-bill  envelopes,  and  are  used  in  the 
transmission  of  foreign  mails  under  the  terms  of  the  Postal  Union  Convention.  They 
are  to  be  furnished  uie  same  as  other  envelopes  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  be 
called  for. 

"The  paper  from  which  the  tag  envelopes  for  registered  packages  (9)  are  to  be 
manufactured  must  be  composed  wholly  of  Jute  butts  (except  the  necessary  coloring 
matter),  and  must  weigh  90  pounds  per  ream  of  600  sheets,  measuring  22^  by  30 
inches,  or  in  that  proportion.  In  the  process  of  manufacture  the  j  ute  must  be  washed 
four  hours  in  the  washing  en{;ines  and  beaten  five  hours  in  the  beating  engines,  and 
passed  through  a  Jordan  engine.  The  paper  must  be  rosin-sized  in  the  engine.  It 
must  be  well  calendered  andfinished,  and  the  same  in  color,  quality,  tensile  strength, 
and  all  other  respects  as  the  sample  envelopes  furnished  to  bidders,  and  to  be  made 
a  part  of  the  contract. 

"All  or  any  of  the  different  papers  used  may  be  required  to  be  watermarked  with 
such  designs  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Postmaster-General.  All  paper  furnished 
or  used  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Postmaster-General 
or  his  authorized  agent  before  and  after  being  manufactured  into  envelopes. 

"  The  Postmaster-General  shall  have  the  rinit  to  cause  inspection  to  be  made,  when 
and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  desire  it,  of  the  process  of  manufacturing  the  paper 
in  all  its  several  stages,  and  of  stationing  an  agent,  for  the  purpose  of  inspection,  nt 
the  mill  or  mills  where  the  paper  is  made;  in  which  latter  case  the  contractor  will 
be  required  to  furnish  such  agent  with  a  properly  furnished  room  in  the  mill  without 
charge,  and  give  him  everv  needful  facility  tor  carrying  out  his  duty. 

"  Watermarked  paper  tor  any  of  the  envelopes  that  may  be  spoiled  in  process  of 
manufacture,  or  condemned  as  unfit  for  nse,  shall  not  be  used  or  sold  by  the  con- 
tractor in  its  manufactured  state,  but  shall  be  reduced  to  pulp  or  otherwise  destroyed, 
without  cost  to  the  Government. 

"  Such  spoiled  or  rejected  paper  shall  not  be  made  over  for  use  in  registered-package 
or  official  envelopes. 

"  STYLE  OP  MAIOTFACTURB. 

'*  The  envelopes  must  be  made  in  the  most  thorough  and  workmanlike  manner,  after 
the  styles  and  of  the  cute  shown  by  the  samples  nirnished  to  bidders,  the  Joints  to 
be  well  and  securely  fastened,  and  with  such  (juality  of  gum,  free  from  ofiensive 
odor,  as  will  secure  perfect  and  permanent  adhesion  of  the  paper,  and  the  flaps  to  be 
thoroughly  gummed  with  the  same  or  other  equally  suitable  material.  In  making 
the  registered-packagpe  envelopes  (7  and  8),  however,  the  best  quality  of  fish  glue 
must  me  used  in  securing  the  adhesion  of  the  paper  and  on  the  flaps.  The  envelopes 
shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Postmaster-General  or  his  duly 
authorized  agent;  and  his  right  of  rejection  shall  be  absolute  and  final. 

^'Should  the  contractor,  in  the  performance  of  work  under  the  contract,  make 
unauthorized  use  of  any  machinery  or  material  or  other  thing  on  which  a  patent  has 
been  granted  by  the  United  States,  the  Government  is  to  be  made  free  of  all  liability 
for  such  infringement. 

"PRINTING. 

"The  envelopes  must  bear  such  printing  as  the  Postmaster-General  may  direct,  and 
the  registered-package  and  tag  envelopes  (7, 8,  and  9)  will  be  required  to  be  printed 
in  vermilion  or  some  other  approved  brilliant  color,  eaual  to  that  on  the  samples. 
All  of  the  other  envelopes  must  have  printed  on  them  tne  name  of  the  Department, 
the  words  "Official  business,"  and  the  penalty  provided  by  law  for  their  misuse, 
besides  such  other  printing  as  the  Postmaster-Creneral  may  at  any  time  direct.  When 
ordered  in  separate  quantities  of  600  of  envelope  2,  or  of  250  of  envelopes  1, 4, 5,  and 
6,  or  of  100  of  envelopes  3  and  12,  or  in  larger  quantities,  for  the  use  of  postmasters, 
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they  willy  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  printing,  bear  also  the  name  of  the  post-office 
for  whose  use  they  are  intended;  when  ordered  in  less  qnan titles,  they  will  bear,  in 
addition  to  the  other  printing,  the  words  'Post-office  at,'  with  the  blank  space  for 
the  name  of  the  XK>st-omce  to  be  written  in.  The  printing  on  the  samples  is  intended 
to  show  in  a  general  way  some  of  the  forms  that  will  be  required. 

"  PACKING,  ETC. 

''The  envelopes  mnst  be  banded  in  parcels  of  2.5,  packed  in  strong  pasteboard  or 
straw  boxes  (not  inferior  to  No.  60  nnlined  Western  strawboards),  securely  bound 
with  linen  or  cotton  cloth  on  the  corners  and  edges,  and  of  such  weight,  quality,  aud 
coDstruction  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Postmaster- General;  and  when  intended  to 
be  sent  direct  to  postmasters,  each  box  shall  contain  not  less  than  100  of  envelopes 
3, 7, 8, 9,  and  12,  aud  not  lees  than  250  of  envelopes  1, 2, 4, 5,  and  6,  or  larger  (]uau- 
tities,  as  may  be  ordered  for  the  principal  post-offices ;  the  boxes,  when  sent  in  lots 
not  requiring  wooden  cases,  to  be  well  and  securely  wrapped  in  strong  manila  paper 
and  properly  sealed,  so  as  to  bear  safe  transportation  by  mail.  But  when  required 
to  be  sent  to  the  Post-Office  Department,  each  box  may  contain  not  less  than  500  of 
any  one  size  and  style  of  printing. 

''  When  4,000  or  more  envelopes  of  the  1, 2, 3,  and  4  kinds  and  2,000  or  more  of  the 
other  kinds  are  required  to  fill  the  order  of  a  postmaster,  or  when  larger  lots  of  any 
kind  are  ordered  to  be  sent  to  the  Department,  they  must  be  packed  in  strong  wooden 
casee  and  properly  addressed;  no  case  shall  contain  more  than  25,000  of  envelopes 
1,  2,  3,  and  4,  nor  more  than  10,000  of  the  other  sizes :  but  when  less  than  4,000  are 
required  to  be  sent  to  a  postmaster  a  proper  label  or  direction  must  be  placed  on 
each  paokaee,  all  of  which  shall  be  done  and  furnished  by  the  contractor  without 
additional  icoarge. 

"The  sizes  designated  as  1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8,  and  9  are  used  mainly  by  postmasters,  and 
envelo]>e8  2, 10,  11,  12, 13,  14, 15,  and  16  mainlv  in  the  Post-Office  Department;  but 
the  right  is  reserved  to  order  any  or  all  of  the  different  sizes  for  use  of  the  Post- 
'  Office  Department,  of  postmasters,  and  of  postal  officers  generally. 

"STOCK  ON  HAND. 

"The  contractor  shall  at  all  times  keep  on  hand  a  stock  of  the  several  kinds  of 
envelopes  sufficient  to  promptly  meet  all  orders  of  the  Department,  and  to  provide 
against  any  and  all  contingencies  that  may  be  likely  to  occur  during  the  existence 
of  the  contract,  such  stock  to  be  never  less  than  an  average  ten  days'  supply ;  and 
said  envelopes  shall  be  held  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Postmaster-General  or  his 
duly  authorized  agent  or  agents;  and  the  Postmaster-General  shall  have  the  ri^ht  to 
require  the  contractor,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  the  contract,  to  provide 
an  extra  quantity  of  envelopes,  not  exceeding  a  supply  for  three  months. 

"The  Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  to  impose  a  fine  upon  the  contractor, 
in  such  sum  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  be  deducted  in  the  settlements  of  accounts, 
for  the  failure  to  have  on  hand  at  any  time  a  sufficient  supply  of  envelopes  with 
which  to  promptly  meet  all  just  requirements  of  the  Department. 

"In  the  event  that  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  shall  require  the  acceptance 
by  the  Department  of  any  envelopes  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Postmaster-General, 
or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  are  inferior  in  any  respect  to  the  reauirements  of  the 
contract,  the  right  is  reserved  to  the  Postmaster-General  absolutely  to  fix  the  price 
thereof,  and  to  pay  for  such  inferior  envelopes  any  compensation  less  than  the  re^rular 
price  fixed  by  the  contract  that  may  seem  to  him  just  and  reasonable  under  all  the 
circumstances,  which  shall  be  a  complete  discharge  of  all  liability  on  the  part  of  the 
Government  for  such  envelopes. 

"On  failure  to  promptly  furnish  any  article  or  articles  specified  in  the  contract  the 
Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  to  purchase  such  article  or  articles  in  the  open 
market;  and  if  a  greater  price  be  paid  that  that  prescribed  by  the  contract  for  like 
articles  the  difierence  shall  be  charged  to  the  contractor.  Failure  to  furnish  any 
articles  within  a  reasonable  time  after  they  shall  have  been  ordered  maybe  regarded 
by  the  PofltmMt6r»6eneral  as  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  annulment  of  the  contract. 

"  AGENT— OFFICE  BOOMS— INSPECTION. 

"An  agent  of  the  Department  will  have  supervision  of  the  manufacture,  storage, 
and  issue  of  the  envelopes,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  have  full  and  free  access  to  the 
apartments  where  they  (or  anything  entering  into  their  construction)  are  manufac- 
tured and  stored,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same.

Now,  therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the  stipulations  hereinafter 
set  forth,  the  said  Plimpton  Manufacturing  Company  and  Morgan  Envelope  Com- 
pany, contractors,  and  their  sureties,  parties  of  the  second  part,  do  hereby  Jointly 
and  severallv  undertake,  covenant,  and  agree  to  and  with  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  do  bind  themselves  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit:

Second.  That  the  paper  for  these  several  kinds  of  envelopes  shall  be  made  of  the 
materials,  in  the  manner,  and  according  to  the  conditions  roUowing,  that  is  to  say : 

Tlie  paper  from  which  envelopes  1, 2, 3,  and  4  are  manufactured  must  be  composed 
in  the  proportion  of  95  per  cent  of  jute  butts  and  5  per  cent  of  South  Carolina  clay 
(excluaing  all  other  material  except  the  necessary  coloriug  matter),  and  must  weigh 
34^  pounds  per  ream  of  500  sheets,  measuring  22^  by  30  inches,  or  in  that  proportion. 
In  tne  process  of  manufacture  the  jute  butts  must  be  washed  six  hours  in  the  wash- 
ing encines  and  beaten  nine  hours  in  the  beating  engines,  and  the  stock  passed 
through  a  Jordan  engine.  The  paper  must  be  rosin-sizea  in  the  engine  and  made  on 
a  Fourdrinier  machine.  It  must  also  be  well  calendered  and  finished,  and  the  same 
in  color,  quality,  tensile  strength,  and  in  all  other  respects  as  the  sample  envelopes 
hereto  attached  and  made  part  of  this  contract.

It  must  be 
well  calendered  and  nnished,  and  the  same  in  color,  quality,  tensile  strength,  and 
all  other  respects  as  the  sample  envelope  hereto  attached. 

All  or  any  of  the  different  papers  used  may  be  required  to  be  watermarked  with 
Buoh  designs  as  mav  be  approved  by  the  Postmaster-General. 

All  papers  nsed  shall  be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  approval  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  or  his  authorized  agent,  before  and  after  being  manufactured  into  envelopes. 

Watermarked  paper  for  any  of  the  envelopes  that  may  be  spoiled  in  process  of 
manufacture,  or  condemned  as  unfit  for  use,  shall  not  be  used  or  sold  by  the  con- 
tractors in  its  manufactured  state,  but  shall  be  reduced  to  pulp  or  otherwise  destroyed 
without  cost  to  the  Government.  Such  spoiled  or  rejected  paper  shall  not  be  made 
over  for  use  in  registered  package  or  official  envelopes. 

Third.  That  the  envelopes  shall  be  made  in  the  most  thorough  and  workmanlike 
manner,  after  the  styles  and  of  the  cuts  shown  b^  the  samples;  the  joints  to  be  well 
and  securely  fastened,  and  with  such  quality  of  gtini,  free  from  offensive  odor,  as 
will  secure  perfect  and  permanent  adhesion  of  the  paper,  and  the  flaps  are  to  be 
gummed  witn  the  same  or  other  equally  suitable  material.  In  making  the  registered- 
package  envelopes,  7  and  8,  however,  the  best  quality  of  fish  glue  must  be  used  in 
securing  the  adhesion  of  i  he  paper  on  the  Haps.  The  en  velopes  should  be  in  all  respects 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Postmaster-General,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  and 
his  right  of  rejection  shall  be  absolute  and  final.

When  ordered  in  separate  quantities  of  500  of  envelopes  2,  or  250  of  envelopes  1, 4,  5, 
and  6,  or  of  100  of  envelopes  3  and  12,  or  in  larger  quantities,  for  the  use  of  post- 
masters, they  will,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  printing,  bear  also  the  name  of  the 
post-office  for  whose  use  they  are  intended;  when  ordered  in  less  quantities  they  will 
bear,  in  addition  to  the  other  printing,  the  words  '^Post-office  at,"  with  the  blank 
space  for  the  name  of  the  post-office  to  be  written  in.

as  may  be  directed  by  the  Postmaster-General;  or  the  Postmaster-General  may  elect 
to  have  delivery  made  at  any  of  the  places  mentioned,  and  also  at  the  Post-Office 
Department  at  Washington. 

Eighth.  That  this  contract  shall  not  be  transferred  or  assigned. 

Ninth.  That  accounts  of  the  envelopes  furnished  and  delivered  shall  be  kept  and 
rendered  in  such  manner  as  the  Postmaster-General  shall  prescribe. 

And  the  United  States  of  America,  party  of  the  first  part,  hereby  contracts  and 
agrees: 

First.  To  pay  the  Plimpton  Manufacturing  Company  and  Morgan  Envelope  Com- 
pany for  envelopes  delivered  and  accepted  in  pursuance  of  this  contract,  and  subject 
to  all  its  conditions,  at  the  following  rates  specified  in  their  proposal,  namely :

Second.  That  said  prices  shall  be  full  compensation  for  everything  required  to  be 
done  and  furnished,  as  herein  set  forth,  payments  for  envelopes  actually  issued  and 
delivered  to  postmasters  to  be  made  monthly  after  proper  examination  and  adjust- 
meut  of  accounts,  and  promptly  upon  the  fulfillment  of  orders  for  envelopes  sent  to 
the  Post-Office  Department. 

Third.  That  the  contractors  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  royalty  on  envelopes 
manufactured  and  furnished  under  this  contract. 

It  is  further  stipulated  and  agreed  by  and  between  the  contracting  parties: 

Ist.  That  a  resident  agent  of  the  Department  shall  have  supervision  of  the  manu- 
facturct  storage,  and  issue  of  the  envelopes,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  have  full  and 
free  access  to  the  apartments  where  they  (or  anything  entering  into  their  construc- 
tion) are  manufactured  and  stored,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same;  that  such 
agent  and  his  clerks  shall  be  provided  by  the  contractors  with  suitable  and  properly 
furnished  office  rooms  connected  with  the  premises  on  which  the  envelopes  are  made, 
for  the  transaction  of  the  busiuess  of  the  agency,  without  cost  to  the  Government; 
also  with  a  properly  furnished  room  for  the  use  of  the  post-office  in  mailing  the 
envelopes,  if  that  should  be  required  by  the  Postmaster-General;  and  that  the  con- 
tractors, their  employees,  and  agents  shall  conform  to  such  regulations  as  the  Depart- 
ment may  from  time  to  time  adopt  for  the  security  of  the  Government  in  any  respect. 

2d.  That  the  Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  to  impose  a  fine  npon  the  con- 
tractors, in  such  sum  as  he  may  deem  proper,  to  be  deducted  in  the  settlement  of 
accounts,  for  the  failure  to  have  on  hand  at  any  time  a  sufficient  supply  of  envelopes 
with  which  to  promptly  meet  all  just  requirements  of  the  Department. 

3d.  That  in  the  event  that  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  shall  require  the 
acceptance  by  the  Department  of  any  envelopes  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Post- 
master-General or  his  duly  authorized  agent,  are  inferior  in  any  respects  to  the 
requirements  of  the  contract,  the  right  is  reserved  to  the  Postmaster-General  abso- 
lutelv  to  fix  the  price  thereof,  and  to  pay  for  such  inferior  envelopes  any  compensa- 
tion less  than  the  regular  price  fixed  by  the  contract  that  may  seem  to  him  just  and 
reasonable  under  all  the  circumstances,  which  shall  be  a  complete  discharge  of  all 
liability  on  the  part  of  the  Government  for  such  envelopes. 

4th.  That  on  failure  to  promptly  furnish  any  of  the  envelopes  specified  in  this 
contract,  the  Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  to  purchase  them  in  the  open 
market;  and  if  a  greater  price  be  paid  than  is  herein  prescribed  for  like  artioles,

the  difference  shall  be  charfi^ed  to  the  contractors ;  and  if  there  shall  be  a  failure  t>o 
ftimish  any  of  the  envelnpes  within  a  reasonable  time  after  they  shall  have  lieen 
ordered  it  may  be  regarded  by  the  Postmaster-Qoneral  as  a  sufficient  cause  for  the 
annulment  of  this  contract. 

5th.  That  if  at  any  time  ^nring  the  continnanoe  of  this  contract  the  sureties,  or 
either  of  them,  shall  die  or  become  irresponsible,  the  Postmanter  General  shall  have 
the  right  to  require  additioual  and  sufficient  sureties,  -which  the  contractors  shall 
furnish  to  the  acceptance  of  the  Postmaster-General  within  ten  days  after  notice, 
and  in  default  thereof  the  contract  may  be  annulled.

That  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  covenanted  and  agreed  to  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph  the  Postmaster-General  shall  have  the  right  to  annul  the  contract  if,  in 
nis  opinion,  there  shall  4>e  a  failure  at  any  time  to  perform  fjaithfully  any  of  its  stip- 
ulations, or  in  case  of  any  imposition  or  attempt  at  imposition  upon  the  Department 
of  envelopes  inferior  to  those  required  by  the  contract.  The  right  is  also  reserved 
by  the  Postmaster-General  to  withhold  payments  if  it  shall  appear  to  his  satisfaction 
that  the  contract  has  not  been  complied  with  in  any  particular. 

8th.  That  should  the  interest  oi  the  Government  require,  this  contract  may  be 
extended  beyond  the  time  herein  named,  not  exceeding  three  months,  by  order  of  the 
Postmaster-General,  and  the  contract  prices  and  all  conditions  herein  set  forth  shall 
govern  in  such  extended  contract. 

9th.  That  the  Postmaster-General  shall  have  the  right  to  cause  inspection  to  be 
made,  when  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  desire  it,  of  the  process  of  manufacturing 
the  paper  in  all  its  several  stages,  and  of  stationing  an  agent  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection  at  the  mill  or  mills  wnere  the  paper  is  made ;  in  which  latter  case  the  con- 
tractors will  be  required  to  furnish  such  agent  with  a  properly  furnished  room  in  the 
mill  without  charge,  and  give  him  every  needed  facility  for  carrying  out  his  duties. 

10th.  That  the  Department  shall,  after  satisfactory  inspection,  accept  and  pay  for,

The  contract  can  not  in  any  case  be  lawfully  transferred  or  assigned. 

DRUVXHT,  UfBPBCnON,  BTC. 

Envelopes  to  be  famished  under  the  contract  must  be  delivered  without  charge  for 
cartage,  packing,  etc.,  in  such  quantities  as  may  be  from  time  to  time  ordered  by  the 
several  Executive  Departments,  at  such  place  or  places  at  Washington,  D.  C,  as  the 
Postmaster-General  or  the  Department  ordering  them  may  direct.  Envelopes,  how- 
ever, that  may  be  ordered  by  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  use  at  the  various 
pension  agencies  throughout  the  country  must  be  shipped  thereto  by  the  contractor 
at  his  own  expense.

If  it  should  at  anytime  be  found  desirable,  the  contractor  may,  upon  orders  from 
any  of  the  Departments,  make  deliveries  of  envelopes  to  such  points^  other  than 
Washington,  D.  C,  as  may  be  to  his  advantage,  samples  of  such  deliveries  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  Department  ordering  the  envelopes  for  inspection. 

Tlie  contractor  must  be  ready  to  commence  the  delivery  of  the  envelopes  on  the  1st 
day  of  July,  1895,  when  the  contract  term  begins;  and  thereafter  they  must  be  fur- 
nished and  delivered,  complete  in  all  rovspccts,  in  such  quantities  as  may  be  required 
to  fill  the  orders  of  the  several  Departments. 

Envelopes  must  be  furnished  promptly  as  ordered.  On  the  failure  of  contractor  to 
fill  orders  within  thirty  days  after  they  are  made,  and  of  satisfactory  quality,  the  right

is  reserved  by  the  Govemment  to  purchase  the  same  in  open  market,  if  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  service  require  it,  or  to  declare  the  contract  forfeited;  and  if  a  greater 
price  than  that  of  the  contract  be  paid  for  such  envelopes,  the  difi'erence  in  the  total 
amount  of  the  purchase  will  bo  charaged  to  the  contractor. 

Envelopes  will  be  inspected  within  a  reasonable  time  after  delivery,  and  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Postmaster-General,  they  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  contract 
re<|uirement8,  they  will  be  rejected.  The  decision  of  the  Postmaster-General  on  thes« 
points  is  to  be  final. 

In  the  event  that  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  shall  require  the  acceptance 
of  any  envelopes  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Postmaster-General,  are  inferior  in  any 
respect  to  the  requirements  of  the  contract,  the  right  is  reserved  to  him  to  fix  the 
price  thereof,  and  to  pay  for  such  inferior  envelopes  any  compensation  less  than  the 
contract  price  that  may  seem  to  him  just  and  reasonable,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
which  shall  be  a  complete  discharge  of  all  liability  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
for  such  envelopes. 

COMTBACrOR'S  8UBBTUC8. 

The  contractor  will  be  required  to  have  at  least  two  responsible  sureties,  who  shall 
be  parties  to  the  contract,  in  which  it  shall  be  covenanted  and  agreed  that  in  case 
the  said  contractor  shall  fail  to  do  or  perform  all  or  any  of  the  stipulations  of  said 
contract  on  the  ^art  of  said  contractor  to  be  performed,  as  therein  set  forth,  the  said 
contractor  and  his  sureties  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  United  States  of  America  such 
amount  as  the  Postmaster-General  may  fix  in  the  contract,  not  to  exceed  $25,000,  for 
which  said  forfeiture  the  said  contractor  and  his  sureties  shall  be  jointly  and 
severally  liable.  Such  sureties  shall  justify  their  responsibility  b^  affidavit  showing 
that  they  severally  own  and  possess  property  of  the  clear  value  in  the  aggregate  of 
double  the  amount  of  the  above-mentioned  forfeiture,  over  and  above  all  debts  and 
liabilities  and  all  property  by  law  exempt  from  execution — to  be  sworn  to  before  a 
clerk  of  a  court  of  record  or  other  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  to  be 
approved  by  a  United  States  judge,  district  attorney,  or  postmaster  in  the  district  or 
place  where  the  sureties  reside  or  do  business. 

If  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the  contract  the  sureties,  or  either  of 
them,  shall  die  or  become  irresponsible,  the  Postmaster-General  shall  have  the  right 
to  require  additional  and  sufficient  sureties,  which  the  contractor  shall  furnish  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  Postmaster-General  within  ten  days  after  notice ;  and  in  default 
thereof  the  contract  may  be  annulled. 

PATKEMTB. 

Payments  for  envelopes  actually  delivered  will  be  made  monthly  after  proper 
examination  and  verification  of  accounts.  Accounts  shall  be  rendered  upon  fonns 
to  be  furnished  by  the  various  Departments  to  which  the  envelopes  are  to  be 
delivered. 

Payments  may  be  withheld  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  that  the  contract  has  not  been  complied  with  in  any  particular. 

RB8BBVATIOK8. 

The  Postmaster-General  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids,  to  waive 
technical  defects,  and  to  accept  any  part  of  any  bid  and  reject  the  other  part  if  in 
his  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Government  shall  require  it ;  also  the  right  to  annul 
the  contract  if  in  his  opinion  there  shall  be  a  failure  at  any  time  to  perform  faith- 
fully any  of  its  stipulations,  or  in  case  of  a  willful  attempt  to  impose  ui>on  the  Gov- 
emuient  articles  inferior  to  those  required  by  the  contract.  And  any  action  taken  by 
the  Postmaster-General  in  pursuance  of  this  latter  stipulation  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  right  or  claim  of  the  United  States  to  damages  for  the  breach  of  any  of 
the  covenants  of  the  contract  by  the  contractor.

Sib:  I  have  the  honor  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  following  state- 
ment of  the  operations  of  this  Bureau,  which  includes  the  divisions  of 
appointments,  bonds  and  commissions,  and  post-office  inspectors  and 
mail  depredations,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1895: 

DIVISION  OF  APPOINTMENTS. 

All  applications  and  recommendations  for  appointments  of  post- 
masters, establishment,  discontinuance,  and  changes  of  names  and  sites 
of  post-offices  are  filed  in  this  division;  and  papers  are  prepared 
here  in  all  fourth-class  cases  for  the  attention  of  the  Fourth  Assistant 
Postmaster-General,  and  in  Presidential  cases  for  the  attention  of  the 
Postmaster-General  and  the  President.  Here,  also,  are  received  the 
resignations  of  postmasters,  notices  of  their  deaths,  and  requests  for 
their  removal;  and  all  papers  relating  to  the  »pi)ointment  of  postmast- 
ers are  sent  to  this  division,  properly  acknowledged,  briefed,  filed,  and 
made  ready  for  action.  The  entire  correspondence  of  the  Department 
in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  postmasters,  the  establishment  and 
discontinuance,  and  the  changes  of  names  and  sites  of  post-offices 
goes  out  from  this  division,  and  a  complete  record  is  kept  of  the  various 
transactions. 

The  division  is  divided  into  sections  of  two  or  more  States  for  con- 
venience and  for  an  equitable  distribution  of  labor  among  the  several 
clerks.  Books  of  record  are  kept  in  each  of  these  sections,  showing 
by  States  and  counties  the  names  of  post-offices  alphabetically  arranged, 
the  names  of  the  postmasters,  and  the  dates  on  which  commissions  are 
issued.  These  records  also  show  at  a  glance  the  names  of  postmasters 
who  have  served  at  a  given  place  for  years  past.  Books  are  kept  con- 
taining a  daily  record  of  all  changes,  the  name  of  the  office,  the  county, 
the  State,  the  name  of  the  retiring  postmaster  and  the  appointee,  and 
the  reason  for  the  ch^inge ;  also  a  condensed  weekly  record  of  the  various 
changes  by  States,  and  the  total  number  of  post-offices  in  operation  in 
the  United  States,  by  States,  at  the  close  of  each  week.  Complaints 
against  postmasters  and  the  man<ageinent  of  offices  come  to  this  division, 
and  are  referred  to  the  division  of  x>ost-office  inspectors  and  mail  dep- 
redations when  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  have  an  investigation  made. 
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Following  is  a  complete  record  of  the  operations  of  the  division  for 
the  fiscal  year:

Daring  the  year  the  greatest  increase  in  the  number  of  x)ost-offices 
was  in  Oklahoma — 69.  Virginia  follows  with  66,  and  Indian  Territory 
with  60. 

Nineteen  States  show  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  x)ost-offices,  the 
greatest  loss  occurring  in  Kansas — 53.  South  Carolina  loses  44,  and 
Iowa  and  West  Virginia  lose  38  each.  Fifteen  other  States  show  a  loss 
of  from  2  to  37  each. 

In  Arizona  17  offices  were  established  and  17  discontinued,  and  in 
New  York  28  offices  were  established  and  28  discontinued. 

In  this  connection  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  wherever  the 
necessity  for  additional  post-offices  has  been  shown  to  exist  the  Depart- 
ment has  endeavored  to  give  the  desired  facilities;  but  this  has  been 
done  after  careful  investigation  of  the  merits  of  each  case,  to  the  end 
that  the  interests  of  good  service  might  be  advanced.  This  is  believed 
to  be  somewhat  in  contrast  with  the  course  that  was  pursued  until  recent 
years,  and  notably  the  a<2tion  taken  March  3, 1893,  when  one  of  your 
predecessors  signed  172  cases  for  the  establishment  of  offices,  90  per 
cent  of  which  it  has  since  been  found  necessary  to  discontinue. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  Department  has  had  to  discontinue  several 
hundred  offices  established  during  the  years  1889, 1890, 1891,  and  1892, 
which  had  never  been  in  oi)eration.

DIVISION  OF  BONDS  AND   COMMISSIONS 

To  this  division  is  assigned  the  duty  of  preparing  and  transmitting 
all  letters  of  appointment  of  newly  designated  postmasters,  together 
with  blank  bonds  and  oaths  for  execution ;  recording  the  names  of  post- 
masters, the  dates  of  their  appointment,  the  names  of  their  sureties; 
examining  all  bonds,  to  see  that  they  are  properly  executed  *,  filing  the 
same  away  alphabetically  by  States,  and  preparing  all  postmasters' 
commissions  for  the  signature  of  the  President  or  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, as  the  case  may  bd. 
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THE  RECORDS  OP  THE  BOND  DIVISION. 

The  records  of  the  division  may  be  briefly  described  as  follows: 

The  names  of  all  Presidential  offices  and  postmasters  are  recorded  in 
two  books,  in  one  of  which  the  names  are  entered  by  States  and  Terri- 
tories in  alphabetical  order.  In  the  other  the  names  of  thei>ostmasters 
are  kept  in  alphabetical  arrangement  according  to  the  dates  of  appoint- 
ment. The  names  of  the  postmasters  appointed  at  money-order  offices 
which  do  not  belong  to  the  Presidential  list  are  entered  alphabetically 
in  a  separate  record  according  to  dates  of  appointment. 

The  names  of  postmasters  appointed  at  fonrth-class  offices  which  do 
not  belong  to  the  money-order  list  are  likewise  entered  in  a  separate 
record  in  alphabetical  order  according  to  dates  of  appointment,  the 
same  being  divided  into  two  sections,  in  consequence  of  the  large  number 
of  entries  required.  There  are  also  47  other  record  books  in  which  the 
names  of  post-offices  of  all  classes  are  recorded  by  States  and  counties, 
together  with  the  names  of  the  postmasters  and  the  dates  of  their 
appointment. 

There  is  also  a  complete  record  of  all  bonds  of  postmasters  and  a 
record  of  the  dates  when  postmasters'  commissions  are  issued. 

REPORTS. 

The  preparation  of  the  various  reports  required  under  the  laws  and 
regTilations  of  the  Department,  assigned  to  this  division,  is  as  follows: 
Daily,  to  the  division  of  post-office  supplies,  office  of  the  First  Assistant 
Postmaster-General;  to  the  contract  and  equipment  divisions,  office  of 
the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General;  to  the  stamp  division,  office 
of  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster-General ;  and  to  the  General  Super- 
intendent of  the  Eailway  Mail  Service,  office  of  the  Second  Assistant 
Postmaster-General,  for  publication  in  the  Daily  Bulletin;  weekly,  to 
the  superintendent  of  the  money-order  system,  office  of  the  First  Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General;  to  the  superintendent  of  free  delivery,  office 
of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster-General,  and  to  the  Auditor  of  the 
Treasury  for  the  Post  Office  Department. 

WORK  OF  THE  DIVISION. 

The  work  of  the  division,  in  so  far  as  the  preparation  of  the  usual 
papers  for  the  ai)pointment  of  postmasters,  the  establishment  or  dis- 
continuance or  change  of  name  or  site  of  post-offices  is  concerned,  has 
not  exceedecl  that  of  the  last  fiscal  year.  In  fact,  it  has  fallen  oflf  some- 
what. Additional  labor  has,  however,  been  required  of  the  division  by 
reason  of  an  act  passed  at  the  last  session  of  Congress,  and  approved 
March  2, 1895,  requiring  the  renewal  of  bonds  of  all  postmasters  every 
four  years  instead  of  five,  as  heretofore  made  necessary  by  the  postal 
laws  and  regulations. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  this  work  during  the  past 
year  in  addition  to  the  other  duties  of  the  division,  and  without  the 
employment  of  more  than  one  additional  clerk. 

Renewals  of  bonds  have  been  secured  at  all  full,  as  well  as  limited, 
money-order  fourth-class  offices,  in  number  more  than  20,000.  The 
renewals  of  about  28,000  ordinary  fourth-class  bonds,  not  money-order, 
have  also  been  made  during  the  year,  so  that  the  provisions  of  the 
above-mentioned  act  have  been  fully  complied  with. 
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There  have  been  sent  out  a  larger  number  of  circulars  to  post-office 
inspectors  requesting  from  them  information  in  regard  to  the  validity 
of  bonds  filed  by  postmasters  at  Presidential  and  money-order  offices 
than  have  heretofore  been  sent  in  any  one  year,  and  the  returns  of  the 
inspectors  have  been  of  an  unusually  favorable  character.  When  it  is 
considered  that  theuumber  of  postmasters  exceeds  70,000,  and  that  the 
penalties  of  their  bonds  aggregate  over  $120,000,000 — the  sureties  being 
required  to  qualify  for  double  that  amount-— the  preparation  of  these 
circular  letters  of  inquiry  embracing  every  important  feature  of  the 
bonds^  it  will  be  evident  that  this  particular  part  of  the  work  of  the 
bond  division  is  important  in  its  character,  and  requires  carefiil  over- 
sight when  the  inspectors'  reports  are  received. 

Another  important  feature  of  the  work  of  the  bond  division  during 
the  past  year  has  been  one  heretofore  in  vogue  in  the  divimon,  but 
never  so  completely  carried  out  as  under  the  present  administration,  that 
of  notifying  the  sureties  of  any  postmaster  of  any  delinquency  what- 
ever on  his  part  in  the  discharge  of  his  financial  obligations  to  the 
Department.  The  Auditor  and  the  chief  of  the  stamp  division  of 
the  Department  become  quickly  cognizant  of  any  financial  dereliction 
of  duty  on  the  part  of  any  postmaster,  such  as  failure  to  make  prompt 
returns  of  amount  of  postal  business  done  or  to  make  regular  deposits 
of  postal  funds  at  dex)Ository  centers.  This  is  ah  improvement  in 
departmental  work;  secures  better  service  on  the  part  of  postmasters; 
prote<?ts  the  Department  from  financial  losses  or  other  irregularities; 
assists  the  patrons  of  the  post-offices  in  maintaining  good  service,  and 
results  in  the  notification  of  the  sureties  of  any  postmaster  of  any 
delinquency  or  failure  on  his  part  to  comply  strictly  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  postal  laws  and  regulations. 

More  than  6,000  notifications  of  the  above  character  have  been  mailed 
to  sureties  of  {lostmasters  within  the  past  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  August 
13, 1894,  authorizing  the  acceptance  by  the  Departments  in  Washington 
of  bonds  executed  by  surety  or  trust  companies  for  such  Government 
officials  as  are  required  to  give  a  guaranty  of  that  character  for  the 
faithfiil  performance  of  their  duties,  has  been  in  forc«  more  than  a  year, 
very  few  bonds  have  been  filed  by  postmasters  to  which  trust  or  surety 
companies  were  parties.  •  The  principal  reason  probably  is  that  as  the 
postal  laws  and  regulations  require  that  all  bonds  of  postmasters  shall 
be  executed  by  not  less  than  two  sureties,  and  the  Postmaster-General 
has  insisted  that  one  or  more  of  them  shall  be  residents  of  the  locality 
in  which  the  post-office  is  situated,  who  shall  sign  for  half  the  amount 
for  which  the  sureties  are  required  to  qualify,  the  trust  or  surety  com- 
panies have  not  been  disposed  to  accept  a  divided  responsibility.  It  has 
not  yet  become  apparent  to  the  Department  that  the  acceptance  of 
bonds  of  x)ostmasters,  executetl  wholly  by  trust  or  surety  companies, 
would  be  beneficial  as  a  matter  of  public  policy. 

It  has  long  been  evident  that  better  provision  should  be  made  for 
the  safe-keeping  of  the  bonds  of  postmasters  than  now  exists  and  has 
existed  for  many  years.  These  bonds  amount  in  penalties  alone  to 
over  $120,000,000,  number  over  70,000,  and  are  kept  in  wooden  cases, 
secured  by  ordinary  locks,  and,  for  convenience,  are  filed  in  one  of 
the  most  public  rooms  of  the  Department.  Not  a  day  passes  that  a 
hundred  or  more  of  them  are  not  taken  out  and  examined  for  one 
purpose  or  another,  or  replaced  by  others  executed  in  due  course  of 
business.  A  separate  room  for  the  custody  of  these  bonds,  and  sheet 
iron  cases  in  which  to  keep  them,  or,  in  case  that  is  not  practicable^ 
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the  snbstitation  of  sheet-iron  cases  for  the  present  oues  of  wood,  would  | 
seem  to  be  advisable.

DIVISION    OF  POST-OFFICE    INSPECTORS   AND    MAIL    DEPREDA- 
TIONS. 

The  Post-Office  Department  as  originally  organized  was  not  pro- 
vided with  a  corps  of  officers  specially  designated  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  a  general  supervision  over  the  entire  postal  service  with 
a  view  to  the  elimination  of  irregularities  and  evils  and  its  general 
improvement.  With  the  growth  of  the  Department  necessity  for  sutjh 
officers  soon  became  apparent.  The  original  act  of  Congress  establish- 
ing this  branch  of  the  service  provided  for  the  employment  of  less  than 
a  score  of  <^ special  agents"  with  the  functions  above  indicated,  and 
during  the  past  twenty-five  years  this  force  has  developed  into  a  thor- 
oughly organized  corps,  the  members  of  which  are  now  designated

post-oDice  inspectors.  The  corps  of  iuspectors  as  at  present  organized, 
with  a  chief  post-office  inspector  whose  headquarters  are  at  Washing- 
ton, is  included  in  this  Bureau,  and  the  division  is  charged  with  the 
direction  and  assignment  to  duty  of  all  inspectors  employed  in  the 
I)08tal  service,  as  well  as  with  the  general  8ui)ervision  of  all  matters 
relating  to  this  service. 

For  the  more  prompt  and  efficient  execution  of  all  matters  brought  to 
the  attention  of  this  office,  the  territory  of  the  United  States  has  been 
arranged  in  twelve  divisions,  each  having  an  inspector  in  charge,  who 
has  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  field  inspectors  assigned  to  his 
division  and  the  general  direction  of  all  matters  referred  to  him. 

The  general  duties  of  the  division  of  post-office  inspectors  and  mail 
depredations  include  the  preparation  and  investigation  of  all  cases 
relating  to  depredations  ui)on  the  mails,  losses  occurring  therein,  includ- 
ing complaints  relating  to  mail  matter  passing  between  the  United 
States  and  foreign  countries,  and  across  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
from  one  foreign  country  to  another,  and  the  correspondence,  foreign 
and  domestic,  connected  with  the  same. 

This  correspondence  includes  the  treatment  of  all  inquiries  addressed 
to  the  United  States  Post-Office  Department  by  foreign  postal  adminis- 
trations, or  by  persons  interested,  or  reported  by  postal  officials  and 
others  concerning  losses  and  irregularities  in  the  domestic  and  inter- 
national mails,  and  the  prosecution  of  all  inquiries  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  whether  articles  of  mail  matter  have  been  delivered  or 
not,  and  also  all  cases  where  some  form  of  return  receipt  is  required 
which  has  not  been  received. 

This  division  is  also  charged  with  the  keeping  of  the  records  of  the 
tbrce^  the  examination  for  allowance  of  the  accounts  of  inspectors; 
with  the  keeping  of  proper  statements  of  all  expenses  incurred  and 
disbursements  made  from  the  funds  annually  appropriated  for  this 
service;  with  the  custody  and  disbursement  to  the  rightful  owners  of 
funds  collected  by  inspectors  in  misceUaneous  cases  on  account  of  dep- 
redations, derelictions,  etc.;  with  the  investigation,  examination,  and 
preparation  for  allowance  of  all  claims  for  reward  for  the  arrest  and 
conviction  of  persons  charged  with  highway  robbery  of  the  mail  and 
other  offenses  against  the  postal  laws,  together  with  a  complete  record 
thereof,  and  with  the  performance  of  such  other  special  duties  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  required. 

The  variety  and  importance  of  the  duties  i)erformed  by  post-office 
inspectors  can  not  be  too  highly  appreciated  when  properly  understood; 
and  in  this  connection  I  desire  to  controvert  the  impression  which 
appears  to  prevail  to  a  great  extent  as  to  the  actual  services  rendered 
by  them.  This  is  in  no  sense  a  corps  of  detectives.  It  is  true  that  our 
inspectors  are  often  called  upon  to  apprehend  depredators  upon  the 
mails;  such  services  are  of  the  utmost  importance,  and,  as  a  rule,  are 
successfully  i)erformed,  often  at  the  expense  of  great  hazard  and  hard- 
ship; but  the  far  greater  proportion  of  their  duties  relates  to  matters 
which  have  no  connection  whatever  with  the  detection  of  crime  or  the 
prosecution  of  criminals. 

The  duties  to  which  reference  is  made  embrace  all  investigations  in 
relation  to  the  appointment  of  postmasters;  allowances  for  clerk  hire 
and  other  expenses  for  post-offices;  charges  against  postmasters  and 
other  employees  of  the  postal  service;  the  collection  of  balances  due 
the  United  States  by  delinquent  and  retiring  postmasters;  the  estab- 
lishment or  discontinuance  of  pMOs't-offices,  postal  stations,  money-order 
offices,  and  free-delivery  service;  determining  the  responsibility  of 
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sureties  on  the  official  bonds  of  x)08tni»stor8  at  money-order  offices; 
the  inspection  of  accounts  and  of  the  management  of  post-offices;  the 
instruction  of  postmasters  and  other  employees  in  the  regulations  and 
usages  of  the  service;  burnings  of  post-offices;  losses  of  mail  locks  and 
keys;  the  location,  change  of  name  or  site  of  i)08t-offices;  the  leasing 
'  and  equipment  of  premises  for  post-office  purposes;  the  wrong  payment 
of  money  orders,  and  many  cases  relating  to  detentions,  losses,  and 
irregularities  in  the  registered  and  ordinary  mails. 

While  engaged  in  these  multifarious  duties  the  inspectors  are 
instructed  to  observe  carefully  the  operations  of  all  branches  of  the 
service,  and  to  suggest  such  changes  in  present  methods  as  they  believe 
will  prove  beneficial.  The  presence  of  the  inspectors,  who  are  con- 
stantly moving  among  the  vast  army  of  iK>8tal  employees,  exerts  a 
moral  influence  which  is  restraining  and  corrective  both  to  those  within 
and  without  the  service,  and  the  instructions  given  by  them  prevent 
errors  and  avert  losses,  thus  rendering  a  greater  good  to  the  service 
than  would  result  from  the  subsequent  labor  necessary  to  locate  losses 
and  fix  resi)onsibilities. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  commend  the  diligence  and  effi- 
ciency manifested  by  the  force  of  inspectors  during  the  past  year.  I 
took  occasion  last  year  to  state  that  one  of  the  controlling  elements 
which  secured  such  effective  work  from  a  comparatively  small  corps  of 
men  was  their  concentration  under  one  supervising  official,  thereby 
avoiding  divided  responsibility  with  conflict  of  instructions  and  author- 
ity. As  then  stated,  there  is  no  place  where  concert  of  action  is  more 
essential  than  in  the  work  of  the  inspectors,  nor  where  conflict  of  oper- 
ations can  be  more  disastrous.  Indeed,  so  strong  are  my  views  on  this 
point  that  I  believe  the  results  attained  would  be  vastly  more  benefi- 
cial to  the  postal  service  were  it  settled  definitely  that  all  of  its  em- 
ployees exercising  functions  similar  to  those  of  an  inspector  should  bo 
grouped  in  one  body  under  one  head. 

The  total  number  of  cases  disposed  of  daring  the  year  is  greater 
than  the  total  number  of  complaints  received  by  2,552,  and  conse- 
quently the  number  of  cases  on  hand  July  1, 1895,  awaiting  investiga- 
tion, was  2,552  less  than  on  July  1, 1894. 

For  convenience  in  handling  and  recording,  every  complaint  received 
relating  to  depredations,  losses,  or  irregularities  in  the  mail  is  made  up 
in  a  separate  <*  jacket."  These  jackets  are  numbered  and  recorded,  and 
a  complaint  so  jacketed  constitutes  a  case.  Gases  are  treated  by 
classes,  and  are  grouped,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  comxilamt)  as 
follows: 

A. — Complaints  referring  to  registered  mail. 

B. — Complaints  referring  to  ordinary  or  unregistered  mail. 

C. — ^Miscellaneous  matters  affecting  employees  of  the  postal  service, 
improper  use  of  the  mails,  leasing  of  premises  for  iK)st-office  purposes,  etc. 

D. — Bobberies  and  burnings  of  post-offices,  and  special  depredations, 
such  as  thefts  of  mail  pouches  and  robberies  of  street  letter  boxes. 

F. — ^Complaints  affecting  mail  matter  going  to  or  received  tvom  foreign 
countries. 

The  total  number  of  complaints  of  all  classes  received  during  the 
past  year  aggregated  94,349,  and  the  total  number  of  cases  dispoi^  of 
amounted  to  96,951.  The  cases  disposed  of  were  made  up  of  5,892  A 
cases,  62,131  B  cases,  12,079  C  cases,  2,892  D  cases,  and  13,957  F  cases. 
This  shows  an  increase  over  last  year  in  the  total  number  of  eases 
treated  of  2,581. 
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The  number  and  character  of  complaints  received  during  the  last 
fiscal  year,  the  number  of  cases  referred  to  inspectors,  the  namber  of 
cases  completed,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  each  class  remaining  on 
hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  are  shown  in  Exhibits  A,  B,  O,  D,  E,  F, 
G,  and  H,  which  are  filed  herewith  and  made  a  part  of  this  report. 

These  statistics  also  show  the  total  of  arrests  made,  the  character  of 
the  offenses  charged,  and  the  disposition  of  the  same,  as  well  as  the 
total  amount  of  money  collected  and  received  by  post-office  inspectors 
and  the  disposition  made  thereof.  While  an  accurate  idea  of  the 
amount  of  work  accomplished  and  the  manner  of  its  execution  is  quite 
clearly  set  forth  in  these  tables,  it  may  not  be  inappropriate  to  submit 
a  few  brief  explanatory  comments. 

REGISTERED  CASES. 

All  complaints  which  have  been  received  relating  to  depredations  or 
irregularities  in  the  registered  mail  are  included  in  Exhibits  A,  B,  and 
C.  Exhibit  A  shows  the  total  number  and  character  of  complaints 
received  and  referred  for  investigation.  Exhibit  B  is  made  up  entirely 
of  complaints  which  have  been  received,  investigated,  and  closed  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year,  while  the  statistics  in  Exhibit  G  relate  to  cases 
received  in  previous  years  which  were  on  hand  and  uncompleted  at  the 
beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  but  which  were  investigated  and  closed 
during  the  year. 

The  number  of  complaints  appertaining  to  the  registered  mail  received 
by  this  office  during  the  last  fiscal  year  aggregated  5,280;  of  this  num- 
ber 5,192  were  referred  to  inspectors  in  the  field  for  investigation  and 
88  were  treated  directly  from  this  office.  Five  thousand  and  seventy 
of  these  complaints  were  made  concerning  registered  letters,  or  first- 
class  matter,  and  220  complaints  related  to  packages,  or  fourth-class 
matter.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  complaints 
alleged  the  rifling  or  abstraction  of  the  contents  of  the  letters  or  pack- 
ages, and  2,302  announced  the  entire  loss  of  the  letter  or  package  and 
contents.  Ninety-five  complaints  alleged  the  loss  of  the  letter  or  pack- 
age from  the  registered  package  envelope;  76  complaints  alleged  deten- 
tion ;  158  were  complaints  of  wrong  delivery,  or  delivery  to  some  other 
person  than  the  addressee;  43  complaints  alleged  tampering  without 
actual  loss.  Only  19  complaints  of  carelessness  by.  x)ostal  employees 
were  received;  8  complaints  were  made  of  improper  dispatch,  and  64 
complaints  related  to  other  irregularities  of  a  miscellaneous  character. 

A  comparison  of  the  office  records  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years  shows 
that  the  total  number  of  complaints  aftecting  the  registered  mail 
received  during  the  fiscal  year  1895  was  less  by  046  than  the  total 
number  of  Complaints  of  the  same  character  received  during  1894, 
which  is  a  ratio  of  decrease  of  nearly  11  per  cent.  The  estimated  total 
number  of  pieces  of  registered  mail  handled  during  the  fiscal  year  1895 
was  13,933,866,  a  decrease  in  number  of  1,116,688  from  the  total  num- 
ber of  pieces  of  this  class  of  mail  matter  handled  during  the  year  1894. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  ratio  of  the  total  number  of  complaints  received 
to  the  total  number  of  pieces  handled  is  estimated  to  be  1  in  every 
2,639,  but  it  must  be  further  observed  that  the  investigation  of  3,847 
of  the  complaints  filed  during  the  last  fiscal  year  showed  1,174  cases  in 
which  there  was  absolutely  no  cause  for  complaint,  and  1,282  other  cases 
in  which  no  losses  were  sustained,  or  a  total  of  2,450  complaints  received 
and  investigated  in  which  no  actual  loss  was  sustained.  Of  the  1,282 
P  M  o  95 39 
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complaints  just  referred  to,  314  were  foand  to  be  chargeable  to  the  care- 
lessness of  postal  employees.  In  17  cases  the  trouble  was  foand  to  be 
due  to  improper  address,  while  in  74  cases  the  dispatch  was  found  to 
have  been  irregular.  In  43  cases  investigatiou  showed  that  there  had 
been  no  iiiclosures  of  value,  and  590  complaints  of  alleged  rifling  were 
not  sustained  by  the  facts.  In  51  cases  it  was  shown  that  the  depre- 
dations complained  of  had  not  been  committed  while  the  letters  were 
in  the  custody  of  the  United  States  mails,  and  in  40  cases  investigation 
proved  that  the  letters  intended  for  registration  had  been  forwarded  to 
destination  in  the  ordinary  mail. 

deducting  the  2,456  complaints  above  mentioned,  in  which  no  loss 
was  sustained,  from  the  total  of  3,847  complaints  referred  and  investi- 
gated during  the  year,  we  find  that  losses  actually  occurred  in  only  1,391 
cases,  and  in  914  of  these  the  full  amount  of  the  loss  alleged  was  recov- 
ered, 766  recoveries  having  been  effected  through  the  post-office  inspect- 
ors, 16  through  the  Dead-Letter  Office,  and  132  from  sources  outside  of 
the  Department.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  total  number  of  actual 
losses  which  occurred  ia  the  registered  mail  during  the  last  fiscal  year 
was  435  less  than  those  determined  during  the  previous  year,  or  a 
decrease  of  a  little  more  than  24  per  cent. 

There  were  only  477  cases  in  which  losses  were  actually  sustained, 
or  12.4  per  cent  of  the  total  number  of  cases  referred  and  investigated 
during  the  year.  The  same  percentage  applied  to  the  total  number  of 
complaints  received  (5,280)  would  indicate  a  total  of  654  cases  in  which 
actual  losses  have  been  sustained.  These  figures  are  based  upon  actual 
results,  and  show  that  the  employees  of  the  postal  service  handled 
approximately  13,933,866  pieces  of  registered  mail  during  the  last  fiscal 
year,  with  the  inconsiderable  loss  of  1  piece  in  every  21,305  handled. 

This  result  is  most  gratifying,  and  indicates  that  a  greater  degree  of 
accuracy  is  being  acquired  each  year. 

The  total  number  of  cases  in  which  collections  were  effected  and  dis- 
bursements made  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  1,567  (see  Exhibits  B 
and  C,  under  the  head  of  ^< Financial  condition").  This  is  an  increase 
in  number  of  209  over  the  preceding  year. 

Under  the  head  of  ^^Eecapitulation  of  A  cases"  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  total  number  of  cases  of  this  class  on  hand  July  1, 1895,  was  1,235, 
while  the  number  on  hand  July  1, 1894,  was  1,892,  showing  a  decrease 
of  657  in  the  total  of  A  cases  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year. 

The  following  statement  may  be  designated  as  the  annual  balance 
sheet,  setting  forth  in  a  condensed  form  the  total  of  work  received, 
completed,  and  on  hand  in  this  class  of  cases:

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ORDINARY  GASES. 

The  opportunity  for  acquiring  a  fair  education,  so  universal  in  this 
age,  has  largely  diminated  the  absolutely  ignorant  from  our  population 
and  to  the  intelligent  and  educated  the  facilities  for  communication 
aiibrded  by  our  postal  system  are  absolutely  indispensable.  The  pa- 
trons of  the  post-ofhce  are  not  limited  by  age  or  station.  The  old  and 
young,  the  rich  and  poor  alike  write  letters — letters  of  business,  of 
news,  of  sentiment;  and  these  letters,  together  with  a  multitude  of 
packages  of  merchandise,  papers,  etc.,  are  deposited  for  transmission 
in  the  mails.  Oomparatively  few  of  these  are  registered ;  the  vast  bulk 
are  confidently  committed  to  the  custody  of  the  mails  unregistered,  and 
it  is  this  heterogeneous  mass  of  letters  and  packets  that  constitute  the 
ordinary  mail. 

The  amount  of  this  class  of  mail  handled  in  the  i)ost-office8  of  this 
country  each  day  is  enormous,  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  estimate 
its  proportions.  It  is  not  surprising  that  in  the  transmission  of  this 
matter  errors  are  frequently  made;  some  letters  are  improperly  dis- 
patched and  others  are  overlooked  or  in  some  manner  misplaced,  while 
others  disappear  through  the  depredations  of  dishonest  employees.  To 
these  errors  and  losses  must  be  added  the  omissions  and  errors  of  those 
by  whom  the  letters  are  written.  Many  addresses  are  imperfect  or 
incorrect,  while  a  large  number  of  letters  find  their  way  into  the  mails 
without  any  address  whatever.  The  nonreceipt  of  an  imiK>rtant  busi- 
ness letter  is  not  only  vexatious,  but  often  results  in  financial  loss;  the 
uonarrival  of  expected  letters  from  home  or  friends  is  often  more  than 
a  disappointment.  These  are  but  incidents  connected  with  the  work- 
ings of  the  postal  system,  and  every  day  brings  its  quota  of  complaints 
of  all  kinds  of  accidents  and  irregularities. 

There  are  many  who  refrain  from  notifying  the  Department  of  losses 
or  irregularities,  fearing  that  such  notice  of  complaint  might  in  some 
way  be  regarded  as  useless  or  annoying.  Such  an  impression  is  false 
and  fatal  to  the  best  interests  of  the  service,  as  it  is  only  by  means  of 
these  complaints  that  it  is  possible  to  correct  abuses  or  locate  a  careless 
or  dishonest  employee.  For  these  reasons  it  is  essential  that  every 
irregularity  in  the  mails  should  be  immediately  reported,  for  without 
the  advantage  which  the  knowledge  of  these  complaints  aftbrds  it  would 
be  impossible  to  correct  abuses  and  thereby  more  nearly  obtain  a  per- 
fect postal  system. 

All  patrons  of  the  postal  service  should,  therefore,  report  to  the 
nearest  x>ostmaster,  post-ofiice  inspector,  or  to  this  Bureau  all  cases  of 
depredations,  losses,  or  other  irregularities  in  the  mails  which  may 
come  within  their  observation.  It  is  also  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  postmasters  re^rt  promptly  all  complaints  of  losses  or  tampering, 
as  required  in  section  668,  page  281,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations  of 
1893  (as  amended  by  Order  No.  376  of  the  Postmaster-General). 

A  casual  examination  of  Exhibit  D  shows  that  there  have  been 
59,546  complaints  received  at  this  office  during  the  last  year  afibcting 
ordinary  mail;  of  this  number, 31,849  refer  to  letters  and  27,697  refer 
to  packages.  This  total  shows  an  increase  in  number  of  2,669,  or  a  little 
over  4.5  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  number  of  complaints  of  this 
class  received  during  the  fiscal  year  1894.  Of  the  total  of  complaints 
received,  46,481  have  been  investigated,  and  of  this  number  it  was  shown 
that  no  loss  occurred  in  7,584  cases,  or  a  proportion  of  1  in  6  of  the  total 
number  of  complaints  investigated. 
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BURGLARIES,  BURNINGS,  WRECKS,  ETC. 

Incladed  within  Exhibit  D  is  a  special  class  of  depredation  cases 
which  refer  to  the  robberies  of  post-offices,  burning  of  the  same,  wrecks 
of  postal  cars,  highway  robbery  of  mail  messengers,  mail  stages,  and 
railway  postal  cars,  etc.,  that  have  already  been  described  in  this 
report  as  D  cases.  The  investigation  of  these  cases  constitutes  an 
independent  and  important  subdivision  of  the  duties  of  inspectors.  It 
will  be  observed  from  the  following  table  that  the  depredations  and 
casualties  treated  of  in  this  class  of  cases  are  gradually  on  the  increase, 
although  this  increase  was  not  as  uniform  during  1895  as  in  the  preced- 
ing year:

It  is  gratifying  to  note  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  post-office  burgla- 
ries reported,  which  matter  is  more  fully  discussed  under  another  h^ul, 
and  it  would  seem  that  the  encroachments  of  civilization  upon  the 
frontier  would  tend  to  lessen  the  opportunities  for  highway  robbery  of 
the  mails;  therefore  the  increase  in  this  latter  class  of  depredations 
may  be  somewhat  surprising.  It  will  be  remembered,  however,  that 
train  robbers  have  grown  more  bold,  and  while  they  formerly  plied 
their  vocation  in  the  more  remote  and  isolated  sections  of  the  plains 
and  mountains,  they  do  not  now  hesitate  to  operate  in  the  oldest  States 
and  near  the  largest  cities,  one  of  the  most  daring  of  last  year's  train 
robberies  having  been  committed  within  a  few  miles  of  the  nation's 
capital. 

Again,  this  class  of  depredations  was  largely  augmented  by  the 
operations  of  several  organized  bands  of  desperate  outlaws,  conspicu- 
ous among  which  was  the  ^'  Bill  Cook  gang,"  who  terrorized  Oklahoma 
and  Indian  Territories,  and  boldly  held  up  postmasters  in  the  broad 
light  of  day  and  helped  themselves  from  the  money  drawers.  So  bold 
did  some  of  these  outlaws  become  that,  in  addition  to  the  standing 
rewards  offered  by  the  Post-Office  Department  and  express  companies, 
the  Department  of  Justice  offered  special  rewards  for  the  bodies  of  the 
most  daring  members.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  Bill 
Cook  was  captured  and  sent  to  the  i)enitentiary  for  forty-live  years, 
every  active  member  of  his  party  was  either  killed  or  captured,  and 
official  reports  from  inspectors  operating  in  that  section  declare  that 
there  is  less  lawlessness  in  the  Indian  Territory  today  than  at  any 
period  for  many  years.  Similar  good  results  have  been  accomijlished 
elsewhere,  and  we  may  confidently  hope  that  the  criminal  records  for 
the  current  year  will  show  a  pronounced  decrease  in  stage  and  train 
robberies. 

In  the  total  number  of  D  cases  investigated  last  year  it  was  found 
that  in  350  cases  no  actual  loss  had  been  sustained;  in  270  cases  the 
losses  were  chargeable  to  the  carelessness  or  depredations  of  postal 
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employees;  526  losses  were  the  result  of  accident;  in  309  cases  the 
losses  were  found  to  be  chargeable  to  persons  not  in  the  postal  service, 
and  in  1,437  cases  no  discovery  was  effected. 

.  inSCELLANEOUS  CASES. 

As  indicated  by  the  title,  the  subjects  of  cases  pertaining  to  this  class 
are  of  a  varied  nature,  embracing  any  and  all  matters  requiring  inves- 
tigation at  the  hand  of  inspectors  not  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
other  four  classifications.  A  reference  to  Exhibit  £  will  show  the  num- 
ber and  character  of  this  class  of  cases  referred  to  in8X)ectors  for  inves- 
tigation during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1895,  as  well  as  the 
sources  from  which  emanated  the  requests  for  such  investigations. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  these  references  aggregated  11,234, 
of  which  1,537  originated  in  the  office  of  the  First  Assistant  Postmaster- 
General,  210  in  the  office  of  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster-General, 
645  in  the  office  of  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster-General,  504  in  the 
office  of  the  Fourth  Assistant  Postmaster-General  (Appointment  Divi- 
sion), 2,118  in  the  Division  of  Bonds  and  Commissions,  4,988  in  the 
Division  of  Post-Office  Inspectors  and  Mail  Depredations,  233  in 
the  office  of  the  Assistant  Attorney-General  for  the  Post-Office  De- 
partment, and  999  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  for  the  Post-Office 
Department. 

The  following  is  a  statement  in  detail  showing  the  number  of  cases 
relating  to  violations  of  various  sections  of  the  Postal  Laws  and  Eegu- 
lationsof  1893:

By  reference  to  Exhibit  F,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the  11,234  cases 
referred  to  inspectors  for  investigation  during  the  last  fiscal  year  8,812 
were  reported  on  and  finally  closed,  leaving  a  balance  of  2,422  cases 
referred  during  that  period  which  were  not  closed.  It  would  seem 
pertinent  to  state  that  of  the  number  of  cases  remaining  on  hand 
2,112  were  referred  for  investigation  during  the  last  sixty  days  of  the 
year,  and  under  ordinary  circumstances  the  time  was  hardly  sufficient 
to  enable  the  inspectors  to  give  them  proper  attention  and  return  the 
same  to  the  Department  for  closing. 
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From  the  recapitulation  as  set  forth  in  Exhibit  G,  it  will  be  seen  that 
to  the  11,234  cases  referred  to  inspectors  during  the  fiscal  year  under 
consideration  there  should  be  added  3,960  cases  brought  forward  firom 
the  previous  year,  making  a  total  of  15,194  to  be  accounted  for.  Of 
this  total,  8,812  cases  pertaining  to  the  last  fiscal  year  and  3,267  cases 
pertaining  to  previous  fiscal  years,  or  a  total  of  12,079  cases,  were 
closed,  leaving  3,115  cases  on  hand  July  1, 1895. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  were  39  cases  of  complaints  against 
postmasters  and  the  management  of  post-offices  which  were  treated 
directly  from  this  office  by  correspondence. 

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  importance  of  cases  relating  to 
the  collection  of  balances  due  on  money  order  and  general  postal 
accounts.  In  connection  with  this  class  of  cases,  inspectors  collected 
during  the  last  fiscal  year  $43,179.62  postal  fnndB,  and  $132,354.15 
money-order  funds.  To  this  should  be  added  the  sum  of  $16,138.21, 
miscellaneous  collections,  making  a  total  of  $191,671.98  collected  by 
the  insx>ectors  during  the  year,  which  is  nearly  64  percent  of  the  entire 
amount  ($300,000)  appropriated  for  mail  depredations  and  post-office 
inspectors. 

A  comparison  of  the  miscellaneous  work  of  the  last  fiscal  year  with 
that  of  the  year  preceding  shows  that,  notwithstanding  the  constant 
and  rapid  increase  of  the  postal  service,  thereby  extending  the  field 
for  irregularities,  there  was  an  increase  of  only  three  cases  of  this  class 
over  the  previous  year;  and  while  there  were  3,960  cases  of  this  class 
carried  forward  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1894,  there  were  but  3,115 
cases  brought  forward  July  1, 1895,  or  845  cases  less  than  the  preceding 
year. 

FOREIGN  CASES. 

Complaints  and  inquiries  addressed  to  this  office  relating  to  the  inter- 
national mails  are  treated  under  the  head  of  foreign  or  F  cases.  For 
convenience  in  investigating  these  cases,  they  are  separated  into  three 
divisions,  pertaining  to  registered,  ordinary,  and  miscellaneous  mat- 
ters, respectively. 

The  superiority  of  the  registry  system  of  the  United  States  over  that 
of  most  foreign  countries  is  continually  demonstrated  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  these  inquiries,  especially  as  regards  the  facility  with  which  a 
registered  article  can  bo  traced  back  to  the  office  of  origin  and  the  date 
of  mailing  and  name  of  sender  ascertained  from  the  records. 

A  statement  can  then  readily  be  obtained  from  the  sender,  clearly 
describing  the  character  and  value  of  the  alleged  contents  of  the  reg- 
ister under  consideration.  This  information  is  absolutely  necessary  as 
a  preliminary  in  the  effort  to  effect  recovery.  In  cases  originating  in 
foreign  countries  it  is  almost  impossible  to  obtain  this  information,  for 
the  reason  that  very  few  of  the  foreign  departments  preserve  a  record 
of  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender  at  the  office  of  mailing.  It  will 
be  readily  understood,  therefore,  that  much  time  and  labor  is  often 
required  in  determining  the  nature  and  value  of  the  inclosnres  of  lost 
registers  coming  into  this  country,  and  the  prosecution  of  the  investi- 
gation at  home  is  correspondingly  delayed. 

The  largest  portion  of  the  foreign  mail  matter  which  forms  the  sub- 
ject of  inquiry  and  investigation  in  this  office  passes  through  the  New 
York  post-office,  and  it  is  necessary,  therefore,  that  much  of  the  infor- 
mation upon  which  theinqniries  are  based  be  obtained  from  the  records 
of  that  office,  and  as  a  result  a  large  correspondence  is  at  all  times 
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carried  on  with  the  postmaster  at  New  York.  To  facilitate  this  cor- 
respondence a  corps  of  employees,  designated  as  searchers,  who  are 
specially  qualified  by  long  experience  with  the  international  mails,  have 
been  assigned  to  that  duty. 

A  number  of  serious  losses  in  the  registered  mail  passing  through 
the  New  York  office  have  occurred  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  and  the 
inspector  in  charge  at  that  city  has  made  a  special  efibrt  to  locate  the 
responsibility  for  these  losses.  A  careful  reorganization  of  the  force 
at  the  New  York  office,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  best  possible 
results  to  the  service,  is  a  matter  which  has  been  given  special  attention 
by  the  inspector  in  charge  at  New  York  in  conjunction  with  the  post- 
master at  tiiat  city,  and,  in  order  to  guard  against  errors,  the  rule 
established  at  that  office  some  years  ago,  requiring  a  witness  to  the 
sesJing  and  dispatch  of  all  registered  mail,  has  been  rigidly  enforced. 

The  records  of  the  New  York  office  are  not  only  important  in  tracing 
registered  matter,  but  they  sometimes  supply  information  relative  to 
ordinary  packets  held  for  special  causes  which  frequently  enables  this 
Department  to  trace  such  articles  to  the  Dead-Letter  Office,  and  thus 
finally  recover  and  restore  the  same  to  the  owners. 

A  large  number  of  cases  are  treated  by  this  office  in  which  the  mail 
matter  sought  to  be  traced  was  sent,  or  was  intended  to  be  sent,  under 
the  paicels-post  regulations.  This  class  of  mail  matter  circulates 
between  the  United  States  and  a  limited  number  of  foreign  countries, 
and  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  branch  of  the  postal  system  com- 
paratively new  to  our  postmasters,  many  errors  are  made  in  the  prepa- 
ration for  mailing  and  prepayment  of  i)ostage  on  these  packets,  and 
this  may,  in  some  degree,  account  for  the  losses  reported. 

Investigation,  however,  shows  that  these  packets  are  liable  to  deten- 
tion at  tiie  office  of  destination  for  customs  charges,  and  that  although 
they  may  be  finally  and  properly  delivered,  the  delay  in  their  receipt 
gave  rise  to  complaint.  It  is  also  demonstrated  by  inquiries  in  these 
cases  that  postal  employees,  especially  railway  postal  clerks,  do  not  in 
all  instances  distribute  these  parcels  to  the  United  States  exchange 
offices,  where  the  regulations  require  they  shall  be  received  and 
recorded  before  being  dispatched  to  a  foreign  country,  but  that  in  some 
cases  (especially  those  addressed  to  Mexico)  the  packets  are  allowed  to 
go  across  the  line  in  direct  mails  and  are  not  recorded  in  exchange 
offices.  An  increased  famUiarity  with  the  parcels  post  system  and  the 
regulations  on  the  part  of  our  postmasters  and  other  postal  employees 
will  undoubtedly  serve  to  prevent  losses  of  these  packets  and  to  facili- 
tate the  tracing  of  them  when  losses  occur. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  treated  in  this  office  relate  to  mail 
matter  passing  through  the  territory  of  the  United  States  from  one 
foreign  country  to  another,  and  the  scope  of  inquiry  and  correspondence 
entailed  in  the  investigation  of  these  cases  is  much  greater,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  two  foreign  administrations  have  to  be  addressed;  and 
because  of  the  disturbed  condition  in  several  sections  of  South  and 
Central  America  this  correspondence  has  been  greatly  retarded. 

Although  stringent  orders  have  been  issued  to  all  employees  of  the 
postal  service  to  carefully  regard  the  provisions  of  section  1449,  Postal 
Laws  and  Begulations,  1893,  patrons  of  the  international  mails  are 
still  making  frequent  complaints,  alleging  the  removal  of  stamps  from 
covers  of  letters  addressed  to  them. 

The  translations  relating  to  foreign  mails  made  in  this  office  during 
the  last  year  aggregated  2,316,  and  5,073  translations  were  furnished 
from  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Foreign  Mails,  making  ^e 
total  translations  for  the  year  approximately  7,389. 
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The  summary  of  the  several  classes  of  F  cases  appended  hereto  shows 
that  there  were  2,774  cases  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  and  14,844  new  cases  received  daring  the  year.  These  comprised 
9,345  cases  relating  to  registered  matter,  5,294  cases  pertaining  to  ordi- 
nary matter,  and  205  cases  of  a  miscellaneous  nature.  Seven  thousand 
six  hundred  and  four  cases  were  reported  from  foreign  sources  and 
7,240  cases  were  of  domestic  origin. 

The  total  cases  closed  in  this  class  during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended 
amounted  to  13,957  j  of  these  12,249  were  complaints  reported  in  1896, 
and  1,708  were  submitted  in  previous  years.  Registered  cases  com- 
prise by  far  the  largest  part  of  complaints  made  concerning  foreign 
matter,  and  out  of  a  total  of  9,345  cases  received  during  the  year  8,831 
were  closed;  of  these  8,605  were  found  to  have  sustained  no  loss;  in  28 
cases  collections  were  made ;  in  11  cases  the  loss  was  found  to  be  charge- 
able to  burglaries;  in  2  cases  losses  were  sustained  by  burning  or 
wreckage;  while  there  were  105  cases  of  this  class  closed  during  the 
year  wherein  the  loss  or  depredation  could  not  be  located.  In  these 
the  responsibility  may  be  fairly  presumed  to  rest  equally  between  the 
United  States  and  the  foreign  countries  interested.  This  number  is 
much  less  than  that  shown  by  my  last  annual  report,  but  this  decrease 
would  probably  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of 
these  cases  are  still  awaiting  the  result  of  investigations  undertaken 
abroad. 

A  total  of  4,982  F  cases,  relating  to  ordinary  matter,  was  disposed  of 
during  the  year;  in  1,857  of  these  investigation  showed  that  no  loss 
had  occurred,  while  in  the  remainder,  3,125,  the  losses  could  not  be 
located  or  recovery  eflfected.  In  addition  there  were  144  cases  of  a 
miscellaneous  character  closed;  20  related  to  international  money 
orders,  44  affecte^l  lotteries,  while  in  74  cases  the  subjects  were  of  a 
nature  too  varied  to  admit  of  extended  mention.

ABRESTS  FOB  OFFENSES  AGAINST  THE  POSTAL  LAWS. 

• 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made,  as  shown  by  Exhibit  H,  was 
2,240,  and  of  this  number  175  wero  postmasters;  40  were  assistant 
postmasters;  50  were  clerks  in  post-offices;  12  were  railway  post-office 
clerks;  37  were  letter  carriers,  52  were  mail  carriers,  and  28  others 
were  employed  in  minor  positions  in  the  postal  service.  The  total  of 
post-office  burglars  an^ested  was  453,  while  the  remainder  of  1,413 
were  persons  not  connected  with  the  postal  service,  who  were  arrested 
for  various  offenses  against  the  postal  laws.  Of  this  number,  1,119 
cases  were  disposed  of  in  the  United  States  courts  and  40  in  the 
State  courts.  These  are  the  results  of  the  operations  of  the  inspectors 
in  what  may  be  designated  as  strictly  depredation  cases,  involving  the 
apprehension  of  all  classes  of  offenders  against  the  postal  laws. 

In  the  disposition  of  cases  before  the  United  States  courts  161  were 
discharged  on  preliminary  examination,  and  81  were  tried  and  acquitted. 
In  79  cases  the  proceedings  were  dismissed,  16  prisoners  escaped  from 
custody  pending  trial,  9  forfeited  their  bail,  11  died  awaiting  trial, 
192  were  discharged  by  the  United  States  grand  jury,  and  670  were 
convicted.  There  were  in  the  United  States  courts  on  July  1, 1896, 
1,042  cases  awaiting  trial.  In  the  State  courts  40  cases  were  disposed 
of^  resulting  in  39  convictions  and  1  acquittal,  leaving  39  cases  awaiting 
trial. 

For  the  better  understanding  of  the  extent  of  depredations  of  this 
class,  the  following  table  is  appended,  showing  the  number  of  burglaries 
and  burnings  reported,  and  the  number  of  burglars  arrested  during 
the  past  decade:

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It  is  gratifyiug  to  notice  that  the  total  number  of  post-offlce  borglaries 
reported  daring  the  last  fiscal  year  is  less  than  those  reported  the  pre- 
vious year  by  60,  or  a  decrease  of  2  per  cent,  whereas  those  reported  in 
1894  showed  an  increase  of  35  per  cent  over  1893;  and  this  suggests  ithe 
consideration  of  a  subject  of  much  interest  and  importance  in  connection 
with  this  class  of  depredations. 

REWARDS. 

The  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1804,  chronicled  a  marked  and  even 
alarming  increase  in  the  number  of  post-office  robberies,  and  this  con- 
dition of  affairs  led  me  to  recommend  in  my  last  report  that  the  amount 
of  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  special  puri>ose  of  rewards  for  the 
apprehension  and  conviction  of  offenders  against  the  postal  laws  be 
increased  from  $10,000  to  $25,000,  in  order  that  the  scope  of  the  stand- 
'  ing  rewards  offered  by  the  Postmaster-General  might  be  extended  so 
as  to  include  post-office  burglars.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  record  that 
this  recommendation,  which  met  with  the  cordial  approval  of  the  Post- 
master-General, was  accorded  favorable  consideration  in  Congress,  and 
the  special  appropriation  for  rewards  was  increased  to  $25,000. 

The  exigencies  of  the  situation,  however,  demanded  that  prompt  and 
special  measures  be  adopted  by  the  Department  in  an  effort  to  check 
the  rapid  growth  of  this  class  of  depredations,  and  with  this  end  in 
view  the  Postmaster-General  anticipated  the  increase  in  the  amount  of 
funds  available  for  rewards  by  extending  the  standing  offer  of  the 
Department  to  include  post-office  burglars  arrested  and  convicted  for 
ofienses  committed  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  These  rewards  were 
aiTanged  in  four  classes,  ranging  from  $100  to  $200,  according  to  the 
amounts  stolen  and  the  methods  employed  by  the  burglars. 

The  salutary  effect  of  this  action  of  the  Postmaster-General  is  made 
apparent  in  the  comparative  tabulated  statement  already  given  under 
the  head  of  arrests.  From  these  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  while 
there  was  an  increase  of  36  per  cent  in  the  number  of  post-office  bur- 
glaries in  1894,  last  year  shows  a  decrease  of  2  per  cent  in  this  class  of 
depredations,  while  at  the  same  time  the  total  number  of  post-office 
burglars  arrested  for  1895  was  453,  which  number  exceeds  the  total 
number  of  arrests  of  this  character  made  during  the  preceding  year 
by  102,  or  an  increase  of  29  per  cent. 

These  results  can  justly  be  credited  to  the  increased  vigilance  Of 
post-office  inspectors,  aided  by  the  more  general  and  hearty  cooperation 
of  local  officers,  who  have  been  stimulated  to  greater  activity  by  the 
rewards  offered  for  post-office  burglars.  In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts 
I  would  eamesUy  recommend  that  the  standing  rewards  for  the  arrest 
of  this  class  of  criminals  not  only  be  renewed,  but  that  the  scope  of  the 
offer  be  made  as  comprehensive  and  liberal  as  possible. 

The  offer  of  standing  rewards  for  the  apprehension  of  post-office 
burglars  has  practically  established  a  new  class  of  cases  relating  to 
claims  for  rewards,  which  are  designated  as  reward  cases.  The  treat- 
ment of  these  cases  requires  the  most  careful  consideration  and  no 
small  amount  of  corresx)ondence  in  their  preparation  for  a4justment. 
Each  claim  for  reward  must  be  supported  by  an  abstract  of  the  United 
States  court  records  showing  tlie  indictment,  conviction,  and  sentence 
of  the  robber,  as  well  as  a  statement  from  the  United  States  attorney 
who  prosecuted  the  case,  setting  forth  his  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  claim,  and  to  these  papers  should  be  added  the  affidavit  of  the 
claimant,  and,  if  possible,  the  affidavits  of  one  or  two  disinterested 
parties,  together  with  any  other  documentary  evidence  bearing  on  the 
case. 
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There  were  67  cases  of  claims  for  rewards  of  this  class  received  dvx- 
ing  the  last  fiscal  year.  Of  this  number  22  have  been  disposed  of  and 
45  cases  were  on  hand  pending  adjustment  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
As  already  stated,  the  order  extending  the  scope  of  the  standing 
rewards  of  the  Department  to  include  post-oflBce  burglars  is  a  recent 
measure,  and  the  above  statistics  are  but  a  beginning  in  this  line,  sug- 
gesting the  results  to  be  expected  during  the  current  year  under  a  more 
liberal  and  comprehensive  offer. 

The  total  amount  of  funds  disbursed  during  the  last  year  on  account 
of  rewards  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  mail  robbers  was  $8,950. 
This  total  includes  rewards  paid  for  mail-train,  stage,  and  post-office 
robbers,  and  relates  to  claims  received  during  last  year  or  brought 
forward  from  previous  years.  Seven  special  offers  of  reward  were 
issued  last  year,  aggregating  $1,450. 

MONEYS  RECEIVED  AND  RETURNED  TO  OWNERS. 

A  large  amount  of  money  is  turned  into  the  Department  annually  by 
post-office  inspectors,  a  portion  of  which  is  recovered  from  mail  thieves, 
or  voluntarily  returned  by  them  or  their  friends,  and  the  remainder  is 
found  loose  in  the  mails  or  collected  as  a  disciplinary  measure  from  the 
employees  of  the  service  through  whose  neglect  or  carelessness  losses 
have  occurred.  This  money  is  disbursed  to  the  owners  through  this 
office  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  and  the  amounts  received  and 
disbursed  during  the  last  fiscal  year  are  set  forth  in  the  following  tab- 
ulated statement:

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SPECIAL  GASES. 

The  tact,  skill,  and  courage  necessary  to  saccessfiilly  prosecute  the 
duties  of  an  inspector  with  regard  to  offenders  against  the  postal 
laws  are  aptly  illustrated  by  the  following  brief  references  to  some  of 
the  special  cases  which  have  engaged  the  attention  of  this  force  during 
the  past  year: 

While  the  entire  country  has,  for  many  years,  been  flooded  with  let- 
ters and  circulars  relating  to  "green  goods,"  the  actual  operators  of 
these  swindles  have  heretofore  been  uniformly  located  in  the  East. 
During  the  last  year,  however,  these  sharpers  seem  to  have  determined 
upon  an  innovation  by  establishing  headquarters  in  the  West,  and 
three  of  these  gangs,  one  located  at  Oakland,  Cal.,  one  at  Hillsdale, 
Mich.,  and  one  at  Chicago,  111.,  have  been  broken  up  through  the  efforts 
of  post-office  inspectors.  The  history  of  these  cases  shows  brilliant 
depredation  work,  and  the  results  secured  will  no  doubt  prove  a  mate- 
rial check  upon  this  nefarious  business. 

One  of  the  most  enterprising  of  these  gangs  migrated  to  the  far  West 
and,  with  headquarters  at  Sacramento  and  Oakland,  Gal.,  began  the 
operation  of  the  old  swindle  with  some  additional  features  which  were 
entirely  new.  Their  letters  and  circulars  were  carefully  prepared, 
sealed,  addressed,  and  stamped,  but  instead  of  being  deposited  in  the 
mails  the  operators  themselves  canceled  the  stamp  with  a  bogus  post- 
mark, after  which  the  envelope  was  cut  or  torn  open.  This  gave  the 
letter  so  prepared  the  appearance  of  having  been  regularly  maUed,  and 
received  and  opened  by  the  addressee.  These  letters  were  then  taken 
by  the  operators  and  dropped  about  in  cities  and  small  towns  where 
they  would  be  likely  to  be  picked  up  by  prospective  victims. 

The  party  finding  one  of  these  letters  would  uatarally  infer  that  the 
same  had  been  received,  opened,  and  lost  by  the  addressee,  and  it  was 
intended  that  the  finder  should  then  avail  himself  of  this  rare  oppor- 
tunity for  obtaining  something  for  nothing,  as  suggested  by  the  contents 
of  the  letter.  This  was  certainly  a  novel  idea,  and  furthermore  did  not 
render  the  operators  amenable  for  violations  of  the  postal  laws.  The 
subsequent  correspondence  with  their  victims  was,  however,  carried 
on  through  the  mails.  This  scheme  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  post-office  inspectors  operating  on  the  Pacific  Coast  early  in  March 
last,  and  they  at  once  undertook  to  run  down  these  enterprising  green- 
goods  pioneers. 

Their  plans  were  skillfully  laid  and  courageously  and  successfully 
executed.  Correspondence  between  the  inspectors  and  the  swindlers 
was  photographed,  to  be  held  in  evidence,  in  order  that  the  original 
documents  might  be  returned  as  requested  and  so  avert  suspicion. 
A  deal  was  arranged  for  in  Oakland  on  April  27,  and  during  ite  con- 
summation' two  of  the  swindlers  were  arrested.  The  names  of  these 
persons  were  Prank  White  and  John  Wise.  Barney  McGuire,  an  old- 
time  "green  goods"  man  of  New  York  City,  was  operating  with  the 
Oakland  gang,  and  indictments  were  secured  against  White,  Wise, 
and  McGuire.  In  the  latter  part  of  June  White  and  Wise  were 
arraigned,  pleaded  guilty,  and  were  each  sentenced  to  a  fine  of  $250 
and  eight  months'  imprisonment  in  the  San  Francisco  County  jail.  The 
case  against  Barney  McGuire  is  still  pending. 
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While  the  above-mentioned  members  of  the  '^  green  goods"  frater- 
nity were  under  investigation  in  California,  two  other  gangs  began 
operations  on  the  great  Western  prairies.  One  of  the  boldest  of  these, 
composed  of  old  offenders  with  time  records,  established  themselves  at 
Hillsdale,  Mich.,  and  at  once  began  the  dismbution  of  their  literature 
throughout  that  portion  of  the  country.  The  task  of  apprehending  and 
bringing  them  to  justice  was  undertaken  by  the  inspectors  located  in 
that  section.  From  the  outset  our  officers  realized  that  they  had  to  deal 
with  desperate  men.  After  weeks  of  tireless  effort  they  succeeded  in 
obtaining  a  large  amount  of  evidence,  and  on  May  7, 1895,  at  Hillsdale, 
Mich.,  they  arrested  John  O.Treadwell,  William  Derry,  and  five  others, 
two  of  whom  had  already  served  terms  in  prison. 

Tread  well,  their  leader,  had  boasted  that  he  never  again  would  be 
taken  alive,  but  so  skillfully  did  our  officers  arrange  and  execute  their 
plans  that  when  the  supreme  moment  arrived  Treadwell  found  himself 
at  the  mercy  of  the  insx>ectors'  revolvers,  and  he  at  once  abandoned 
his  determination  to  die  rather  than  surrender.  ^These  persons  were 
put  on  trial  in  the  latter  part  of  June,  and  a  verdict  of  guilty  obtained 
as  against  Treadwell  and  Derry.  The  former  was  sentenced  to  three 
years'  imprisonment  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $1,000;  the  latter  to  two  years 
and  six  months'  imprisonment  and  to  pay  a  fine  of  $1,000.  The  cases 
against  the  other  defendants  were  set  for  trial  during  the  present 
month. 

Another  clever  and  important  capture  of  "green  goods"  swindlers 
was  effected  in  Chicago  on  June  22  by  the  inspectors  attached  to  that 
division.  In  consummating  a  deal  with  them  one  of  our  inspectors 
personated  a  farmer  from  Iowa,  and  when  one  of  the  sharpers  demanded 
to  know  what  kind  of  farming  he  was  engaged  in,  he  meekly  replied, 
"  mostly  hogs."  This  reply  seemed  to  allay  all  suspicion,  and  when  the 
farmer  displayed  a  wallet  well  filled  with  twenty-dollar  bills,  which  he 
modestly  declared  was  "all  genuine  stuff,"  the  sharpers  called  him 
"  uncle,"  and  consented  to  humor  him  in  one  or  two  matters  in  which 
the  Iowa  granger  with  a  speculative  turn  of  mind  had  manifested  some 
stubbornness. 

As  soon  as  the  samples  of  the  "goods"  were  produced  our  meek 
uncle  backed  toward  the  door,  and,  quickly  drawing  his  revolver, 
warned  the  sharpers  not  to  resist  arrest,  as  he  was  a  Government 
officer.  Assistance  was  near  at  hand,  and  instead  of  delivering  up 
their  good  money  for  strips  of  old  newspapers  or  bundles  of  sawdust, 
our  inspectors  marched  the  would-be  swindlers  to  prison.  An  inter- 
esting feature  of  this  capture  was  that  upon  searching  the  prisoners 
about  $2,000  in  good  money  was  found  upon  them.  This  money  was 
entirely  in  new,  crisp  bills,  and  had  undoubtedly  played  a  conspicuous 
part  in  the  deception  of  each  of  their  victims. 


The  large  majority  of  "green  goods"  swindlers  are  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  New  York  City,  and  the  general  plan  adopted  there  has 
been  to  notify  the  telegraph  and  express  companies  used  by  these 
shari)ers  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  men  engaged  in  this  busi- 
ness, at  the  same  time  requesting  such  companies  to  withhold  tele- 
grams and  packages  addressed  to  these  parties.  In  this  way  we  have 
been  able  to  head  off  a  large  percentage  of  the  "green  goods"  busin^a 
solicited  ftx)m  New  Tork  City. 
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Stage  robbery  in  Idaho  received  a  serious  setback  in  the  sequel  to 
the  bold  hold-up  of  the  stage  on  July  7, 1894,  at  Walters,  in  that  State. 
Three  robbers  forced  the  driver  to  deliver  to  them  the  mail  pouches  for 
Silver  City  and  De  Lamar,  which  they  cut  open  and  rifled.  The  rob- 
bers doubtless  expected  to  find  in  the  De  Lamar  pouch  money  intended 
tor  use  on  pay  day  at  the  De  Lamar  mines,  but  owing  to  delay  in  trains 
at  Boise  City  the  money  was  not  received  in  time  to  go  forward  by  that 
mail,  and  therefore  they  secured  practically  nothing. 

Three  men  were  arrested  on  suspicion  on  the  day  following  the  rob- 
bery, and  the  evidence  secured  by  one  of  our  inspectors  was  so  strong 
that  at  the  trial  all  three  of  the  prisoners  pleaded  guilty,  and  on 
December  11  last  were  sentenced  to  ten  years  each  in  the  penitentiary 
at  Detroit.  The  names  of  the  robbers  were  James  Sheltou,  Martin  G. 
Smith,  and  B.  J.  Watkins. 


Beference  was  made  in  my  last  annual  report  to  the  occasional 
instances  in  which  trusted  employees,  with  years  of  faithful  and  hon- 
orable service  to  their  credit,  were,  without  warning,  transformed  into 
thieves.  This  peculiarity  has  been  strikingly  illustrated  in  several 
instances  during  the  past  year,  the  most  conspicuous  perhaps  being 
thatof  Maj.  John  McDoiiough,  assistant  superintendent  of  mails  at  the 
Boston  post-office,  who  was  arrested  on  Februaiy  2, 1895,  on  the  charge 
of  larceny  from  the  mails.  He  entered  the  Boston  office  as  a. clerk  in 
1864,  and  was  made  superintendent  of  carriers  in  1883.  When  the 
classification  bill  went  into  effect,  in  July,  1889,  he  was  made  assistant 
superintendent  of  mails.  There  are  upward  of  200  carriers  employed 
at  the  Boston  post-office  who  were  under  his  immediate  direction,  and  in 
his  general  supervision  of  the  carrier  force  he  had  access  to  all  the  car- 
riers' cases,  and  consequently  to  all  mail  arriving  for  delivery  at  the 
Boston  office.  During  the  past  ten  years  he  has  assisted  post-office 
inspectors  in  the  prosecution  of  depredation  work  at  that  office  and  aided 
in  thecapture  and  conviction  of  a  number  of  dishonest  clerks  and  carriers. 
He  was  one  man  who  was  always  implicitly  relied  upon  in  the  work 
of  ferreting  out  losses  and  irregularities,  and  was  among  the  first  to  be 
called  upon  to  assist  in  the  particular  investigation  which  finally  led  to 
his  own  arrest.  He  had  a  most  excellent  war  record,  had  always  main- 
tained a  high  standing  in  his  native  State  as  an  honest,  frank,  and  fear- 
less man,  and  commanded  the  confidence  of  his  superiors  and  the  esteem 
and  respect  of  the  men  under  his  charge.  It  is  not  easy  to  understand 
how  a  man  of  his  standing  and  experience  could  thus  plunge  himself 
and  his  family  into  disgrace  through  petty  peculations,  which  were  all 
the  more  dishonorable  from  the  fact  that  the  letters  stolen  by  the  super- 
intendent had  been  distributed  to  the  carriers  for  delivery,  and  the  loss 
of  these  letters  would  naturally  place  under  suspicion  the  carrier  for 
whose  route  they  were  intended,  and  it  was  by  such  means  that  the 
superintendent  hoped  to  divert  suspicion  from  himself  and  thus  pre- 
vent the  discovery  of  his  crimes.  He  was  indicted,  arraigned  and 
pleaded  guilty,  and  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  five  years  in  the 
penitentiary  at  Oharlestown,  Mass. 


A  case  very  similar  in  nature  to  the  foregoing  was  that  of  the  arrest 
of  W^ter  W.  Bobinson,  carrier  No.  1,  at  the  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  post-office. 
For  more  than  a  decade  there  had  been  a  series  of  most  annoying  and 
I>erplexing  losses  at  the  Yonkers  post-office  which  had  taxed  the  inge- 
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unity  of  the  post-office  inspectors.  These  lossess  were  principally  of 
smaU  amounts  of  money  contained  in  both  outgoing  and  incoming  let- 
ters. The  depredations  continued  through  the  administrations  of 
several  postmasters,  and  such  was  the  high  standing  of  the  carrier  for 
honesty  and  integrity  that  in  attempting  to  locate  the  thief  the  inspect- 
ors had  invariably  called  him  to  their  assistance.  Finally  suspicion 
was  directed  toward  him,  and  when  arrested  on  the  morning  of  March 
19,  1895,  the  most  convincing  evidence  was  found  upon  his  x>erson. 
When  arraigned  in  court  he  pleaded  guilty,  and  on  May  23  was  sen- 
tenced to  two  and  one-half  years'  imprisonment  in  the  Kings  County 
Penitentiary. 

Another  instance  of  this  character  was  developed  in  the  arrest,  on 
March  19,  1895,  of  a  letter  carrier  at  the  Washington  (D.  0.)  post- 
office,  charged  with  stealing  from  the  mails.  He  had  been  an  employee 
of  the  Washington  x>ost-office  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  and 
previous  to  his  arrest  had  maintained  an  excellent  reputation  for 
efficiency  and  integrity.  He  was  arrested  with  the  evidence  of  guQt 
upon  his  x>er8on,  and  xipon  trial  pleaded  guilty  to  the  crime  for  which 
he  was  indicted. 


Last  year  witnessed  the  downfall  of  one  of  the  oldest  employees  of 
the  Bailway  Mail  Service,  Benjamin  Tufts.  He  entered  the  service  soon 
after  the  close  of  the  war,  and  was  regarded  as  a  well-tried  and  thor- 
oughly trustworthy  employee.  A  series  of  losses  on  Tuft's  route  finally 
directed  suspicion  to  him,  and  on  August  1, 1894,  he  was  arrested  for 
embezzling  mail  by  the  post-office  inspectors  having  the  case  in  charge. 
His  trial  resulted  in  a  conviction,  and  in  December  last  he  was  sen- 
tenced to  three  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  at  Joliet,  111. 


The  arrest  and  conviction  of  Elias  Watson,  a  distributor  in  the 
Chicago  post-office,  was  a  great  surprise  to  all  his  acquaintances. 
Watson,  who  is  a  colored  man,  had  by  his  own  acts  of  integrity  won 
the  confidence  of  his  fellow-citizens.  For  some  years  he  was  a  x>orter 
in  the  Palmer  House  bathrooms  in  Chicago,  and  while  acting  in  that 
capacity  he  one  day  found  a  pocketbook  containing  over  (90^0^  belong- 
ing to  a  wealthy  Colorado  Senator  who  was  about  to  invest  its  contents 
in  real  estate.  Watson  immediately  reported  his  find  and  the  money 
was  returned  to  the  owner.  On  another  occasion  he  found  a  gold  watch, 
which  was  likewise  returned  to  the  owner.  Several  such  acts  on  his 
part  had  thoroughly  established  his  reputation  as  a  reliable  and  per- 
fectly honest  man.  It  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  therefore,  that  great 
surprise  was  manifested  by  his  firiends  when  he  was  sent  to  the  peni- 
tentiary for  purloining  small  amounts  from  ordinary  letters. 

The  evidence  obtained  by  x)ost-office  inspectors  in  the  line  of  their 
official  duties  is  frequently  of  vast  importance  in  the  prosecution  of 
cases  in  State  courts.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
only  conviction  of  the  leaders  in  the  great  railroad  strike  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  last  summer  was  secured  in  the  courts  of  the  southern  district 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles.  Much  of  the  success  in  these  cases  was 
due  to  the  fact  that  post-office  inspectors,  while  guarding  the  mails, 
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obtained  most  positive  and  convincing  evidence  against  the  strikers. 
In  the  State  court  at  Los  Angeles  ^^Kid"  Thompson  and  Alva  Johnson 
were  convicted  of  wrecking  a  mail  train.  The  former  was  sentenced 
to  be  banged  and  the  latter  to  prison  for  life. 


Among  the  important  snccessful  depredation  cases  chronicled  last 
year  was  the  arrest  aud  conviction  of  Andrew  J.  Laird,  alias  Lewis  A. 
Jaek,  ex-assistant  postmaster  at  Lagrange,  Ga.,  who  was  arrested  in 
Los  Angeles,  Gal.,  on  September  25,  1894,  after  having  successfally 
evaded  the  post-office  officials  for  a  year  and  a  half.  Laird  was  held 
responsible  for  a  shortage  in  money-order  funds  which  occurred  in  the 
Lagrange  office,  where  his  daughter  was  postmaster;  but  special  inter- 
est attached  to  his  case  from  the  fact  that  he  was  the  originator  of  the 
schemeoperated  by  Le  Boy  Harris,  mention  of  which  was  made  in  my  last 
annual  report  Laird  belonged  to  an  old  and  respected  family  and  was 
held  in  high  esteem.  Almost  the  entire  business  management  of  the 
Lagrangeoffice  was  intrusted  to  him  by  his  daughter.  Irregularities  were 
suspected  at  the  Lagrange  office,  and  an  investigation  by  an  inspector 
disclosed  a  shortage  in  the  money-order  funds.  During  this  investiga- 
tion Laird  disappeared,  and  it  was  afterwards  discovered  that  he  had 
taken  with  him  a  number  of  money-order  blanks.  His  knowledge  of 
the  money-order  business  enabled  him  to  fill  out  and  cash  a  number  of 
these  blanks  for  the  maximum  amount.  These  orders  were  made  pay- 
able at  offices  on  a  line  north  from  Lagrange  to  the  Ganadian  bonier, 
it  being  the  evident  intention  of  Laird  to  give  the  impression  that  he 
had  gone  to  Canada.  He  was,  however,  finally  traced  to  Galifornia, 
where  he  was  apprehended.  On  trial  he  pleaded  guilty  and  was  sen- 
tenced to  three  years'  imprisonment  and  fined  an  amount  equal  to  the 
sum  embezzled. 


A  gigantic  swindle  was  disclosed  on  September  13,  1894,  throngh 
the  arrest  of  John  H.  Durland,  president  of  the  Provident  Bond  and 
Investment  Company,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  evidence  jiroduced  at 
the  trial  of  Durland  showed  that  this  swindle  had  been  organized  by 
him  in  New  York  City  in  1890,  and  conducted  under  various  titles  until 
the  date  of  his  arrest,  at  which  time  there  were  the  names  of  upward 
of  3,000  subscribers  on  the  books  of  the  company.  These  subscribers 
had  each  x)aid  an  initiation  fee  of  $10  and  dues  of  from  $4  to  $5  x)er 
month  on  each  $1,000  bond,  under  the  assurance  that  they  were  each 
to  have  an  equal  chance  in  bonds  maturing  monthly;  but  evidence 
proved  that  fraudulent  preference  was  given  certain  bond  owners  by 
Durland  and  other  officers  of  the  company.  On  December  3,  last, 
Durland  was  convicted  on  the  charge  of  using  the  mails  for  fraudulent 
purposes,  and  was  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  and  to  imprisonment 
for  ten  months  in  the  county  jail. 


Another  case,  a  little  out  of  the  ordinary  in  court  annals,  occurred 
luring  the  last  fiscal  year  which  resulted  in  the  arrest,  conviction,  and 
sentence  of  a  man  who  became  surety  for  an  oflfender  against  the  postal 
laws.  One  Harold  K.  Cavelle  was  arrested  in  Chicago  for  operating  a 
scheme  to  defraud,  and  was  held  by  the  commissioner  in  the  sum  of 
$2,000  bail.  A  bond  for  this  amount  was  executed  by  Joseph  A.  Neeley, 
and  Cavelle  immediately  left  for  parts  unknown.   An  investigation  devel- 
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oped  the  fact  that  the  bond  was  absolutely  worthless,  and  that  there 
was  no  such  property  in  existence  as  had  been  scheduled  by  Neeley  in 
the  bail  bond.  Neeley  was  at  once  arrested  for  conspiracy  against  the 
United  States  Government.  He  was  tried  at  the  March  term  of  court, 
and  after  a  bitter  contest  was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  serve  two 
years  at  hard  labor  in  the  x>enitentiary  at  Joliet,  111.  This  case  is 
important  for  the  reason  that  it  furnishes  a  precedent  which  will  not 
be  overlooked  by  inspectors  under  similar  circumstances. 


Another  fraudulent  scheme  suppressed  by  post-office  insx>ector8  last 
year  was  that  operated  in  Philadelphia  under  the  title  of  ^<  The  Wells 
Lumber  Company,"  conducted  by  Charles  W.  Bowe  and  Henry  W. 
Wells.  They  claimed  to  be  engaged  in  the  wholesale  lumber  busineas, 
and  by  means  of  false  pretenses  and  fictitious  references  succeeded  in 
inducing  country  dealers  to  send  them  lumber  in  carload  lots,  which 
they  disposed  of  at  prices  below  market  values,  which  they  could 
afford  to  do  for  the  reason  that  no  remittances  were  made  to  the  orig- 
inal shippers.  They  were  arrested  on  September  26, 1894,  and  placed 
under  bond  to  answer  at  an  adjourned  hearing  on  October  10,  at  which 
time,  however,  tbey  failed  to  appear.  They  were  traced  to  various  cities 
in  the  West  and  South  and  finally  located  at  Atlanta,  Ga.,  where  they 
were  apprehended  on  December  10, 1894.  They  were  brought  back  to 
Philadelphia  and  upon  trial  were  convicted,  and  on  February  27, 1895, 
were  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $100  each  and  to  imprisonment  for 
eighteen  months  and  one  year,  respectively,  in  the  Eastern  Penitentiary. 


In  connection  with  the  discussion  of  these  cases  it  may  not  be  inap- 
propriate to  refer  to  special  methods  sometimes  resorted  to  in  order  to 
obtain  necessary  and  competent  evidence.  In  one  instance  a  young 
attorney  sent  an  obscene  letter  through  the  mails  to  a  lady.  He  was 
suspected  by  her  husband  who  called  on  the  attorney  iu  relation  to  the 
matter.  Ho  was  invited  into  a  private  office,  and  the  attorney  having 
locked  the  door  and  displayed  a  revolver,  tauntingly  admitted  having 
written  the  letter,  well  knowing  that  he  could  not  be  convicted  on  this 
evidence  if  lie  chose  to  oflFset  the  same  by  his  own  flat  denial  in  court. 
Inasmuch  as  the  case  was  a  specially  aggravating  one,  a  novel  and 
rather  expensive  plan  was  devised  for  securing  the  necessary  evidence. 
A  miniature  telephone  was  constructed,  the  transmitter  of  which  was 
hid  away  in  the  top  of  the  silk  hat  to  be  worn  by  the  husband  at  an 
interview  to  be  specially  arranged  for  with  the  attorney.  It  may  be 
mentioned  that  the  attorney  was  not  averse  to  such  interviews,  but 
always  insisted  that  the  same  be  neld  in  his  private  office  behind  locked 
doors.  When  all  arrangements  had  been  perfected  the  husband  and  a 
post  office  inspector  repaired  to  the  office  of  the  attorney.  The  trans- 
mitter of  the  telephone  was  neatly  concealed  iu  the  top  of  the  husband's 
hat  and  a  delicate  battery  was  in  his  vest  pocket,  while  the  receiver 
was  in  the  custody  of  the  x>ost-office  inspector.  These  three  parts  were 
connected  by  an  almost  invisible  insulated  gold  wire,  and  thus  a  per- 
fect and  most  sensitive  telephone  was  produced.  When  the  husband 
and  the  attorney  retired  to  the  private  office  there  was  a  swift  but 
noiseless  unreeling  of  the  silk-bound  gold  wire,  and  when  the  interview 
began  behind  the  barred  doors  the  electrical  device  was  found  to  be 
in  perfect  order,  and  thus  by  means  of  this  delicate  and  almost  invisi- 
ble apparatus  the  inspector  was  enabled  to  overhear  the  a^itorney 
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♦ 
repeatedly  admit  his  guilt.    When  confronted  by  the  inspector  with  a 
statement  of  what  he  had  overheard  and  an  exhibition  of  the  means 
employed,  the  attorney  at  once  made  a  full  confession. 


The  inspectors  have  been  unusually  successful  during  the  last  year 
in  the  prosecution  of  persons  engaged  in  disseminating  obscene  litera- 
ture through  the  mails.  Official  reports  show  that  the  sentences  in 
these  cases  have  ranged  from  three  to  five  years'  imprisonment,  and  in 
one  Western  case  a  sentence  of  eight  years  was  imposed,  which  is  the 
longest  sentence  ever  secured  for  this  ofifense  in  that  section.  These 
results  indicate  that  the  courts  are  awakening  to  the  enormity  of  the 
crime  of  distributing  obscene  books  and  pictures  among  the  children 
and  youth  of  the  land. 

Counterfeiters  have  plied  their  vocation  for  ages  and  in  many  forms, 
but  never  until  the  last  year  have  they  directed  their  attention  to  the 
manufacture  of  spurious  postage  stamps.  A  bold  scheme  to  defraud 
the  Government  by  means  of  counterfeit  stamps  was  developed  through 
our  inspectors  last  spring.  This  scheme  was  operated  from  Chicago 
and  the  adjacent  Canadian  territory.  The  counterfeiters  having  pro- 
duced a  supply  of  bogus  stamps,  established  their  headquarters  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  under  the  title  of  "The  Canadian  Novelty  and 
Supply  Company."  Advertisements  were  then  inserted  in  various 
newspapers,  alleging  that  this  company  had  received  large  quantities 
of  stamps  in  payment  for  their  novelties,  which  they  desired  to  dispose 
of  at  a  great  discount,  in  order  to  convert  the  stamps  into  money.  The 
stamps  were  declared  to  be  in  good  condition  and  were  offered  at  the 
rate  of  $115  worth  for  $100.  Under  the  direction  of  an  inspector,  a 
party  in  Chicago  ordered  $100  worth  of  these  stamps,  which  upon 
examination  were  found  to  be  cleverly  executed  counterfeits.  Several 
packages  of  them,  then  in  a  Chicago  express  office,  were  seized,  and  the 
inspectors  at  once  undertook  the  work  of  discovering  the  criminals. 
Developments  proved  that  this  scheme  had  been  nipj;^  in  its  incipi- 
ency,  and  it  is  believed  that  less  than  100,000  of  these  counterfeit 
stamps  were  produced,  the  greater  portion  of  which  have  been  confis- 
cated. The  investigation  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  the  perforating 
machine  and  other  paraphernalia  used  by  the  counterfeiters  and  the 
arrest  of  Charles  O.  Jones,  Tinsa  McMillan,  alias  Mrs.  Mack,  and 
Warren  T.  Thompson.  Jones  and  Thompson  were  arrested  in  Chicago 
and  held  to  answer  to  the  grand  jury  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  bail  each. 
Tinsa  McMillan  was  arrested  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  where  she  made 
a  stubborn  fight  to  defeat  the  ends  of  justice,  but  was  finally  extra- 
dited and  taken  to  Bufi'alo,  N.  Y.,  where  she  was  also  placed  under 
bond  to  appear  before  the  next  term  of  the  grand  jury  at  that  point. 


The  work  of  skillful  post-office  robbers  has  manifested  itself  during 
the  past  year  in  several  bold  daylight  robberies  of  post-office  safes 
wherein  the  robbers  secured  several  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  postage 
stamps  in  each  instance.  The  details  followed  by  the  thieves  were  simi- 
lar in  each  of  these  robberies,  and  indicated  that  they  were  all  com- 
mitted by  members  of  the  same  gang,  who  undoubtedly  carefully 
observed  the  habits  and  methods  of  the  postmasters  and  employees 
at  each  office  before  undertaking  the  robbery.    This  uniformity  of  plan 
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led  the  inspectors  engaged  on  the  cases  to  believe  that  these  robberies 
were  committed  by  a  well-known  gang  of  crooks,  with  headquarters  in 
New  York  City,  and  a  concentrated  effort  was  made  to  apprehend  these 
men  who  were  known  to  be  unscrupolous  and  desperate  characters. 
Three  members  of  this  gang  were  finally  located  in  a  saloon  in  New 
York  City  on  May  31,  where  they  were  confronted  by  three  of  our  in- 
spectors who,  with  drawn  revolvers,  compelled  the  robbers  to  throw  up 
their  hands  and  submit  to  arrest.  The  names  of  these  men  were  Joseph 
Killoran,  alias  Joe  Howard;  Harry  Bussell,  alias  Harry  Murphy,  alias 
Harry  Yosburg;  and  Charles  Allen,  alias  Charles  Kobinson.  The 
apprehension  of  these  desperate  criminals  was  a  matter  of  the  greatest 
importance  to  this  Department,  and  I  deeply  regret  that  I  am  called 
upon  to  record  the  fact  that  they  have  since  been  allowed  to  escape 
from  custody.  When  arraigned  before  the  United  States  commissioner 
they  were  placed  under  $10,000  bail  each,  in  default  of  which  they  were 
confined  in  the  Ludlow  Street  Jail,  New  York  City.  Soon  after  con- 
finement in  that  jail  they  were  indiscreetly  allowed  to  shave  their  faces 
and  otherwise  change  their  personal  appearance  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  identification  by  witnesses  who  might  be  brought  to  testify 
against  them  at  their  trial.  On  the  morning  of  the  4th  of  July,  after 
having  been  confined  for  a  little  over  a  month  in  the  Ludlow  Street 
Jail,  they  covered  their  keepers  with  revolvers,  which  they  had  obtained 
in  some  mysterious  manner,  and  efiected  their  escape  without  firing  a 
single  shot. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  state  that  the  warden  of  the  Ludlow 
Street  Jail,  and  those  of  his  assistants  who  were  deemed  responsible, 
have  been  removed  from  office,  and  the  sheriff*  of  New  York  County 
has  been  indicted  by  the  United  States  grand  jury  in  consequence  of 
the  escape  of  these  prisoners.  1  am  assured  that  everything  possible 
will  be  done  by  the  Department  of  Justice  to  secure  the  just  punish- 
ment of  any  and  all  who  may  be  found  to  be  in  any  manner  responsible 
for  this  disgraceful  episode. 

The  Postmaster-General  has  offered  a  special  reward  of  $1,000  each 
for  the  capture  of  Killoran,  Allen,  and  Russell,  and  the  delivery  of 
their  persons  to  the  custody  of  the  United  States  marshal  at  New 
York  City.  It  is  hoped  that  these  rewards  will  stimulate  the  search 
now  being  made  for  these  criminals  and  result  in  their  recapture  at 
no  distant  day. 


Under  existing  statutes  a  serious  obstacle  is  encountered  in  the 
prosecution  of  postmasters  for  violations  of  section  211,  Postal  Laws 
and  Eegulations,  1893,  which  relates  to  fraudulent  returns  of  cancella- 
tions, and  it  has  been  suggested  that  this  difficulty  would  be  obviated 
if  the  laws  and  regulations  were  amended,  disallowing  the  postmasters 
credit  for  cancellations  on  drop  letters. 

Failure  has  resulted  in  the  prosecution  of  several  cases  against  postal 
clerks,  arrested  for  embezzling  mail,  from  the  fact  that  many  railway 
post-offices  extend  from  one  judicial  district  into  another,  and  in  the 
cases  above  referred  to  it  was  not  possible  to  establish  in  which  of  the 
said  judicial  districts  the  offense  charged  was  committed,  and,  although 
complete  evidence  of  the  embezzlement  was  produced  on  the  trials,  the 
cases  failed  for  the  reason  that  it  could  not  be  shown  which  court 
had  jurisdiction  in  the  matter.  It  is  very  important,  therefore,  that 
the  United  States  statutes  should  be  amended  in  such  manner  that 
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the  defendants  in  such  cases  may  be  tried  in  any  one  of  the  judicial  dis- 
tricts through  which  the  railway  post-office  on  which  the  crime  was 
committed  may  extend. 

One  of  the  most  important  legal  points  in  connection  with  depreda- 
tion work  settled  last  year  was  the  decision  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  sustaining  the  use  of  "  test''  letters  in  securing  evi- 
dence against  parties  engaged  in  violations  of  the  postal  laws. 

In  conclusion,  I  summarize  briefly  the  recommendations  which  seem 
warranted  by  the  foregoing  reports  of  the  three  divisions  of  this 
Bureau: 

That  greater  protection  be  afforded  the  files  of  postmasters'  bonds 
by  providing  fireproof  cases  for  their  safe-keeping; 

That  the  standing  rewards  for  the  arrest  of  post-office  burglars  not 
only  be  renewed,  but  that  the  scope  of  the  offer  be  made  as  compre- 
hensive and  liberal  as  possible; 

That  the  amount  of  the  annual  appropriation  for  the  special  purx>ose 
of  rewards  for  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  offenders  against  the 
postal  laws  be  continued  at  $25,000; 

That  the  United  States  statutes  be  amended  in  such  manner  that 
the  defendants  in  cases  of  the  arrest  of  i>ostal  clerks  for  embezzlement 
of  mail,  where  the  railway  post-offices  extend  from  one  judicial  district 
into  another,  may  be  tried  in  any  one  of  the  judicial  districts  through 
which  the  railway  post-office  on  which  the  crime  was  committed  may 
extend; 

That  more  stringent  statutes  be  enacted  covering  green  goods  and 
obscene  matter. 

The  work  of  the  three  divisions  has  been  brought  up  to  date,  but  I 
have  in  mind  the  suggestion  during  the  coming  year  of  some  quite 
radical  changes  in  the  disposition  of  certain  classes  of  cases  treated 
by  the  division  of  i)ost-office  inspectors  and  mail  depredations,  with  a 
view  of  still  further  increasing  the  efficiency  of  that  force.

Sir:  The  following  reports  present  an  accoant  of  the  transactions  of 
this  office,  and  of  the  financial  operations  of  the  Post-Office  Depart- 
ment, daring  the  fiscal  year  ended  Jnne  30, 1895 : 

MONEY-ORDER  BUSINESS. 

The  two  years'  accnmnlation  in  this  office  of  unassorted  money  orders 
is  something  of  the  past.  All  of  the  money  orders  received  have  been 
assorted,  and  the  demands  of  late  postmasters  for  the  abjudication  of 
their  money-order  accounts  have  been  silenced  by  their  settlement. 

From  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  June  30, 1895,  the  accounts  of  post- 
masters, postal  and  money  order,  have  been  simultaneously  settled,  and 
there  is  no  reason  why  all  of  the  business  of  this  office  in  the  future 
may  not  be  carried  on  currently,  settlements  made,  suits  brought, 
and  investigations  of  accounts  of  recalcitrant  i>ostmasters  had  to  the 
current  date. 

The  improvement  in  the  condition  of  this  office  has  been  greatly  facili- 
tated by  your  orders  reorganizing  its  methods,  based  upon  the  plan 
devised  by  the  Joint  Commission  of  Congress,  known  as  the  Dockery 
Commission. 

CHECKING  BY  THE  COUPON. 

The  last  one  of  the  features  of  this  new  system  to  be  put  into  effect, 
•viz,  checking  money-order  accounts  by  1;he  coupon,  proves  itself  to  be 
the  most  serviceable.    It  facilitates  settlements  and  insures  accuracy 
in  auditing  the  money-order  stiitements  of  postmasters. 

NEW  FORM  OF  MONEY  ORDER. 

In  the  last  annual  report  from  this  office  the  following  statement 
appeared: 

If  the  size  of  the  order  were  reduced,  and  the  qaality  of  the  paper  on  which  it  is 
printed  improyed,  it  woald  facilitate  nandlin^  in  this  office  and  avoid  some  of  the 
errors  caused  by  portions  of  the  margin  becoming  detached. 
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The  Honorable  First  Assistant  Postmaster-General  coincided  in  this 
view,  and  for  this  and  other  reasons  his  office  has  issued  a  new  form  of 
money  order  which  in  all  respects  is  an  improvement  upon  the  coupon 
order  first  issued.  The  new  order  is  being  gradually  introduced  and 
when  once  in  general  use  will  facilitate  the  business  of  this  office. 
Attention  is  called  to  a  new  feature  of  the  coupon  of  this  order.  It  is 
that  of  printing  on  the  reverse  side  of  the  coupon  the  same  figures  that 
are  upon  its  face,  so  that  the  last  figures  upon  it  when  detached  are 
identical  with  those  on  the  margin  of  the  order.  The  credit  of  this 
invention  is  due  to  Mr.  H.  J.  Bibb,  an  efficient  clerk  in  this  office.  His 
plan  was  readily  approved  in  this  office  and  promptly  adopted  by  the 
Post-Office  Department. 

The  current  business  of  the  money-order  branch  has  not  only  been 
reached,  but  it  is  also  dispatched  with  more  system  and  accuracy  than 
formerly  characterized  the  work. 

A  system  of  review  with  a  record  kept  of  every  error  discovered  is 
doing  much  to  insure  correctness  and  au  the  same  time  develop  the 
merit  of  the  clerks. 

MONEY-ORDER   STATEMENTS  AND  PAID  MONEY  ORDERS. 

Under  the  system  in  practice  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  Con- 
gress approved  January  27, 1894,  the  money-order  statements  of  post- 
masters, with  paid  money  orders  pertaining  to  them,  were  forwarded 
to  the  Money-Order  Division  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  where  a 
preliminary  examination  of  the  statements  was  had,  with  the  view  of 
discovering  cases  of  failure  to  make  prompt  deposits.  Correspondence 
was  then  had  relative  to  the  unauthorized  retention  by  postmasters  of 
money -order  funds,  and  the  statements  and  paid  orders  were  then  for- 
warded to  this  office  for  audit. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  act  above  referred  to,  money-order  state- 
ments, and  the  paid  orders  therewith,  are  mailed  by  postmasters 
directly  to  this  office,  and  do  not  pass  through  the  money-order  branch 
of  the  Post-Office  Department.  The  preliminary  examination  of  state- 
ments and  correspondence  relative  thereto  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
I)rompt  deposits  and  preventing  the  accumulation  of  money-order 
funds  in  the  hands  of  postmasters,  formerly  conducted  in  the  Post-Office 
Department,  is  now  carried  on  by  this  office  with  very  satisfactory 
results.  The  advantages  of  the  change  are  manifest.  Circumlocution 
in  the  handling  of  a  vast  number  of  papers,  and  divided  responsibility 
for  their  custody,  is  avoided,  and  perfect  continuity  in  auditing  as  well 
as  marked  gain  in  time  is  secured.  The  number  of  money-order  state- 
ments received  during  the  year  was  354,327.  The  number  of  paid 
money-orders  accompanying  such  statements  was  22,940,398.  The 
amount  of  money  received  by  postmasters  and  paid  out  by  them 
on  these  money  orders  during  the  year  aggregated  the  sum  of 
$331,931,766.41. 

INVALID  MONEY  ORDERS. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  2,136  certifications  made  for  pay- 
ment by  warrant  of  invalid  money  orders,  being  those  remaining  unpaid 
for  more  than  one  year.  Of  these  certifications  1,880  were  approved  and 
paid.  The  remaining  256  were  rejected  for  the  reason  that  inspection 
of  the  files  of  this  office  developed  the  fact  that  the  original  orders  had 
been  paid.  Had  the  system  formerly  in  use,  of  issuingtluplicate  orders 
in  such  cases,  been  continued,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  in  each  of

the  256  cases  named  duplicate  orders  would  have  been  issued,  wbich 
would  have  necessitated  an  et!ort  on  the  part  of  this  office  to  recover 
in  each  case  the  amount  of  the  double  payment.  The  possibility  of 
double  payment  of  invalid  orders  is,  under  the  present  system,  reduced 
to  the  minimum. 

postal  accounts. 

The  work  of  auditing  postmasters'  postal  accounts  is  in  excellent 
condition  and  fully  up  to  date. 

•Under  the  act  of  Congress  approved  January  27, 1894,  the  deposi- 
taries of  postal  funds  send  directly  to  this  office  the  original  certificate 
of  deposit.  Formerly  the  certificates,  both  original  and  duplicate,  were 
sent  to  the  postmaster.  The  original  was  then  remitted  by  him  to  the 
Third  Assistant  Postmaster-General  and  thence  forwarded  to  this  office. 

The  change  of  method  has  facilitated  the  business  of  this  office.  It 
has  obviated  frequent  delays  and  much  correspondeiice  on  account  of 
the  failure  of  postmasters  to  forward  the  original  certificate  of  deposit. 
Now  the  transcript  of  deposit  received  in  this  office  from  a  depositary 
of  postal  funds  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  for  each  deposit  named, 
a  duplicate  of  which  certificate  is  sent  by  the  depositary  to  the  post- 
master, to  be  retained  by  him  in  his  office  as  a  voucher. 

The  number  of  postmasters  delinquent  in  rendering  their  quarterly 
postal  accounts  shows  a  marked  decrease  as  compared  with  former 
years.  By  direct  correspondence  with  the  postmasters,  and,  when 
that  failed,  by  promptly  reporting  the  delinquent  to  the  Postmaster- 
General,  they  have  been  impress^  with  the  necessity  of  promptly  ren- 
dering their  postal  accounts. 

By  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  settlement  of  money-order  accounts 
has  been  brought  up  to  date,  balances  on  postal  accounts  in  ft^vor  of 
late  postmasters  are  now  paid  within  three  months  after  the  final  audit 
of  the  account. 

Heretofore  payments  of  balances  have  rarely  been  made  in  less  than 
from  nine  to  twelve  mouths  after  the  settlement  of  the  final  account;  in 
many  cases  suspension  of  payment  on  postal  accounts  for  longer  peri- 
ods has  been  caused  by  the  necessity  of  awaiting  the  final  audit  of  the 
money-order  account. 

Balances  due  the  United  States  by  late  postmasters  on  their  postal 
accounts  are  being  successfully  collected.  Collection  drafts  are  promptly 
issued  against  late  postmasters  and  demands  made  on  them  and  their 
sureties.  When  necessary,  requests  are  made  for  the  detail  of  post- 
office  inspectors  to  cooperate  in  the  collection  of  balances.  If  collection 
can  not  be  made  through  the  medium  of  drafts  and  inspectors,  the  cases 
are  at  once  entered  for  suit. 

postal  agency  at  shanghai. 

The  only  foreign  postal  agency  of  the  United  States  is  located  at 
Shanghai,  China.  The  accounts  of  this  agency  seem  to  have  been 
overlooked  in  this  office  for  some  years  past,  as  no  settlement  appears 
to  have  been  made  since  March  31, 1879.  During  the  year  collections 
have  been  made  from  the  present  postal  agent  amounting  to  $5,157.28. 
Ko  previous  deposit  has  been  received  from  this  agency  since  April 
3,1884. 

The  attention  of  the  Honorable  Postmaster- General  was  called  to  the 
condition  of  this  account,  and  under  his  order  of  April  1, 1895,  there 
has  been  a  revision  of  the  methods  of  accounting  with  this  agency  in 
p  M  G  95 41 
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the  Post-Office  Department.  Its  accounts  are  now  settled  in  this  office 
quarterly,  in  the  same  manner  as  those  of  a  postmaster,  and  the  bal- 
ances collected  which  are  found  due  the  United  States. 

COLLECTIONS  BY  POST-OFFICE  INSPECTORS. 

The  collection  of  balances  due  the  United  States  on  the  accounts  of 
I>ostmaster8,  late  and  present,  and  those  of  failing  bidders  and  mail 
contractors,  is  in  many  cases  greatly  facilitated  by  direct  personal 
communication  on  the  part  of  agents  of  the  PostOffice  Department 
with  the  debtors  and  their  sureties.  It  has  been  the  practice  of  this 
office,  after  making  the  usual  efforts  to  collect  through  the  medium  of 
correspondence,  to  refer  such  case>s  to  the  office  of  the  Fourth  Assistant 
Postmaster-General  for  the  action  of  post-office  inspectors,  whose  serv- 
ices have  been  kindly  placed  by  the  Post-Office  Department  at  the 
disposal  of  this  office  for  the  purpose  named.  The  efficient  and  valu- 
able aid  derived  from  this  source  is  shown  by  the  following  statement 
of  moneys  collected  froni  1891  to  1895,  inclusive,  through  post-office 
inspectors,  and  credited  to  postal,  money-order,  and  miscellaneous 
accounts,  viz :

COLLECTION  BY  SUIT. 

On  July  1, 1894,  the  sum  of  9776,349.42  was  the  aggregate  amount 
for  which  suits  had  been  instituted  against  late  postmasters,  failing 
contractors,  failing  bidders,  and  late  contractors,  and  the  sureties  on 
their  bonds,  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  During  the  past  fiscal 
year  this  sum  was  increased  to  $1,045,394.88. 

Efibrts  are  being  made  to  ascertain  in  each  of  the  old  cases  whether 
or  not  there  is  a  possibility  of  realizing  the  amounts  due.  In  some  old 
cases  collections  have  been  made  notwithstanding  their  age,  and  in 
others  steps  have  been  taken  to  recover.  Many  of  the  principals  and 
sureties  in  such  cases  have  been  traced  firom  one  State  to  another  and 
their  residences  and  pecuniary  circumstances  definitely  determined. 

When  it  is  reliably  ascertained  that  judgment  debtors  are  insolvent 
or  dead  and  their  estates  worthless,  the  accounts  are  closed  on  the 
books  of  this  office  by  '<  Bad  debts."  But  this  action  is  only  taken  after 
a  thorough  investigation  and  when  all  doubt  as  to  their  insolvency  is 
removed.

The  number  of  cases  submitted  for  suit  duriDg  the  year,  260,  aud  the 
amount  of  money  involved,  $397,419.24,  is  the  largest  in  number  and 
amount  in  the  history  of  the  office.  This  resulted  from  an  effort  to 
clear  the  records  of  the  office  and  dispose  of  the  accumulated  accounts, 
dating  back  to  the  year  1882.  At  present  the  work  is  practically  up  to 
date.  The  last  three  items  in  the  above  table  represent  transactions  of 
1879, 1880, 1881, 1885, 1886,  and  1888,  which  for  some  unknown  reason 
were  not  noted  at  the  proper  time. 

Upon  assuming  charge  of  this  office  in  1894  the  work  of  collecting 
from  failing  contractors,  failing  bidders,  and  late  contractors  was  found 
very  much  in  arrears,  cases  having  accumulated  for  several  years.  The 
following  figures  show  what  has  been  done  in  this  particular:

Under  the  statutes  (Rev.  Stats.,  sec.  3945,  as  amended  by  the  act  of 
June  23,  1874,  sec.  12,  18  Stats.,  236)  this  office  is  required  to  submit 
accounts  relating  to  the  mail  service  for  collection  of  the  amount  of 
the  bonds,  as  it  is  provided  that  the  principals  and  sureties  shall  be 
liable  for  the  amounts  of  the  bonds  as  liquidated  damages,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  an  a^^tion  of  debt.  Collections,  however,  are  only  made  of  the 
amount  of  the  actual  damages  resulting  to  the  United  States  by  reason 
of  the  failures,  and  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  bond  and 
the  actual  damage  is  a  fictitious  sum  entered  upon  the  records  of  this 
office,  which  can  only  be  closed  by  "Bad  debts."  I  respectfully  solicit 
your  recommendation  to  Congress  to  obtain  the  necessary  legislation 
authorizing  this  office  to  submit  these  accounts  for  the  collection  of  the 
actual  damages.  Heretofore  no  calculation  has  been  made  at  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  total  amount  of  the  actual  damage  involved  in 
the  suits.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Post  Office  Department  as  shown  by 
the  accounts  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 1895. 

All  expenditures  on  account  of  service  of  last  and  prior  fiscal  years 
are  stated  to  September  30, 1896,  as  in  former  reports.
